Newton cited for 
job discrimination

The city of Newton and nine other 
Massachusetts communities have been 
found in violation of the federal general- 
revenue-sharing regulations against job 
discrimination. 

The violations, if uncorrected, could 
lead to the loss of $1.4 million in revenue 
sharing funds annually and could affect 
other federal funding. 

Mayor Theodore Mann was notified of 
the discrimination charge last Friday in a 


letter from Dr. Bernadine Denning, 
director of the Office of Revenue Sharing, 
U.S. Department of the Treasury. 

A compliance review, Denning's letter 
said, turned up the fact that Newton 
employs only 1.4 percent minority 
workers and 12.6 percent women in the 
departments that receive revenue 
sharing money. 

According to the ORS, Newton should 
be employing 7 percent minority persons 
and 42.4 percent women in those 
departments. 


Civil Service changes 
needed for compliance 


Several proposed changes in the 
Massachusetts Civil Service rules may 
ease the problem of equal employment 
opportunity for minorities and women. 

One change, which allows a hiring 
authority to request a separate list of 
three minority persons and women in 
addition to the three names submitted by 
Civil Service for one job opening, has 
been the subject of public hearings by the 
Civil Service Commission and is awaiting 
an opinion on constitutionality from the 
attorney general's office, according to a 
member of Gov. Michael Dukakis’ staff. 

Benjamin Jones, assistant legal 


counsel to the governor, said this week 
the governor is in favor of the change, 
which will give to the hiring authorities in 
cities and towns the opportunity to fill 
jobs with other than the top three names 
submitted by Civil Service. 

Hie governor has already approved a 
change that will become effective July 1, 
which will increase the number of names 
submitted by the Civil Service when more 
than one job opening exists. 

Formerly in the case of two jobs, for 
example, only four names were sub¬ 
mitted. That number has been increased

The departments referred to are 
Police, Fire, Public Works, Human 
Services, Building, Recreation, and the 
library system. 

The percentage required is apparently 
based on the labor market of the entire 
Boston metropolitan area, not on 
Newton's population alone. Newton's 
minority population — black people, 
Spanish-speaking, American Indian, 
Oriental — totals about 2 percent, ac¬ 
cording to Planning Department figures. 

Other violations, according to the ORS 
letter, involve sex-restrictive job titles, 
such as "maintenance man” and 
“ janitress," and Civil Service procedures 
for. recruitment and referral of people for 
jobs.

Custodians turn to factfinder

The mediation process with the Newton 
Public Schools Custodian Association 
broke down Wednesday noon, according 
to union President Robert Robards 

The custodians, Local 454 of the Service 
Employees International Union, will soon 
be meeting with a factfinder agreed upon 
by them and the School Committee. 

Assistant Director for Personnel 
Thomas O’Conor confirmed that the 
bargaining had broken down. He said 
there have been six regular negotiating 
sessions and four mediation sessions 
including Wednesday. 


David Grodsky, the mediator from the 
state Board of Conciliation and Ar¬ 
bitration, said the custodians and the 
School Committee will be asked soon to 
choose an arbitrator. 

A hearing date could be set within 10 
days to two weeks with the arbitrator, 
who would then have 30 days to make 
nonbinding recommendations to both 
sides as to what he or she feels is fair. 

Robards said there will be a meeting 
with union members on June 22, eight 
days before their contract expires, and 
explained what he called “the major 
differences over several articles in the 
contract." 

The custodians are also waiting for a 


decision from the State Labor Relations 
Board on a case involving the layoff of 
seven union members last year. 

Salary increases for custodians, 
secretaries, and teachers were not put in 
the sdhool budget as it was passed this 
year, but money has been placed in 
reserve in the city budget. 

O’Conor said negotitiations are con¬ 
tinuing with the Newton Educational 
Secretaries' Association which 
represents 152 secretaries, and the 
teachers are waiting for an election on 
June 21 and 22 to decide who will 
represent them. 

There are 139.5 custodian positions and 
over 1000 teachers. 


Conservation Commission 

Land acquisition plans updated

The Newton Conservation Commission, 
in a meeting held to update recom¬ 
mendations for the city’s next capital 
improvement program, made two ad¬ 
ditions to its land acquisition program, 
discussed a number of other open space 
parcels of interest to commissioners, and 
made some minor corrections to the CIP. 

Added were 9.2 acres of Boston Edison 
Company land at Vine and LaGrange 
Sts., not in the current 1978-83 CIP, and 45 
acres of the 60-acre St. Joseph Novitiate. 

The changes now go back to City 
Planning Director Charles Thomas and 
Mayor Theodore Mann, who may or may 
not include them in the draft CIP due to 
go to the Board of Aldermen in October 


Voting at their May 18 meeting to 
modify the conservation land acquisition 
section of the CIP were Commissioners 
Dennis Ditelberg, Richard Staley, 
Nathan Tucker, Deborah Howard, 
Thelma Fleishman, and Helen Heyn. 

Also discussed, but not acted upon, 
were the Bigelow House and grounds in 
Ward Eight, the Spagnuolo land on River 
Street Street, a parcel on Farwell Street 
and two Upper Falls parcels along the 
Charles River. 

The Bigelow House, designed by noted 
American architect H.H. Richardson, is 
due for action before the aldermanic 
Finance Committee on June 9. 

Some commissioners oppose sale of 
this city-owned land for subdivision into 
single-familv house lots, as recom¬ 


mended by the "core committee" of the 
Mayor's Advisory Committee on Use of 
Surplus Municipal Buildings last year. 

They fear neighborhood pressure to 
allow single-family development of the 
entire 17.9 acre site. 

Most commissioners oppose that 
because of environmental damage that 
could result from such development, and 
because they wish to retain the land¬ 
scaped grounds and large old trees along 
with the historic Bigelow House. 

The City of Newton has been buying the 
estate from the Peabody Hospital for 
Crippled Children over a 20 year period. 

Several commissioners adamantly 
insist that the city may not sell the land

Decline and fall of Latin at an end?

• "To each his own choice.") - proverb, as 
quoted by Day Junior High students. 

The language is I-atin, and among ninth 
graders, when it comes to selecting a 
foreign language, the choice is in¬ 
creasingly Latin 

Why? 

"It stretches your mind, and it gives 
>ou a greater appreciation of the things 
around you," says Mindy Goodman, 
Latin teacher at F. A. Day Junior High 
School. 

There is an added interest in the occult 
and medieval culture, a "renaissance" in 
Latin at the college level, and enormous 
change in the way 1-atin is taught, ex¬ 
plains Preston Shea, foreign language 
coordinator for the Newton schools. 

For the precision, the vocabulary¬ 
building it offers, Latin is invaluable, 
suggests Virginia Cox, I .aim teacher at 
New ion North High. 

She stresses vocabulary and basic 
grauunar, including similarities with and 
differences from English grauunar, and

says that students find it very helpful for 
their PSAT and SAT tests. 

Students at F. A. Day agree with that, 
and add an astounding myriad of other 
reasons why they are taking Latin. 

Thirteen of them from Ms. Goodman's 
classes voluntarily came to be in-

terviewed about their Latin course over 
April vacation week. 

"Caesar" literally means "the cut 
one,” derived from "caedo" (to cut), 
because he was born by cutting into his 
mother’s abdomen (caesarean section), 
Day students will tell you. 

And from "caesar" come the Russian 
word "czar" and the German "kaiser." 

Day students LIKE Latin, and most 
plan to continue it at North High next 
year. 

"It helps you in the English language. 
It helps you understand how the English 
language came about. I like it. It’s tun," 
says Sarah Weiss. 


"It's a great language to learn. I am 
definitely taking it next year,” says 
Michael. 

Antonietla Giustizia says, "1 took Latin 
because I want to be a bilingual teacher.” 

"I'd like to be a psychiatrist. I thought 
maybe Latin would help’” said Paula 
Pambookian. 

Lynn Porter chose Latin "for a better 
sense of vocabulary." 

Every child in Lynn’s family has taken 
Latin, 

"It’s rewarding. After you've 
memorized a declension and you KNOW 
it, you don't have to worry about it any 
more,” says Jane Darviche. 

Anna l.embo wants to go into medicine 
and heard that Latin provides a strong 
background for the words she'll have to 
understand. 

Craig Edsall takes it because his 
parents wanted him to take a language. 

Antonietla, who came here from 
Abruzzo, Italy, only three and a half 
years ago, compares Latin words she 
learns to Italian words she already 
knows. 

"Students want to know about the 
relevance of Latin today, about myths, 


classical art and archaeology, (Greek 
and Roman) and how Latin touches them 
every day," says Ms. Goodman. 

Ms. Goodman decided to major in I-itin 
when she was in ninth grade. 

She grew up in a house full of books in 
New Rochelle, N.Y. Her parents, who had

mythology, taught her mythology and 
encouraged her to study Latin. 

Inspiring teachers added to her interest 
through high school, Boston University's 
college of liberal arts, and a master's 
degree program in classics at Tufts 
University, she says.

1970 edition, a very traditional, sub¬ 
stantial book that gives the students the 
basics of Latin grauunar and interesting 
points of culture.

A make-up lead screening for 
Newton children ages one and 
a half - 2 years and 3 and a half 
- 4 years of age will be held 
Tuesday, June 7, from 8:30 
a.m.-12 noon, at the Davis 
School, 492 Waltham St., West 
Newton. 

The June 7 screening will 
make up the clinic cancelled 
May 10 by bad weather. 
Parents who had planned to 
bring their children to that 
screening or any others who 
have not yet had their children 
screened for lead poisoning 
this year may attend the 
rescheduled session. 

Sponsored by Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, Newton 
Health Department and the 
Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program, iho lead screening 
will consist of a simple finger- 
prick blood test to determine if 


the child has an elevated blood 
lead level. 

Children of other ages, 
through 5 years, also may be 
tested at the screening. 
Ideally, children should be 
tested for lead levels till age 5. 

Children found to have 
elevated blood lead levels are 
retested, then, if necessary, 
have specific medical treat¬ 
ment to remove the excess lead 
from their bodies. 

Lead poisoning cases have 
been found in all areas of 
Newton where testing has been 
done during 1973-74 and 1975-76.

Teachers told of child 
abuse law by Mofenson 


Newton Rep. David 

Mofenson addressed a seminar 
for school administrators in 
Framingham recently to 
outline the responsibility of 
educators in reporting 
suspected neglect and child 
abuse. 
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Some professionals, such as 
teachers, are required to 
report suspected cases to the 
Department of Public Welfare. 

"Teachers want to know how 
to define abuse and neglect, 
how to report it without en¬ 
dangering a child and how to 
coordinate with other agen¬ 
cies," said Mofenson. 

The Department of Health 
Education and Welfare has 
informed Mofenson (D- 
Newton) that it intends to 
continue* granting federal 
funds for Parents Anonymous. 

Mofenson cochairman of the 
House Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs, 
explained that Parents 
Anonymous was designed "to 
reach and assist abusive 
parents and is an important 
tool in the campaign against 
child abuse.” 

More than 6000 families have 
received help from Parents 
Anonymous across the coun¬ 
try, HEW told Mofenson 

Mofenson is also considering 
legislation to include child 
pornography within the scope 
of child abuse. "Practices 
which exploit, dehumanize, 
and harm children either 
physically and emotionally, 
are intolerable in our society," 
Mofenson said. 


Robert E. Rides of 495 
Parker St., Newton Centre, has 
announced his candidacy for 
the Ward 8 Newton School 
Committee seat. 

Rides said he is running 
“because I believe that we 
must not only maintain the 
excellence of our school 
system, but we must also 
maintain the reputation of the 
system.

"I believe that each child 
learns and responds differently 
and that we must address these 
differences and provide the 
academic and social foun¬ 
dations and alternative needed 
for adult life. 

"Voluntary cooperative and 
enrichment programs form an 
integral part of these foun¬ 
dations," he said. 

Rides, who is director of 
administration at W.J. Schafer 
Associates Inc. of Wakefield, 
feels there should be citizen 


participation in the decisions 
and the divisive practice of 
pitting one community or 
group against another should 
discontinue. 

"For example,” he said, 
“school closings should be 
based on merit and analysis 
and not on mediation between 
two neighborhoods forced into 
the fight. 

"I believe that the 
superintendent and 
professional staff should be 
treated with respect instead of 
intimidation. Questioning 
should be constructive and 
instructive, rather than 
destructive,” Rides said. 

The candidate continued, 
"finally, I believe we must 
return dignity and decorum to 
our School Committee. 

"The most recent example of 
the loss of dignity occurred at 
the special School Committee 
meeting on May 2 when, on two 
different occasions, members 
of the Committee requested 
apologies from the chairman 
for his rudeness and partiality 
and were rebuffed with further 
rudeness. 

"Such actions are injurious 
to every one of us, costly and 
counter-productive," Rides

The debate between Paul 
Ash, who moved to rescind the 
new policy, and Robert Cohen, 
who suggested it, hinged on the 
degree of openness in govern¬ 
ment and the importance of the

Ash argued that the 
department heads and 
housemasters are supervised 
by the principals who in turn 


report to the superintendent. 
The Committee interviews the 
final candidates for principal 
before a vote. 

Ash also felt the interview 
policy would inhibit qualified 
persons from applying for any 
future openings. 

Cohen said the termination of 
the policy would be a stifling of 
the Open Meeting Law, 
resulting in "returning the 
(interview) process to the back 
room." 

Bill Mandell, Steve

Committee from Newton North 
High School all spoke against 
continuing the interviews. 

Michael LeConti said, "I 
don’t like this Perry Mason 
type of atmosphere,” during 
the interviews.

Action taken against Auburndale developer 


Yale Turner, 25, of 465 
Parker St., Newton Centre, will 
appeal to Superior Court his 
conviction this week on two 
charges of driving to endanger 
for which he was fined $250 and 
given a two-year suspended 
jail sentence. 

Turner appeared in Newton 
District Court Tuesday after 
pleading innocent to seven 
alleged traffic violations. 

Judge Monte Basbas placed 
«>n file charges of being a 
disorderly person and not 
having a license in possession, 
and dismissed a speeding 
complaint, all three of which 
stemmed from an incident on 
April 8 when he was stopped by 
Officer David Devaney. 

Officer Devaney said he 
spotted the red Corvette 
allegedly driven by Turner 


(tead down Washington Street 
from Newton Corner to West 
Newton at speeds of 70 to 75 
mph. 

Following a question by 
Turner’s lawyer, Officer 
Devaney said Turner had 
stated he was en route to the 
police station before being 
stoppped at Cross Street in 
West Newton. 

Turner, who admitted to 
suffieent facts, on all charges, 
was found guilty of refusing to 
stop for a police officer in 
uniform and operating 
recklessly, for which he was 
fined a total of $131.25. 

Judge Basbas also ordered 
Turner’s license suspended for 
30 days. 

The two incidents of 
operating to endanger oc¬ 
curred on May 4, according to 
police testimony in court. 


Cohen opens office 
for mayoral campaign 


Mayorai candidate Eliot 
Cohen last week lashed out at 
incumbent Mayor Theodore 
Mann’s "management team," 
saying, "We don’t elect a team, 
we elect a mayor." 

At the opening of a Cohen 
campaign office at 795 
Washington St., Newtonville, 
Cohen told assembled sup¬ 
porters that the mayor's 
management team includes 
"dozens of additional em¬ 
ployees hired within depart¬ 
ments at considerable tax¬ 
payers' expense" because of a 
"lack of direction and com¬ 
petency of the mayor." 

Replying lo claims made in 
Mann’s recent campaign 
speech. Cohen also discounted 
the mayor's claims that 
bonded indebtedness has 
decreased by $10 million 
during lus administration and 
asked . if the mayor takes 
credit for the reduction, much 
of which was predetermined 
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before the Mann ad¬ 
ministration began in 1971, why 
there been no reflection in the 
tax rate. 

Cohen attacked the mayor's 
record on public housing and 
the acquisition of open space. 
"You can't hold picnics in 
cemeteries,” Cohen said. 

Cohen blamed the mayor for 
ihe near-demise of the con¬ 
dominium at Chestnut Hill, and 
said, rather than credit himself 
with increasing the tax base 
Mann should have credited the 
Land Use Committee chaired 
by Eliot Cohen for the hours 
spent "putting the Chestnut 
Hill package together." 


The State Attorney General's 
Office has taken court action 
against three parties allegedly 
involved in the illegal dumping 
of rubbish on some lots in 
Auburndale. 

The rubbish has intruded 
onto Flowed Meadow, recently 
designated as an inland 
wetland by the State Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental 
Management. 

Separate action has been 
taken by the Newton Con¬ 
servation Commission on the 
matter. 

Named as defendants in a 
complaint filed April 28 in 
Suffolk Superior Court are 
Joseph and Lena Rigoli of 
Waltham, Wilfred Charnley of 
Waltham, and Capello 
Brothers, Inc., a West Newton 
contractor. 

The Rigolis are owners of 
record of the two lotson 
Staniford St. which Charnley 
was preparing for housing 
construction. 

According to an investigation 
by the Conservation Com¬ 
mission, Charnley hired 
Capello Brothers to dump 
"clean fill" on the site. 

A preliminary injunction was 
entered May 10 in Superior 
Court, according to Jose Allen 
of the Environmental 
Protection Division of the 
Attorney General’s Office. 

The state is asking that all 
deposition of material on the 
Rigoli lots on Staniford Street 
cease, and that the parcels "be 
restored, as nearly as possible, 
to their natural state," ac¬ 
cording to Allen. The Rigolis, 
Charnley and Capello Brothers 
are cited for violations of both 
Ihe stale Wetlands Protection 
Act and the Solid Waste 
Disposal Act, Allen added. 


Illegal dumping on the lots 
was first brought to light when 
a neighbor complained to the 
city about the dumping. 

Conservation Commission 
Chairman Dennis Ditelberg 
issued a cease and desist order 
'•n April 27 citing the Rigolis for 
"dumping of trash, rubbish, 
garbage, and other waste 
material" on their lots and 
“into the water of the Flowed 
Meadow Wetland” without the 
required permission from the 
Conservation Commission and 
Ihe State Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering. 

That same day, at its regular 
monthly meeting, the com¬ 
mission ratified Ditelberg’s 
order and voted 6-0 to issue a 
correction order that requires 
the Rigolis, Charnley and 
Capello Brothers to remove all 
dumped materials from the 
Rigoli lots and from the city- 
owned Flowed Meadow land 
immediately abutting them. 

The Attorney General’s 
office, involved because 
Flowed Meadow is now a state- 


designated inland wetland, 
moved on its own the following 
day 

An inspector from the 
Environmental Management 
Department of the Office of 
Environmental Affairs is 
expected to look at the site and 
make recommendations in the 


near future. 

Allen said no further court 
hearings have been scheduled. 

Meanwhile, the Conservation 
Commission's April 29 
correction order calls for the 
Rigolis and their agents to 
remove the rubbish by about 
June 1.

conservatives The opposition to Ted Harrington 


One effect of the reduction in the size of 
the Massachusetts House of Represen¬ 
tatives from 240 to 160 members and the 
necessary revision of House districts has 
been to make House members more conser¬ 
vative in their approach to placing new laws 
on the statue books. 

They will be standing for renomination 
and reelection in bigger districts next year. 
They will be seeking the support of new 
voters. In many instances they will be 
constesting with colleagues who are also 
entrenched in their positions. They will be 
seeking to avoid disputes and arguments. 

All this in influencing some House 
members to sweep everything they can 
under the rug instead of facing up now to the 
controversial issues incorporated in the 
legislative bills awaiting their consideration 
and disposition. 

That could prove a strategic mistake 
since they have 15 months to go before they 
run in party primaries, and they might wind 
up with the label of a do-nothing Legislature 
if they don't get down to business. 

The 1977 climax in the House was the 
overwhelming passage of the redistricting 
bill in the face of opposition by a bloc of 
liberals. That was a tremendous tribute to 
the strong leadership of Speakers Thomas 
W. McGee. However, it left some rancor, 
bitterness and frustration which have 
tended to slow down progress in the House. 

Everything also has been an anti-climax 
since the enactment of the redistricting 
measure. McGee now has the problem of 
getting the 240-member body, over which he 
presides, back on course and functioning 
effectively. 

The conviction of two State Senators on 
extortion charges, the expulsion of one and 
the resignation of the other disrupted the 
usually orderly progress of business in the 
upper legislative branch. 

Governor Dukakis may encounter dif¬ 
ficulty in winning legislative approval of his 
pet proposals this year. Dukakis has given 
No. 1 priority to his bill to reorganize the 
state's judicial system. 

While the legislative leadership will strive 
for enactment of that controversial 
measure, many rank and file law-makers 
back away from it because of uncertainties 
and disagreements as to the effects and cost 
of the hotly debated bill. 

The Governor's No. 2 legislative priority 
apart from his budget for the next fiscal 
year, is to achieve the adoption of a plan 
providing for the establishment of new 
medium-security prison facilities 
throughout Massachusetts in order to 
relieve over-crowded conditions in existing 
prisons. 

That is a particularly troublesome 
problem because everyone wants a new 
prison located in somebody else's back yard. 
Each community wages an all-out fight to 
block the location of a correctional institu¬ 
tion within its town or municipal limits. 

Some Beacon Hill observers think the 
most advisable course for the Legislature 
would be to end its 1977 session about July 4 
and return next January to make a fresh 
start. 

A flaw in that reasoning is that 1978 is an 
election year—a difficult election year 
because of the new House districts. 
Legislators may be even less disposed to 
face up to their tough problems and make 
their hard decisions next winter then they 
are now.

He's always enjoyed a splendid working relationship with 
the FBI, IRS and other Federal investigaUve agencies, and 
with the Massachusetts attorney general's office. 

He's had a successful baptism of fire as onetime head of 
the New England Strike Force on Organized Crime. 

He's possessed of unquestioned integrity, good 
judgement, extended investigative, administrative and 
trial experience. 

He's a longtime friend and supporter of senior 
Massachusetts U.S. Senator Edward M. Kennedy. 

Yet, surprisingly, the above, singly and collectively, 
speUs out the reasons why there Is a quiet underground 
opposition to the nomination of atty. Edward F. Harrington 
of Needham to be the next United States attoryney for 
Massachusetts. 

It would be the crime of the century if Ted Harrington is 
denied this job when the Senate considers his nomination 
from President Carter. 

Senator Kennedy, of course, selected Ted Harrington as 
his choice for the sensitive post after a screening panel 
included the Holy Cross graduate in its list of four can¬ 
didates for U.S. Atty. James N. Gabriel’s job. 

Some quarters complained the Harrington choice, 
somehow, was clouded because he was the only candidate 
in the final group with whom Ted Kennedy felt comfortable. 
There was even criticism because Harrington is a longtime 
friend and associate of Kennedy cousin Joe Gargin and pal 
Paul Markham, who were with Kennedy on Chap- 
paquiddick on that night of tragedy nearly a decade ago. 
What bearing this has on Harrington's qualifications defies 
analysis. Markham, of course, is a former U.S. Attorney 
under whom the new nominee served as an assistant. 

Even some members of the Massachusetts congressional

delegation reportedly opposed Harrington's nomination 

once his name surfaced as one of four finalists. , 

The only unanimity shared by these opponents was he 
paucity of genuine reasons to be opposed; leading to the 
inevitable conclusion that the real fear was of Harrington 
as a tough, no-nonsense prosecutor where wrong-doers are 
concerned, regardless of political labels. ... 

,111 of which, inevitably, will be grist for Kenncdy-haters 
and Kcnnedy-baiters, especially in the ranks of the GOP, 
when the Senate finally considers the Harrington 
nomination. Unfortunately, in the political process the 
merits of the individual often are lost sight of when an 
enemy can be embarrassed or discombobulated. 

Most of those who have watched and admired 
Harrington's work over the years here in Massachusetts 
remain confident that those confirming him will look at the 
man and his accomplishments rather than any myth would- 
be detractors try to inject. 

This is a man feared, and rightly, by the underworld, 
crooked politicians and criminals of every description. He's 
a bright, aggressive young attorney who knows intimately 
the ins and outs of law enforcement, and is equipped ideally 
to make an excellent U.S. attorney. Under his leadership 
and experience, the political corruption unit set up more 
than three years ago in the U.S. attorney s office would be 
an even more powerful force for good. 

More and more, as the opposition against Harrington is 
analyzed, it becomes clear it is motivated by two factors. 
The first is the fear that he will perform too successfully as 
U.S. attorney. And the second is that if he could be 
sidetracked, which appears unlikely, it would be considered 
by some to be a setback to Ted Kennedy. 

The U.S. Senate is not perfect, and has made mistakes in 
the past. When it confirms Edward F. Harrington as U.S. 
Attorney, however, the Senate will be striking a strong blow 
for law and order in Massachusetts. 


Money runs out for the aged .

NEW YORK — Social Security is in trouble — in Europe 
as well as in the United States. The systems to support our 
aged land sick) are running out of money. 

The crisis is not inherent in Social Security as such. The 
trouble is brought on by three factors of ou times; high 
unemployment, high inflation and an aging population. 

Ail of these problems can be handled, although we cannot 
cope with the last (an aging population) unless we learn to 
think differently. 

Unemployment is our most immediate problem. If our 
jobless rate runs high, our resources must run low. Do a 
small piece of arithmetic. 

We have about seven million jobless. Their average in¬ 
come when employed would be around $10,000 a year. (You 
may adjust this figure to suit your fancy by putting it up or 
down by a thousand or so.) Lost income runs to $70 billion a 
year. 

If the Social Security tax runs at 12 per cent, that is a loss 
of about $8 billion a year. 

In America, our unemployment was officially decreed by 


earlier administrations as a way to cure inflation. Now we 
know that the medicine is the malady. Unemployment 
brings on inflation, that — in turn — boosts Social Security 
costs. 

Both unemployment and inflation are man-made; they 
are not an act of God or nature. Hence, they can be man- 
unmade. 

But even if we can undo the economic damage we have 
done, we will face the problem of aging population. There 
are more older people around now per working person than 
in the past. People live longer; fewer young are bom to fill 
the ranks of the gainfully employed. As a result, there are 
fewer people at work to support more people on retirement 

This will be even more so in the future because the bir¬ 
thrate in America is falling. 

The problem is new but not altogether new. In the past, 
those who received Social Security were able to do so 
because their pension was made possible by those at work. 
From the outset, people on retirement received pensions 
that were not based on their own personal contribution. 
There was not enough money in the original fund to do that. 


In effect, there was a social contract between 
generations. The younger people at work would pay in to a 
Social Security fund to take care of the elders. When those 
of working age retired, they — in turn — would be taken 
care of by their children and so on. 

Now the burden on those at work is greater than in the 
past because there are more retired people per worker on 
the job. 

But — and this is an important "but" — there are fewer 
children to support. Hence the number of people who must 
be carried by those gainfully employed will NOT increase. 
There will be fewer children and more seniors to take care 
of. 

Economically, this is the answer. But psychopolitically, 
we will have a problem. We support kids directly and 
personally and hence do not look upon this as a tax. The 
support of the older generation is less personal because it 
happens through taxation and we are more likely to resent 
the payment. To think of the oldsters as our generation of 
children requires a mental manipulaton that does not come 
easy.

Dukakis 'workfare' deserves better fate

President Carter has no intention of having the federal 
government take over the welfare burden, something which 
makes it more than passingly strange that Governor 
Dukakis' imaginative "workfare" proposal has triggered a 
storm of criticism here. 

Under "workfare," a small number of able-bodied 
welfare recipients would be required to perform useful jobs 
in exchange for their welfare checks. Judging from the 
uproar, one would think that the chief executive were 
proposing something un-American, sinful and shameful. 
Welfare organizations, labor unions, the federal govern¬ 
ment and others virtually tumbled over each other in 
eagerness to express outraged indignation. 

Why? What makes this "forced labor" or "slavery" - 
descriptions used scornfully by Mr. Giveaway himself, 
Slate Senator Jack Backman of Brookline? As Backman 
sees it, the Dukakis idea is a plot to "punish" people for the 
"crime" of being poor. Hogwash! 

Governor Dukakis' "workfare" proposal is constructive, 
timely and needed. It is a proposal which, however slightly, 
gives promise of jamming a finger in the dike of spend- 
spend-spend legislation espoused by the Backmans et al on 
Beacon Hill. It is similar to a program which has been 
working nicely in Utah for two years now, albeit somewhat 
less severe. 

It boggles the unagination that such strange bedfellows 
as liberals of the Backman ilk, unionists and bureaucrats 
all coalesce m opposition to an eminently sensible 
suggestion — a suggestion that promises at least a begin¬ 
ning in finding a solution to welfare, even though not a final 
solution. 

Certainly there is nothing shameful or un-American 


about ablebodied Americans working for the benefits they 
receive. Rather than going too far, the governor's idea 
doesn't go far enough. While the situation today isn't as 
bleak as back in the early 1930s, there would be justification 
today for serious consideration, and implementation, of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps (CCAi which put tens of 
thousands of able-bodied unemployed to work in worthwhile 
and meaningful work programs then. The CCC stands the 
test of time as far superior to outright welfare, especially 
for young, able-bodied males. 

Dukakis critics totally ignore a few basics, not the least 
the state’s still-serious economic crunch. "Workfare" is a 
small but significant attempt to provide a partial answer to 
the fiscal and economic challenges still facing us. 

"Workfare," too. would be a message to the beleagured 
taxpayer that, finally, the state is concerned with those who 
ultimately pay the welfare bill. Roughly half the Com¬ 
monwealth's revenues today are gobbled up by welfare — 
welfare costs today are twice as large as the entire cost of 
state government as recently as 10 years ago. This is money 
dipped from the taxpayers' pockets. 

Is this state and this nation truly adopting a welfare 
mentality? Judging from the reaction to this "workfare" 
proposal, such would seem to be the case. Maybe that's all 
right - but what happens when all the employed, or great 
numbers of them, decide it's better to be on welfare, and do 
nothing, than work for a living? 

Right now, in many instances, welfare benefits top the 
minimum wage — and are tax-free in the bargain. More 
and more Americans in the lower income brackets who 
work and live side by side with neighbors who are better off 
financially by sitting home loafing than they are working 
daily. Something is out of whack with a system that en¬ 
courages, let alone condones, such injustice. 


It's a topsy-turvy world, and nowhere is this better 
illustrated in the strange bedfellows joined together in 
opposition to Governor Dukakis on this issue. He’s on the 
right track on this issue.

Behavior modification has 
been a controversial form of 
human interaction since B.F. 
Skinner found in the early 
1950's that people, like 
Pavlov's dog who was made to 
salivate at the sound of a bell, 
could be made to behave in 
certain ways in exchange for 
an expected reward (or to 
avoid an expected punish¬ 
ment). 

The controversy extends to 
the very definition of behavior 
modificatioa Is it "treatment" 
or "learning?" Is the person 
who administers it a 
"therapist" or a "teacher?" 
But the most intense argument 
concerns the ethical aspects of 
its use. Is it "mind control?” 
Could some Svengalian Hitler 
brainwash a whole population 
into doing his malignant will? 

Michael Sullivan, the 
director of the behavior 
modification program in the 
Newton-Wellesley-Weston- 
Needham unit at Medfield 
State Hospital, disputes this 
frightening hypothesis. 

For chronic mental patients, 
psychologist Sullivan says, 
behavior modification is a 
process of regaining control 
over themselves— of "shifting 
the locus of control from the 
institution to the self.” 

There are 20 patients in 
Sullivan's program. Thirteen 
are or have been assaultive; 
nine are mentally retarded as 
well as psychotic. Although 
their average age is only 37, all 
have been hospitalized for 15 
years or more. All suffer from 
“institutional syndrome,” 
their behavior has become 
more and more bizarre and 
anti-social as the years away 
from the world have passed. 

"Acute patients need to be 
here for a moratorium from 
the real world," Sullivan points 
out, "but the people in the 
behavior mod program are 
here because society can’t 
tolerate them." The program, 
he says, "reacquaints patients 
with the structure of society. It 
helps them re-leam how to 
relate to other people, to time, 
to work.” 

Despite the effectiveness of 
behavior modification 
techniques in resocializing and 
de-institutionalizing chronic 
patients, some mental health 
professionals question its use 
with this population. Is it 
ehtical or valid, they ask, to 
ignore the deepseated 
psychological and biochemical 
causes of mental illness, ad- 
dicitions, etc. and just deal 
with their behavioral 
manifestations? 

To this question Sullivan 
responds "you can’t do insight 
therapy with a person with an 
IQ of 30. Behavior mod is very 
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practical, concrete, relevant. 
It is not a treatment. Our 
patients all are on medication 
to treat their illness. We are not 
trying to change psyches or 
intellects or even behavior in 
the general sense. Rather we 
seek to eliminate specific 
behaviors that are unac¬ 
ceptable in a social en¬ 
vironment in our culture, and 
produce or increase behaviors 
that are acceptable." 

This does not mean, Sullivan 
emphasizes, that the patient's 
feelings are ignored. "You 
might recognize anger, for 
example, but not recognize or 
reward hitting another patient 
as the expression of that 
anger." 

Formal behavior 
modification techniques stem 
from nineteenth century ex¬ 
periments in conditioning, 
which proved that given 
stimuli produce given 
responses. Paviov's dog 
salivated when food was 
presented (stimulus-food, 
response-salivation). If a bell 
were repeatedly rung when the 
food was presented, the dog 
eventually salivated only at the 
sound of the bell (conditioned 
stimulus-bell, conditioned 
response-sa li va tion). 

From this classical “S-R" 
situation, psychologists have 
developed techniques for 
"desensitizing” people from 
stimuli to which they overreact 
(e.g. a person who is afraid of 
dogs is shown pictures of dogs 
while being helped to relax); 
for sensitizing people to stimuli 
to which they have too weak a 
response (e.g. an alcoholic is 
given a drug which causes 
nausea when alcohol is 
tasted); and for “operant 
conditioning," a constant 
repetition of reinforcement of 
“good" behavior and-or 
ignoring or punishment of 
"bad” behavior. It is operant 
conditioning which is used on 
the wards of mental hospitals 
and schools for the mentally 
retarded. 

Most institutional programs 
are turning away from 
negative reinforcement, or 
punishment, as a technique; 
not only because it is not 
humane but because it is less 
effective than positive rein¬ 
forcement. 

The Medfield program has 
three levels. 

Direct reinforcement is used 
with the most regressed and 
withdrawn patients. After 
certain "good" behaviors are 
decided upon by the patient 
and staff (e.g. washing one's 
face, not talking to oneself, 
eating properly with utensils, 
etcO, those behaviors are 
rewarded immediately with 
candy, cigarettes, or whatever 
pleases the patient. 

As the patient progresses, he 
joins the token economy on the 
ward. Now the chosen "good" 
behaviors are rewarded with 
tokens which are later ex¬ 
changed for privileges or items 
in a special store on the ward. 

The most advanced patients 
operate under a behavioral 


self-control contract. The 
patient agrees to control his 
own behavior, and staff agree 
to allow him privileges such as 
weekends and day trips away 
from the hospital and other 
symbols of independent func¬ 
tioning. This level is the last 
phase before the patient's 
release to a half-way house or 
other protected environment in 
the community. 

The patients on the behavior 
modification unit are given 
operant conditioning 24 hours a 
day. All three shifts of hospital 
staff know each patient's goals 
and problems, and each patient 
has a "one-to-one” relationship 
with a staff member who 
knows him particularly well. 
Much of the interaction bet¬ 
ween patients and staff 
resembles that of students and 
teachers, because what is 
going on is really a kind of 
education. 


"Ail learning is a form of 
behavior modification," 
comments mental retardation 
coordinator Joan Levy of the 
Newton area office. "The 
teacher rewards the student 
for doing certain things; 
eventually the reward for the 
student is an internal one of 
knowing he did the 'right' thing 
or had the ’right’ answer." 

What the chronic patients ir 
Mike Sullivan's program arc 
learning is how to get rid of the 
negative behavior that brough' 
them attention in the past, ant 
how to establish positive 
behavior that will bring at 
tention from current staff ant 
eventually from people in the 
outside world. What they art 
ultimately learning is how to bt 
free.

She does declensions with hands, face 
and body gestures that resemble a 
calisthenics routine. 

F. A. Day is the only Newton junior 
high school where Latin is taught fulltime 
in the regular school program. 

About 75 ninth graders are enrolled this 
year. 

Bigelow students may take latin 
during "activity block”, and 12 to 20 are 
getting halftime credit for it this year. 

At Warren, a ninth grade full credit 
course exists, but the class meets four 
days a week for half an hour before the 
regular school day begins. 

Meadowbrook and Weeks do not offer 
latin this year, 

Newton North High, the beneficiary of 
feeder schools that do teach Latin, has 
fulltime courses at each grade level and 
three Latin teachers, while South high 
has just halftime classes unless a student 
elects to go to North for classes. 

"We've done very well here. We seem 
to hold our own," commented Virginia 
Cox, who has taught Latin for 20 years at 
Newton High. 

Ms. Cox, a Radcliffe graduate, scholar 
and inveterate traveler, has five Latin 
classes now. 

She looks forward to next year, when 
there will be eight or ten students in 
fourth-year Latin - the biggest advanced 
Latin class in her memory. 

Personal mementos of summer trips to 
Greece, Turkey, Iran and England enrich 
her classroom. 

In her desk and bookcases are films, 
records, tapes, the poems of Ogden Nash 
in Latin, and A. A. Milne's "Winne file

to five for two jobs, seven for three jobs, 
nine for four jobs, and so on. 

The effect will be to dip farther into the 
certified list and possibly reach minority 
and female applicants sooner. 

Another proposed change would im¬ 
prove the chance of departmental 
promotion. 

Civil Service testing and recruitment 
have been under attack by minorities for 
some time. 

Police and fire department tests were 
rewritten by court order a year or two 
ago, when it was demonstrated that the 
examinations discriminated against 
applicants who did not have a middle- 
class, white background. 

As a result of the federal government's 
charges against 10 cities or towns, many 
observers feel that there will be 
widespread reform of the Massachusetts 
Civil Service rules. 

Some have even suggested that Civil 
Service reform was the reason for the 
action. 


In the 19fi0's, colleges started 
disallowing Latin as a foreign language 
and required modern, spoken language 
instead. 

Meanwhile, a new "classical" ap¬ 
proach to Latin hit the colleges and 
universities. 

Students who studied the new Latin 
entered the school system as teachers 
themselves in the late 1960’s, bringing 
this approach with them. 

Mindy Goodman, the Latin teacher at 
Day, is one of them. 

"When I arrived in Newton in 1957, 
those were the halcyon days, although we 
didn't know it at the time,” Ms. Cox says. 

Newton High School had four and a half 
latin teachers. 

Colleges used to require Latin and 
demanded a certain number of years of 
language for entry. 

Now, colleges are very vague on 
language requirements, she says. 

A 1976 survey of eastern colleges and 
universities regarding their foreign 
language requirements bears out her 
comment. 

Students have changed, too. 

"There are far more demands on 
them," Ms. Cox noted. 

Outside events, like the Vietnam War, 
affected the whole school climate, she 
says. 

Students are far more vocal in their 
demands. Parents have less a say, and 
children more, in making their decisions, 
she believes. 

And Latin now has to compete with a lot 
nf other courses. 

(Six languages are currently offered at 
North High.) 

An upsurge of interest in Latin has been 
noted over the last five to six years, Shea 

says. 

Parents may feel it is a backdoor route 


provides a classical discipline not found 
in other courses, he says. 

Autonomy of junior high school prin¬ 
cipals in Newton is now determining how 
much latin is or will be offered in those 
schools. 

According to Shea, the principal is 
responsible for deciding whether latin 
will be taught, and. if so, when and how 
often. 

A proposal to reinstate latin as a 
regular fulltime course in all the Newton 
junior high schools is moving along. 

In April, some school administrators 
and language teachers met with all five 
junior high principals to discuss putting 
the F. A. Day Latin program into the 
regular ninth grade curriculum at each 
junior high. 

Reaction was mostly positive, ac¬ 
cording to Preston Shea. 

Principal Irwin Freedman at 
Meadowbrook said the idea was "great”, 
Shea reports, and he is trying to work it 
into the Meadowbrook schedule for next 
year. 

Warren will offer Latin during the 
regular school day, instead of at 8 a.m., if 
it can be absorbed. 

A new teacher with considerable 
background in Latin is already on the 
Bigelow staff and will work on the 
program over the summer, since the 
principal is willing to offer it. 

Only Weeks Principal Socrates Lagios 
said no, because he has no one on the staff 
to teach the course, Shea said. 

Parents of seventh and eighth graders 
hold the trump card on the return of Latin 
as a permanent, full credit language in 
ninth grade. 

Calls to the principal from parents who 
want their children to take Latin and who 
say they will enroll them if Latin is 
available will assure the principal that 
the class will be more than a passing fad.

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The finding of violations stems from a 
complaint filed in August, 1975, with the 
ORS. Robert Childers, director of public 
relations for the ORS, said in a telephone 
interview this week that he does not know 
who filed the complaint and is prohibited 
by law from revealing the complainant, 
but “would be surprised if it was not a 
group," since essentially the same 
complaint was filed against 12 
Massachusetts communities. 

After investigation, which began in the 
spring of 1976, two communities were 
dropped from the list. The nine other 
municipalities for which the complaint 
was found valid are Waltham, Arlington 
Dracut, Haverhill, Natick, Quincy' 
Randolph, Revere, and Salem. 

According to Jane Pitt, chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer to the mayor, the city 
was notified of the complaint last spring 
when the federal investigators were 
beginning their inspection of municipal 
records. Nothing further was heard until 
last week, Pitt said. 

Newton Personnel Director John 
Ritchie said Wednesday he has been 
trying for more than a year to get some 
clarification from the state and federal 
offices of the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission on the con¬ 
flicting requirements of Civil Service and 
the federal government, but has had no 
success. 


The ORS criticism of Civil Service has 
already resulted in several meetings with 
the Civil Service Commission, the 
governor, and the state personnel ad¬ 
ministrator to see what changes must be 
made to comply with federal regulations. 

Newton is now required to change its 
job titles, establish a timetable for 
compliance with federal regulations, and 
submit an affirmative action plan. 

Affirmative action means making a 
demonstrable effort to find and hire 
minority members and women. The 
federal government has promulgated 
instructions for creating an affirmative 
action program. 

Newton has hired an affirmative action 
officer, Marilyn Lopez, within the past 
few months. She is working under the 
CETA program, which gives employment 
and training, and will be on the job for one 
year, during which time the city’s af¬ 
firmative action program should be 
completed. 

The major hurdle to achieving af¬ 
firmative action has been the Civil 
Service system, according to Pitt, since 
“at least 90 percent of municipal em¬ 
ployees are hired through the system.” 

Pitt notes that in departments that are 
Civil Service-exempt Treasury, Law and 
Executive — there has been no trouble 
hiring at least women. 


The federally funded community 
development program also hires outside 
of the Civil Service system and hired a 
qualified black man for t! e housing 
rehabilitation program. 

In addition to the restrictive practice of 
Civil Service, the use of the metropolitan 
Boston labor market as a basis for 
Newton’s hiring creates problems. 

The small minority population here 
means that when Newton tries to hire the 
percentage of minority persons and 
women required by the federal govern¬ 
ment, most of such prospective em¬ 
ployees are not residents of Newton and 
would therefore be less likely to seek or 
take employment here. 

The city now does advertise its non- 
Civil Service jobs in the Bay State 
Banner, a black newspaper, and in El 
Mondo, in addition to a Boston-based 
paper for Spanish-speaking people’ 
contacting groups representative of 
minorities and women. 

Benjamin Jones, assistant legal 
counsel to Gov. Michael Dukakis, said 
this week that he “has reason” to believe 
that the federal government may change 
its mind about using the metropolitan 
area population for hiring requirements, 
although he said "they want to use this as 
a tool to integrate the suburbs.”

The U.S. Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
will provide $95,000 and the state self-help 
program $47,500. 

The commissioners discussed, but took 
no action on, some vacant land on River 
Street in West Newton that abuts the 13- 
acre former Pine Street dump, now under 
the control of the city Recreation 
Department. 

Adding a 2.9 acre parcel owned by 
Antonio and Katherine Spagnuolo of 
Waltham would give the Recreation 
Department access via River Street when

NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING 


On June 22, 1977, the Massachusetts Port Authority 
(hereafter the "Authority") will hold a public hearing, to 
be chaired by the Chairman of the Authority or his 
designee. The hearing will be held at a meeting room at 
the Hilton Inn, Logan International Airport, East 
Boston, Massachusetts at 6:30 p.m. and adjourning at 
approximately 11:0O p.m. A certified stenographer will 
be present to record all proceedings and prepare a 
transcript. 

The subjects and issues considered at the hearing 
will include: 

(a) Proposals presented by the Authority's staff for 
establishment of policies and procedures by which the 
Authority will evaluate and authorize proposals to 
provide ground transportation services at Logan 
Airport. It is expected that the evaluation procedures 
will include determination of service needs, support of 
appropriate proposals before regulating agencies, 
and implementation requirements. The Authority will 
also consider the mechanisms by which quality of 
proposed and existing services will be monitored and 
reviewed. 

(b) Proposals presented by the Authority's staff for 
amendment and revision of ground transportation 
regulations for Logan International Airport which are 
now included as Part D of the Airport Rules and 
Regulations for Logan International Airport and 
Hanscom Field, entitled "Rules and Regulations forthe 
operation of taxicabs, limousines, etc. at Logan 
International Airport". 

(c) Proposals presented in a petition to the 
Authority pursuant to the Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 30A, Section 4, filed by the City of 
Boston. The petition requests that the Authority adopt 
various rules and procedures for ground transportation 
service at Logan International Airport, including 
procedures relating to evaluation and monitoring of 
proposed and existing services. 

A synopsis of the substance of the proposals, 
petitions and matters to be considered will be available 
on and after June 10,1977 for public inspection at the 
public libraries of East Boston and Boston, the office of 
Airport Manager, 5th floor, Old Tower Building, Logan 
Airport, and the Massport Executive Offices, 14th 
floor, 99 High Street, Boston, Massachusetts. 

At the public hearing the Authority shall receive 
comment from its staff and from the public. Comment 
may be made by oral or written testimony or statement. 
All written submissions shall be presented to the 
Chairman at the hearing or filed with the Chairman at the 
Executive Offices of tha Authority, 99 High Street. 
Boston, Massachusetts 02110, and shall state that 
they are intended for inclusion in the record of this 
heanng, shall be signed by the individual making the 
statement or by an individual acting on behalf of any 
organization or group, and shall include the complete 
address and telephone number of said individual. 
Submissions may be filed at any time prior to 5:00 p.m. 
on June 28, 1977. The Authority shall maintain a 
register of written submissions at its Executive Offices 
and all such submissions will be available for public 
inspection upon their receipt. 

Persons desiring to make oral statements and 
presentations are invited but not required to advise the 
Authority in advance in order to assist the scheduling 
of the oral portion. The Authority may be advised by 
contacting Mr. Daniel Greenbaum at the Executive 
Offices of the Authority.

Volunteer members of the 
Newton Police Department 
have completed a course on 
Cardiopulmonary Resuscit¬ 
ation (CPR) for seven students 
and one instructor at Bigelow 
Junior High School. 

CPR is an emergency life¬ 
saving technique, which 
consists of opening and 
maintaining an airway, 
providing artificial ventilation 
by means of rescue breathing, 
and providing artificial cir¬ 
culation by means of external 
cardiac compression. A first 
step in comprehensive 
emergency medical care, 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
can stablize the victim until he 
or she recovers spontaneously 
or other advanced life support 
means can be instituted. 

It is an emergency procedure 
that requires special training 
both to recognize car¬ 
diopulmonary arrest, airway 
obstruction and to perform 
artificial ventilation and cir¬ 
culation. When cardiac arrest

occurs, it is generally 
estimated that if the brain is 
totally deprived of oxygenated 
blood for a period of four to six 
minutes, it will suffer 
irreversible brain damage. 
Sometimes even the fastest 
response of the Police or Fire 
Department emergency 
medical technicians may not 
be swift enough. However, if 
there is someone at the scene 
that can give CPR im¬ 
mediately, there is hope. 

Programs have been 
sponsored by the American 
Heart Association, and the 
American Red Cross to train 
and certify the general public 
in this basic life support. 

In the past, groups such as 
police officers, firefighters, 
lifeguards and rescue workers 
received CPR training; but the 
goal today is to train the 
general public, starting with 
school children in the junior 
high level. 

The seven students and a 
teacher from Bigelow Junior 
High School were certified with 
the American Red Cross. The 
students, Amy Burtt, Brad 
Hauser, Andrea Hilton, Heidi 
Johnson, Kirsten Johnson, 
Peter Skillman, Joanne 
Werman, and home economics 
leacher Miss Barbara Kelley, 
received their certifications 
from the American Red Cross 
at a student assembly, where 
the film "The New Pulse of 
Life" was viewed by other 
members of the student body. 

In an ongoing education 
effort the Newton Police 
Department, in the last couple 
of months, under the leader¬ 
ship of Captain Richard Duffy, 
Special Services Bureau, has 
sponsored several CPR 
programs. 

Besides training and cer¬ 
tifying each police officer in 
the department, the in¬ 
structors, Officers John Cof¬ 
fey, Donald Crehan, Joseph 
Doherty, Lynda Glenn, Mary 
Holzman and Robert Wargin 
have trained the civilian staff, 
school traffic supervisors, 
members of the police auxilary 
and the Police Wives 
Association. They also par¬ 
ticipated in the CPR life saving 


course offered in May by the 
Newton Health Dept, at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital and 
Newton City Hall. 

Chief Quinn stated: "More 
than 650,000 people die from 
heart attack each year. More 
than half of these heart attack 
victims die before they reach 
the hospital. Many of these 
deaths are needless and can be 
prevented by prompt, ap¬ 
propriate treatment. The 
public must educated to 
recognize the usual 
manifestations of heart at¬ 
tack— persistent chest, 
shoulder, arm pain, sweating, 
nausea, vomitting, palpitation, 
and fatigue. In addition,, many 
victimes who die as a result of 
such accidental causes as 
drowning, electrocution, 
suffocation, drug intoxication, 
or automobile accident could 
be saved by the prompt and 
proper application of car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation." 

"We shall continue to 
cooperate with agencies and 
civic groups in promoting an 
interest and knowledge of 
emergency life saving care," 
the chief said.

Closing of detox unit 
subject of hearing 


The Middlesex County 
Commissioners' recent 
decision to close the alcohol 
• detoxification unit at Mid¬ 
dlesex County Hospital will be 
the subject of a public hearing 
at the recreation hall of the 
hospital, 775 Trapelo Rd ' 
Waltham, June 7 at 8 p.m. 

Although only an estimated 5 
percent of the Waltham 
detoxification unit clients are 
from Newton, the closing of the 
unit may have far-reaching 
effects on Newton. 

According to the 
Massachusetts Council on 
Alcoholism, the closing of the 
Waltham unit will mean the 
loss of 36 beds for the 10-day 
programs, which will over¬ 
burden other state 
detoxification units already 
operating to capacity. 

The "detox" unit that of¬ 
ficially serves Newton is in 
Framingham, but in actual 
practice persons in need of the 
detoxification program are 
sent wherever a bed may be 
located by telephoned inquiry. 


The Middlesex County 
Commissioners recently voted 
to close the Waltham service 
effective July 1 because of a 
financial loss connected with 
the service. 

According to Frank 
O'Callaghan of the Mass. 
Council on Alcoholism, the 
large deficit was incurred after 
Gov. Michael Dukakis cut the 
budget in 1975 and the hospital 
did not ask for funding until 
March of this year, when it 
indicated that it needs $ 280'000 
to continue the program. 

The Council on Alcoholism 
wants the program at Mid¬ 
dlesex Hospital continued only 
as long as is necessary to study 
the effects of closing the 
facility and to make provision 
for care of people who may use 
the Waltham program. 

O'Callaghan believes that a 
supplemental budget request 
will be submitted to care for 
the Waltham clients, two- 
thirds of whom are ineligible 
for private treatment

Public Policy at the sixth of 
eight regional forums in 
Boston, according to John W. 
Turner, M.D., president of the 
American Cancer Society’s 
Massachusetts Division. 

The forum, to be at the 
Prudential Center, will hear 
the testimony of other Bay 
State citizens as well as wit¬ 
nesses from Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode 
Island and Connecticut con¬ 
cerning various aspects of the 
national public health problem 
of cigarette smoking. 

Among those scheduled to 
testify are Representative Lois 
Pines of 40 Helene Rd., Waban, 
and Marvin Rosenberg, MSW, 


ACSW, of 109 Warren SL, 
Newton Centre. 

Pines' testimony will deal 
with restricting smoking in 
public places. Rosenberg, who 
is the director of the com¬ 
munity health services at 
Faulkner Hospital, will discuss 
the need for community-based 
quit-smoking programs. 

The National Commission on 
Smoking and Public Policy of 
the Cancer Society is designed 
to gather nationwide testimony 
to develop a public mandate 
against cigarette smoking. 

It is a key aspect of the 
society's Target 5 campaign 
whose aims are the reduction 
of smoking among youlh and 


adults by 50 and 25 percent 
respectively, and the 50 per¬ 
cent reduction of the toxic 
elements of cigarette smoke 
through industry and govern¬ 
ment controls by 1982. 

"The National Commission 
on Smoking and Public Policy 
is composed of 25 distinguished 
men and women from the fields 
of science, medicine, industry, 
labor and public affairs," 
Turner said.

Solar-heating loans, grants 
key to Drinan's energy bill

Speaking as the leadoff 
witness before the House 
Subcommittee on Housing and 
Community Development last 
week, Cong. Robert F. Drinan 
i D-Mass.) said that passage of 
his bill providing low-interest 
loans and grants for solar 
power and energy conservation 
would have a significant im¬ 
pact upon the energy crisis. 

Federal incentives are 
needed to spur widespread use 
»f solar power and energy 
conservation devices. Drinan 
said, and low— interest loans 
and grants would be preferable 
to the tax credit approach 


endorsed by President Carter. 

"A tax credit will not bring 
about the necessary cash flow 
which the average citizen 
would need to install a solar 
unit or make a major con¬ 
servation expenditure,” 
Drinan said. “An individual 
seeking a tax credit would be 
asked to put forth 100 percent 
of the necessary funds, and the 
tax credit might not be 
received for six months or even 
more than a year. In many 
cases a loan would have to be 
negotiated, anyway." 

The Massachusetts 
lawmaker said he also favored 


Former city planner 
gets award for service 


James A. Miller, former 
planning director for the City 
of Newton, was recently 
honored by the New England 
Chapter, American Institute of 
Planners, when he was 
presented the chapter’s 
Distingguished Service Award. 

Miller, who lives at 67

January, 1977, as acting 
executive director. 

Miller holds a B.S. in land¬ 
scape architecture from the 
University of Massachusetts 
and a master of regional 
planning from Cornell 
University. 

He is a member of the 
Newton Housing Service 
Commission and former 
chairman of the Newton 
Housing Authority. 


the use of loans and grants over 
lax incentives front a tax- 
reform standpoint. "Further 
institutionalization of tax in¬ 
centives will only continue to 
make the tax code more unfair 
to the average taxpayer," 
Drinan contended. “We in the 
Congress should make every 
effort to avoid carving out 
more tax loopholes which 
almost always benefit wealthy 
individuals and giant cor¬ 
porations." 

Congressman Drinan 
testified that solar power is a 
practical energy alternative 
which is becoming in¬ 
creasingly cost-competitive. 
He cited a recent study by the 
Energy Research and 
Development Administration 
which indicates that solar 
heating taken over its life-cycle 
cost is now as economical as 
electric heat. The study also 
predicted that solar power 
would be cost-competitive with 
oil and gas within the next five 
years, and stated that a solar 
system installed in a new home 
now would pay for itself 
through lower fuel costs within 
15 years. 

The legislation initiated by 
Drinan and cosponsored by 
more than 90 other members of 
the House would make 
available to homeowners low- 
interest loans of up to $10,000 
for solar power and $4000 for 
energy conservation. In ad¬ 
dition, families with incomes 
below $30,000 would be eligible 
for grants up to a maximum of 
$1500 for solar power and $400 
for energy conservation. 


Another feature of the 
Drinan bill makes grants and 
loans available to encourage 
neighborhood, community, and 
nonprofit groups to install solar 
power and energy-conserving 
equipment. In addition, the bill 
enables small businesses to 
obtain low-interest loans from 
the Small Business 
Administration, up to a 
maximum of $50,000 for solar 
power and $25,000 for energy 
conservation.

People who can't tell a boil 
rom a simmer ruin a lot of 
jood and often expensive 
ngredients. 

One new cookbook can help 
irevent that and similar kit- 
•hen disasters resulting from 
oo little basic knowledge about 
citchen techniques. James 
leard's Theory and Practice of 
lood Cooking (Knopf $12.95) Is 
i distillation of the author’s 37 
/ears as a cookbook author. 
r or about 23 of those years, he 
ilso conducted cooking classes 
or adults in New York City and 
us home state, Oregon. 

Although Beard's book con- 
ains recipes, its chief value 
ies in descriptions and 
llustrations of techniques and 
booking tips. Both the general 
ext and the concordance 
glossary) are jam-packed 
with useful opinions and advice 
in buying, storing and cooking 
ood 

Recipes range from earthy 
wiled corned beef and cabbage 
o teriyaki broiled chicken with 
narinade-baste containing 
grated fresh or candied ginger 
ind grated tangerine or orange 
aeel. 

Other recent cookbooks of 
nterest include: 

The Festive Famularo Kitch- 
;n by Joe Famularo and Louise 
Imperiale (Atheneum $15): 
■'orget about calories, choles- 
:erol and cash if you’re looking 
for inventive recipes for 
(talianand Italian-American- 
style food, Including soups to 
serve hot or cold and delicious 
desserts such as meringue pie 
shells with liqueur-flavored 
fillings. An extensive list of 
mail order sources is provided 
for special ingredients. 

Mediterranean Cooking by 
Paula Wolfert (Quadrangle 
(12.95) also contains intere¬ 
sting, unusual recipes. Many 
are short, easy and suited to 
summer’s fresh produce and 
herbs. Chapters are divided 
according to primary in¬ 
gredients: garlic and oil, 
olives, vegetables, herbs, 
spices and aromatics, yogurt, 
nuts, honey and fruit, among 
others. 

For gardeners, consider: 
The Tomato Book by Yvonne 
* Young Tarr (Vintage $5.95 
paper), with growing informa¬ 
tion, plus many recipes for red 
and green (unripe) tomatoes; 

Better Homes and Gardens 
All-Time Favorite Vegetable 
Recipes (Meredith $2.95); 

A revised and expanded 
Stocking Up and The Green 
Thumb Cookbook, by the staff 
and the editors, respectively, 
of Organic Gardening and 
Farming magazine (Rodale 
Press $11.95 and $12.95, 
respectively). The Green 
Thumb covers commonplace 
vegetables, plus globe and 
Jerusalem artichokes, celeriac 
(a root vegetable of the celery 
family) and salsify, or oyster 
plant, an oldtime favorite. &cf2 
Stocking Up &cfl deals with 
dairy products and meat as 
well as produce. 

In Adventures in Oriental 
Cooking (Ortho Books $3.95), 
Janeth Johnson Nix, a Califor¬ 
nian who has lived in the 
Orient, specializes in Chinese 
and Japanese cookery. She 
also provides excellent 
growing information and a 
brief source list for seeds. 

The Dumpling Book by 
Maria Polushkin (Workman 
(3.95 paper) is filled with 
recipes for delicious, easy and 
mostly inexpensive foods of 
ethnic and national origin. 
Examples: Jewish matzoh 
balls and gefilte fish, Italian 
gnocchi, Greek keftedes, 
Chinese fried wonton, Korean 
rnandoo and Eastern European 
pelmeni and piroshki. 

Farm fare has branched out 
from the rib-sticking favorites 
of past generations. Asked to 
select their favorite recipes 
from •'Farm Journal” magazi¬ 
ne's 27 cookbooks, readers 
included such things as the 
French vegetable stew, rata- 
touille; broccoli souffle and 
German baked potato salad. 
More traditional choices: 
yeastraised potato doughnuts, 
meatball stew and scalloped 
potatoes with pork chops. The 
final decision was made by 
Journal food editor Elise W. 
Manning for Farm Journal's 
Best-Ever Recipes (Doubleday 
$14.95). 

Many low fiber recipes tend 
to be high<alorle. But not in 
Jeanne Jones Fabulous Fiber 
Cookbook (101 Productions 
$4.95 paper, $8.95 hardcover). 
Her recipes also emphasize 
unprocessed ingredients. I’m 
partial to some of her fruit- 
vegetable salads, but will take 
bran in my breakfast cereal or 
muffins, thank you, not in my 
salad dressing.

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Child's records open to 
both divorced parents

A bill filed by State Rep. Lois 
(i. Pines (D-Newton) per¬ 
mitting access by noncustodial 
parents to the health and 
educational records of their 
children was signed into law by 
0"V. Michael Dukakis last 
week. 

I."ng an advocate of 
humanizing the Com¬ 
monwealth's archaic divorce 
laws, Pines believes this new 
law to be a major achievement. 

"A custody order or 
judgment does not put an end 
to parental love and concern," 
Pines said. 

Under the new law, the 
noncustodial parent will have 
access to records and in¬ 
formation regarding the child's 
welfare, as if no custody order 
or judgment had been entered. 


The law is an important part 
of Pines' overall effort to 
modernize this state's body of 
divorce law because it is 
consistent with her attempts to 
eliminate guilt and hostility. 
The laws themselves en¬ 
courage recrimination, she 
believes, and unnecessarily 
traumatizes both the parents 
and the children. Her no-fault 
divorce law, and subsequent 
efforts to make it a more at¬ 
tractive choice, is designed to 
avoid rancor by avoiding ac¬ 
cusations of blame. 

"Under a humane 
proceeding, both parents can 
retain an active interest in the 
development of the child, and 
the family thus retains as high 
a degree of normalcy as 
possible," she said. 


Rangoon Has Problem 
With Tourist Needs 

BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) 
— Burma enjoyed an upsurge 
in tourism in 1976, but lost 
thousands of potential visitors 
because of poor accommoda¬ 
tions, according to official 
reports from Rangoon. 

Rangoon, the capital, has 


only 383 rooms in its leading 
three hotels, none of which 
meet international standards. 

The "accommodation prob¬ 
lems" also include over¬ 
booking by hotels and airlines, 
breakdown in hotel services 
and unexpected flight can¬ 
cellations on the part of Union 
of Burma Airways.

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Teenage tutor-aides pass the test Photos and story by ELEANOR SIEGEL 


There is an air of relaxation and 
happiness which emanates from the 
Learning Center at Meadowbrook 
Junior High School, Newton, where 11 
students with special needs participate 
not only in the academic, but the social 
atmosphere of the lively junior high. 

This was not always so. 

Until recently, while federal and 
state laws provided for the public 
school education of the special needs 
youngsters, there was no way to 
legislate understanding of them as 
human beings. Differences are scor¬ 
ned, notably by teenagers and these 
children were subjected to badgering. 

The harassment did not go unnoticed 
by two seventh grade students, Linda 
Siegel and Claire Scovell who wrote 
"we've seen kids in our school make fun 
of, push around, and imitate these 
handicapped students...it makes us 
very angry to see these kids hindering 
; the students instead of helping them." 

The harassment did not go unnoticed 
; by the teachers and Rudy Pastor, in 
! charge of the Learning Center, said 
"we were wrestling with ways to 
sensitize the school to the fact that 
handicapped children need special 
consideration from the general 
population of adults...and children.” 

Believing that working directly with 
the special needs students would be the 
key to understanding them, Pastor and 
his associate Carla Nohr worked with 
guidance counselor Linda Wolf and a 
teacher, Pat Hourihan to develope a 
tutor-aide program. 

Students like Linda and Claire were 
recruited for their stability, and they 
went through a three to four week 
program of counseling and screening. 
Many of the students volunteered for 
the program; however, some were 
recommended by teachers. 

The program was initiated in 
December, 1976 and within one month 
the number of volunteers went from 
five to 20. Presently those students who 
are tutor aides are Amy Eisenberg, 
Helen Long, Paula Kaplan, Peri 
Pastor, Polly Rixe, David Samuels, 
Jamie Sykes, Scott Hartl, Stephen 
Shore, Ken Liebman, Linda Siegel, 
Claire Scovell and Brian Roberts. 

Shortly after the tutor-aide program 
was begun, Pastor said the harassing of 
the students with special needs 
dramatically declined. The tutor aides 
were helping both in the Learning 
Center classroom and in outside 
classrooms where the students are 
"mainstreamed." "Mainstreaming is a 
term which means that, where possible, 
students with special needs are 
assigned to outside classrooms. 

The incidences of harassment were 
abating because the tutor aides began 
j to feel responsible for the students 
They were also developing an un¬ 
derstanding of the students and were 
able to pass on this understanding to 
their peers, thus raising the con¬ 
sciousness level of the junior high 
school students. 

As Rudy explained, they would tell 
their friends about their work at the 
Learning Center and their friends 
became curious, many times asking 
"aren't they all mental?” At that point, 
the tutor aides would explain about the 
students, and even began taking 
visitors into the center. As the student 
! traffic increased, the teasing 
decreased. 

Many of the tutor aides admitted in 
the beginning they had reservations 
and even fears about working with the 
special needs youngsters. However, on 
the two days that a reporter visited this 
classroom, there was no evidence of 
anything but genuine feeling and

an amazing breakthrough,” observed 
Pastor. 

With the use of the calculators, "we 
found that there was six years growth 
in pen and paper problems within seven 
to eight months.” 

So dramatic was this success, that 
they believe what is needed for these 
students is a simplified calculator with 
four operations and a manual to teach 
its ue uses and its application to daily 
life. Pastor and Nohr have an outline 
for such a manual and have already 
queried Texas Instrument and Casio 
expressing an interest in developing a 
package which they believe "could help 
hundreds of thousands of children.” 


The tutor aides have helped work 
with the students on their math, or on 
other occasions have helped them act 
out solutions to social problems. Using 
cards with pictures, the and the aides 
role play a problem having been asked, 
for example, what they would do if they 
saw someone screaming for help or 
littering. 

Watching the class work was con¬ 
vincing testimony that these teenage 
aides had reached the point where they 
understand differences between people 
and how they learn. It is a beginning. 
These teenagers are demonstrating 
that differences can be effectively dealt 
with at the public school level. 


rapport between the students and the 
aides. 

Patience is the hallmark of the this 
classroom. Much of that is due to 
Pastor and Nohr. Low key, almost 
studiedly casual, they create an en¬ 
vironment that has the air of in¬ 
formality, yet every moment is planned 
and accounted for. 

It has been explained to the aides 
they are to help the students "only to 
the extent the student needs help...they 
are not to do what the student can 
do...they are learning facilitators.” 

Not only have the students made 
gains socially, but also they have 
achieved rapid academic gains. They 
have been learning to read through a 
method devised by Pastor called 
"Lyrics Reading." This involves using 
a popular or folk tune such as “Country 
Roads” by John Denver to teach 
vocabulary. 

Pastor, who used to teach English as 
a second language in California and 
Sweden integrated reading with music 
and implemented the lessons with a 
variety of activities. He stresses this is 
not memorization because the words 
are presented to the students out of 
context. 

The reading is taught through 


repetition which “the students do not 
feel” because they are singing or 
listening to the melody. In fact, one girl 
asked Pastor if she could do reading in 
the classroom because "she didn’t 
consider this reading.” Most of the 
lessons are conducted in a group; 
however, the more handicapped 
students are separated for a one to one 
lesson with Pastor. 

“Lyrics Reading" has been so suc¬ 
cessful that Nohr conducted a formal 
study and they discovered that after the 
students studied new vocabulary 
through the song and in a new context, 
the number of vocabulary errors 
"decreased far beyond what is ex¬ 
pected.” 

Not only did the errors decrease, but 
when they were retested several 
months later, students showed they 
retained the vocabulary...even though 
during that time there had been no 
exposure to the song. 

The other serious “hangup” students 
with special needs have is math. For 
this discipline, Pastor and Nohr in¬ 
troduced the use of a calculator to teach 
math problems. Students worked on 
money, measurement, time, 
numerations, fractions and geometry 
and “with the calculator we achieved

Question: On a recent trip to New 
Orleans, I had the most delicious seafood 
crepe and a Grand Marnier Mousse for 
dessert.

Grate the peel of one lemon and two 
oranges (not using the white of the 
orange). 

Separate 6 eggs, using only the yokes. 

In the same bowl as the egg yokes, add 
4 teaspoons of sugar, 1 cup Chablis wine 
and half cup Grand Marnier. Squeeze the 
lemon and oranges and without the seeds, 
add juice to above mixture. 

Whip on low fire in a double boiler, until 
eggs and liquid are foamy and stick to 
side of bowl. Add 1 teaspoon of gelatin 
and let cool in refrigerator. After mixture 
is cooled off, add 1 pint of firmly whipped 
whipping cream. Mix well and chill 
overnight. 

Please mixture in hollowed out fresh 


oranges; top with whipped cream, red 
cherry and orange top. Serve on crushed 
ice.

C.repe Batter 

3 tablespoons flour 

1 whole egg 

1 teaspoon oil

4 oz. Crabmeat 

Saute onion in tablespoon oil (or 
margarine).

One-third cup diced green pepper 
One-third diced celery 
4 cup chopped onion 

2 tablespoous oil 

1 can (8 oz.) tomato sauce 
V« cup water 
1 teaspoon sugar

Saute green pepper, celery, and onion 
in oil in a saucepan until tender.

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Marvin Mandel facing retrial 'But he's been a good Governor.'

ANNAPOLIS. Md. (UPI) - 
Marvin Mandel still is 
regarded as a popular and 
powerful governor by both his 
friends and enemies despite 
one political corruption trial 
that ended in a mistrial and 
another now scheduled for 
June 1. 

The 57-year old governor — a 
man of small stature and great 
power — is best known outside 
of Maryland as the successor to 
Spiro Agnew when he was 
elected vice president The 
most national attention k«ndel 
received until his first corrup¬ 
tion trial last fall was when he 
abruptly moved out of the 
governor’s mansion to divorce 
his wife. 

Mandel was indicted in 1975 
with five others in connection 
with race track legislation he is 
alleged to have supported in 
return for financial interests in 
some enterprises of some of his 
codefendants. His first trial 
ended in a mistrial last 
December because of jury 
irregularities. 

His second trial was sche¬ 
duled to begin when the 
legislative session ended in 
April but Mandel suffered what 
doctors believe may have been 
a small stroke and the trial was 
rescheduled. His second wife 
insists that he will not be able 
to stand trial but the presiding 
judge has said he will not grant 
another delay. 

But unlike his predecessor, 
Agnew, who pleaded no contest • 
to income tax evasion charges 
after a federal investigation 
into Maryland political corrup¬ 
tion, Mandel is refusing to 
concede anything. He has 
maintained he is completely 
innocent and is anxious to be 
vindicated. 

The scandals have not 
sapped the political influence 
of the 5-foot-6-inch, pipe¬ 
smoking governor whose 
power in Maryland cannot be 
ignored. 

While public opinion polls 
show that politicians are 
lightly regarded in general, no 
one in Maryland considers 
Mandel a lightweight 
If he serves out his term, 
Mandel will have been 
governor of Maryland longer 
than any man in 40 years. After 
being selected by the 
legislature to succeed Agnew, 
m Mandel twice won re-election 
to four-year terms by land¬ 
slides. 

During his time in office, 
Maryland avoided recession, 
state government was modern¬ 
ized and until this year, when 
the sales tax was increased by 
1 per cent, there had been no 
increase in state taxes since his 
first year. 

When the gasoline shortage 
hit in 1974 Mandel took the 
federal government to court 
and forced changes in fuel 
allocations. When Mandel 
heard of federal investigators 
shadowing him and his people 
he threatened to have them 
arrested. 

When Jimmy Carter had Just 
about wrapped up the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination last year, 
Mandel opposed him in the 
Maryland Democratic 
Presidential primary and 
helped California Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. to a 
surprisingly easy victory. 

A self-proclaimed political 
opponent, Democratic State 
Sen. Julian Lapides, said: "I 
don’t like his style or what he 
stands for, but he’s done very 
positive things. He’s not 
without accomplishment.” 

Lt. Gov. Blair Lee III said he 
found it “unusual" that even 
the opponents of a state 
governor would praise him. 

“It is unusual for people to 
say they like him while 
governors in other states are 
called jerks and unprintable 
adjectives by opponents,” Lee 
said. "Being reflective, he’s 
been a good governor and no 
one can take that away from 
him." 

State Sen. Roy Staten, 
Mandel’s closest ally and 
chairman of the state Demo¬ 
cratic Party, said: “Being able 
to survive what he has speaks 
very well of his strength. He 
thinks himself totally innocent 
and the victim of some political 
manuevering. He’s gonna 
come out of it clean." 

One state senator spoke of 
Mandel’s power over the 
General Assembly. 

“He could probably still get 
that race track bill through the 
legislature today," he said. 
"He has the muscle to get bills 
through. It’s almost 
frightening the amount of 
power he has." 

Staten, who has worked next 
to Mandel during the past 25 
years, said his control stems, 
in part, from his “great 
strength of character.” 

"When he gives you his word, 
you can usually count on it," 


Staten said. “He has the ability 
to wait, sit down and reason 
and change his mind — that’s 
the trademark of a good 
governor.” 

Ijpides attributes Mandel’s 
ability to his "tremendous 
control and a great ability of 
not making you feel rushed. He 
always had a nice way which I 
feel was sincere. His greatest 
ability — and this is not from a 
friend — was to make the 
legislators feel comfortable." 


"What he has gone through 
in the past year has not had a 
devastating impact," Staten 
said. "Public opinion is still on 
his 3ide. I believe they feel 
strongly that he was a darn 
good governor. His strength in 
surviving — the people are 
amazed by it." 

I-apides said he did not un¬ 
derstand "why it (the indict¬ 
ment) has not upset the 
legislature or the public. It’s 
the apathy of Americans — it’s 


appalling but not surprising." 

Lee, who will automatically 
become governor if Mandel is 
convicted and is already 
running, with Mandel’s sup¬ 
port, to succeed him in 1978, 
said he has experienced a 
"strange ambivalence" 
talking to constituents during 
his travels around the state. 

“I find a substantial number 
of people who are a little 
disappointed and set back by 


the information in the first 
trial," Lee said. “It all seems 
to relate to his personal, 
private life. His function as a 
governor is still viewed favora¬ 
bly." 

I-ee was referring to testimo¬ 
ny in the first political 
corruption trial, in which 
witnesses testified about the 
gifts Mandel’s codefendants 
had bestowed on him. Included 
in the list were jewelry for 
Mandel’s first wife and his 


son’s fiance, vacations in 
Florida and a shopping spree 
at a Fort Lauderdale men’s 
store. 

“What we have are state¬ 
ments like ’He’s a good 
governor, but...,’" I>ee said. 
"Or, ‘He did some unwise 
things in his personal life, but 
he’s been a good governor.’ 

“He has responded well to 
crisis and the people of the 
state think he’s a good 
governor." 


Mandel’s personality deve¬ 
loped in a lower-middle-class 
Jewish section of Baltimore 
close to the Pimlico race track 
where he sold newspapers 
after school. His family was 
never wealthy. His father was 
a cloth cutter and one of the 
founders of the Baltimore local 
of the Amalgamated nothing 
Workers Union. 

The family mortgaged their 
house so Mandel could be the 
first member of the family to 


go to college. 

Following service in World 
War II and graduation from the 
University of Maryland Law 
School he earned a reputation 
as a defense attorney in 
gambling, liquor and prostitu¬ 
tion cases. 

He claims to have represent¬ 
ed "the best safecracker in the 
world" and said he enjoyed the 
motion picture “The Sting" 
because "I defended a lot of 
characters like that."

Elite guard stands 
watch at tomb of 
unknown soldier

WASHINGTON (UPIl-The 

425 generals of the U.S. Army 
comprise a less exclusive club 
than a small band of enlisted 
men holding a rarer military 
award — the honor badge for 
those who guard the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier. 

Since February, 1958, the 
Army has awarded the first 
star of a brigadier general to 
1.291 persons. 

In that same period, only 179 
men out of thousands who have 
stood sentinel at America's 
most hallowed ground at 
Arlington National Cemetery 
earned the permanent right to 
wear the Tomb Badge. It is 
awarded after nine months or 
more of volunteer service 
without flaw. 

"It's the least given award in 
the military'." Sergeant of the 
Guard Eddie C. Deyampert, a 
14-year veteran with two 
combat hitches in Vietnam, 
observes with pride. 

This Memorial Day, 25 non¬ 
commissioned officers and a 
first lieutenant will be on duty 
at the marble gravesite of 
three American dead from 
World War I, World War II and 
Korea “known but to God." 

The Tomb Guard will keep 
the vigil around the clock in 
sleet and snow, storm and heat 
the other 364 days of the year 
as it has since 1934. 

The men average about 22 
years of age and. with the 
exception of Deyampert, there 
are no combat veterans in the 
unit. 

The unknowns symbolize ap¬ 
proximately 169,000 other hon¬ 
ored dead buried at Arlington, 
a 557-acre plot that is the 
resting place of soldiers from 
every American war from the 
Revolution to Vietnam. 

The three at the tomb are not 
the only unknowns. A vault 
near the Lee Mansion holds the 
remains of 2,111 unidentified 
Civil War dead and 167 of the 
229 victims of the explosion of 
the battleship Maine who were 
never identified. 

An estimated 2,108 service¬ 
men killed in Vietnam are now 
buried in Arlington but 
military authorities predict 
there will be no unknown from 
that conflict because all of 
those who died in the fighting 
have been identified. 

The men of the Tomb Guard, 
under command of 1st Lt. 
Warren D. Cate and Deyam¬ 
pert, are as elite as any 
military unit anywhere in the 
world. They must be volun¬ 
teers accepted into the Third 
U.S. Infantry, the crack unit 
known as The Old Guard, and 
only from there can they apply 
for Arlington duty. 

First comes a 14-day tempo¬ 
rary assignment for evaluation 
on their attitudes, trainability 
and general habits. They must 
be between 6 feet and 6-foot-3 
with no blemishes on their 
record, either civilian or 
military. A speeding conviction 
in court can be enough to 
disbar a volunteer. 

Those who survive undergo 
three to five months training, 
learning the precise drill and 
pace they must use in walking 
the 62-foot, 9-inch arrow- 
straight line that is executed 
before the tomb. 

They practice on their own, 
even at night, with the help of 
mirrors in a colonnade of the 
Arlington Amphitheater where 
they are billeted in the 
basement. 

They must score at least 95 
on a stiff 100-question 
examination on the history and 
traditions of the cemetery. 

Who was the first person 
buried at Arlington? 

William Christman, a Union 
soldier of Company G of the 
67th Pennsylvania Infantry. 

Who was#the first woman 
interred? 

Mary Rudolph, a distant 
relative of Pocahantas. 

Who once owned the land? 

John Parke Custis, the son of 
Martha Washington by her 
first marriage. 

How did the government gel 
the land? 

By seizure of the estate from 
the family of the Confederacy's 
Robert E. Lee and later by 
payment of $150,000 to his son 
in 1883. 

The final test consists of a 
pinpoint surveillance of the 
candidate by Deyampert 
clocking his stride with a 
stopwatch and other veterans 
of the guard checking out the 
minutest details of his uniform, 
his general carriage and 
ability to perform the manual 
of arms with the unloaded rifle. 

Deyampert and four of the 
enlisted men then sit in 
judgment on the applicant's 
acceptance as a member of the 
group eligible for a temporary 
Tomb Badge. 

Upon acceptance, he will 
basically be on duty at 
Arlington 24 hours with 48 off. 
In the daylight hours of 
suiiuner, he will walk the 


ceremonial path viewed by up 
to four million tourists a year 
for a half-hour at a time and at 
night for two hours. 

During the winter, the guard 
changes every hour during the 
day and again every two hours 
at night. 

Deyampert is authorized to 
reduce the duty in unbearable 
weather and allow a man to 
take shelter briefly under a 
small sentinel box but even in 
last year's worst winter of the 
century, the guards declined to 
request relief. 

“And we’ve never had a case 
of fainting in the worst of the 
Washington summer," the 37- 
yeat-old native of Selma, Ala., 
is quick to observe. 

"We're all physical fitness 
maniacs," Deyampert tells a 
visitor to the quarters of the 
Tomb Guard underneath the 
Arlington Amphitheatre adja¬ 
cent to the tomb. 

He and his men run cross¬ 
country, play handball, lift 
weights and exercise daily of 
their own volition. 

Those coming off duty 
usually do sit-ups in the bunks 
in the sleeping area before 
sacking in. Even on their time 
off, they seldom relax 
physically. 

Harold Smeltzer, now a U.S. 
News and World Report em¬ 
ploye who earned his Tomb 
Badge with 16 months of duty, 
explains the physical demands 
the men experience. 

“I'd find myself in the chow 
line or waiting for a bus 
standing at attention. I bought 
a compact car and I almost 
gave it up. For six months, I 
kept bumping my head on the 
roof while driving because I 
couldn't unbend." 

Smeltzer remembers the 
mental disciplines too. 

“You concentrate so hard on 
walking that exact line and the 
shrine you're guarding that 
you don't even notice the 
people and their cameras. A 
small child running loose can 
bother you once in a while but 
you can generally sense how 
they're moving and avoid 
them." 

It's not always easy. 

Some teenagers make faces, 
trying to distract the duty- 
guard. 

And perhaps twice or thrice a 
year, the marbled solemnity- 
may be disrupted by an 
emotionally disturbed visitor. 
One recently began berating 
the guard for carrying a rifle in 
the cemetery of the nation's 
war dead and began kicking a 
stanchion. 

He was quietly taken in hand 
by a civilian security officer 
and several members of the 
Tomb Guard who were off duty 
at the time. The sentinel guard 
continued his dedicated vigil 
without a break. 

Once finished with Tomb 
duty, members of the Guard 
usually mingle with the 
tourists who number up to four 
million annually. They turn 
out, whatever the weather, to 
answer questions asked by the 
visitors and watch the per¬ 
formance of the man on duty to 
correct any flaws they may 
detect. 

They also persona ' 
and care for their 
shoes and gear — a pain¬ 
staking, prolonged task. 

And on their 48 hours off, 
men of the Tomb Guard are 
expected to perform more 
routine duties at Ft. Myer and 
to ship out to other areas of the 
country for special weapons 
training, when required. 

They draw no extra pay nor 
privileges except to wear the 
Tomb Badge. Any military or 
civilian misstep can lose them 
the post and the badge. 

At Christmas, they have a 
special ceremony uniquely 
their own. 

Almost at sunrise that mor¬ 
ning, they assemble by them¬ 
selves for a full ceremonial 
wreath-laying such as that 
performed by Presidents of the 
United States and visiting 
chiefs of state. 

The wreath is paid for by the 
men and the ritual is scarcely 
ever viewed by others. 

The tribute to the unknown 
dead comrades they guard 
originated in 1954 because, as 
the Sergeant of the Guard at 
that time explained, "virtually 
no one ever comes here on 
Christmas Day and we thought 
that on that day, the Unknown 
Soldier should be remembered 
by someone." 

Deyampert points without 
comment to a framed 
quotation on the wall where the 
guard checks himself in a 
mirror before going to the 
Tomb. 

“You are guarding the 
world's most precious gifts... 
You, you alone, are the symbol 
of 200 million people who wish 
to show their gratitude — and 
you will march through the 
rain, the snow and the heat to 
prove it."

The Abandoned Woman, by 

Richard Condon. 

(Dial. $8.95) 

Condon owes his success to 
his ability to deal adroitly with 
the outrageous, blending 
reality and absurdity into a 
story that often hangs together 
by tattered threads and 
threatens to fly off in any 
direction at any time. 

His latest is more firmly 
anchored to an old-fashioned 
plot and is more readable 
because of it. He has chosen to 
fictionalize the bizarre mar¬ 
riage of the Prince of Wales, 
the future George IV, to the 
lusty Caroline, daughter of the 
Duke of Brunswick. Some have 
called the union “history's 
worst marriage." 

The Queen of England wrote 
of her daughter-in-law. "Her 
passions are so strong that 
even her father, himself, said 
she was not to be allowed to go 
from one room to another 
without her governess." 

The Prince of Wales is deeply 
in love with another woman 
and cares nothing about his 
new wife. Condon has the 
prince drug his wife on their 
wedding night and assign the 
job of impregnating her to an 
underling. 

The Prince's father, mean¬ 
time, is going insane and 
eventually is declared incom¬ 
petent. The Prince is named 
Regent. 

Condon has added a few 
fictional characters and 
created several scenes, but 
generally he sticks within the 
framework of history. 

He has created an uproari¬ 
ous, lovable character in 
Caroline and he makes the 
most of her energetic, frantic 
life. Comedy overcomes trage¬ 
dy for the most part. Perhaps 
this is not one of the best 
Condon books, but it's one of 
the most interesting.

The History of the German 
Resistance, by Peter Hoff¬ 
mann. 

(MIT Press. $19.95) 

This is the best book to date 
on those Third Reich Germans 
who tried to remove Adolf 
Hitler. It ranks with the late Sir 
John Wheeler-Bennett's 
“Nemesis of Power" as a 
classic study of Hitler's Ger¬ 
many. 

No other book but Hoff¬ 
mann's so details the who and 
the why and the how of the 
resisters' frustrations. No 
other book but Hoffmann's 
presents without needless 
adjectives and adverbs the 
scenes of the unfolding 
tragedy. 

If one is interested more in 
story than in history, as many 
readers are, then Hoffmann’s 
tome provides horns of good 
tales. 

There’s the little drama of 
Lt. Werner von Haeften, first 
trying to flee and then throwing 
himself between a firing 
squad’s bullets and Hitler’s 
would-be assassin, Col. Claus 
von Stauffenberg. And the 
happy-ending nightmare of Lt. 
Fabian von Schlabrendorff, the 
July 20th plotter who almost 
didn’t get away. 

The book is fat on facts. For 
example, the author explains 
why the Gestapo discarded 
beheading and then readopted 
it. The book covers its field 
better than the Warren Com¬ 
mission handled its mission. 

Professor Hoffmann 
provides several hundred 
pages of often fascinating 
footnotes. His charts and maps 
are superb. Hoffmann — who 
tought in Iowa and teaches in 
Canada but writes in his native 
German — had a masterful 
translator in Maj. Gen. 
Richard Barry. 

One negative: a book that 
costs $19.95 and which depends 
on persons as the thread of its 
story requires photographic 
illustration. Come on, MIT, 
pictures for the next edition, 
please.

The Power Peddlers, by 
Russell Warren Howe and 
Sarah Hays Trott. 

(Doubleday, $12.50) 

It’s been said that lobbying is 
the second oldest profession. 
After all, didn't Joseph — once 
the top advisor to a pharaoh — 
successfully talk the Egyptian 
ruler into buying ail that grain 
for the seven lean years? 

In modern days lobbying, 
particularly foreign lobbying, 
remains a profitable en¬ 
terprise. Foreign lobbyists are 
estimated to dole out $100 
million in the United States 
each year to block or help 
shape legislation considered 
crucial to their clients, usually 
governments or large cor¬ 
porations. 

Authors Howe and Troll 
describe foreign lobbyists as 
power peddlers, the most 
powerful pressure groups in 
Washington politics today. 
Their numbers are estimated 
at 15,000 — about 30 for every 
member of Congress — and 
frequently they are Americans 
employed by foreign organiza¬ 
tions or governments, ex¬ 
congressmen, former cabinet 
members and lawyers. 


Among the observations in 
the book: The Taiwan lobby of 
the 1950s helped stir up the 
McCarthy hysteria. In recent 
years, the Greek lobby fought 
successfully to bring the U.S. 
arms embargo to Turkey. The 
Arabs are lobbying for Ameri¬ 
can pressure against Israel 
and the Jewish state wants 
more sophisticated weapons 
and secure borders. 

Howe and Trott maintain 
that since foreign lobbyists do 
shape the course of American 
foreign and domestic policies, 
their activities should be 
watched more closely. 

The authors also argue for 
legal reform of the lobbying 
system with full disclosure of 
who is doing what. This is 
needed to make sure that 
foreign lobbying does not 
achieve aims that are against 
American economic or 
political interests. 

Frank T. Csongos (UPII 

Sam 7, by Richard Cox. 
(Reader's Digest, $8.95) this is 
a positive sizzler of a disaster 
novel, combining all the best 
elements of the genre in a fast- 
paced, explosive narrative. At 
the same time, the plotting is 
intricate and intelligent. A 
huge jetliner slams into mid- 
London, demolishing a sizeable 
section of the city. Authorities 
do not realize that it has been 
shot down by Arab terrorists. 
Even though the reader is 
aware of what actually hap¬ 
pened, the investigation into 
the crash will rivet his at¬ 
tention. The ending is superb. 

Reunion, by Fred Uhlman. 
(Farrar, Straus, Giroux, $6.95) 
Uhlman has written a thin, 
small novel about two German 
boys in the 1930s. They become 
close friends. One is aryan 
aristocratic. One is Jewish. 
The latter goes to America just 
before Adolf Hitler kills six 
million Jews. After World War 
II the Jewish fellow, now 
grown, learns what happened 
to his aryan friend. The 
publisher calls it a “stunning 
denouement." It's hardly a 
thighslapper, but Arthur 
Koestler liked it well enough to 
write a tiny forward to this 
minibook. 

The Marlow Chronicles, by 
Lawrence Sanders. (Putnam, 
$8.95) Toby Marlow, actor, 
raconteur, womanizer and all 
around rotter, is dying of 
cancer and behaving as if the 
disease had presented him the 
most exhilarating role of his • 
career. Marlow has been an 
actor — "a player," he says — 
for so long that nothing is real 
anymore. Life is his stage. In 
his last months of life he tries 
to instill some of his own spirit 
and zest for life into his son, 
marries his son’s mother (with 
whom he has lived for decades) 
and generally struts along the 
stage in grand style. Toby 
Marlow is a remarkable fic¬ 
tional creation and his story is 
a joy to read. 

Total Poker, by David Spar 
nier. (Simon and Schuster, 
$8.95) Spanier clearly enjoys 
poker and if he plays the game 
as well as he writes about it, he 
pulls in more pots than he 
loses. His aim is not just to 
instruct but to tell good poker 
stories that amuse while 
making their point. Why, for 
instance, was it obvious that 
Warden, the sergeant in 
"From Here To Eternity," was 
bluffing in the five-card-stud 
game in which Prewitt lost all 
his money? He goes heavily 
into such elements of the game 
as odds and the art of bluffing. 
The careful reader will save 
enough to pay for a night of 
antes.

NEEDHAM — Town officials will view 
two houses near Glover Hospital next 
week in the first step of a process that 
might result in the purchase of the two 
properties. 

The newly formed Hospital Option 
Study Committee wants to look at the two 
homes because, "it we ever plan to ex¬ 
pand", explained William Go ham, that’s 
"the only room that is 1 Trustee left." 

Gorham assured, however, that the 
hospital "has no plans now” to expand. 

"It makes good planning sense to look 
at those two parcels,” he continued. 

The two houses are both on School 
Street. Mr. Edward Nazzaro, 83, lives at 
86 School, and Mr. Joseph Walsh is the 
owner of the house at 92 School. 

According to Hospital Administrator 
Stephen Barrett, Nazzaro has had the 
home in the family for several years and 
might be reluctant to sell. 

Walsh, last night, said any comment on 
the hospitals’ plans would be premature. 

Barrett continued the role of the 
committee is to approach the home 
owners and "sound them out” about their 
thoughts of a possible sale. 

It was noted that Walsh is a part-time 
employee of the hospital. 


Former assessor Herbert Dodge said 
that the committee should first look at 
those homes (they will next week), and 
view recently sold homes in the area to 
come up with a reasonable offering price, 
and finally approach the owners. 

If they do not want to sell, he added, we 
then have to decide if we want to meet 
their price, or take the property by 
eminent domain. 


Eminent domain is the legal procedure 
whereby a government may take private 
property for public use, with a “fair" 
compensation. 

The committee will view the proper¬ 
ties, and look into the likely selling price, 
but they are in no hurry. 

"This is just for future planning" 
repeated Barrett, "we have no plans 
now.”

Division I Dalton Trophy 
a possibility for North

Newton North High School, 
by merit of its successful 
sports program, is a prime 
candidate for the Division I 
1976-1977 Dalton Trophy, the 
award given to the school in 
Eastern Massachusetts with 
the best sports program. 

This is determined by the 
performance of a school's 
teams in the fall, winter and 
spring. Following is the 
evidence which makes North 
the almost obvious winner; 

Of the three fall sports, two 
Tiger teams can rightfully be 
considered excellent. The 
soccer team won the Suburban 
League title, finishing with a 
record of 15 wins, 1 loss, and 2 
ties. In postseason play they 
beat Barnstable in the first 
round but were defeated in the 
quarterfinals by Needham in 
overtime. 


The football team also was 
Suburban League champion.

On Monday evening, June 6, 
the Massachusetts contingent 
is planning a joint fund raising 
theatre party at the Academy 
Cinema in Newton Centre 


Marcie Ravech, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Ravech 
of Newton, is a national 
champion gymnast who was 
recently selected to be a 
member of the U.S. Gym¬ 
nastics Team at the Maccabiah 
Games in Israel this July. 

The Games, a convocation of 
the World's outstanding Jewish 
athletes, are held every four 
years in Ramat Gan, Israel, 
and are very similar in nature 
to the Olympic Games. Over 
2500 athletes participate, 
representing 32 countries and 
competing in 25 different 
sporting events. 

The United States has par¬ 
ticipated in every Maccabiah. 

Involvement has grown from 
13 athletes in 1932 to an 
estimated 250 young Jewish 
American athletes who hope to 
participate in 1977. 

The reason for the Games 
goes far beyond the quest for 
Gold medals. The Maccabiah is 
a vehicle through which World 
Jewry exhibits solidarity with 
Israel. Participating athletes 
come to know the land of their 
ancestors and its modern 
inhabitants, as well as each 
other, in an atmosphere of 
discovery, friendship and 
cooperation. Through the 
medium of sports there is a 
cultural rebirth and a new 
awareness; an awakening of 
pride in one’s heritage and in 
the people of Israel, whatever 
their country of origin.

NEW YORK (UPI)-Some¬ 
body up there must like Joe 
Frazier because just when he 
fell he had reached the end of 
his rope and couldn’t stand the 
noose around his neck anymo¬ 
re, they jerked it and put him 
nut of his misery. 

Anything but upset over 
being fired by the last-place 
Mets, a team which had 
dropped its last six games, nine 
nut of 10 and deteriorated 
almost completely around him, 
Frazier actually looked for¬ 
ward to his dismLsssal. 

"I was ready to get out from 
under," he said with obvious 
relief even as Joe Torre was 
being named to replace him as 
manager Tuesday night. "It 
was driving me up a tree." 

Frazier got the news official¬ 
ly from General Manager Joe 
McDonald earlier in the day 
and had asked to be spared the 
ordeal of answering questions 
ai a news conference that was 
held at Shea Stadium hours 
later. 

Conspicuously absent from 
that conference attended by 
Torre, McDonald and Board 
Chairman M. Donald Grant, 
the Mets’ defrocked manager 
talked freely and without any 
bitterness about the chan¬ 
geover. 

"I don’t blame my people," 
he said, evenly. "I’d have done 
the same thing in their place. If 
Joe (Torre) cpn do better with 
the team, more power to him, 
but I honestly didn't sec 
anything encouraging on the 
outskirts. 

"I think the kids," he said, 
meaning the players, “are in a 
different world." 

One of the "kids" he referred 
to specifically was “the big 
guy," outfielder-first baseman 
Dave Kingman, who drove a 
giant wedge between Grant 
and himself with his unrealistic 
original demand for nearly $3 
million over five years. 

Kingman never got the 
money and never signed, 
saying he couldn't wait to leave 
'he Mels. 

"It was kind of like a cancer 
that spread all over the club," 
said Frazier, about Kingman's 
attitude. 

Frazier was the second 
major league manager fired 
within four days. Johnny 
McNamara was the first. 

His San Diego Padres had 
just come off the field last 
Saturday night after having 


beaten the Houston Astros and 
McNamara was sitting in his 
office, trying to enjoy the 
victory a few minutes, when 
the phone rang. 

The Padres' manager picked 
up the receiver and Bob 
Fontaine, the man in charge of 
San Diego's player personnel, 
was on the other end. 

"Buzzic wants to see you 
upstairs," he said, meaning 
Padres’ President Buzzie 
Bavasi. 

"Is this it?” McNamara 
inquired, sensing the worst. 

"It isn't good news," Fon¬ 
taine said, after a moment's 
hesitation. 

McNamara peeled off his 
uniform, showered, pul on his 
street clothes and went up to 
see Bavasi in his office. 

Bavasi came over to 
McNamara and pul his arm 
around his manager's 
shoulder, "I don't have to tell 
you why you're up here." 

McNamara understood per¬ 
fectly. 

"I know," he said quietly. 
"It's all right." 

The manner in which he 
accepted his dismissal by the 
Padres tells you a great deal 
about Johnny McNamara. It 
doesn’t begin to tell you how 
utterly disheartened and 
disappointed he was not being 
permitted to finish a job he 
started, but it tells you 
something about his way of 
always conducting himself like 
the complete professional he is 
"Buzzie was great to me,” 
says McNamara. "He fought 
for me tooth and nail all along. 

I admire and respect him and 
consider myself a better 
person for having been 
associated with him more than 
three years. What hurt me 
most, though, were some of the 
statements saying I was ‘too 
easy' and the team had become 
lackadaisical." 

Bavasi wasn't the one’ 
responsible for those 


statements; owner Ray Kroc 
was. 

"I resent the word 
’larkadaLscical' because my 
players were anything but 
that," said McNamara. "They 
had excellent spirit and gave 
me everything they had 
Simply because there was no 
bickering or dissension among

Torre will have problems 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Joe 
Torre solved his first problem 
as the new manager of the New 
York Mets with the stroke of a 
pencil but resolving the issues 
involving star pitcher Tom 
Seaver and slugger Dave 
Kingman may not be as easy. 

The 36-year old Torre, a 
veteran of 16 seasons in the 
majors and a former National 
I-eague batting champion and 
MVP, replaced Joe Frazier, a 
low-key guy caught in a high- 
voltage situation, as the Mets’ 
manager Tuesday night and 
promptly announced he “would 
like to pul a set lineup on the 
field and see what happens." 
Frazier had been switching 
lineups from day to day in a 
vain effort to find a winning 
formula. 

But both Seaver and King- 
man said that Torre’s appoint¬ 
ment did not change their basic 
ihinking — Seaver's desire to 
be traded and Kingman's 
determination to play out his 
option and sign with the highest 


bidder in next winter’s re-entry 
draft. 

"My disagreement has been 
with the front office," said 
Seaver. "It has not been with 
the manager. This is a step in 
the right direction and I hope 
we can get untracked but more 
should be done. We will have 
respect for Torre like we had 
for Gil Hodges. If anyone can 
turn the team around he can.” 

"I haven’t had much time to 
think about it," said Kingman. 
"As far as my status with the 
front office is concerned, 
though, it won’t change. Other¬ 
wise, I hope I hit for Joe Torre. 

I didn't for Joe Frazier." 

"You can’t play as long as I 
have and not have some in¬ 
terest in managing,” said 
Torre at the press conference 
called before Tuesday night’s 
game with the Montreal Expos. 
"1 get along with people. I’ve 
had my highs and lows. I hope 
to relate those feelings to the 
players.

Young children 
from the Newton area need 
short-and long-term foster 
homes; this program is 
coordinated by the Office for 
Children. Adolescents need 
■ alternative" homes, usually 
for less than a year; foster 
parents receive support and 
training through the Multi- 
Service Center. 

Two programs are sponsored 
by the Department of Mental 
Health. "Specialized Home 
Care" offers training and a 
small salary to individuals who 
care for retarded adults and 
teach them skills for in¬ 
dependent living. "Respite 
Care” offers a salary to people 
who care for retarded children 
and adults on a very short-term 
basis in order to give parents 
some relief from their care.

Improved response to the 
medical needs of the Newton, 
Wellesley and Weston com¬ 
munities is the goal of new 
Primary Care Committee, 
appointed by Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital's Depart¬ 
ment of Medicine to study and 
recommend steps to insure 
that there is easy access to 
medical care throughout the 
community. 

Today's terms "primary 
care” and "practice of internal 
medicine” may be thought of 
as synonymous with "family 
doctor.” In general, it is 
through the primary physician 
that patients feed into the 
health care system. 

Every major specialty is 
represented on N'ewton- 
Wellesley's staff, points out Dr. 
Morris Ringer, a senior 
physician at the hospital, a 
member of the Health Ad¬ 
visory Council of the City of 
Newton, and chairman of the 
Primary Care Committee. 

However, referral for special 
treatment when required 
usually begins with the 
primary physician. 

Effectiveness of medical 
access within the hospital 
community, the doctor says, 
depends on distribution of that 
access within the community. 

Thus, the committee is 
especially interested in 
determining if there are areas 
where a practicing physician is 
not available within the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

"For instance." Dr. Ringer 
notes, "If ready access is to be 
continuous, then we also have 


to make orderly plans to meet 
needs that may arise with a 
physician's retirement." 

The committee welcomes 
community evaluation of areas 
where there is a primary care 
need and information obtained 
is being incorporated into its 
planning. 

Other members of the 
committee are Dr. Arthur M. 


Kennedy, Jr., who completed 
his residency at Newton- 
Wellesley last year and has 
opened a practice at the 
hospital's new medical office 
building; Dr. Joseph W. 
Mackie of Wellesley Hills, who 
is currently president of the 
hospital's medical staff; and 
Dr. Lot B. Page, Newton- 
Wellesley's chief of medicine.

"These statistics,” Backman 
said, "as staggering as they 
may be, are not even the 
complete picture. The Com¬ 
missioner indicated that only 
partial statistics from West- 
boro State Hospital and Boston 
State Hospital and no statistics 
from Worcester State Hospital 
are included in these figures." 

Also discussed was the 
Department of Mental Health's 
recent contract with a private 
corporation to operate a 
treatment center for 8-12 
violent women as the Depart¬ 
ment's proposed solution to the 
problem of violence in state 
institutions. 

Backman said: "This 
proposed solution is at most a 
token response to a most 
serious problem. At this 
moment, the Department 
states that it cannot even 
define the word ‘violent’, 
doesn’t know what causes 
violence or how to treat it. 

"With 5,000 mental patients 
involved in over 44,000 violent 
incidents each year,, an 
average of 8 per patient, it is 
obvious that our state mental 
institutions are approaching 
bedlam. 

"While this meaningless 
proposal for contracting out its 
responsibility might have 
political appeal to those 
unaware of the enormity of the 



problem, it is of little or no 
value in solving day— to-day 
problems occurring in our 
mental hospitals,” he said. 

The special commission 
would also study the yearly 
prescription of over 10-million 
tablets of psychotropic drugs 
by the Department of Mental 
Health and the incidence of 
drug-induced disabilities. 
Finally, the special com¬ 
mission would study the 
general care, treatment and 
rights of mentally-ill persons in 
the Commonwealth. 

Backman and Mofenson 
indicated that they consider 
mental illness the number one 
health problem in 
Massachusetts today.

The Green Thumb 


By George Abraham 

In many areas last year's 
gardens had tough sledding. 
There were several reasons for 
failure. Probably more flops in 
the vegetable gardens were the 
result of wrong location, 
especially in beginning gar¬ 
deners. Sometimes you have to 
choose a site that’s not ideally 
suited for growing vegetables. 
Most all crops need full 
sunlight — at least 8 hours a 
day. Leafy crops such as let¬ 
tuce and spinach, will grow 
moderately well with less 
hours of sun, or even in partial 
shade, but if you have a choice, 
■'■-•lect full sun. 

Garden soil should be well 
drained. A heavy soil gets

soaked after a rain and may 
leave no air space for roots. 
Plant roots must have air to 
grow properly. The best way to 
loosen up a heavy soil is to 
work in all the organic 
material you can get. This 
includes rooted compost, 
rotted manure, grass clip¬ 
pings, sawdust, peatmoss, or 
whatever is on hand. Shallow 
soils, shale, and hardpan make 
it difficult to grow any kind of 
crop. 

Sandy soils often dryout fast, 
thus may need more watering 
and feeding than heavy clay 
soils. Weather plays an imp 
important part in gardening, 
too. Last year excessive rains 
caused yellowing of foliage, 
poor setting of certain crops, 
and uneven ripening, as with 
tomatoes. But in spite of all 
these handicaps gardening is 
well worth the effort and we 
hope you will go ahead and 
plant. 

This is one of the best foliage 
plants we have, mainly 
because it’s so dependable, 
having few or no problems. 
Quite often the leaves do 
develop bronzed foliage, and 
some cupping around the 
edges. It’s not due to any insect 
or disease problem, but is due 
to a boron deficiency. Dr. 
James Paterson and Harry 
Fries of Rutgers have deter¬ 
mined that this is a boron 
shortage problem and can be 
corrected by the application of 
boron as a spray, using for 
commercial growers, 212 lbs of 
Mule team borax per 100 
gallons of water. This is 
roughly about 12 ounce per 
gallon of water. Apply some 
around the base of the plant 

Sofar as we know, a boron 
deficiency does not show up on 
other foliage plants as it does 
on the Swedish ivy, so there’s 
no profit in using borax on 
plants other than the Plec- 
tranthus or Swedish ivy. 

If leaves are mottled, check 
for red spider mites. These are 
hard to see with the naked eye, 
so use a magnifying glass. If 
present, dip leaves in soapy 
solution. If that doesn’t work 
(be persistent) then you might 
have to spray with Kelthane. 


Windsurfing is safe, 
"thrilling' and cheap

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
For those who like to sail with 
minimum effort and maximum 
"thrill,” there’s windsurfing. 

The sport, developed in the 
late 1960s by two Southern 
California men bored with 
sailing and surfing, claims 
more than 40,000 participants 
who have windsurfed an es¬ 
timated 11.5 million miles. 

Enthusiasts include such 
public figures as actors Joe 
and Timothy Bottoms and 
William Windom, Olympic 
skiing gold medalist Rosie 
Mittermeier, British Prince 
Charles and Swedish King Carl 
XVI Gustaf.

Shady ancestors are 
no longer a disgrace 


high speeds by producing a lift 
like in a hang-glider," explains 
Glenn Taylor, of Bay Surf 
Windsurfers, Menlo Park, 
Calif. 

If the right lift is produced, 
the windsurfer will find himself 
flying through the air for a few 
feet at a time, at speeds as high 
as 30 mph. That's one reason 
why windsurfing is rapidly 
setting speed records for single 
hull craft, said Taylor. 

Windsurfing races are 
becoming increasingly 
popular, with local, district, 
North American and world 
championship contests 
scheduled each year. About 20 
per cent of windsurfers par¬ 
ticipate in the races. The 456 
contestants entered in the 1976 
world championships com¬ 
prised "the largest number of 
sailing craft ever assembled 
for a single race,” said Taylor. 

Should a participant fall in 
the water, the hull — being 
made of soft material — will 
not hurt him. "And the craft 
will never capsize, as some 
small boats sometimes do. The 
board is its own flotation 
device that can buoy 450 
pounds,” said Ms. Aitken. 

Other attractions of the 
sport, said Taylor, are the low 
cost and "thrill” of being able 
to sail just about anywhere 
there is water. 

There are three basic parts 
involved in windsurfing: a 
three-pound mahogany dagger 
plank which rests in the water 
like a sailboat keel, a 20-pound 
sail attached to the board at the 
bottom with a flexible joint, 
and a 40-pound board. Taylor 
said the parts can be carried 
under each arm and be 
assembled in about 30 seconds. 
The cost is $575 for the craft, 
which has a life expectancy of 
eight years. 

"You should be in shape to 
windsurf, or you'll get tired,” 
said Taylor. He said beginners 
start off sailing two hours a day 
in 10 mph winds.

People who used to be 
determined to find a peer or a 
king or a queen in their an¬ 
cestry seem pleased these days 
to find shady characters in¬ 
stead, says Harold Brooks- 
Baker. 

He bases his theory on the 
contents of 3,000 letters that the 
English office of the Debrett 
Ancestry Service received 
during its first three months. 
The office opened Feb. 7 in the 
cathedral town of Winchester 
to do genealogical research in 
Great Britain. About 40 per 
cent of the letters were from 
the United States and Canada, 
Brooks-Baker said, mostly the 
U.S. 

Brooks-Baker, a native of 
Washington, D.C., was in New 
York to open the first 
American branch of the ser¬ 
vice. He hopes to have bran¬ 
ches in all 50 states and the 
Canadian provinces in the next 
few years. 

He is managing director of 
Debrett’s Peerage Ltd., the 
parent firm that recently 
bought the International Pub¬ 
lishing Co., publisher of genea¬ 
logical literature, including 
Debrett’s “Peerage, Baroneta¬ 
ge, Knightage, and Compan- 
ionage," a guide to British 
aristocracy. 

The desire to trace one’s 
roots knows no geography, no 
age, no class or educational 
barriers in the U.S. and 
Canada, Brooks-Baker said in 
an interview at New York 
City’s ancestor-conscious 
Knickerbocker Club. 

"We have letters from teen¬ 
agers and people 90 years old. 

"I think people are looking 
for a direct link with the past.” 

If they have an ancestor who 
did something interesting, he 
added, in a way that is much 
more glamorous than finding 
titled forebears. 

"It is very clear that people 
don't care what they find, as 
long as they find it. They seem 
pleased to find an illegitimate 
ancestor. 

"Letters from children often 
are very touching," he added. 

Professional genealogists 
obviously cannot work free, but 
Brooks-Baker said Debrett did 
accept one case recently from 
a 13-year-old girl in Ohio who 
said she could not pay. Her 
parents had been killed in an 
auto accident when she was 8, 
and she lives with a friend of 
her family. 

"We have taken her back 
four generations so far,” he 
said. Four generations of the 
family have lived in the U.S 
since emigrating from 
Scotland, he said. 

Brooks-Baker said a lot of 
U.S. requests are from 
imateur genealogists who get 
stuck. Their cases are easy to 
handle because the writers 
tnow exactly what they want. 

He said the average Ameri¬ 
can case also is easy to handle

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because the writer has already 
documented his American 
ancestors and wants the ser¬ 
vice to trace those abroad. 

"But many (persons in the 
U.S.) want Debrett to search 
for their American ancestors,” 
he added. That’s why the 
company has opened a U.S. 
office, at 1675 York Ave., New 
York, N.Y. 10028. It is run by 
Debrett agent Francis J. 
Sypher, who said the parent 
company is setting up an in¬ 
ternational organization to 
follow through for clients who 
want to trace their ancestors 
beyond Britain. 

After tracing American an¬ 
cestors, Sypher will send the 
dossiers abroad for additional 
searching, if clients wish. 

Genealogical research is 
payas-you-go. Brooks-Baker 
said this is necessary because 
time and expenses vary widely 
from case to case. 

The service suggests an 
initial figure of 100 pounds 
sterling, or about $175 U.S., to 
each client to cover a phase of 
research. 

In one case Brooks-Baker 
cited, that amount took the 
searcher back nine generations 
in one family because the 
paternal grandfather had come 
from a farm family that lived 
in one district in England for 
300 years. 

But an identical fee covered 
only three generations of the 
paternal grandmother’s 
family. Among other com¬ 
plications, her father was a 
Scotsman who worked in the 
London branch of a Scottish 
company, and whose birth 
records had been destroyed in 
a fire. 

The ancestry service itself is 
looking for someone. 

"We intend to do a book on 
American Indian genealogy, 
and we’re looking for an 
American Indian with enough 
information to collaborate with 
Sir Ian Moncrief,” Brooks- 
Baker said. 

Sir Ian, a Scotsman who is an 
authority on American 
Indians, will also write a book 
on Scottish clans, identifying 
clan leaders in North America 
and Australia as well as 
Scotland. 


Hyphenated Name 
Has English Roots 

NEW YORK (UPI)-Harold 
B. Brooks-Baker, an 
American, gets his hyphenated 
name from English ancestors. 

Brooks-Baker, managing di¬ 
rector of Debrett’s Peerage 
Ltd., has traced his English, 
French and Dutch forebears 
back to the 14th century, but 
his Irish ancestors, only to the 
17th century. 

An amateur genealogist, he 
found “every kind of person: 
farmers, squires, noblemen, 
school teachers ...”

LANCASTER, Ohio (UPI) - 
Dave Barrett gave up his social 
work job last year, took a six- 
week training course, bought a 
top hat and two suits with tails 
and became a chimney sweep. 

Barrett, 26, is one of only 
about 100 men in the United 
States plying a trade made 
respectable by British depend¬ 
ence on coal heat in the 19th 
century. 

The current energy shortage 
and revived interest in fire¬ 
places is making the trade 
lucrative again. 

Barrett, in a Ford Bronco 
loaded down with the ladders 
and wire brushes of his craft, 
travels to about 10 homes a 
week these days. Each 
chimney takes about two hours 
to clean and brings in $40. 

With a wiry beard, rimless 
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glasses and hands black from 
ingrained soot despite Borax 
scrubbings, the top-hatted Bar¬ 
rett looks the stereotype of a 
sweep. 

It's an image, he says, that 
brings homeowners out with 
their instamatics while he is 
atop their roofs. 

"A little kid came out while I 
was on a job today. It was one 
of those high slanting slate 
roofs that you look down and 
know where you’ll end if you 
slip. And this little kid kept 
looking up and saying ‘you sure 
it's ok?’ I told him I was sure, 
but the more he was talking...” 

An Ohio University 
graduate, Barrett was — not 
too happily — working on a 
county drug abuse program 
and maintaining, with his wife, 
Mary, a non-productive farm 
heated only by wood burned in 
a Franklin stove and a pot belly 
stove. 

That got him thinking about 
wood. 

Then last summer he helped 
a friend fix a roof and on that 
“90-degree day hanging off a 
slate roof," Barrett knew what 
his next job would be. 

After much looking he found 
out about and contacted a 
Connecticut sweep with the 
trade name August West who 
was willing to take ap¬ 
prentices. 

After six weeks, Barrett 
returned home to work up with 
an artistic friend a logo (a 
high-stepping, bow-tied sweep 
with a long-handled brush) and 
some snappy advertising for 
his new business (“I’ll dean 
your flue so Santa can get 
through.") 

Convincing people who had 
never worried about the inside 
of their chimney that they 
needed his services was dif¬ 
ficult. 

Records indicate there was a 
high incidence of cancel 
among the children, ap¬ 
parently as a result of contact 
with the soot. Barrett said this 
is why he uses a vacuum in 
addition to the traditional 
brushes. He also is considering 
a respirator.

Board doesn't want 
the public's advice 


lhe Board of Aldermen spent another 
two hours Monday night in fruitless 
debate over allowing a ballot question on 
reducing the size of the Board of Aider- 
men. 

Nineteen of the 23 members present 
spoke, some at great length and some 
several times. 

The benefit or detriment to be derived 
from a reduction has been argued several 
times in committee and at least twice 
before on the floor. The same arguments 
were propounded Monday night. 

Board President Joseph McDonnell for 
the first time Monday night questioned 
the legality of putting the question on the 
ballot as an advisory question and ob¬ 
jected to the fact that the actual proposed 
question was not in the hands of the 
aldermea 

Aid. Ethel Sheehan in March filed a 
resolution asking the Board to put a 


charter amendment on the ballot this fall. 
When that was defeated she asked that an 
advisory, nonbinding question be put on 
the ballot . 

McDonnell interpreted state law to 
mean that the Board could not put a 
question on the ballot that affected the 
size of Board, even as an. advisory 
question. 

A move to send the matter back to the 
Legislation & Rules Committee failed by 
one vote, and Aid. Mark White, who gave 
a 10-minute prepared speech against the 
proposal earlier, "chartered” the matter, 
which postponed any further action until 
the next regular meeting of the Board 
June 20.

New hearing for 
Nahanton Woods 


The Nahanton Woods condominium 
proposal will be presented in public 
hearing again at a meeting of the Land 
Use Committee Monday night. 

Petitions for rezoning the 28-acre 
parcel at Winchester and Nahanton 
Streets to Residence E and for per¬ 
missive use to build two apartment 
buildings containing a total of 112 con¬ 
dominium apartments were held and 
denied, respectively, last year because 
the land Use Committee wanted to see 
what happened to a pending proposal for 
planned development. 

Planned development was defeated, 
and the proposal for the condominiums is 
now back on its own. 

The Conservation Commission recently 
included the 28 acres in its list of 
properties it wants to acquire in the next 
five years, although until this year the 
commission had wanted only 17 acres, the 
wetlands portion of the site. , 


Oscar Wasserman, principal in the 
Newton-at-128 Realty Trust, has offered 
to deed to the city 24 of the 28 acres, in¬ 
cluding the wetlands that are restricted 
from building. 

Before the ”10 percent policy” was 
enacted into law as an ordinance, 
Wasserman proposed to satisfy the 
requirement that he lease 10 percent of 
his apartments to the Housing Services 
Conmunission for low-income housing by 
buying and rehabilitating houses for low- 
income occupancy. 

Details of his proposal may be 
presented at the public hearing. 

Proponents of city acquisition of the 60- 
acre Novitiate land across Nahanton 
Street are opposed to the Nahanton 
Woods development because they believe 
such development will drive up the price 
of the Novitiate and other vacant land in 
the area and make a sale to other 
developers almost irresistible.

Representative Lois Pines (D-Newton) 
said Wednesday morning that the House 
Ways and Means Committee added 
language to the budget item that ef¬ 
fectively kept the budget to the $5.9 
million level of this year. 

She said there was an agreement made 
so that the Senate Ways and Means

City to abide by 
U.S. job rules

Cited by the federal Office of Revenue 
Sharing for job discrimination, Newton 
has informed the office of its intent to 
comply with affirmative action 
requirements as soon as possible. 

Newton and nine other Massachusetts 
communities, including Waltham, were 
cited two weeks ago for discrimination in 
employment of minority members and 
women and poor practices of recruitment 
for jobs, using sex descriptive job titles. 

On the basis of metropolitan Boston’s 
labor market figures, Newton should be 
employing 7 percent minority workers 
and 42.4 percent women. 

The actual figures, the Office of 
Revenue Sharing says, are only 1.4 
percent and 12.6 percent, respectively. 

As of last November, according to 
Personnel Director John Ritchie, there 
were 20 minority employees working for 
the municipal departments of the city, 
excluding the School Department. 

The total employment roll for the city 
at that time was 1622 full- and part- 
time employees, excluding the schools. 

According to the School Department 
personnel department, the schools em¬ 
ploy 76 professional personnel,excluding 
Metco personnel, which number about 
eight. 

Professional personnel are everyone 
except cafeteria workers, custodians and 
secretarial employees. 

No one contacted in the school ad¬ 
ministration was able to come up with the 
number of employees in the School 
Department. There are about 1100 
professional personnel. 

While the mayor and city ad¬ 
ministration are busy trying to adhere to 
the August deadline for submission of an

The losers 
in the lottery 

Officials in charge of the State Lottery 
have been doing what opponents of legalized 
gambling in Massachusetts feared and 
predicted they would do. They have been 
overselling the chances a person gambling 
on either the lottery or the daily numbers 
game has of winning. 

Advertising, especially on the radio, has 
been phrased in such a manner as to en¬ 
courage people in poor or extremely modest 
circumstances to gamble money they can't 
afford to lose. 

Either Governor Dukakis or State 
Treasurer Robert Q. Crane should step in 
and put a stop to that immediately. 

The fact that the lottery has been con¬ 
ducted without a hint of scandal or a taint of 
corruption does not offset the poor judg¬ 
ment which has caused it gradually to get 
out of hand. 

Massachusetts needs the money it 
realizes from the Lottery operations. But it 
doesn't need it badly enough to encourage 
needy persons—people on the welfare 
rolls—to gamble money on the highly 
remote chance they will make a lucky hit 
and strike it rich. 

Recorded interviews with people, who 
have made lucky hits on the numbers game, 
are an insidious form of advertising. They 
encourage people to gamble money they 
need to buy food. 

People who gamble in either the State 
Lottery or the state's numbers game should 
understand the odds are heavily against 
them and that they probably will lose. If 
they can’t afford to lose, they should not 
gamble. 

Don't gamble on the number’s game in ' 
the hope of getting enough money to pay 
your bills or finance a vacation. The 
overwhelming chances are you will lose 
your money and end up poorer. If you do it 
for fun, that’s fine. If you do it as an 
investment, that’s preposterous. 

In some respects the public was better off 
when the bookies were handling illegal 
gambling. They couldn't attract poor people 
with get-rich-quick advertising.

Why is Bellotti raising funds? 


By James G. Colbert. Transcript political analyst 

Fund-raising events being held for Attorney General 
Francis X. Bellotti indicatethat Bellotti is thinking 
seriously of challenging Senator Edward W. Brooke next 
year if, he has r.ot already made up his mind to do so. 

The only other political plan which would necessitate a 
big campaign fund for Bellotti would be a Democratic 
primaryrace against Governor Michael S. Dukakis which 
he is not likely to make. 

Bellotti would not need a big war chest to win reelection 
as Attorney General. He probably could gain a second term 
in his present office by placing his name on the ballot and 
conducUng no campaign whatsoever. 

He would need a substantial amount of money to finance a 
strong fight against Brooke who has more than $300,000 in a 
savings account which was raised for a previous campaign, 
but not spent. 

Attorney General Bellotti has not said he will stand 
against Brooke. On the contrary, he has indicated he will 
seek reelection. A number of well-informed Beacon Hill 
observers are convinced, however, that Bellotti will 
challenge Brooke if Boston Mayor Kevin H. White does not. 

They point out that a similar opportunity to win a seat in 
the U. S. Senate from Massachusetts is not likely to present 
itself again for a long time. 

Brooke does not have an impressive record of ac¬ 
complishment for Massachusetts during eight years of rule 
by Republican Presidents. He was in charge of federal 
patronage during that period but used his power mainly to 
place friends and supporters in jobs. 

His difficulties with and estrangement from memberof 
his family over his divorce of his wife and his initial at¬ 
tempts to obtain a divorce without giving his wife a sub¬ 
stantial settlement may have made him vulnerable in next 
year's election.

A lynching party of sorts led by liberals 


Commentary by John D. Lofton, Jr. 

WASHINGTON — For four months, Dr. 
Walter Williams, a black associate 
professor of economics at Temple 
University, had been left twisting slowly 
in the wind. The lynch party was led by 
liberal Democrat, Rep. Richard Bolling 
• if Missouri, chairman of the 
Congressional Joint Economic Com¬ 
mittee (JEC), and liberal GOP Sen. 
Jacob Javits of New York, the Com¬ 
mittee's ranking Republican. Dr. 
Williams' crime: he had the temerity, the 
unmitigated gall, to write a study about 
youth unemployment whose conclusions 
fly in the face of the conventional, liberal, 
Bii: Labor wisdom on this subject. 

But, all is well that ends well. Prof. 
Williams lives! His report will be issued 
within ihe next few weeks. He has been 
cul down by a group of the Committee's 
conservatives, led by Rep. Clarence 
' Bud" Brown. R.-Ohio, who was sup¬ 
ported in his rescue mission by Sen. Jim 
McClure, R.-Idaho, Sen. Orrin Hatch, R.- 
Ulah, and Rep. John Rousselot, R.-Calif. 

As Dr, Williams explained it to me in an 
interview, his ordeal began in January of 
lasi year when the JEC's senior GOP 
economist Charles Bradford asked him if 
he'd write a paper on youth unem¬ 
ployment. Sure, said Dr. Williams, and he 
handed in his paper the following 
Oclober. The major thrust of this 
document is that "market restrictions 
exacerbate employment problems of 
youth and minority workers." 

To promote "voluntary and free ex¬ 
changes between workers and employers 
in a manner consistent with democratic 
values," Dr. Williams recommends: 

1. The abolition of federal and state 
minimum wage laws, or at least the 
lowering of this wage for young people. 

2. Revision of child labor laws and a 
reduction in the school-leaving age. 

3. Radical modification of the National 
labor Relations Act to allow for the 
possibility tin practice) of independent 
work-contract negotiation between the 
individual worker and his employer. 

4. Re-evaluation of current union 
licensing and certification requirements 


irksome was the comparison of Amer¬ 
ican labor unions to South African 
labor unions .... 


to promote opportunities for on-the-job- 
training and to improve market op¬ 
portunities for individuals who already 
possess requisite skills. 

In his conclusion, Dr. Williams predicts 
that his recommendations "are no doubt 
radical and will touch on the sensitivities 
and nerves of many vested interest 
groups." 

Well, the good professor is a very 
perspicacious man. A month or so after 
he turned in his study, he was called to 
Washington by Mr. Bradford who told 
him several liberals on the JEC, 
specifically Sen. Javits and Rep. Bolling, 
were "quite disturbed” by his recom¬ 
mendations. So, Dr. Williams agreed to 
rework his paper, resubmitting it in 
January of this year, but making no 
major changes. 

One passage Dr. Williams did agree to 
delete, which was particularly irksome to 
Ihe JEC liberals, was his comparison of 
American labor unions, who advocate 
minimum wage laws precisely because 
they discriminate against blacks. The 
professor noted that while U.S. unions 
may not have the same intentions as the 
unions in South Africa, the effect is the 
same. 

Anyway, to make a long story short, 
four months went by after Dr. Williams 
submitted his revised report and he 
couldn't get a straight answer as to why 
there was such a delay. During this time, 
Rep. Brown, and his three conservative 
colleagues on the JEC, began to get wind 
•if the real reason for the hold-up. 

Finally, "Bud” Brown confronted Sen. 
Javits directly and asked him if he would 
write Chairman Bolling and request that 
the Williams study be released. The 
senator did this, and the okay was given. 

Despite the fact that it is now well know 
that the opposition to Dr. Williams' study 


was politicaly motivated, several JEC 
staffers still maintain the charade that it 
was academically shoddy. The charge, 
however, is preposterous. Dr. Williams’ 
boss, Seymour Wolfbein, the dean of 
Temple University’s Business School, 
tells me Dr. Williams is an "excellent 
scholar” and that he will soon be 
promoted to an assistant professorship. 
Dr. Williams got his B.A. from California 
State, and his M.A. and Ph.D. in 
economics from UCLA. 

When I asked Cathy Miller, a Javits 
aide on the JEC, about it, she insisted that 
the delay of Dr. Williams' study was 


"perfectly normal" and that it was being 
held up because it didn’t meet "certain 
academic criteria." The JEC's staff 
director, John Stark, denied that any of 
the study’s conclusions were responsible 
for delaying its publication. 

Rep. Bolling's man on the JEC, Lou 
Krauthoff, was more candid, however. 
When I asked him if the four-month 
publication delay was normal, he replied: 
“No, there’s no question about the fact 
that some members had a problem with it 
and it got into a, you know, hassle." 

Indeed, there was a hassle. And the 
whole thing was unnecessary. Because 
like all JEC reports, Dr. Williams’ study 
will be published with the standard 
disclaimer on it noting that the “views 
expressed therein do not necessarily 
reflect those of the Joint Economic 
Committee." 

Thus, there was no reason to censor any 
of Dr. Williams’ views since they are his 
own.

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School organization report 
to be given at Williams 


The School Committee is 
expected to hear a report from 
the faculty and administration 
"n grade organization Monday 
at 7:45 p.m. at Williams School 
on Grove Street in Auburndale. 

The broken down chiller at 
Newton North High School will 
be the motivating factor behind 
a request by the administration 
to spend school money above 
the 2 percent limit on school 
maintenance and repairs. 

The reorganization report 
has been in the works since 
January when the School 
Committee voted to close 
Memorial School for the fall. 

Committee members wanted 
input from the faculty and 
administration on grade 
organization before they 
proceed with planning future 
school closings or other means 
to cope with declining 
enrollment. 

Superintendent of Schools 


Aaron Fink said Tuesday that 
the three- or four-page memo 
contains no expertise beyond 
the members of the committee, 
and they feel organization of 
schools has historically been 
based on efficiency and ex¬ 
pediency regrding enrollment. 

The Ad Hoc Committee to 
Review Shcool Organization 
was composed of three 
elementary teachers, one high 
school guidance counselor, 
f"ur principals, one PTA 
Council member, two ad¬ 
ministrators, and Superin¬ 
tendent Fink. 

The request for permission to 
spend more than the 2 percent 
"f the budget for maintenance 
as stated in the city charter 
will come from Director of 
Support Services Roy Cor¬ 
nelius. 

Cornelius said the chiller at 
Newton North broke down on 
May 26 and hopes it can be 


repaired by June 13 

Meanwhile, 10 large floor 
fans have been rented and the 
Fire Department has loaned 
the school some fans to keep 
the air moving through the 
school. 

The motor is being repaired 
by the same company that did 
similar repair work last year, 
Cornelius said, and hopes that 
this year’s work will be done at 
no cost. 

The school budget for the 
current year has enough 
money in reserve to pay for the 
repair if necessary', but that 
would send the amount spent 
on maintenance above the 2 
percent of the previous year's 
total budget. 

If the Committee approves 
the request, the Board of 
Aldermen would also have to 
approve the spending beyond 
the charter limitation, Cor¬ 
nelius said. 


Sen. Backman still fighting 
for 5% increase in SSI 



Three West Newton 
businesses broken into 


Humanitarian 


Slate Sen. Jack H. Backman 
i D-Brookline-Newton | is 
calling for at least a 5 percent 
cost-of-living increase for 
elderly, blind and disabled 
recipients of Supplementary 
Security Income (SSI). 

In July, Social Security 
beneficiaries will receive a 5.9 
percent cost-of-living increase 
in their benefits. However, in 
the past Social Security 
beneficiaries who also receive 
SSI have had the amount of this 
increase deducted from their 
SSI check. These people 
therefore received the same 
net income as before the in¬ 
crease. 

This year Congress has 
granted the cost-of-living in¬ 
crease on the federal portion of 
SSI benefits but will not 
reimburse the state portion of 
the cost of any increase. 

Therefore in order to provide 


a full 5.9 percent cost-of-living 
increase for SSI recipients the 
state of Massachusetts must 
pay for the stale portion of the 
increase. The Welfare 
Department has estimated that 
it would cost the state ap¬ 
proximately $3 million to do 
this. 

Sen. Backman has recom¬ 
mended that the state budget 
include a cost-of-living in¬ 
crease for SSI recipients that 
will equal at least 5 percent for 
the year. This would be 
translated into an across— the- 
board increase for SSI 
recipients of $13 per month for 
a single person and $19.50 for a 
couple. 

Although the Department of 
Public Welfare had originally 
requested a 5 percent increase, 
no amount was included in the 
governor's budget. 

Sen. Backman said, “If the 


House does not include at least 
a 5 percent increase when they 
have completed the budget we 
shall fight to do so in the 
Senate. This same increase 
must also be applied to grants 
for families with children on 
AFDC.” 

Over two-thirds of our people 
receiving SSI also receive 
Social Security benefits, ac¬ 
cording to Backman, and the 
combination of these benefits 
for persons receiving SSI 
currently totals $282.41 per 
month for a single individual 
and $430 for a couple.

Now the consulting firm of 
Childs-Bertman-Tseckares will 
try to analyze needs of the 
village for new space, taking 
into consideration the recently 
renovated Hawthorn gym¬ 
nasium and the possibility of 
using the Steams School for 
some purpose. 

Meanwhile, a plan to ex¬ 
change land owned by the 
Atina San Marco Society at the 
end of Rustic Street for some of 
the Steams land may still be 
feasible. 

The one-acre site is for sale 
by the society, after several 
years of trying to get alder- 
manic permission to build 
apartments there. Some people 
think the community would be 
more amenable to having 
housing built on the Stearns 
site by the Atina San Marco 
group than by the city or a 
private developer. 

The city at one time planned 
to acquire the Rustic Street i 
property by eminent domain to 
extend Allison Park and 
provide better access and 
parking for the park, but 
delays by the Board of 
Aldermen resulted in a loss of 
state funding, which would 
have been half of the $27,000 
price. 

Bids will be opened June 13 
on the Rustic Street land, and 
the society and the city will still 
entertain proposals for a land 
exchange.

Tseckares report should be 
done in September or October, 
according to Thomas.

affirmative action plan to the ORS, they 
will have to start all over with a new 
affirmative action officer. 

Marilyn Lopez, who was hired through 
CETA a couple of months ago, has left to 
go to law school. 

The School Department has no one 
person who spends full time as af¬ 
firmative action officer. 

At a conference last week on af¬ 
firmative action scheduled several 
months ago, before the 10 communities 
were cited for discrimination, it was 
apparent that the threat of loss of federal 
revenue sharing money will be the in¬ 
centive to seriously undertake af¬ 
firmative action. 

The conference brought together 
representatives of the U.S. Civil Service 
Commission, the Massachuset Com¬ 
mission Against Discrimination, the 
Federal Regional Council, and others, 
and was sponsored by the Center for 
Public Management of Suffolk Univer¬ 
sity. 

Of the 50 people who attended the 
conference, many were affirmative 


action officers of cities and towns in the 
state. 

One of the speakers was Malaku Steen, 
investigator for the Civil Rights Bureau 
of the Office of Revenue Sharing. 

Steen had been met at the airport by 
Mayor Theodore Mann and was whisked 
off to a meeting in Newton City Hall at¬ 
tended by representatives from the nine 
other communities cited. 

Steen also outlined further actions of 
the federal government that may be 
expected in the future in enforcing af¬ 
firmative action regulations already on 
the books. 

A new regulation, Steen said, effective 
now, includes the handicapped in af¬ 
firmative action regulations. 

Asked by Newton alderman Eliot 
Cohen how Newton can achieve af¬ 
firmative action in its employment 
practices in the face of obstructive state 
Civil Service regulations, Steen said, 
"We'd put Civil Service in noncompliance 
if it were a revenue sharing recipient." 

"If the governor doesn't change Civil

MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) - 
The biggest problem in malting 
plans in the dog days before 
retirment is not money — few 
ever have money to retire — | 
but thermal ambivalence.

Add to all this a continental | 
ambivalence. 

One part of the family has I 
spent considerable time in I 
Europe. The other spent much | 
of his adult life in Asia. The 
Mediterranean coast of Spain. [ 
Now there’s the place. Or the | 
Algarve in southern Portugal. I 
Only trouble is a few million] 
people got there first. And one I 
part of the family doesn’t 
speak Spanish, and virtually no J 
foreigner ever speaks Por¬ 
tuguese. 

Now Zamboanga in the | 
southern Philippines has it all. 
When last there, you could get | 
a big house for $14 a month and 
a staff of servants for less. 
Granting inflation, what the 
hell, we could go *28 a month. 

In the hills outside of Manila 
there's a wonderful spot near 
Antipolo which appeals to me 
because I don’t like the game 
or horses anyway. But Zam¬ 
boanga and Antipplo are too 
hot. 

I had my eye on Luang 
Prabang, the royal capital of 
Laos, for a long time. But 
things are unfriendly there. 
How about Macao? It’s a 
charming Portuguese enclave 
across the Pearl Estuary from 
Hong Kong. It used to be real 
cheap there. 

“But the Chinese Com¬ 
munists are just across the 
border.” 

How about Taiwan (For¬ 
mosa)? We've still got a house 
that we control there (how we 
control it is too complicated to 
tell). 

"That sounds kind of risky, 
doesn't it." 

One compromise being seri¬ 
ously considered is abandoning 
all property and roots and 
traveling most of the time on 
cargo passenger vessels. See 
the world and pay taxes to no 
one. 

If not the sea, it looks like the 
southwest, somewhere in the 
southwest. We have reams of 
material coming in from 
chambers of commerce who in 
turn have put us on the lists of 
at least 213 real estate agents. 
There are a lot of possibilities 
— if you can figure where to get 
the downpayment and the 
monthly dues. 

You become a minor expert 
on state taxes. Income tax 
deferral plans also are popular 
if you could understand them. 

Since you don’t plan to 
vegetate in retirement, what to 
do when you have nothing to 
do. lecture, write books (an 
uncertain way to supplement 
income), get a part time job on 
a copy desk (you have to know 
English for that, I’m told), 
lecture (who would listen?). 

There is also the "close-to- 
the-children” (and grandchil¬ 
dren) syndrome. 

We came back after years 
abroad to be closer to the 
children. 

The “children" with the 
largest pride of grandchildren 
are now moving to Taiwan.

1977 National Fathers of the Year 


Ten well-known American men symbolizing 
leaders in today’s social structure, were named 
1977 Fathers of the Year in the 42nd Annual Awards 
Ceremony. 

Those who received the highly respected DAD 
Awards were Ambassador Andrew Young, 
National Father of the Year; Dr. James R. 
Schlesinger, Statesman Father of the Year; Mr. 
Leon Jaworski, Jurisprudence Father of the Year; 
John Chancellor, Communications Father of the 
Year; John Newcombe, Sports-Tennis Father; 
Roy White, Sports-Baseball Father; Albert M. 
Shanker, Labor-Educator Father; James 
Broderick, Television Father; Benjamin L. Hooks, 
Humanitarian Father; and Jerry Stiller, En¬ 
tertainment Father, who made the presentations 
on behalf of the National Father's Day Committee, 
as Host-Master of Ceremonies. 

United States Ambassador to the United Nations, 
Andrew Young, was named National Father of the 
Year, by the National Father’s Day Committee. At 
the time of his appointment in January, he was a 
Member of the House of Representatives, and has 
long been identified as a leader of the Civil Rights 
Movement, in which he was a close associate of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Mr. Young has also been a 
pastor, and an official of the National Council of 
Churches. He graduated from Howard University 
and the Hartford Theological Seminary and is an 
ordained Minister of the United Church of Christ. 
He, and his wife, the former Jean Childs, have four 
children. 

Dr. James Schlesinger, Statesman Father of the 
Year, has been in government service for many 
years, as Assistant Director, Bureau of the 
Budget; Chairman, AEC; Director, CIA; and 
Secretary of Defense. He is currently Assistant to 
the President directing the vital Energy Program. 
He is married to the former Rachel Mellinger. The 
couple have eight children, 4 girls and 4 boys 
ranging in age from 6 to 23. 

Leon Jaworski, one of America’s outstanding 
and beloved attorneys, was named Jurisprudence 
Father of the Year. His influence on American life 
since his designation as Watergate Special 
Prosecutor has been profound, and has touched 
almost everyone in the United States. An out¬ 
standing lawyer, he also has received many civic 
awards for liis involvement in community ac¬ 
tivities. In World War II, he served as a Colonel, 


Judge Advocate General’s Department. Later, he 
personally prosecuted the first major war crimes 
trials in the European theatre. He is a holder of the 
Legion of Merit Award. 

John Chancellor is seen and heard every week¬ 
day night by millions of Americans on NBC Nightly 
News. His cogent analyses are deep and 
penetrating, the culmination of a reporting career 
that began when he joined the Chicago Sun Times 
in 1948. His association with television and the 
national political conventions goes back to 1956, 
and he has covered every presidential campaign 
since 1956. 

He is a graduate of the University of Illinois. 
John Chancellor was named Communicator 
Father of the Year. 

John Newcombe was awarded the Sports-Tennis 
Father of the Year designation in a tribute to his 
example to young people through his tremendously 
impressive court play as one of the world’s out¬ 
standing amateur tennis players. He won both 
Wimbledon and Forest Hills Championships in 
1967, and today runs a tennis ranch in New 
Braunfels, Texas, where he lives with his wife and 
three children. He is also President of the 
Association of Tennis Professionals. 

Roy White, Sports-Baseball Father of 1977, is one 
of baseball’s most highly respected players. A 
senior member of the New York Yankees, he has 
been a model of consistency year after year, and is 
considered one of the best left fielders in Yankee 
history. He has twice been an All Star. An ac¬ 
complished speaker, a graduate of Compton Junior 
College, he has also appeared in motion pictures. 
He married the former Linda Hoxie, and the couple 
live, year-round, in New Jersey with tV!r two 
children, a daughter and a son. 

Albert Shanker, 1977 Labor-Educator Father of 
the Year, is President of the United Federation of 
Teachers and the American Federation of 
Teachers, which represents about 500,000 teachers 
nationally. Beginning as a mathematics instructor 
in the Junior High School in 1952, he shortly 
became active in union affairs, and led the drive 
for recognition of the profession which resulted in 
improved pay scales, pensions, health-care 
programs and realistic retirement programs at the 
age of 55. He, too, was identified with the Reverend 
Dr. Martin Luther King. He is also a writer, and 
active, not just in labor organizations, but also as a 


public speaker. He is married to the former Edith 
Gerber and the couple have three children. Among 
his many hobbies is cooking and baking of Vien¬ 
nese pastries. 

The 1977 Television Father of the Year is James 
Broderick, star of ABC-TV series, entitled 
"Family", in which he plays the role of a modem 
father, confronted with the varied and, often, 
baffling, problems of 1977. He made his stage debut 
in 1953, has since starred in many off-Broadway 
productions, movies and television presentations. 
In real life, Jim Broderick and wife Patricia live in 
New York, although he has a bachelor apartment 
in Santa Monica where he lives when he’s doing his 
TV series. When he can put 3 days together, he jets 
back to New York to be with the family, e also owns 
a home in County Donegal, Ireland, where he 
spends summers and holidays. It's right on the 
ocean, he boasts. The Brodericks have 3 children, 2 
daughters and a son. 

Benjamin L. Hooks, Humanitarian Father, has 
combined the careers as a lawyer and minister 
since 1956, meanwhile pursuing an active business 
career. As a Federal Communications Com¬ 
missioner, he first served as a judge in Memphis, 
Tenn. from 1965 until his appointment to the 
Commission in 1972. Mr. Hooks is Executive 
Director-designate of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People, a post he will 
assume immediately upon the completion of his 
term as Commissioner of the FTC on July 31. He 
and his wife Frances have a daughter and two 
grandchildren. 

Jerry Stiller, Entertainer Father of the Year, is 
well known for his roles in radio, television, and 
films. With wife, Anne Meara, an acresss, they 
have become well known for their poignant, con¬ 
temporary, humorous, and earthy roles together. 
Despite their worldwide entertainment 
obligations, Jerry and Anne feel strongly about 
staying as close to home as possible with daughter 
Amy and son Benjy, who do accompany them on 
long trips. Mr. Stiller also served as Host and 
Master of Ceremonies at this year's presentation. 

Theodore M. Kaufman, Chairman of the 
National Father’s Day Committee, commented 
"As we relax our tired concepts of rigid family 
discipline, Dad becomes an ever-important bin¬ 
ding agent, who holds the family together, and 
gives it economic, moral and emotional stability.”

“King Dad Steak" is sherry-marinated top round 
steak, broiled to perfection. The recipe was specially 
developed for the National Father's Day Awards Lun¬ 
cheons in the test kitchens of the National Live Stock and 
Meat Board, who estimate that more than 73 Million pounds 
of beef will be served on Father’s Day. 


KING DAD STEAK 

1 beef top round steak, cut 1 - 14 inches thick 
4 cup sherry 

4 cup soy sauce 
4 cup salad oil 
*4 cup lemon juice 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 
l 2 teaspoon ginger 

1 clove garlic, minced 
4 teaspoon hot sauce 
4 teaspoons cornstarch 
4 pound mushrooms, slieed 
l 4 cup sliced green onions 



Mix together sherry, soy sauce, oil, lemon juice, brown 
sugar, ginger, garlic and hot sauce in small saucepan. Cook 
slowly 10 minutes; cool. Place steak in plastic bag; add 
marinade and tie securely. 

Refrigerate 24 hours. Remove steak from marinade, 
reserving marinade, and place on grill over ash-covered 
coals or on rack in broiling pan so surface of meat is 4 to 5 
inches from heat. Broil at moderate temperature to rare or 
medium (25 to 40 minutes, depending on doneness desired), 
brushing with marinade and turning occasionally. Carve in 
thin slices, diagonally across the grain. For sauce: stir 
remaining marinade into cornstarch in saucepan and cook 
slowly until thickened, 2 minutes. Serve sauce over sliced 
steak. 10 servings.

Crown it with a sweet, zippy orange glaze 
and a sunburst of sectioned citrus. 

FLORIDA NUT BREAD 

Riod of 1 Florida orange (remove thin 
outer rind with vegetable peeler) 

1 cup Florida orange juice 

1 egg 

3 tablespoons salad oil 

4 cup plus 2 tablespoons sugar 

4 cup nut pieces 

2 cups unsifted all-purpose flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

4 teaspoon baking soda 

4 teaspoon salt 

Put orange rind and juice into electric 
blender container. Cover and process at 
high speed until rind is finely chopped. 
Add egg, salad oil, sugar and nuts. Cover 
and process at high speed just until nuts 


are chopped. Mix flour and remaining 
ingredients in large bowl. Add orange 
mixture from blender. Mix just until dry 
ingredients are moistened. Turn into 
greased 9 x 5 x 3-inch loaf pan. Bake in 350 
degree F. oven 55 minutes to 1 hour, until 
cake tester inserted in center comes out 
clean. YIELD; 1 loaf. 

ORANGE CHEESE PIE 

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 

4 cup cold Florida orange juice 

Rind of 4 orange (remove rind in thin 
strips with vegetable peeler) 

4 cup milk, heated to boiling 

1 egg 

4 cup sugar 

2 cups (1 pound) creamed cottage 
cheese (mild, not tangy) 

1 9-inch crumb crust 

Sprinkle gelatin over cold orange juice 
in blender container; allow to stand until 
granules are moistened. Add orange rind 
and boiling milk. Cover and process at 
low speed until gelatin dissolves and 
rind is in tiny pieces. Add egg, sugar and 
cottage cheese. Cover and process at high 
speed until smooth. Chill, stirring oc¬ 
casionally, until mixture is thick enough 
to mound slightly, about 45 minutes. Turn 
into crumb crust. Chill until firm, about 3 
hours. Top with Orange Glaze. YIELD: 
6 to 8 servings. 

ORANGE GLAZE 

14 teaspoons unflavored gelatine 

3 teaspoons sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 cup Florida orange juice, divided 

2 cups Florida orange sections 

In small saucepan mix gelatine, sugar 
and salt. Stir in V« cup orange juice. Stir 
over low heat until gelatine is dissolved. 
Remove from heat; stir in remaining 
orange juice. Cool to room temperature. 
Cover pie with orange sections. Spoon 
glaze over sections, refrigerate one hour 
before slicing. 


PINEAPPLE, CHERRY 
CHEESECAKE 
(Unbaked) 

Crust; 

14 cups zwieback crumbs 
one-third cup sugar 
2 tap. cinnamon 
one-third cup butter, melted 
Filling: 

2 cans (8 oz. each) crushed pineapple in 
unsweetened juice, drained 

2 envelopes unflavored gelatin 

3 egg yolks, slightly beaten 
two-thirds cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 cup light cream OR half and half 

1 carton (16 oz.) Bmall curd cottage 
cheese 

2 tsp. grated lemon peel 

1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 
4 cup maraschino cherries, chopped 
1 cup whipping cream 

3 egg whites 

For crust, combine crumbs, sugar, 
cinnamon and butter until well blended. 
Press onto bottom and sides (about two 
inches high) of nine inch springform pan. 
Chill while preparing filling. 

For filling, drain pineapple, reserving 
liquid. Soften gelatin in pineapple juice. 
Combine egg yolks, sugar and salt in 
heavy saucepan. Gradually stir in cream. 
Cook over medium heat until mixture 
coats a metal spoon. Remove from heat. 
Stir in softened gelatin. Whip cottage 
cheese in blender until smooth or in 
mixing bowl beat at high speed until 
smooth, about five min. Add lemon peel 
and juice to cottage cheese; fold into egg 
mixture.

NAUVOO, Ill. (UPI) - Ida 
Blum has filled six scrapbooks 
with feature stories she has 
written and has started on her 
seventh. She also is a "strin¬ 
ger," or correspondent, for two 
I"wa daily newspapers, the 
Fort Madison Democrat and 
the Keokuk Daily Gate City, 
and an Illinois weekly. 

Not bad for a person of 87. 

On the side, Ida contributes 
countless hours of volunteer 
work at the Illinois Veterans 
Home in Quincy. 

Residents around Nauvoo, a 
history-rich town of 1,100 
founded 140 years ago by 
Mormons, regard Ida as the 
town historian. So does Charles 


Hurst, who runs the weekly 
Carthage Journal-Pilot 
newspaper and regularly 
purchases feature stories from 
her. 

Widowed in 1958, Ida lives 
alone — not far from where 
Brigham Young lived 135 years 
ago. A great Mormon temple 
once stood nearby when 
Nauvoo was the largest city in 
Illinois in the mid-1800s. 

Ida’s only concession to age 
is the use of a cleaning lady, 
Sarah Mohart, 75. 

"But only one day every two 
weeks," she said. "I pay her, 
but she’s a good friend and 
would do the work for 
nothing." 


Mrs. Blum’s writing talents 
were latent until 1930 when a 
neighbor who covered the 
"announcements beat" around 
Nauvoo for the Iowa and 
Carthage papers left for vaca¬ 
tion and turned over her 
reporting chores to Ida. 

"At first," Ida said, "it was 
announcements, but when the 
girl returned she told me, 
’you’ve done a good job. Why 
don’t you keep on doing it?’ 


Outdoor drama 
sweeping nation 


CHAPEL HILL, N.C. (UPI) 
- When the residents of 
Roanoke Island in the Outer 
Banks decided to celebrate the 
founding of the legendary Lost 
Colony, they asked playwright 
Paul Green to put together a 
commemorative script. 

The play was Intended to run 
only nine weeks as a sort of 
unstructured pageant. But 
Green added a story line to 
create a drama that has run 
nearly every summer since 
1937. 

And if the play itself has 
thrived, so has the form Green 
originated. Last summer 60 
outdoor dramas — 26 large, 
well-financed plays and 30 
small, lower budgeted ones — 
entertained audiences from 
North Carolina to Texas to 
Alaska. 

On a movie screen they 
would probably look like 
gradeB versions of American 
legendary themes such as the 
founding of the West, cowboys 
and Indians and colonial 
hardships. 

But on the stage of a huge 
outdoor ampitheater, they’re a 
flashy tribute to local and 
regional history, a source of 
community pride and a sure¬ 
fire crowd pleaser complete 
with colorful pageantry, ac¬ 
tion, drama and huge casts. 

Anyone who’s seen or read 
an outdoor drama — or 
"symphonic history drama," 
as they’re formally called — 
knows they were not written 
for an avantgarde Broadway 
audience. 

"You’re writing for a 
common denominator,” says 
William M. Hardy, a 
University of North Carolina 
communications professor who 
has written and directed 
several outdoor plays. “But it’s 
not the lowest common 
denominator." 

Hardy, whose "Sword of 
Peace" and “El Paso del 
Norte" were produced last 
summer, explained that by it’s 
very nature the outdoor drama 
has to utilize all the elements of 
pageantry — colorful cos¬ 
tuming. huge casts, flashy 
production numbers and 
classic confrontations between 
the good guys and the bad 
guys. 

"You’re dealing with a large 
theater," he said, referring to 
the massive pit-type am- 
pithealers in which many of the 
shows are produced. “You 
need bolder strokes to fill the 
theater. It’s very difficult to 
deal with intimate scenes in a 
theater like this." 

The shows most often deal 
with historic and legendary 
themes, like the Lost Colony or 
the founding of the west, but 
some depart from the heroic- 
type adventures, like the 
Stephen Foster Story. Some 
even have religious themes. 

For the most part, though, 
the plays are a slice of regional 
history which, in part, may 
account for the long-term 
success of many outdoor 
productions. 

"This is true regional thea- 
ire.” said Mark R. Sumner, 
director of the Institute of 
Outdoor Drama in Chapel Hill. 
“It creates a local impact. You 
gel the support of the people in 
the area because the play 
brings in tourists and creates 
some regional pride." 

Among the sources of sup¬ 
port are local businesses, 
which are often willing to pul 
up some money for the non¬ 
profit plays. 

Ill many cases, local per- 
lormers gel involved in the 
plays, but most outdoor 
dramas are cast with non¬ 
professional, nonequity actors 
hoping to make a go of 
professional show business 
later on. 

"The greatest bulk of our 
performers are college 
students and sometimes 
teachers," Hardy said. "We 
don’t use Equity people. It’s 


just not worth it. We can get the 
kind of people we want without 
trying to fool with the union." 

Pay for non-union per¬ 
formers in outdoor dramas is 
minimal — an average of $95 
per week. But many get free or 
reduced room and board, plus 
the opportunity to work in the 
same performance every 
night. 

"The outdoor drama is a 
bridge between academic and 
professional theatre," said Bill 
Fulton, a former outdoor 
drama performer who now 
works with Sumner. "It has a 
way of training you for future 
endeavors. It teaches best how 
to perform in a variety of 
places before a variety of 
audiences night after night." 

Greg Vines, a University of 
North Carolina drama student, 
agreed that outdoor perfor¬ 
mances are an excellent 
training ground for aspiring 
actors. 

"The acting experience you 
gain from the show isn’t the 
beneficial thing," said Vines, 
who has been in three outdoor 
plays. "The biggest benefit is 
doing the show so many times. 

I wouldn’t make my career out 
of it, but it’s a nice summer 
vacation. It’s usually in pretty 
locales, and you only work at 
night.” 

Kenny Morris, a former UNC 
student now studying acting in 
New York, was less enthralled 
with the experience. 

"I didn’t like it that much," 
said Morris. "You have one 
million costume changes, you 
play seven parts. It’s like a 
huge pageant. It’s not 
theater." 

Whatever the feelings of the 
cast, outdoor drama has ap¬ 
parently been a hit with 
audiences throughout the coun¬ 
try, despite some problems 
with plays in eastern Bicenten¬ 
nial areas last summer. 

The Jamestown Corp. 
decided against another 
summer of "The Common 
Glory," the nation’s second 
oldest outdoor drama, because 
of poor attendance and 
financial setbacks last year. 
The "Horn in the West," the 
story of frontiersman Daniel 
Boone, also appeared doomed, 
but it will go on again this 
summer. 

Sumner said last summer’s 
problems may have been 
caused by an overabundance of 
Bicentennial activity, as well 
as the boredom with some of 
the older plays. But he said the 
overall outlook is good. 

“In general, the field is 
growing," said Sumner. "The 
•Lost Colony’ is showing to 
twice as many people. We had 
16 new plays last summer, and 
only one collapsed. This 
summer, we have some more 
plays scheduled." 

Sumner has the figures to 
back up his claims. The 
Institute for Outdoor Drama, 
created in 1963, is a clearing¬ 
house for all outdoor produc¬ 
tions. Data on costuming, 
lighting and other production 
areas is gathered from suc¬ 
cessful outdoor plays and 
shared with new or struggling 
dramas. 

The agency also compiles 
statistics on who sees outdoor 
plays and why. 

"About twice as many people 
would go see an outdoor play if 
they could," said Sumner. 
"The solution is more shows, 
but there are Just areas where 
shows won’t go over because of 
transportation problems." 

Sumner also said that out¬ 
door plays attract more than 
just tourists who happen to be 
in the area of the production. 

"More than 50 per cent of the 
audience is coming just to see 
the shows," said Sumner, 
pulling out a series of typed 
surveys on audience attendan¬ 
ce. ’ The longer the show is 
there, the less that may be 
true, but we get a lot of repeat 
business. 


"I branched out later with 
occasional feature stories, 
mostly historical. And the 
editors liked them. They used 
to tell me to keep sending 
stories. They were willing to 
buy anything I’d write." 

Ida was thrilled to see her 
stories published. But her 
biggest honor came last Octo¬ 
ber when a Brigham Young 
University representative 
asked during a visit if she 
would consider donating her 


scrapbooks to the school’s 
library in Provo, Utah. 

“He’d heard about my ac¬ 
counts of Nauvoo — all the 
stories I had written about the 
area and the many references 
to the Mormon influence," she 
said. "I was impressed, but I 
thought I should talk to my 
family first. 

"My son and daughter 
thought it was a good idea. I 
liked it, too, so that’s where my 
work will go." 


Mrs. Blum considers her 
first article, written in 1953, her 
most important. 

"It was unusual, the way I 
did it. My husband, Carl, had 
just retired from the general 
store he had run for 43 years 
and he was sitting in the living 
room reminiscing about the 
various things that happened 
around the store in all those 
years. 

"I was in the dining room, 
jotting down notes as fast I 


could to keep up with him. I 
urged him on and he’d keep 
going — several nights of this. 

"When I finished up the 
article and it appeared in the 
papers, he was the most 
astonished man you'll ever 
see.” 

Living alone has failed to 
slow Mrs. Blum. She recently 
gave 150 lap robes to the old 
soldiers in the Illinois Veterans 
Hospital where authorities ac¬ 
knowledged her many years of 


service 
her with i 


presenting 
medallion. 

And, she said the years have 
been good to her. 

Except for a broken hip two 
years ago and minor surgery 
many years earlier, she has 
never been out of action. 

"We were both born here — 
my husband and I — and so 
were our parents. My roots are 
so deep, they just can't pull 
them up and get rid of me."

The Emergence of Society, 
by John E. Pfeiffer. 

(McGraw Hill, *15)

Anthropology and ar¬ 
cheology have a universal 
fascination, and also have 
attracted more than their 
share of the lunatic fringe. 
These four books typify various 
approaches to popular an¬ 
thropology, from the estab¬ 
lishment (Pfeiffer is the only 
academic anthropologist 
among the authors) to the 
mystic. 

Pfeiffer's book is intended to 
portray the development of 
human society from the first 
hunters through the hunter- 
gatherers to the 
igriculturalists and the city- 
jwellers. He does this with 
Clarity, and in the meantime 
eovers nearly all bases in the 
bistory of man. The result is a 
Valuable, wellwritten one- 
volume compendium of 
currently accepted theories of 
anthropology. 

• The Feldman volume is a 
i'how-to" volume for the 
Amateur archeologist, a down- 
to-earth guide on how the 
amateur can contribute, giving 
Retails of techniques used, 
organizations to contact, laws 
to observe. 

His bias is demonstrated on 
}iis strictures against the ar¬ 
cheological establishment be- 
tause of its reluctance to ac¬ 
cept amateur interpretations 
of Mystery Hill in New 
Hampshire (where he is re¬ 
search consultant). This is a 
jielpful work for the neophyte, 
and the editorializing can be 
taken with a grain of salt. 

"Earth Magic” is the lunatic 
fringe in one volume, splatter¬ 
ing theories far and wide to try 
to explain both genuine and 
fabricated mysteries. Hitching 
winds up with UFOs, strange 
tarth forces, magic numbers, 
ftc.

. Life magazine flourished in 
(he innocent days when Ameri¬ 
cans thought themselves and 
{heir country capable of any 
remarkable deed, and that 
progress was both inevitable 
and invariably beneficial. 

The magazine was brash, 
unreflective and persistently 
optimistic, a cultural reflection 
Of an era when all problems 
Seemed solvable and even 
poverty could be picturesque — 
at least, to the outsider. 

Dora Hamblin was a re- 
searcher-writer for Life for 25 
years and enjoyed herself as 
hiuch as the public used to 
enjoy reading the magazine. At 
its high point, it sold 8 million 
magazines a week and another 
million abroad, and was 
Crammed cover to cover with 
iush, expensive advertising. 

The book is at its zaniest in 
chronicling the peculiarities of 
Life photographers. "God the 
photographer," she calls the 
breed. So powerful was the 
desire to appear in this ex¬ 
traordinary magazine that 
photographers could and did 
issues orders to generals, even 
armies. 

One photographer, detailed 
to gel some shots of a plane 
With a naval task force, 
poinplained to an admiral, "I 
know it's expensive to move a 
whole fleet, but the ships are 
placed so we can’t see the new 
plane maneuvering among 
them." 

; Life employes saw 
everything from the per¬ 
spective of the magazine. Pope 
Hius XII was "Life’s first 
jiope" because his reign had 
Spanned most of the years of 
[he magazine. 

j Everything was done on a 
grand scale. To cover Winston 
pi archill's funeral, Time-life 
renovated the inside of a DC-8 
to install dark rooms and 
Editorial facilities so the maga¬ 
zine could be produced en route 
back from London. 

Looking back, the author

unreal today, a crazy kind of 
journalism more like fiction 
than real life. 

Finding Our Fathers, by Dan 

Rottenberg. 

(Random House, $12.95) 

You don’t have to be Jewish 
to enjoy this captivating guide¬ 
book to Jewish genealogy, but 
if you are, this excursion Into 
Jewish "Roots” is apt to 
become addictive. 

The first thing this reviewer 
turned to was the list of about 
8,000 family names, in hopes of 
finding those of her grandpar¬ 
ents who emigrated from 
Poland, France and Germany 
in the middle of the 19th cen¬ 
tury. Only one was listed: 
Gottlieb, a surname so com¬ 
mon today that sorting it out 
could take a lifetime. 

That’s a tiny part of the 
complexity. Until modern 
times, we Jews had no sur¬ 
names, or family names. Our 
forebears were known as sons 
or daughters of their fathers. 

Many who emigrated to the 
United States in the 19th 
century and earlier lost their 
true identities when immigra¬ 
tion agents summarily 
changed any names they could 
not spell or pronounce. 

In many places abroad, 
virtually all traces of Jews’ 
existence Were wiped out by 
persecution, wars and-or 
failure of local authorities to 
keep accurate records or any 
records at all. 

But some families and 
Jewish organizations kept their 
own records, and others have 
added to the literature in this 
century. 

Another complication: until 
1900, 81 per cent of the world’s 
Jews lived in Europe. Most 
historical material con¬ 
sequently is in Hebrew or other ^ 
languages unread by ^ 
thousands of English-speaking 9 
Jews. £ 

Undeterred by these factors, ^ 
Rottenberg, a Philadelphia O 
journalist and editor, painstak- f 
ingly tracked down dozens of ^ 
sources of information. He w 
provides names and addresses £ 
for those sources, along with ^ 
helpful suggestions for finding ™ 
other sources and doping out % 
relationships despite highly a 
variable spellings of names. 

His own search, begun in his 9 
teens, has yielded an in- Q 
valuable guide for Jews around ^ 
the world looking for their ™ 
roots. ^

The Ijist Place on Earth, by 

Harold T.P. Hayes. (Stein and 
Day f $10) This is a celebration 
of the infinite marvels of the 
natural landscape, in this case 
a huge tract on Lake Victoria. 
Herds of exotic animals graze 
there still. The air is bright and 
clean. Plains, valleys and 
mountains blend in pastoral 
splendor. The author describes 
his safari into this natural 
wonderland with eloquence 
and love. In cataloguing the 
conflict between man and 
nature, he roots for the un¬ 
derdog. 

Homosexuals In History, by 
A.L. Rowse. (Macmillan, 
$12.95) Professor Rowse, one of 
the better-writing iconoclasts 
among English university his¬ 
torians, reviews a lengthy and 
rather familiar list of British, 
German, French and 
American homosexuals who 
achieved fame in politics or the 
arts. Oscar Wilde, Fritz Krupp, 
Andre Gide, Walt Whitman, 
and all that. But Rowse does it 
with wit and humor, a rare 
ingredient in the literature of 
the subject. 


The Glider Gang, by Milton 
Dank (Lippmeotfr, M0.95). This 
is the story of the Allied glider 
pilots of World War, II — men 
lured as much by their sense of 
adventure as anything into 
flying the canvas and plywood 
molorless craft through enemy 
flak and foul weather to deliver 
paratroopers and equipment 
into Sicily, Normandy, 
southern France, Holland and 
across the Rhine. Here is an 
exciting account by a man who 
was right up there with them, 
being towed by inexperienced 
towplane pilots and flying 
gliders that tended to shed 
parts in midair. 

Stage Crafts, by Chris Hog- 
gett. (St. Martin’s, $12.50) A 
doit-yourself book for amateur 
theaters: set construction, 
lighting, properties, costumes, 
make-.up. Step-by-step sket¬ 
ches are accompanied by 
photographs of the completed 
article. Practical. 

A Rumor of War, by Philip J. 
Caputo. 

(Holt, Rinehart and Winston, 
$ 10 ) 

Philip J. Caputo has written 


a disturbing and relentlessly 
honest account of his 13 months 
as an infantry officer at the 
beginning of the Vietnam war. 

He traces his Da Nang 
evolution from gung-ho idealist 
to embittered cynic with a 
wealth of detail, much of it 
shocking, uncomfortable or 
absurd, but all totally convin¬ 
cing. 

This is a front-line Marine's 
view of 20th Century warfare in 
Asia — the sheer discomfort of 
fighting in monsoon rains and 
baking heat, sleeping in six 
inches of water, feasted off by 
leeches and mosquitos, 
equipped with radios that 
break down at crucial 
moments, clothed in uniforms 
etiolated and stiffened with 
sweat. 

Inevitably there comes a 
disintegration in morale and 
with it an erosion of morals. 

It is here that Caputo is at his 
best. He draws frankly on the 
effect on his own psyche of the 
endless tensions, the fatigue, 
the skin-crawling fear, the 
deaths and the hideous in¬ 
juries. He points up the 
psychological wear and tear of 


fighting a phantom enemy 
indistinguishable from in¬ 
nocent civilians. It becomes 
frighteningly clear how the 
bottom line on morality can 
become dangerously blurred. 

Without attempting to justify 
it, he makes My Lai seem 
understandable, indeed 
inevitable. 

Caputo is a foreign corre¬ 
spondent forVhe Chicago 
Tribune but he has avoided the 
journalistic temptation to 
hyperbole. There is no way he 
could have made this story 
more sensational than it is.

An American Prophet, by 
Gerald Green. (Doubleday, 
$8.95) An 80-year-old man, once 
a noted literary scholar, is 
angered when real estate 
entrepreneurs decide to 
develop the Arizona desert 
where he had been struggling 
to defend the wildlife and 
preserve the unique land.. 
Essentially, it is a fictional 
biography of Joseph Wood 
Krutch, the writer and £ 
Columbia University professor 
who spent his last years in the 
West. The novel sparkles with 
a deep love for unspoiled 
nature. Its portrait of the 
strong, unyielding old man is 
unforgettable in the tradition of 
the author’s "The Last Angry 
Man." 

The Boston Money Tree, by 
Russell B. Adams. (Crowell, 
$11.95) Boston was the money 
capital of America long before 
New York and still is a major 
power in American finance. 

But few books about Boston, its 
history and culture, have 
touched on its financial clout. 
Adams tells the colorful story 
of how Hub City financiers 
forged the China trade, deve¬ 
loped New England’s textile 
industry, backed expansion of 
railroads in the West, and 
played an important role in the 
development of communica¬ 
tions, mining, shipping and 
most recently, electronics. For 
scandal, there was the opium 
trade and the Ivar Kreuger 
debacle. Conservatism, it 
seems, was not always the 
dominating spirit of Yankee 
commercial life as is generally 
believed. 

The Damned and the Beauti¬ 
ful, by Paula S. Fass. (Oxford, 
$15.95) Professor Fass has 
given us a revisionist history of 
American youth in the 1920s. 
Forget about the outsized fur 
coats, the bathtub gin and 
flappers. They were there, all 
right, but they were merely 
manifestations of youth 
growing up in a changed at¬ 
mosphere from the Victorian 
upbringing of their parents. 
Young people had been set free 
to mature outside the family 
and they just took over. Youth, 
for the first time in American 
history, had to be served. 
Whether the professor is right 
or not, the reader will enjoy 
exploring the intriguing ‘20s 
with her.

Mo Maloney , 
baseball are 
one and same 
at Mass. Bay

He probably works as hard 
as any coach you’ll find, but 
baseball is pure enjoyment for 
Mi> Maloney. 

Maloney, who's been at the 
helm of the Mass. Bay Com¬ 
munity College baseball team 
for the past 10 years, is one of 
the more familiar faces in local 
baseball circles these days. 
Whether it’s Newton or 
Waltham or Everett or Nor¬ 
wood, he’ll take in as many 
high school games as he can to 
catch up on the local talent. 

Mo's knack for getting the 
right player has paid hand¬ 
some dividends for the ex-St. 
Sebastian's star and Newton 
resident. 

Mass. Bay, under 8his 
tutelage, has amassed a 180-39 
record in baseball, including 
post-season play, where the 
team has found itself each of 
the last seven years. Included 
in this span are two State 
community college division 
championships in 1974 and 
1976. Mo has twice been named 
New England Junior College 
Baseball Coach of the Year. 

Mo, whose club went 224 this 
season, had the top winning 
percentage of any active coach 
in the country, as of last year. 

"The program has improved 
by leaps and bounds," said Mo 
last week, recalling the time 
when Athletic Director John 
Cieri asked him to take up the 
position. Maloney has been the 
school’s only baseball coach. 

“It took a while for the 
coaches and players in this 
area to recognize our 
program," said Mo of the early 
days. Now, we're at the point 
where high school coaches are 
calling us. Mike Ryan (his 
assistant) and 1 expect 15 or 16 
kids next year, all of whom are 
stars in their leagues. 

"Baseball is not work, it's 
something I enjoy. The more 
games I go out to see, the more 
quality players we can get at 
the school. We have an idea of 
what every team in the Greater 
Boston area has. Where we 
don’t, we'll call the coach and 
ask him if he has any kids who 
might be potential players and 
students at the school." 

Newton has been kind to Mo 
in the past. Chuck Pendergast 
of Newton North, he says, is 
probably the best athlete the 
school ever had. Chuck 
graduated three years ago. He 
was a shortstop. 

Bob Vona and Steve 
DiBenedetto of Newton were 
both key players on this year's 
team. Bob was voted team 
MVP as a second baseman. 
DiBenedetto, a third baseman, 
was an All-American last year. 
He was second nationally in 
RBI's per at bat, third in runs, 


fourth in slugging percentage, 
and sixth in hitting (.458). 

"I really appreciate Newton 
baseball,” said Maloney, 
"because of the coaches, Neil 
McPhee (Newton South) and 
Dick Perkins (Newton North). 

"This town also has a 
superior Rec. Dept, with 
organized leagues throughout 
the summer. Russ Hallorgan 
does a superb job.” 

Mo was quite the athlete 
himself at St. Sebastian's. The 
Brighton native was graduated 
from the school in 1956 after 
playing varsity baseball, 
basketball , and football. He 
pitched for three seasons, and 
won 20 games. He was a 
threeletter guard in basketball, 
and played halfback on the 
gridiron. ‘ 

His baseball coach (and 
athletic director) was the late 
Vin Murphy. "He had a 
tremendous influence on me as 
an athlete and as a human 
being," lauded Mo. 

Mo went on to Boston 
College, where he pitched for 
three years under veteran 
coach Eddie Pellegrini. "Ed's 
a fantastic guy—one of the best 
things that's happened to me 
was sitting next to him and 
learning about baseball." 

Mo received his degree in 
Economics in 1960 at the 
Heights. He later earned a 
Master's in Elementary 
Education at Boston State 
College. Today, he teaches in 
Ca ridge. 

Mo coached as an assistant 
in basketball at St. Sebastian's 
from 1958 to '62, and then it was 
on to California, where he was 
a sixth grade teacher in La 
Puente. Eventually, Mo found 
his way back to the area and 
from 1964 to 1970, was an 
assistant hoop coach under 
former Celtic Jim Luscotoff at 
Boston State. "He was like a 
big brother to me," Mo said of 
his former partner. "When 
they raised that flag with his 
name on it at the Garden, 
nobody was any happier for 
him than I," he praised. 

Athletic Director Gus 
Sullivan, said Mo, convinced 
him to get his Master’s Degree 
at Boston State. "I wouldn’t be 
where I am today without it," 
Mo said. 

Mo keeps up with Newton 
sports throughout the year. He 
still plays baseball in the 
Recreation League for the 
Cabot Club and plays 
basketball for the Wilcox 
Cleaners outfit. 

Mo is director of the Newton 
Summer Basketball league 
and some of his stars have gone 
on to Mass. Bay. Among them 
are Steve Grant, Peter Hite, 
David Prince, and Peter 
Connolly.

Health education 
course set for 
general public 

The Massachusetts College 
. nf Pharmacy in Boston has 
created a new health education 
program designed to teach the 
general public how common 
medicines work, how to deal 
with doctors and hospitals, and 
how to recognize the signs and 
symptoms of lifethreatening 
diseases. 

The program, consisting of 
at least six consumer-oriented, 
adult-level courses, will begin 
in the fall and will be known as 
the Center for Citizen Health 
learning (CCHL). 

Course offerings include: 
Signs and Symptoms of Life- 
Threatening Diseases. How 
Common Medicines Work, the 
Nature of the Health Care 
System, Dealing with Doctors 
and Hospitals, Problems in 
Community Public Health, and 
a workshop on the Future of 
Health Care. 

Except for the workshop 
course, which is planned for a 
weekend format, courses will 
range from 12 to 15 hours in 
length. Courses will be taught 
in late afternoon, early 
evening, or on weekends, 
•depending upon the 
preferences of those who 
enroll,” Dr. Wayne Evans, 
director, said. 

Course fees will be adjusted 
based on the individual's or 
group's ability to pay, Dr. 
Evans said.

LONDON, May (UPI) - 
Some punk rock fans wear 
outrageous gear. 

But extreme fashions have 
nothing directly to do with a 
music trend that has caught 
the ear of the big record com¬ 
panies. 

Some punk rock fans wreck 
clubs and theaters. 

But it’s a small minority that 
resorts to such violent antics as 
those accompanying the birth 
and growth of Beatles-type 
music. 

The other night they ripped 
out 200 seats at the biggest 
punk concert yet. That may 
incur some displeasure from 
the youths' elders, but it 
doesn't hide the fact that a new 
wave in music is beginning to 
swell. 

At this stage punk rock is 
following in the footsteps of its 
older and more respectable 
brother, standard rock and 
roll, which started in the 
United States but found its first 
great stars and its real 
momentum in Britain. 

Punk rock started some 
years ago around Detroit with 
lggy Pop, then with the New 
York Dolls. But it never meant 
a great deal commercially 
until it hit the United Kingdom. 
A punk rock group, The 
. Clash, was onstage at the 
Rainbow Theater singing one 
of the songs of social upheaval, 
a present staple of the genre. 
It’s called “White Riot” and it 
goes like this: 

“All the power is in the hands 
of people rich enough to buy it, 
“While we walk the streets 
too chicken to even try it. 

“White riot. I wanna white 
riot. A riot of my own.” 

A scattering of their fans 
gave them a good-natured riot, 
ripping out the seats and 
tossing them onstage 
perilously close to vocalist Joe 
Slrummer. 

Among the witnesses were 
some men who had seen it all 
before, in the 1960s. They were 
record company and music 
publishing executives still 
trying to make up their minds 
whether punk rock was also 
here to stay. 

Maurice Obersteln of the 
giant CBS Records had no 
doubts. 

“The record business has 
been looking around for a long 
time for something new and 
this has to be it," he said. "I 
remember when the public was 
horrified by the Bill HaleyElvis 
Presley era. Punk rock is just a 
new fashion and a new music. 
It is perfectly harmless." 

Oberstein spoke from 
strength. He has signed two 
punk rock groups — called New 
Wave groups by his publicists 
— The Clash and the Vibrators, 
■st album by The Clash

Two record companies 
signed and promptly ter¬ 
minated their contracts with 
the Sex Pistols in the face of 
withering publicity. 

According to McLaren, they 
received a total of $212,000 as 
final payoffs. But he is upset 
that his groundbreakers are 
not at the moment sharing in 
the new acceptance given the 
music. 

He feels too much stress was 
placed by the media on non- 
essentials. 

What did it matter if punk 
musicians called themselves 
Sid Vicious, Rat Scabies or 
Johnny Rotten? Or if two of 
them were lavatory cleaners 
and another a gravedigger? Or 
that their fanzines - fan 
magazines — were titled 
“Sniffin' Glue" or "Vomit”? 

What mattered was the 
music. What about the music? 

Punk rock is rock stripped to 
its musical skeleton, probably 
what it was like in the very 
beginning 


Punk rockers have no time 
i or money) for the complicated 
arrangements, the ceiling-high 
banks of amplifiers, the elabo¬ 
rate lighting effects and other 
paraphernalia of the stage 
shows of present day stars. 

As ticket prices for star 
concerts rose, partly because 
of the high cost of reproducing 
recording studio sound on 
stage, more and more young¬ 
sters turned to the cheaper 
entertainment of pubs and 
small clubs. 

Sociologist Peter Marsh 
says: 

“There must be thousands of 
people in London alone who 
could play as well as the Sex 
Pistols or Clash, and that’s 
what it's all about. It's about 
people having access to their 
own music because the music 
is within reach of their own 
competence." 

"We feel closer to them (Sex 
Pistols! than to people like Rod 
Stewart and other famous stars 
with all their swimming 
pools," said Jill Taylor, 18. 
“They don’t treat us like dirt 
like top stars do." 

Taylor Welch was selling 
what is misconstrued as punk 
rock clothing five or six years 
ago at his TNT boutique on the 
King’s Road. Now he has has 
moved on to other styles. He 
says the association of the 
music and the mode is coin¬ 
cidence. 

“The safety pin filed down 
and worn like an earring 
clamped to mouth and cheek 
and the chains around the neck 
have been with us for some 
time," he said. “These kids — 
and many are about 14 — wear 
anything they want to, often 
homemade stuff. Yet they've 
had an effect on middle class 
fashion." 

Around the comer at Sedi- 
tionaries, manager Michael 
Collins has his 1972 leather 
jacket framed on the wall. It is 
decorated with chicken bones 
connected by chains. It long 
predates punk rock. 

Collins said girls who af¬ 
fected exaggerated fashions 
tended not to live in London, 
but rather on the outskirts. As 
he spoke a pretty girl came in 
to pick up a pair of boots. 

She had short bristly hair, 
dyed pink and blonde. Her eyes 
were framed in half-inch 
circles of mascara. Like 
Collins, she was was clad in 
black slacks covered with 
zippers and known — for 
unexplained reasons — as 
“bondage trousers.” Over her 
hips she wore an apronlike 
affair. 

“It's a loin cloth," Collins 
explained. 

“Aren't they worn to cover 
the front?" 

Caroline Gunible, 19, hair¬ 
dresser of suburban Tot¬ 
tenham, giggled at such an 
archaic suggestion. 

Welch, Gumble and Collins 
all agreed separately that they 
liked punk rock because it was 
inexpensive, usually available 
at a pub not too far from their 
homes, and there was nothing 
between them and the musi¬ 
cians. 

"You can chat to them ithe 
musicians)," Collins said. 

Britain's fine music trade 
papers are covering punk fully, 
but few of the writers are 
committing themselves. 

Perhaps they remember 
some of their number guessed 
wrong on the original rock and 
roll and later had to learn to 
love it. 

Houseplant 

Seldom Has Fruit 

LINCOLN, Neb. fUPIi - 
Growing your own coffee plant 
won’t help beat the high cost of 
java, but it can provide an 
attractive house plant. 

Extension horticulturist Don 
Steinegger says such plants 
seldom flower or fruit in a 
home environment in the 
United Stales. 

Even if they did, you’d need a 
lot of plants to produce enough 
coffee berries to make the 
project worthwhile. Sleineg- 
ger, who is with the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln, said the 
crimson berries that develop 
from fragrant white flowers 
contain only two coffee beans 
apiece. 

He said coffee plants grow 
best in an atmosphere of high 
humidity, warm temperatures 
and bright light and sun. 
Ideally, they need 80-85 
degrees Fahrenheit during the 
day and 62-65 degrees at night. 

Standard houseplant potting 
soil is suitable, Steinegger 
said. It should be kept 
moderately moist, watered 
when the soil surface begins to 
dry out and fertilized with a 
standard houseplant fertilizer 
las its label directs) every 
month or two.

Mandatory retirement is form of 
age discrimination, says Drinan 


“Mandatory retirement is 
the most visible form of age 
discrimination in our society 
and must be eliminated,” 
Cong. Robert Drinan told a 
House subcommittee on 
Employment Opportunities 
recently. 

Drinan, who has played a 
leading role in the fight against 
mandatory retirement as a 
member of the House Select 
Committee on Aging, recently- 
held two days of hearings on 
this subject in Massachusetts 
and has testified in favor of 
legislation which would amend 
the Age Discrimination in 
Employment Act of 1967 to 
cover workers 65 years of age 
and older. 

The Massachusetts 
lawmaker has also introduced 
legislation to amend the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 by adding 
age to the list of categories 
protected against 
discrimination. 

"Compulsory retirement 
seems to have taken hold in 
America," Drinan said, “but

charter commission is 


“What is a charter com- 

1 mission?" a confused caller 
asked the League of Women 
Voters' Voter Information 
Phone recently. 

The VIPhone volunteer 
replied that a charter com¬ 
mission is a vital part of the 
process by which a city or town 
can adopt, amend or revise its 
charter under the Home Rule 
Amendment. 

The first step in the process 
is the circulation of a petition 
which must be signed by 15 
percent of the registered 
voters. 

Then the City Council, Board 
of Aldermen, or Selectmen 
must put the question of 
electing a charter commission 
on the ballot at the next elec¬ 
tion. 

At the same election, the 
voters will elect a nine- 
member charter commission 
(which takes office only if a 
majority of voters vote "Yes" 
in response to the question 
"Shall a commission be 
I elected?") 


that is no reason to tolerate its 
continued existence, anymore 
than we have accepted the 
presence of segregation or 
sexism in our midst.” 

"Discrimination based on 
age is just as offensive as the 
other forms of discrimination 
which have stained our 
nation’s conscience," Drinan 
added. 

Drinan cited a 1973 New York 
public service study which 
showed that workers over 65 
rate "about equal to" and 
sometimes "noticeably better” 
than younger workers when job 
performance is measured. The 
study found older employees to 
be more punctual, less likely to 
be involved in on-the-job ac¬ 
cidents, and less often absent 
from work. 

"We must recognize that this 
nation is experiencing a steady 
increase in its older population 
coupled with a declining birth 
rate," Drinan reminded the 
subcommittee. "One critical 
question that must be an¬ 
swered is whether the next 
generation of workers will be 
able to support the Social 
Security and retirement 
benefits of the emerging older 
population. Perhaps this 
economic argument will prove 
most compelling of all as we

New England horizons

KINGSTON, R.I. (UPI) - 
University of Rhode Island 
President Frank Newman 
can't sit still. His constant 
fidgeting reflects his body’s 
struggle to keep up with his 
mind. 

•‘You want Dr. Newman?" 
says the woman in the campus 
information booth. "No, you 
want Mr. Newman. Everybody 
else around here is a doctor." 

Thai includes Newman’s 
wife. Lucile, (cq) a Brown 
University anthropology 
assistant professor who jets 
around the country, resear¬ 
ching and iocturing. 

Being part of a Mr. and Dr. 
comb.nation is only a clue to 
what makes Newmf.i unusual 
in higher educatio.. circles. 

••Your first job is only the 
starting point," he cautions 
career-minded students. 
••You’ll go on and wind up 
doing things you never 
dreamed you’d end up doing. 1 
never dreamed I’d be a 
university president" 


Newman, 50, looks more like 
the 30-year-old business execu¬ 
tive he once was. 

Born in Westchester County, 
N.Y., Newman graduated front 
Brown University in 1946 with 
degrees in naval science and 
engineering. 

He studied economics at 
Oxford, then moved through 
the executive ranks of the Min- 
neapolis-Honeywell Regulator 
Co. in New York and Beckman 
Instruments, Inc. in California. 

In 1967 he began work on a 
Stanford University history 
Ph.D. that he never finished. 
Once, he even ran for Congress 
in California as a liberal 
Republican. 

Newman was preparing a 
dissertation and working as 
Stanford’s government liaison 
in 1969 when Robert Finch, 
then secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, asked 
him to chair a task force on 
reform of higher education. 

Two years later, the first 
Newman Report carved its 
niche in the history of 


American higher education. 

"Looking back, I’m im¬ 
pressed with the degree to 
which we selected the right 
issues," he says, recalling the 
report’s sweeping critique. It 
looked past the campus an¬ 
tiwar disturbances to a new era 
of austerity. "At the time they 
were considered very radical 
statements. Now they’re just 
everyday wisdom. 

"For example, we wrote a 
section called barriers to 
women," he says. "It said 
there was discrimination 
against women in higher 
education, documented it, the 
reasons for it and some of the 
consequences. It was the first 
time it had been said in a major 
way." 

By then, Elliot Richardson 
was HEW secretary and he 
wanted to hear more. Newman 
again shelved a dissertation 
and chaired a second task 
force. 

“It was difficult to get 
anybody to pay attention to the 
bureaucracy of state and 


federal efforts in higher educa¬ 
tion," Newman says of the 
second report’s main thrust. 
"To make something a really 
big issue takes a lot of work, 
and by that time we were 
running out of gas.” 

Released late in 1973, the 
second report’s message was 
garbled by the resignation of 
Vice President Spiro Agnew 
and the weight of Watergate. 

“We were trying to do an 
analysis of what works in the 
federal government and what 
doesn't,” Newman says. "One 
thing we were critical of was 
the tendency to sit in Washing¬ 
ton and say how they should do 
it in the boondocks.” 

In 1974, Newman kissed his 
doctorate goodbye for the third 
time, accepted the presidency 
of 18,000-student URI and 
headed for what he calls “the 
boondocks." 

Lunching on yogurt in a 
conference room outside his 
simply decorated office, 
Newman reflected on the irony 
of his current role — in the 
establishment he once critici¬ 
zed. 

“I’m on the board of the 
American Council on Educa-

lion, the major national as¬ 
sociation, which is kind of a 
turnabout," he says. “When 
the first report came out, ACE 
presented a really stinging 
critique.” 

Newman is a trustee of 
Barnard College and belongs to 
many key groups of education 
innovators. He has working 
relationships with officials of 
major foundations. 

Anybody who expected 
Newman’s connections to bring 
URI an influx of federal and 
foundation dollars has been in 


for disappointment. Instead, he 
brought a strategy for dealing 
with austerity. 

"I've been thinking about the 
economic development of 
Rhode Island and New En¬ 
gland,” he says. "This region 
has taken its lumps in the past 
four or five years: military 
pullouts, high energy costs, the 
flight of the old time industries. 
What can the university do to 
help?" 

Newman's presidency began 
with bold calls for affirmative 
action, more work experience

Rotor turning - Top Quality 
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BOSTON (UPI) - Several 
times a week John Zabaski 
earns his living dangling 
outside a tall building hundreds 
of feet above the streets of 
Boston. 

Zabaski is a window washer 
and manager of the Peerless 
Window Cleaning Co. of 
Boston. Twice during his 50 
year career, Zabaski has 
watched a co-worker plummet 
to his death. 

He has what most people 
would normally regard as a 
dangerous job, but in fact, it 
has become statistically one of 
tne safest due to modern 
equipment and a strict inspec¬ 
tion system. 

The most recent statistics of 
the U.S. I.abor Department 
show there were 7.6 work days 
lost in 1974 because of injuries 
per each of 100 fulltime em¬ 
ployes in building maintenance 
work — which includes window 
washing. 

"A lot of people are slipping 
on wet, recently-mopped 
floors," Massachusetts state 
inspector William Shipps said. 
In 1974 the national average for 
all occupations — ranging from 
bank teller to construction 
worker — was 10.44 work days 
lost per 100 employes. 

"In 10 years, I’ve seen only 
one major accident," said 
Shipps, who works for the state 
Division of Industrial Safety in 
the Department of Labor and 
Industries. "Usually, the worst 
that happens Is someone 
getting a hand cut in some ma- 
chinery. 1 ’ 

Still, dangling 300 feet above 
the street can be nerve- 
racking. "Either you're 
comfortable with this job or 
you're not," said Zabaski. "I 
always know when I hire 
someone. 1 take them out on a 
window and just look at them. 
It shows light away if they 
can't take it. 

"The problem occurs when a 
washer lets down his guard. 
You have to remember, you 
can get killed just as easily 
from the second floor as from 
the 10th,” he said. 
"Sometimes, as they get 
nearer the ground, people 
would begin to relax. That's 
when they'd fall.” 

"It's always frightening," 
said David Kastenberg, 
manager of Boston Window 
Cleaning. "It has to be. It's not 
a circus — with the nets un¬ 
derneath to catch you when you 
fall." 

The only accident in the 
Boston area during the past 10 
years, according to Shipps, 
occurred when a bolt fastening 
a safely belt to a window 
worked free and sent a washer 
tumbling several stories. The 
man survived the fall, but he 
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broke his back and Is perma¬ 
nently disabled. 

"That shouldn’t have happ- 
pened. It was negligence,” 
Shipps said. "The washer sued 
the building manager and won 
a large settlement." 

Safety in window washing 
has come about with the in¬ 
troduction of mechanical 
platforms which are lowered 
over the sides of buildings and 
suspended from roofs so that 
they are like elevators. 

The platforms, usually en¬ 
closed and constructed under 
careful regulations, are fre¬ 
quently Inspected by state and 
federal safety officials. 

"We look at every mechani¬ 
cal window washing platform 
about once a month," Shipps 
said. Every building over 200 
feet tall with hermetically 
sealed windows is required to 
have mechanized window 
washing platforms. 

The platform is suspended by 
cables and rides down the side 
of the building on small tracks 
embedded in the sides of the 
building, much like a vertical 
railroad track. 


One such platform is in¬ 
stalled on top of the John 
Hancock Building in Boston. 
The Hancock platform — like 
most current models — is 
enclosed with safety rails on 
four sides. When it begins to 
descend the side of the 
building. It locks Into tracks to 
prevent it from swaying in the 
wind. 

The Hancock building has 
10,344 windows made of 13% 
acres of glass. When one side of 
the Hancock Tower is washed, 
the platform is lifted up onto 
the roof where the entire 
mechanism then shifts around 
on a 928-foot length of track and 
then lowered into tracks on 
another side of the tower. 

"I’ve had people working on 
building maintenance who 
asked to be taken off the rig 
and given a job inside," said 
Joe Musil of the Prudential 
Tower window cleaning crew. 
"I guess it’s fear of heights. I 
don't feel it myself, but then 
again, I go parachute jumping 
on weekends." 

The standards for the plat¬ 
forms are so strict that Shipps 
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thinks they should be used for 
firefighting and the emergency 
evacuation of skyscrapers. 

"When the movie Towering 
Inferno was popular, I suggest¬ 
ed that there be some kind of 
ground floor control on these 
platforms so that people could 
use them to get out of buildings 
and firemen could use them to 
get up to the fire," Shipps said. 

He said the suggestion didn't 
go very far because "You have 
to file legislation and there's 
always so much effort to that - 
so much resistance to new 
ideas."

Save coffee grounds — We've 
been asked if coffee grounds 
arc useful in the garden. 
Indeed they are. Use them as a 
mulch, a soil amendment or on 
the compost pile. The drip 
grounds are richer than 
grounds that have been boiled. 
Grounds have about two 
percent nitrogen, less than 1 
percent phosphoric acid, and 
varying amounts of potash. 
Being acid, they are fine for 
blueberries, evergreens and 
other acid-poving plants. They 
contain all sorts of minerals, 
including trace elements, 
sugars, carbohydrates and 
even some vitamins. Use them 
as a mulch around shrubs, or 
dump them on the compost 
pile. Tea leaves are also useful, 
so save them. 

Any organic matter you can 
save to conserve moisture is 
just good business. Instead of 
putting lawn clippings on the 
curb for pickup, put them on 
the compost or around trees 
and shrubs. Home gardeners 
are highly concerned about 
saving our resources. Each 
year 46 billion beverage cans 
and 19 billion one-way bottles 
are sold in the United States. 
They account for about one- 
third of the litter along our 
roadsides. Even when 
“disposed of properly” they 
constitute a tremendous waste 
of energy and raw materials.

Garden mums — If mums 
are spindly and lay over, 
perhaps it's because you do not 
pinch them back enough. Most 
mums should be pinched back, 
starting when they are 9 inches 
tall. This means to pinch off the 
very tip, using your thumb and 
forefinger. Pinching makes the 
plants bushier or stockier. Do 
not pinch after the 4th of July 
as it may delay blooming. 

Some mums, especially 
today’s early blooming 
varieties, tend to set buds 
throughout the spring and 
summer. This is called 
"precocious blooming” and is 
not especially harmful, nor will 
it affect the size of the plant. If 
you don’t want these early 
blossoms, take a pair of hedge 
shears and cut the plant back 
to within 4 inches. All new 
growth will come along and 
plant will bear in fall, a more 
natural time for mums.

Channel 38's Tom Larson 


He prefers informal, not Hollywood,

A good television journalist might be one who doesn't 
have to look like he or she is putting forth great effort and 
displaying a lot of complicated talk in order to inform. That 
type of speaker can simply communicate on the level of the 
people in the street just by asking questions, without in¬ 
timidation or trying to stir up tremendous amounts of 
controversy. He can keep the public interested by supplying 
simple dialogue. It might not always be the most exciting 
piece of conversation, but; a person who does not use the so 
called "chatty song and dance" method might actually be 
telling you more. 

Tom Larson doesn't need the Hollywood approach. He is 
not an actor. He is a "newsperson", a calm man with a 
pleasantly resonant speaking voice who has hosted an in¬ 
formal talk show since 1969 on WSEK, Channel 38, (The 
Tom Larson Show), weekdays from 10 to 11 p.m. During the 
Winter months, Larson is the spokesman on "Boston Bruins 
Wrap-up" on 38, and was also the MC for "Red Sox Wrap- 
up" before Fred Cusick took over this year. Beside these 
positions,, he does some broadcasting work for WEEI 
Radio. 

Interestingly enough, he and his wife Joan, (Director of a 
Day Care Facility at Bridgewater State College), have been 
living in West Roxbury for three years. “I tended to want to 
be in the city because of the non-sports things that I do, the 
talk show. We deal with a lot of the people who are in elected 
office and desegregation, what have you. 

I thought it just made it kind of difficult for me to deal 
with them; to ask some of the questions that I thought I 
would need to ask if I didn't live in the city... All things 
taken together, West Roxbury seemed to be the best place 
for us, the location, the area, the type of homes that were 
available of homes that were available. All of those things 
just added up! 

Raised in St. Louis 

In terms of education and early life, Tom was born in St. 
Joseph, Missouri and raised in St. Louis. He played 
basketball and wrote sports for his high school newspaper, 
and even kept that spirit of athletic competition into 

college. 

To play basketball there was the most important thing to 
him, however. At the time, West Point was the top school 
that he was accepted to for "B” ball, but he decided against 
staying there after two months of "Beast Barracks", (July- 
August, 1957), or boot camp, and resigned at age 18. No 
actual academics were involved. 

When he returned to his hometown of St. Louis, he not 
only found another school in Westminster, (a small school 
between St. Louis and Kansas City), but received a 
scholarship as well. He played basketball there for four 
years and earned a degree in History, although journalism 
and sports were still cocked in the back of his mind. 

Wanted To Write 

"I thought that when I went to college I wanted to be a 
writer. Preferably, I wanted to write sports because I loved 
sports and I’ve been involved with it all my life... I thought 
about dong some teaching and coaching. My dad did that 
and I realized that if you're going to do that, you aren't 
going to make a heck of a lot of money. I guess I'm not much 
of a sacrificer. I wanted to be something that I wanted to do, 
hopefully something where I could make some decent 
bucks. . .’’ 

"... I did all of the things that I could do that were 
journalistic. To have gone to a school that offered a jour¬ 
nalism course would have been to have gone to like the 
University of Missouri or Northwestern, schools that were 
so large that I wouldn’t have been able to play basketball, 
and that was number one. So, I wouldn’t have been able to 
play basketball, and that was number one. So, I didn't go to 
the University of Missouri. Wilt Chamberlain was playing 
ui the "Big 8'' at the tune and my own concept of me being 
on the floor with Wilt Chainberlaui; I just couldn’t conceive 
of that. And Northwestern, obviously being in the "Big 10": 

I just wasn’t that good, but I wanted to play. 

A journalism school; if I wanted to play basketball, was 
just out of the question, so I went someplace where I could 
play basketball and try to make the best of what they iiad to 


offer that was in the general area of journalism, (college 
paper as a sports writer, then editor-in-Chief)". 

Radio Career 

He saw no other choice after he graduated than to have a 
radio career in his immediate future. "By the time I 
graduated, I had a history major, two years of radio ex¬ 
periences and there were no NBA people banging on my 
door, so I just decided to figure out what I could do with 
radio because I didn’t want to be back to school. What do 
you do with a history majro?. . . Go to grad school. I 
chucked that and just decided to see what radio would turn 
into. . .” 

His first real position of that kind came when Tom was in 
between his junior and senior year, at a small station in his 
town. He got the job, but with comic results. "I had 
auditioned for the job and it was positively terrible. They 
had three announcers and the day they called me, that 
morning, two of the three guys quit, so they had to have

somebody. They called me. They said, 'Could you be here 
around 2:30?'. I got there. They took me into the studio and 
they showed me, ’This switch turns on the turntable and this 
one turns on the microphone'. And Hell, I didn’t realize 
what they were going to do! At three o'clock, they handed 
me some wire copy and said ’Read this'; and I was on the 
air. I did a five minute newscast and they said Read this’; 
and you start playing records. Obviously, it was terrible: I 
was nervous". 

Michigan Slate Football 

The young man picked up other broadcasting jobs, and 
eventually, ran up a pretty good checklist of experience: 
Michigan State football for one year at East Lansing after 
coveringBradley University basketball from Peoria, 
Illinois, including play-by-play of high school football, 
basketball on radio and sports reports on six and ten o'clock 
newscasts on TV and radio. . and William Flynn, former 
General Manager of WSBK, saw to it that his station would 
land Tom and he still remains there today. 

When Flynn told a friend who had worked in Peoria with 


him that he needed a new face to do a talk show, the guy, (a 
competitor of Larson's), suggested he call Tom in 
Michigan. Flynn’s friend then called him and told him that 
if he was interested, he should to to Beantown. "I did, and 
flew out, was inteviewed, and got the job. If I hadn't worked 
in Peoria, I wouldn’t be in Boston! 

Thank you Peoria. On October 6th, "The Tom Larson 
Show" appeared on the airwaves, with the former Governor 
of Massachusetts, Frank Sargent, as his first guest. On this 
first show, they took phone call-but not today. IF YOU 
TURNED'ON THE Larson show this morning, as men¬ 
tioned previously, you wouldn’t see a lot of hype, just plain 
talk in a relaxed atmosphere. 

The man hosting the show doesn't think in terms of a 
specific style he has: All he does is ask questions so that 
people on the show can talk not only about themselves, but 
of their thoughts. Tom Larson doesn’t get paid to fluster his 
guests. 

"I try to be fair, not trying to do harm. Its not important 
to me that I feel, ‘Boy, I really got him or got her on that 
one.' I don't take pride in questions that back somebody into 
a corner. I think you could probably draw more of an 
audience if you do that or if you create an argument or 
something. But, I don't think thats my job. I think its kinder 
to let the person talk. If there is something that doesn’t 
seem quite right to me, then I should pursue it; and I try to. 
When I begin an interview, I don’t begin it thinking that 
there is going to be a conclusion of some sort. I don’t see it 
as a conflict between me and another person...” 

"The Tom Larson Show" is for you if you want to be 
better informed. If you want some pretty scenery, go 
elsewhere. What you'll see is a plain set with two swivel 
chairs on risers and some colored boards behind it. 
Sometimes guests would bring on visual aids, but, on the 
whole, Tom would admit that his show is "a radio program 
that we just turn cameras on, and so you see the people who 
are talking, where on a radio you wouldn't..." 

The show is done in a professional way, regardless of it's 
simpleness. That naturally also applies to the way that the 
participants are treated by Tom himself. “I just try to point 
out to them that we're running a very informal program 
and try to make them feel as confortable as possible 
because, where its not to be anymore, because it has 
become kind of routine; its scary to be on television. 

We're not dealing wit actors, we’re not dealing with 
performers and people who are tremendously accustomed 
to being in front of cameras... They come in and they’re a 
little bit scared... And so we try to do a number of things to 
calm 'em down; try and tell them that they don’t have to 
wait for me to ask a question. If we’re sitting down there 
and I have asked a couple of questions... and you find after 
a few minutes that I haven't asked a question, and its im¬ 
portant; bring it yp yourself. Don’t wait for me to ask it. 
Don’t feel that you have to stay within narrow confines of 
my questions. If someone realizes that they can do that; 
that seems to help them a little bit.. 

Happy Response 

That's the psychology of the program. The swivel chairs 
help to curb nervousness. A large desk between the parties 
would be too much of a separation. Host Larson is happy 
when someone starts responding positively. "If someone 
starts responding positively. "If someone comfortably 
starts calling me Tom in the middle of the program; I love 
it because that means that they are comfortable enough 
with me and comfortable enough on the program that they 
don't have to say "Mr. Larson". If it comes out on a first 
name basis, then usually we manage to dispel a lot of the 
nervousness that you expect the people to bring in”. 

Tom drives into the WSBK studios in Brighton around 
7:30 A.M. From that time all the way up to 9:30, (when the 
guests come, he has a study period where he prepares and 
reads up on anything that he must know about concerning 
his interviewees subject matter. When they do arrive, Tom 
has a short chat with them so that they get to know each 
other and discuss what each person would like to see ac¬ 
complished on the show. 

When the festivities are over at 11, Tom either goes home 
or attends to business around the city. If he has to do the 


approach 

wrap-up show at night, he simply travels back to the station *“ 
later in the day. But, you won’t be seeing him on the “Sox” 
show anymore because the hard working guy will be taking 
some time off on his busy but well-planned schedule. 

With the hockey and the baseball seasons clashing the 
way they do," . . . therel seemed to be a seven-day work 
week year round. Somewhere, I wanted to make some time 
so that I could be at home and it just seemed like it was a 
good time to say to them that if they, (38), didn't mind, that 
I'd rather not do baseball the following year... and it was 
fine with them. . 

“I know its nothing in particular that’s exceptional; it’s 
not anything outstanding. It’s just a job. I’m etting exactly 
the thing that bothers me now and I can’t expect anything 
different, I guess, because that's the nature of television. If 
you're on television, you're supposed to be something 
different, be a celebrity. But why? It shouldn’t be ... I 
suppose if someone put a camera on an accountant who did 
his jo eight hours a day, and people saw him do it; I guess 
he'd become a celebrity too because he’s on television...” 

Power of Camera 

The oower of the camera sometimes annoys him, not 
unlike what it does to other TV personalities. He says it is a 
funny feeling when you go placesand become so "visible". 

"... If I was off the tube for awhile, maybe I’d miss it; I 
don't know. I’d have to find that out.. 

You don't like to be sitting in a restaurant for example. I 
nave really good ears and you hear someone from maybe 
way, way down the other way talking about Tom Larson. 

And you think,” Gee; that's me!" And then; they turn in 
what is considered to be an unobtrusive way, as if they were 
just going to turn that way anyway; and they kind of check 
out the ceiling and angle down and they burn back up. They 
don’t think you see, but you do, and you feel very self- 
conscious ... and that is not fun". 

When you tak about the many different interviews that 
Tom has conducted; they have run the gamut from chatting 
with both Bob Cousy, (when he was still coaching Kansas 
City in the NBA), and Celtic’s Coach Tom Heinsohn on the 
same day to seeing some surprising instances. Of the latter, 
a tiger cub from the Children’s Zoo once went roaming 
around the studio. 

"... There are points, I guess, in tigerhood where they go 
fairly quickly from cubs to acting like adults; and this one 
started to act like an adult while it eas on the program. It 
had been on the program and had done Its little guest bit. 

We were trying to get it off the set, and it didn’t want to 
leave. Cathy, (May, of the Zoo), said, 'Let it go wherever it 
wants to’, so we had a tiger roaming the studio for about the 
last half hour. . .” 

He’s made his mind up to continue the same type of work 
in the future. At age 38, he also added that if a play-by-play 
deal was available he might consider taking it. Sports. 
Were there any influences in his life that made sports such 
an important factor in his life? One person was Tyke Yates, 
his high school basketball coach. 

"Tyke was a terrible basketball coach. He was such a 
nice man that everyone wanted to play for him. He had such 
a soft job. He would go out and pick the 15 best shooters on 
the floor at the beginning of each year. We would end up 
winning something like 22 games, losing 5 and losing when 
it got down to tournament time because we would get 
outcoached. But, we had a heck of a time and we really 
enjoyed basketball because the man made it fun..." 

Honest Man 

And so you have the potpourri that is Tom Larson. He’s 
not the tupe of individual who would brag about it. For that 
reason, you can really identify with the man when he says 
that he would be in awe if he had to speak with Jimmy 
Carter. Tom is an honest hournalist. He’s honest wit him¬ 
self, too. If he had to interview himself he would say, 
"You’re dull. I'm not particularly impressed with me. I 
wouldn't have any trouble interviewing me at all. I’d have 
trouble finding anything that I thought would be interesting 
enough to ask me. I’d probably have to work pretty hare on 
how I would interview me to figure out, ‘Is there anything 
that this guy can say that would really be of interest...?" 

When you watch his show, you'll find out that there is .

T he Five from Five are the be¬ 
hind-the-scenes woman 
power who share the total re¬ 
sponsibility of bringing Chan¬ 
nel Five s Good Day Show into your liv¬ 
ing room daily.

Come with me on a journey into their 
world filled with hushed excitement be¬ 
hind the cameras, electronic equipment 
and into their control rooms. Sur¬ 
rounded daily by the most glamorous 
stars of today and tomorrow, along with 
the you’s and mes. 

Meet Betty Levin as I did taking pre¬ 
cious time from a hectic schedule which 
included leaving for Israel the next day. 
Betty is the writer-producer for the 
show and was to set the pace in my 
mind for all who followed. Her unself¬ 
ish expose of the team made me fully 


aware of just how closely they work to¬ 
gether. She hardly spoke a word about 
herself but constantly referred to her co- 
workers. Her own duties include being 
on top of the many segments which 
make up a day s programming. A keen 
idea selector who must know which 
ones blend to insure Good Day a fast 
moving interest filled show. "Political 
segments can easily switch into one con¬ 
cerning medical health" she explained.

She dresses to 
please those she is to interview, a neces¬ 
sity due to the minimal time she has to 
establish a rapport with them. "I must 
click immediately." Her warmth and 
charm did just that for me. She keeps on 
top of the talent hot-line by reading 
industry bibles such as Billboard and 
Variety while maintaining close con¬ 
tract with helpful agents and p.r. reps.

B oston's prize-winning wri¬ 
ter/fashion editor, Marian 
Christy, thought enough of 
George Lewis to be the very 
first guest at the recent opening of his 
art gallery and studio on Boston's fa¬ 
mous Newbury Street. The fact that

The newest Lewis collection of 
paintings is being shown to the pub¬ 
lic in his very own gallery ... a brand 
new venture for George. The show¬ 
room is done in an innovative-chic 
style. For Boston, it is one of — if not, 
the most attractive gallery on the 
scene today. 

By the way, 'number 20” New¬ 
bury Street, the address of the Lewis 
Gallery, used to be Elizabeth Ar¬ 
den’s in the very core of the fashion¬ 
able Back Bay . . . steps away from 
the Ritz and the Gardens on the 
north side, and Bonwit's and Brooks 
Brothers on the other. 

The artist excels in all that he does 
. . . and this exhibition shows a spe¬ 
cial talent for his play with color nu¬ 
ances. In one painting, George Lewis 
applies a bright cloud of oranges and 
chocolate-y browns bathed in beiges 
with hints of gold. In another work a 
foggy mist seems to envelop the wall 
the canvas hangs on, and in an oh-so- 
gentle manner he blends the soft 
blues, violets, subtle mauves to deli¬ 
cate pinks.

York, to Washington, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Palm Beach, Boca Raton and 
Paris. His paintings are in the pri¬ 
vate collections here and abroad — 
among these, Teheran, Athens, 
Cologne, Paris — and in numerous 
corporate collections including Mer- 
rill-Lynch, First National Bank of 
Boston, etc., etc. His work has also 
been used on record and catalog 
covers of too many things to men¬ 
tion here. 

G eorge Lewis has put as 
much thought and care into 
his gallery as he has in each 
of his works. Wanting to 
make his gallery unique, he asked his 
close friend, interior designer Myra 
T. Adams, to do the space. In the 
entry, the reception area walls are 
draped with a melon-colored fabric 
shirred to create a tent effect. An¬ 


other intimate room catches the eye 
with its deep chocolate walls and 
paintings illumined dramatically with 
spots. This leads to the large main 
gallery with its immense paneled 
bow-window, floor to ceiling, which 
overlooks the gracious stone facade 
of the Emmanuel Episcopal Church. 
The room's neutral interior provides 
a soft background for the Lewis can¬ 
vases and the sculptures of guest ar¬ 
tists, Connie Georgaklis and Pierre 
Tresfort. 

The gallery is also his studio where 
one can meet and speak with the ar¬ 
tist personally. The nice thing about 
Lewis, his fans know, is that he com¬ 
municates with admirers and enthu¬ 
siasts, often times developing themes 
to suit a particular setting or inter¬ 
ior. His works are reasonably priced, 
too, and that's the reason why so 
many have come to love and collect 
his talent. 

Guests, friends, designers and col¬ 
lectors mingled at the gallery that 
Sunday afternoon, as white-jacketed 
waiters poured champagne with re¬ 
freshing strawberries floating in 
every glass. Of special note were the 


striking floral arrangements by Bill 
Rouvalis (of Harbor Greenery). 

With such a collection of notables 
sharing in the moment, all echoed the 
view that: "Lewis has done it again!" 
It was another warm reception to the 
mastery of Boston's George Lewis.

great number of the cities most presti¬ 
gious medical and artistic folk were ga¬ 
thered at the opening of Jack Kramer's 
exhibit at the Psychoanalytic Society and 
Institute, 15 Commonwealth Ave., Boston. The ex¬ 
hibit which continues through June 30 is a tour de 
force and a great tribute to this well-known Bos¬ 
ton painter, for the exhibition spans the 50's, 60's 
and 70 s with a special emphasis on large works 
completed in the 50’s and 60 s. All media is repre¬ 
sented with conte drawings and oil paintings pre¬ 
dominating, while both provide an insight to the 
concerns of the painter at different periods. 

The earliest painting dates from Boston Mu¬ 
seum School days for which he received the Albert 
H. Whitin Traveling Scholarship for European 
study. At this time a somber and objective 
examination of reality with emotional influences 
from 19th century middle european painting ab¬ 
sorbed the artist. The painter completed, in the 
middle fifties, a variety of portraits in action, where 
the language of the brush is more evident in expres¬ 
sing a probing and intense emotion. Later a more 
lyric and joyous attitude prevailed. A bucolic inter¬ 
lude in France in the foothills of the Pyrenees on a 
French farm provided a fresh stimulus. The barn 
became the focus for a group of paintings of cows, 
vigorously drawn and chromatically richer.

Memorial service Sunday for fire victim 


A memorial service will be held Sunday 
for a 24-year-old West Newton man who 
died in a two-alarm fire last Sunday 
morning at his parents' home at 216 
Highland St. 

William B. Little was pronounced dead 
on arrival at Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
after firefighters in Rescue One tried to 
save his life.

the scene were engines 1-6 and ladders 1 
and 3. 

The state fire marshall's office is in¬ 
vestigating the cause of the blaze. 

Lt. John Ambrogne of that office said 
Wednesday morning, “We know it was 
accidental" but tests are still being 
conducted. 

Four other residents of the house 
escaped without serious injuries, but two 
firefighters had to be taken to the 
hospital. 

Firefighter Peter Yerardi received 
multiple stitches at Newton-Wellesley 


Hospital for a severe gash in his right 
thigh he received during the cleanup 
operations. Firefighter Richard Ciccone 
was treated at the hospital for chest 
pains, probably as a result of smoke 
inhalation, Lt. Howley said.

Open enrollment policy criticized 


Will there be a lottery next year to see 
which out-of-district students will be 
allowed into Meadowbrook Junior High 
School, or will parents be lined up at 3 
a.m. in front of the School Department 
headquarters to get their applications in 
for enrolling their children at the popular 
south side school? 

One of these two scenarios may ac¬ 
tually be acted out on Oct. 30 when ap¬ 
plications will be accepted for out-of- 
district transfers effective the next fall. 

The School Committee received several 
letters critical of its altering the policy 
that resulted in 44 students not attending 


Meadowbrook this fall as they had 
planned. 

Several letter writers suggested ways 
of making the choice of who gets picked 
more fair than the current first-come, 
first-served - but there was no agreement 
among the writers. 

The School Committee refused to 
change its decision of not allowing the 44 
students attend Meadowbrook this fall. 

The Committee discussed possible 
changes in the policy to make it more 
equitable, including a lottery, but left the 
policy as is. 

Committee Chairman Alvin Mandell 
said Wednesday that he hopes Superin¬ 


tendent ot Schools Aaron Fink - will give a 
status report on the enrollment and out- 
of-district requests in the fall, when the 
Committee ay review its proceedure.

Close 
Weeks 
in 1981? 


School Committeeman Robert Cohen 
has proposed closing Weeks Junior High 
School in September, 1981, after reading a 
report from faculty and administration 
members that the subsequent grade 
organization would be acceptable. 

Cohen's resolution, essentially the 
same as that proposed by the Sub¬ 
committee on School Enrollment and 
Builidng Utilization, will be considered 
when the Committee meets June 27. 

Cohen did not read his resolution at 
Monday’s Committee meeting because 
Mayor Theodore Mann was absent. 
Cohen, who lives three houses from 
Weeks, would have the mayor im¬ 
mediately appoint a committee to study 
the future use of Weeks. 


If Weeks closes in 1981, students in 
grade 9 would attend Newton South High 
School, and all Weeks and Meadowbrook 
junior high students in grades 7 and 8 
would attend Weeks-Meadowbrook 
Middle School at Meadowbrook. 

In September, 1984, Weeks- 
Meadowbrook would be accepting all 
students in grade 6 from the south side, 
with elementary schools holding grades 
K-5. 

The change to a K-5. 6-8. 9-12 
organization could take effect on the 
north side of the city by 1985, according to 
Superintenent of Schools Aaron Fink.

Rival unions trade 
pre-election insults 


The two rival teachers' organizations in 
Newton have begun trading insults and 
accusations in the final full week prior to 
the binding election June 21 and 22 that 
will decide which will be the bargaining 
agent for the fall contract with the School 
Committee. 

The Newton Teachers Association 
(NTA) and the Newton Federation of 
Teachers (NFT) both have taken issue 
with statements made by the opposing 
side.

MFT Executive Secretary Paul Devlin 
denies all these charges, and NTA 
President Richard Cochran stands by the 
figures. 

Devlin said the state affiliate is “$75,000 
to $150,000 in the black,” and that the 
Boston membership has remained steady 
over the past year.

More apartments 
voted in Auburndale 


Last-minute efforts to reduce further 
the number of units of housing at 2500 
Commonwealth Ave. and its companion 
site across the avenue failed Monday 
night and the Land Use Committee 
granted permissive use to developer 
Michael Iodice to build 76 new units. 

Iodice's petitions for a total of 97 units 
was denied by the Land Use Committee 
this past February. 

As part of the agreement, to be voted on 
by the Board of Aldermen Monday night, 
Iodice will provide eight apartments to 
the Newton Housing Services Com¬ 
mission for its low-income subsidized 
housing program. 

Four of the low-income units will be in 
the new apartment building at 2500 


Commonwealth — two two-bedroom and 
two one-bedroom apartments. 

The other four apartments will be in 
Iodice's buildings at 290 Grove St., where 
he will make available three two- 
bedroom and one one-bedroom apart¬ 
ments. 

The requirement that developers 
provide apartments for low-income 
housing is an ordinance known as the "10 
percent ordinance." 

Earlier this year Iodice won a long 
court fight to regain five apartments 
leased to the Housing Services Com¬ 
mission under terms of the previously 
unwritten 10 percent "policy" imposed by 
the Board of Aldermen.

Candidate pledges 
decisive leadership 


"What Newton needs for the next four 
years is a decisive leader and an able 
administrator who will make timely, 
responsible decisions for the city and its 
people," Aid. Richard Bullwinkle said in 
announcing his candidacy for mayor. 

Bullwinkle, 48, a four-term member of 
the Board of Aldermen, has been actively 
campaigning for the mayor's job since 
early spring. He issued a statement on his 
candidacy and discussed it in an in¬ 
terview Tuesday. 

“Engaging an incumbent, six-year 
mayor with a well-oiled political machine 
is a formidable undertaking, " ho ob¬ 
served, "but battling from the underdog 
position adds spice to the challenge.” 

The candidate listed seven "problems" 
he feels confront Newton that "are 
pressing and will not be solved with 
rhetoric." 

They include: a rising tax rate, a 
stagnating tax base, the effects of im¬ 
minent revaluation, the predictable in¬ 
crease in senior citizen needs, lack of a 
transportation program within the city, 
lack of management training programs, 
and a lack of a comprehensive plan. 

"The tax rate over the past five years 
has risen from $121 to $164 per thousand 
of assessed value, an increase of $43. 

"Not mentioned by City Hall, however, 
is an additional $16 on the tax rate un¬ 


derwritten by Federal Revenue Sharing. 
Thus, the real out-of-pocket increase is 
$59, a 67 percent increase. This averages 
out to 13.4 percent annually," he said. 

"At the same time property taxes were 
rising at this alarming rate,” he went on 
to say, "twice the national inflationary 
rate, business valuations and new 
assessments remained at ground zero." 

"The Assesssing Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, which I chair, in 
concert with Assessor Leonard Aronson, 
authorized a contract position for review 
of all new permits, plus those over the 
last few years," Bullwinkle said. 

"This agressive, innovative action has 
uncovered $8 million in new assessments. 
These are lost taxes of other years, now 
recovered," he said. 

Bullwinkle advocates the creation of 
the position of director of couunerce for 
his administration. 

He envisions this volunteer person as a 
link between the city and the business 
community. He said he would establish a 
committee of business people and select 
the director of commerce from among 
the members. 

"I want to see business be a part of the 
government."

Soon after the equipment 
was put in, older children 
began to vandalize it. 

I-ast fall. Lower Falls people 
formed the playground com¬ 
mittee and spent the winter 
talking and coming up with 
ideas. 

They held fundraisers to 
obtain the money for repairs 
and new equipment. 

Through Recreation Com¬ 
missioner Russell Halloran an 
old slideat the Emerson 
playgroundwas removed and a 
new one installed, and 
neighborhood parents and kids 
painted and did repair work. 

Removeable tetherball and 
volleyball equipment was 
purchased. 

Lights were attached to the 
corners of Emerson School to 
illuminate both playground 
and school grounds. 

The police area more often, 
check the school and van¬ 
dalism has decreased.

Department, a member of the 
Youth Commission’s advisory 
board. 

He also cited police "con¬ 
tact" with parents of youths 
involved in previous July 
Fourth disturbances and the 
fact that some troublemakers 
have moved away in predicting 
that there will be no problems 
in Lower Falls this year. 


Proposal filed 
to reform state 
tax department 

A proposal, House Bill 3830,

Thurston Rd. housing project 
aiming for September opening 


The first public housing 
project on the of Newton will 
open its doors to low-income 
families and elderly in three 
more months. 

Frank Quinn, executive 
director of the Housing Ser¬ 
vices Commission, told the 
HSC at its monthly meeting 
last week that the occupancy 
date for Thurston Road will be 
either Sept 1 or 15. 

Staff at the HSC’s office in 
Auburndale are now culling 
about 40 names from waiting 
lists and contacting people, 
some of whom have been in 
need of public housing for three 
years. 

Thurston Road, in Upper 
Falls, will add 32 elderly and 
four family units to the 
publicly-owned apartments 
now managed by the Housing 
Services Commission . 

Jackson Gardens in 
Nonantum, Norumbega 
Gardens in Auburndale, 
Parker House in Newton 
Centre, and Horace Mann 
Apartments in Newtonville 
contain a total of 226 elderly 
apartments, while Beacon- 
wood Road in Newton 
Highlands has 20 family 
townhouses. 

The elderly waiting list has 
180 to 200 names on it, Quinn 
told other commissioners at 
their June 8 meeting. 

In other business, the 
commission postponed until 
July a decision on raising the 
income ceiling for applicants in 


state-funded projects, to 
compensate for increases in 
social security payments over 
the last three years. 

The commission is con¬ 
sidering roughly a 20 percent 
increase in the income limit for 
people who wish to qualify for 
units at Thurston Road and 
Beaconwood Road, built with 
assistance from the state 
Department of Community 
Affairs. 

DCA limits now stand at 
$6,000 for individuals, $6,300 for 
couples, $6,800 for a family of 
three, and up to $8,700 for a 
family of eight. 

HSC would decide on prosed 
new limits, send them to DCA, 
and ask for comments. 

The request for increasing 
the limits, initiated by Quinn, 
comes because HSC staff have 
noted a number of cases on the 
elderly waiting list of people 
who once qualified for iow- 
income housing but are now 
above the limit because their 
social security payments were 
raised. 

In all cases, said Assistant 
Director Jennifer Volkert, it is 
couples who are losing out. 

For example, one couple 
qualified in 1974 with a com¬ 
bined income of $5,700 in social 
security payments. 

Now, one earns $275 per 
month and the other $279, for a 
total monthly social security 
income of $554. 

Their $6,656 annual income 


today is more than $300 above 
DCA’s limit to qualify for 
occupancy at Thurston Road. 

Commissioner James Miller 
asked Quinn to supply the HSC 
with some written figures on 
eligibility limits as well as 
continued occupancy limits at 
its July meeting. 

He suggested that HSC 
consider a 20 percent raise in 
limits for prospective tenants 
and for continuing occupancy. 

If DCA rejects whatever 
figures the commission arrives 
at next month, then Newton 
should negotiate with DCA to 
find an agreeable figure, Miller 
added. 

Quinn reported approval of 
"modernization" funds for a 
total of $160,000 for work 
scheduled at Parker House, 
Jackson Gardens and 
Norumbega Gardens. 

The work includes new roofs, 
check meters that will monitor 
the amount of electricity used 
in individual apartments, and 
replacement of defective roofs 
and gutters. 

All jobs will go out for bids, 
so they may not get underway 
until the spring of 1978, Quinn 
added. 

Attending the meeting were 
Quinn, Miller, Chairman 
Steven Buchbinder, and 
Commissioners Donald 
F.erreri, Leo Karas and Henry 
Wilson. 

Absent was Commissioner 
Mimi Tyler. 


Community Schools rejects director 


The Community Schools 
Commission Tuesday night 
voted 6-2 not to offer a new one- 
year contract to its executive 
director, Lee Manes. 

There may be legal problems 
with the decision not to offer a 
new contract. 

According to several sour¬ 
ces, the commission was 
dissatisfied with Ms. Manes’ 
performance, especially in 
regard to the budget. 

Unknown to Ms. Manes, 
according to a City Hall source, 
evaluation forms on her job 
performance were sent to 
Community School coor¬ 
dinators in each of the 22 


elementary schools par¬ 
ticipating in the program. 
Subsequently several 
"executive meetings” of the 
commission were held about 
Ms. Manes, at which she was 
not present. 

Outgoing Community 
Schools Chairman Paul 
Shiman said Wednesday that 
there was “general 
agreement" that Ms. Manes 
should not 

attend the meetings. Ms. 
Manes agreed also, Shiman 
said. 

In April rumors were cir¬ 
culating that she planned legal 
action aginst the city because 


of irregular procedures. 

Voting not to offer a new 
contract were commissioners 
Susan Green, Noreen Lan- 
nigan, Nelson Baker, Barbara 
Greene, Shiman’ and newly 
elected Chairman Joseph 
Warren, more 

In favor of retaining Ms. 
Manes were Howard Lipton, 
director of the Human Services 
Department, and Joan Warner. 

The job will pay $12,500 in the 
coming fiscal year. 

Shiman said the commission 
hopes to be able to find a 
replacement by the end of July. 

Ms. Manes was not available 
for comment Wednesday 
morning. 
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NCDF outlines way 
it will choose tenants

The Newton Housing Ser¬ 
vices Commission and the 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation are 
proposing that the 20 low- 
ineomc tenants for NCDF's 
Hamlet Street townhouses be 
chosen in two different stages. 

NCDF expects to have 50 
units of low, moderate, and 
market income housing in 
Newton Centre ready for oc¬ 
cupancy about Sept 15. 

After lengthy discussion last 
Wednesday, the Housing 
Services Commission decided 
to propose to the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency and the state 
Department of Community 
Affairs, which are assisting 
NCDF with the project, a 
tenant selection procedure for 
this project only. 

First, HSC staff would group 
all applicants according to the 
number of bedrooms needed - 
two, three or four; then, 
staffers would randomly draw 
from each group a certain 
number of applicants, ac¬ 
cording to the commission’s 
proposal. 

The resulting list would be 
turned over to NCDF, which 
would actually select the final 
20 tenants, using its own 
criteria. 

Those criteria are, as yet, 
undecided. 

Commissioner James Miller 
and Chairman Steven 
Buchbinder stressed, several 
times, that the NCDF tenant 
selection procedure will be a 
one-time only procedure, not a 
change from the regular tenant 
selection methods ordinarily 
used by HSC. 


All 20 of NCDF's low-income 
townhouses are designated for 
rental to families through the 
Newlon HSC, formerly the 
Newton Housing Authority. 

Seven will be two-bedroom, 
seven will be three-bedroom 
and six will be four-bedroom. 
Another 20 units are 
"market" priced, or fairly high 
rent units, while the last 10 are 
"moderate” income. 

The usual HSC procedure of 
taking applications and putting 
people on a waiting list in 
chronological order will not 
apply to the NCDF housing 
units, because NCDF and the 
HSC have been promising the 
public for a long time that the 
Hamlet Street units will be 
widely advertised. 

NCDF Executive Director 
Alan Schlesinger also says that 
NCDF is committed to an 
"affirmative marketing” 
technique aimed at garnering 
many different kinds of ap¬ 
plicants from throughout the 
Boston area. 

The goal is to obtain a racial 
mix of tenants, although no 
quota system is envisioned, 
Schlesinger said. 

The NCDF townhouses 
v contain a kitchen, half bath, 
living room, laundry room, and 
den on the first floor. 

The second floor has two 
baths and either two, three or 
four bedrooms. 

The project, which has been 
under construction since late 
summer 1976, is adjacent to 
city-owned conservation land 
and to the site of the Chestnut 
Hill Gardens, two luxury 
apartment towers soon to be 
built north of Route 9 near the 
Chestnut Hill Shopping Mall 


NCDF's low-income units, 
together with four family units 
at the HSC's Thurston Road 
project that are scheduled to 
open about the same time in 
September, will more than 
double the number of family 
housing units managed by the 
Newton Housing Services 
Commission. 

Newton's first public housing 
for families, 20 townhouses on 
Beaconwood Road in Newton 
Highlands, opened about two 
years ago. 

The units will be advertised 
in area newspapers prior to an 
open house which will be held 
over a period of several days so 
that people can look at the units 
and submit applications, 
Schlesinger said. 

The open house is targeted 
for late July, he added. 

Applicants will have to 
satisfy the requirements of the 
Newton Mousing Services 
Commission and document 
their “need” for low-income 
housing. 

They must also satisfy 
whatever criteria NCDF sets 
up. 

The state will evidently have 
the final say on the ethnic 
composition of NCDF’s low- 
income units. 

"If, after 50 percent of the 
units are rented, MHFA does 
not like the racial mix, NCDF 
may have to work on changing 
that mix," Schlesinger told the 
HSC. 

People who are now on a 
waiting list for family housing 
with the HSC may be eligible 
for Hamlet Street, but they will 
have to submit separate ap¬ 
plications if they wish to be 
considered for the NCDF 
housing.

Peirce parents get preliminary 
approval for basement changes

The School Committee gave 
its unanimous approval to a 
proposal by the Peirce School 
neighborhood in West Newton 
to make structural changes in 
the basement of the school to 
allow for an extended day- 
program and improve other 
school facilities. 

The Committee also gave the 
School Department permission 
to spend more than the city- 
charter limit for maintenance 
if needed to repair the chiller 
unit at Newton North High 
School. 

Both matters will have to be 
approved by the Board of 
Aldermen and the mayor. 

Barbara Streibert, president 
of the Peirce Extended Day 
Program, outlined plans would 
have the PTA and other 
•community members raise 
about $3000 to alter basement 
space. 

The day program room 
would cost the most for the 
community to build, but they 
will also revamp an empty 
trade shop and other basement 
space for a full-size art room 
with a sink, a tutorial room, 
and a sound-insulated music 
practice room for which the 
auditorium is now used. 

The extended day program 
would take care of kin¬ 
dergarteners before and after 
school and other chil ren after 
school to 5 p.m. 

Susan Silbey of Auburndale 
criticized the School Com¬ 
mittee for allowing Peirce to go 
ahead with its plans, since it 
allows and encourages parents 


"to get around the School 
Committee” which should be 
providing the money equitably 
for school programs and plant 
alterations. 

Committeewoman Honora 
Kaplan had expressed 

-.. her reluctance to approve 
such a project since other 
schools have had to go without, 
but voted for it because "it 
would be unfair to reject after 
their (community's) effort." 

There are several legal 
questions that have to be an¬ 
swered by City Solicitor 
Howard Levine before the 
work begins on the project. 

Ms. Streibert said the con¬ 
struction schedule, which 
relies heavily on volunteers, is 
very tight and work would have 
to begin at the end of June to be 
finished by September. 

Director of Support Services 
Roy Cornelius, who worked 
with the Peirce groups on 
planning the project, said there 
was no money in the capital 
outlay budget for it, and it 
would not be among his 
priorities if there were. 

On the request to spend 
beyond the 2 percent charter 
limit of the year's budget on 
maintenance, Cornelius said 
that there may not be enough 
money left in that section of the 
budget to cover the repair. 

The chiller provides the 
cooling for the air conditioning 
at Newton North High School. 

The regular ventilation 
system at the school works 
without the chiller, but that too 
has been said by many to be 
inadequate for the school. 


Additional fans have been 
rented and provided by the 
Fire Department while the 
chiller motor is being repaired. 

It broke down on May 26 and 
Cornelius said Monday he 
expects it to be back in place 
and working by today, Thur¬ 
sday, at the latest.

Kiddie pornography 

should be stopped 

After an investigation over a period of 
three months by reporters for the Chicago 
Tribune, seven men have been arrested for 
their alleged part in a ring of pornography 
and prostitution involving young boys. 
Prosecuting Attorney Robert Leonard of 
Genesse County. Michigan, told the House of 
Representatives crime subcommittee that 
such rings are national in scope with 2"an 
underground network reaching from New 
York to California and Michigan to 
Louisiana. " Earlier this spring California 
investigators reported that sexual abuse of 
boys far outweighed the problems of such 
abuse of girls, even including rape. Has this 
been going on for a long time undercover or 
is Sodom and Gomorrah being re-enacted? 

Vehement opponents to relaxed laws 
regarding homosexuals certainly will claim 
that those laws are to blame, along with the 
tolerance of gay bars, gay rights, a ministry 
: for homosexuals, and little or no enforce¬ 
ment of the laws often still on the books on 
sodomy. There may be some amount of 
truth in the charges if the public equates 
tolerance of the adults' sexual preferences 
in private to that of the use — and obviously 
the abuse — of children. It is the latter 
problem that ought to arouse the public and 
apparently it is. 

About a hundred Congressmen are 
pushing for new legislation to try to control 
the racket. A problem is that laws currently 
governing obscenity reasonably run into 
censorship problems. Someone who gets 
kicks from sexual practices with children 
can certainly be prosecuted. If only the 
reading or viewing of such matter is in¬ 
dulged in. that is another matter. It may be 
distasteful to most people but it is not 
necessarily dangerous. 

But while even the sale of such un¬ 
palatable material may not be illegal, the 
use of children in making such films most 
definitely should be. The racket must be 
attacked at its base. 

There should be extensive psychiatric 
; opinion as to whether the homosexual is 
more likely to seek recruits than the prac¬ 
ticing heterosexual and to whether repres¬ 
sion or permissiveness encourages both 
homosexuals and heterosexuals to seek out 
children. 

And there is another aspect. Youngsters 
so exposed should not be made to feel by 
horrified adults that they have done 
something irretrievably wrong. They are 
victims, not partners in evil.

WASHINGTON — Speaking recently at commencement 
exercises at Pennsylvania State University, the former 
president of CBS. Frank Stanton, told his audience: 

"Never have there been so many voices, both in and out of 
government, challenging the press' duty to gather the news, 
and challenging the judgment of reporters and editors as to 
how to present the news, what stories to publish and what 
stories not to publish." 

Well. I agree with Mr. Stanton's assessment. But I'm not 
sure he will agree with mine. In my judgment, this in¬ 
creasing dissatisfaction with the way the news media is 
doing its job is attributable, in part, to the insufferably 
arrogant, plic-be-damned attitude manifested by more and 
more members of the press. 

I offer remarks made during the last few weeks by CBS 
News President, Richard Salant, and CBS Evening News 
anchorman, Walter Cronkite. 

At Stanford University last month, Salant flatly rejected 
the notion that coverage of terrorist activities should be 
bared simply because "it might be contagious," declaring: 

"In general. I don't want to know what the impact is." If 
TV news executives did concern themselves with the 
consequences of covering terrorists, said Salant, then they 
"won't do an editing ob" but will wind up "playing God ...• 
and there's no end to it." Except for "clear cases of national 
security," concern for the impact of TV news coverage 
"can't be superimposed on news judgment," he added. 

In an interview on the CBS News Show, "Who's Who," 
him if reporters and editors when reporter Dan Rather 
asked in instantaneous journalism have time "to con¬ 
template the consequences of what we do?" Walter 
Cronkite replied that he wasn't sure they should be con¬ 
cerned with the consequences, observing: 

"When we start worrying about the consequences we’re 
beginning to play another role other than that of reporters. 
We're beginning to play a judgmental role. We're beginning 
to play God. And I don't think I'm equipped to do that. I'm 
not sure I know any oumalist who is." 

Both Salant and Cronkite reject "blacking out" the 
coverage of terrorist activities saying that this would only 
lead to rumors and destroy their credibility, making the 
public wonder how many other news stories are not being 
covered. 

Now, the first thing to be said about the remarks of 
Messrs Salant and Cronkite is that their "playing God" 
argument is disingenuous, to put it mildly. It is an attempt 


to beg the question of the power of network news. Because, 
like it or not, with an increasing number of Americans 
depending on TV news for their information, Salant and 
Cronkite are Gods! Thus, the only question is: Will they be 
good Gods or evil Gods? 

Secondly, the hands-off,Pontius Pilate, ignorance-is-bliss 
approach to the consequences of their reporting is both 
astonishing and incredible considering the impact of TV 
coverage of terrorism. Dr. George Gerbner, dean and 
professor of at the Annenberg School of Communications, 
says: 

"The most pervasive effect of broadcasting violence is ... 
the spreading of intimidation, of the fear of victimization. 
Terror can only succeedif the act is conveyed to the 
audience whose behavior the terrorists are seeking to in¬ 
fluence. The media, in conveying the terror, are 
cooperating. This makes them accomplices. If terror were 
not conveyed by the media, this fear of victimization would 
not be so pervasive. The press is directly responsible." 

Lt. Frank Bolz, head of New York City's Police Hostage 
Negotiating Tearti, says: "There's no doubt that television 
coverage causes imitation. It simply does — there are 
people who imitate what they see on TV." 

David Mozee, director of news affairs for the city of 
Chicago Police Department, agrees, declaring: "I would 
definitely say that the increased exposure the media has 
given to cases where hostages have been held has caused 
some imitation." 

In the opinion of Dr. Terry Smolar, associate professor of 
psychology at Fordham University: "The attention a 
hostage situation gets encourages other sick people to react 
the same way. TV really can trigger them off.” 

Another psychologist, Robert Baron of Purdue Univer¬ 
sity, says that seeing violence on TV not only gives "un¬ 
stable people the idea of doing the same, but also teaches 
them exactly how to go about it — it cuts out trial and 
error." 

Fortunately, not all TV newsmen believe, in the words of 
Indianapolis TV station WTHR news director, Bill Dean, 
that they are "a dumb relay station or a mirror, instantly 
reflecting everything" that comes into them. When, in 
February, Anthony Kiritsis abducted mortgage company 
executive, Richard Hall, and marched him through the 
streets with a shotgun wired around his neck, WTHR 
covered this ordeal live, but bailed out after 10 minutes. The 
station's executive news producer, Bill LaPlante, Says of 
Kiritsis: 


"He was controlling us, manipulating us, and we didn't 
want to be a party to that. We elected to reassert control of 
the airwaves.” 

Here in Washington, a few weeks ago, D.C.Deputy Police 
ChiefRobert Rabe, commenting on the seizure of 134 
hostages by 12 Hanafi Moslem terrorists, said; "The media 
have been captured. They're giving the terrorists ust what 
they want — national exposure." 

When a local TV news director bristled at the suggestion 
that they defer to police udgment in such a situation. Rabe 
responded that he did not want reporters to suppress the 
news, “I'm just asking you to be reasonable and prudent. 

Indeed, this does not seem too much ask. And being 
reasonable and prudent definitely includes being concerned 
about the consequences of the reports one decides to 
broadcast. 

No responsible individual that I know of has suggested 
blacking out stories about terrorism. This is a red herring. 
But I see no way any harm could be done if, as Dean Gerb¬ 
ner suggests, reports on terrorism could be delayed "30 
minutes, an hour or even a couple of days." 




A/dermanic committee attendance

Several months ago, Center conducted 
its first report on aldermanic per¬ 
formance. That report concerned at¬ 
tendance at regular Board meetings. 

A few Board members and a handful of 
citizens felt impelled to find fault with 
that study, wrongly assuming that it was 
to be the only study of performance which 
Center would undertake. Critics said that 
Board attendance wasn't very im¬ 
portant: It's the committees we should 
study. And so, Center did. 

Center awaits with anticipation 
criticism of this report as well. We 
wonder if those who said that Board at¬ 
tendance wasn’t important will also 
complain that committee attendance is 
also unimportant. If so, we ask the 
question: What is important, and how are 
voters to evaluate the performance of the 
Board? 

Nevertheless, Center reviewed all 
committee reports available between 
Jan. 1, 1976, and May 23, 1977. These 
documents included all committee at¬ 
tendance records. Center studied the 
attendance of 215 committee meetings 
held over 17 months. 

On two occasions, both on Public 
Buildings Committee, aldermen were 
marked as present and voting when in 
fact they were not assigned to that 
committee. Since we could not determine 
for certain which aldermen were present 
or absent, we decided to drop those two 
meetings from our report. Therefore, 
although Public Buildings did meet 12 
times, we counted only 10. 

On five occasions, committees were 
listed as having met but the reports failed 
lo indicate the date of the meetings. We 
included these meetings because we 
could at least determine the month the 
meeting was held. This did, however, 
present problems in that we could not be 
certain if a committee was meeting at the 
same time as another, thus creating a 
possible conflict for members of both 
committees. 

Disagreement on reporting conflicts 
occurred between the compilers. Center 
( ochairman Ron Civins-Mills felt that 
conflict between two committees meeting 
al the same time was inherent in the 
system and something each Board 
member had to live with. Moreover, 
records showed that many aldermen 
were clearly able to attend two or three 
meetings in one night without being 
marked absent at any. To make ad¬ 
justments for those members who made 
only one would be unfair to those who 
made all. 

Cochaurnan Jeff Cornell, however, felt 
that as long as the member was in the 
building attending at least one meeting, 
he or she ought to be counted as present 
at both committees, even though the 
records did not show him present. 

It was decided to accept this more 
liberal interpretation in order to 
demonstrate that Center was sym- 


palhelic to the difficulties of committee 
attendance. No member of Finance 
Committee or Consumer Affairs 
sacrificed attendance on these com¬ 
mittees to attend another, it should be 
noted. 

Our underlying concern was that some 
members of the Board were assigned to 
committees which had heavier 
workloads, more meetings, and more 
important decisions than others. We also 
were concerned with the problem of 
having some members assigned to only 
three committees while others were 
assigned lo four and, in one case, five 
committees. 

We decided, therefore, to establish 
three indices to evaluate attendance. We 
studied the number of meetings each 
member was required to attend, their 
percentage of committee attendance, and 
overall attendance as well as if they 
performed above the committee average 
and how frequently. 

Not surprisingly, committee chairmen, 
especially of the more active committees, 
had less than excellent attendance, and 
we felt that the burden of chairmanship 
should act as an offsetting factor in in¬ 
terpreting the results. We therefore 
decided in preparing the press release to 
point out who was a committee chairman 
and who was not, so that readers could 
make their own evaluation. 

Although Center prefers not to com¬ 
ment on results of its studies, four facts 
did strike us which we feel compelled to 
point out. First, we were impressed that 
five of seven of the freshmen aldermen 
were quite conscientious about at¬ 
tendance. For the most part, those who 
finished in the top eight of overall at¬ 
tendance and in our above-average 
rankings contained both these freshmen 
and those who had high Board meeting 
attendance as well. 

Point two was that the overall average 
attendance by the "average" alderman 
was fairly high. We were pleased to see 
that, for the most part, most aldermen 
look their committee assignments 
seriously and put in many hours of mostly 
boring work. 

Point three was that Ward 1, with all 
freshmen, had the best attendance of «.ny 
ward, while Ward 1 was generally well 
below average. 

Point four concerns one alderman, 
Joseph McDonnell. We are at a loss to 
determine why his attendance is as low as 
it is. We realize that the presidency of the 
Board must require extra work; 
however, even compared to Sidney 
Small, whose attendance was low, we find 
it difficult to believe that the board 
presidency could be more demanding 
than Finance Committee chairmanship. 

Alderman Small, despite his chair¬ 
manship of a very active committee, was 
still able to bring in an overall average of 
over 50 percent. We wondered if the 
board president was an ex-officio 
member of all committees, thus being 
unable to maintain attendance at the 


committees to which he was assigned but, 
upon investigation, we discovered that 
this was not the case. He is ex-officio only 
on Finance Committee and records show 
that he was recorded as present at 
Finance only a few times. 

The average alderman was required to 
attend approximately 71 committee 
meetings in addition to the regular full 
Board meetings during the period 
covered by the study. Center computes 
the average attendance at 80.6 percent, or 
57.4 meetings. The study also showed that 
the Finance Committee had the best 
attendance with an average of 91.3 
percent, while the Education Committee 
had the worst attendance, 57.3 percent. 

At the Finance Committee, Edward 
Richmond and John Stewart had the best 
attendance at 97 percent, followed by 
Wendell Bauckman, Richard Bullwinkle, 
and Joan Saklad at 93,9 percent, Mark 
White at 90.9 percent, Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small at 84.8 percent, 
and Andrew Magni at 78.8 percent. 

I-and Use Committee, which held more 
meetings than any other committee, 44, 
had the second highest average at¬ 
tendance at 88.6 percent. Ward 6 
Alderman Ethel Sheehan topped the 
committee with an attendance of 97.7 
percent, followed by Carol Ann Shea and 
Thomas Concannon at 95.5 percent. Next 
in order were Matthew Jefferson, 93.2 
percent; Chairman E. K. Cohen, 88.6 
percent; D. B. Cohen, 84.1 percent; 
Robert Gaynor, 79.5 percent; and James 
Miller, 75 percent. 

Public Works Committee had an 
average attendance of 84 percent, with its 
chairman, D.B. Cohen, Susan Schur, 
Robert Tennant, and Donald Budge 
turning in perfect attendance. Next in 
order were Terry Morris, 77.8 percent; 
Robert Stiller, 72.2 percent and Ernest 
Dietz and Gaynor both at 61.1 percent. 

Public Buildings Committee had an 
average attendance of 81.3 percent with 
its chairman, Dietz leading the members 
at 100 percent. Dominic Taglienti, Schur 
and Bullwinkle were next at 90 percent, 
followed by Jefferson and Morris al 80 
percent. Stiller at 70 percent and Board 
President Joseph McDonnell at 50 per¬ 
cent. 

Street Traffic Committee, chaired by 
Tennant, with 100 percent attendance, 
had the fourth best average attendance at 

82.6 percent. 

Consumer Affairs had one of the 
poorest attendance figures, at 68.8 per¬ 
cent for 16 meetings. Its chairman, 
Schur, and Taglienti, however, turned in 
100 percent attendance. 

Turning to the special committees, 
Legislation & Rules had an average at¬ 
tendance of 75.8 percent with its chair¬ 
man, Concannon, Sheehan and White 
having 100 percent attendance. They 
were followed by Bullwinkle, 93.3 per¬ 
cent; Budge, 86.9 percent; E. K. Cohen, 

66.7 percent; McDonnell, 40 percent; and 
Small, 20 percent. 

City Planning Committee was the third 


most active committee with 24 meetings 
but with an average attendance of only 74 
percent. Morris, its chairman, had 
perfect attendance . 

Public Health and Safety had the best 
attendance for the special committees at 

80.8 percent. Chairman White had 100 
percent attendance. 

Education Committee had an average 
attendance of 57.3 percent. Chairman 
Richmond had 100 percent attendance. D. 
B. Cohen did not attend any meetings of 
this committee to which he was assigned. 

Kenrick Fund Committee met only 
eight times and had an average at¬ 
tendance of 71.9 percent. Chairman 
Saklad had 100 percent attendance. 

In compiling the report, we discovered 
that chairmen of the most active com¬ 
mittees, such as Finance, Land Use and 
City Planning, were frequently forced to 
sacrifice attendance on other committees 

10 handle the workload on the committees 
which they chaired. 

Cornell said, "We also noticed that 
Stiller was the only Board member to be 
assigned to five committees and that 
Miller was required to attend 94 
meetings, more than any other mem¬ 
ber.” 

Cornell also explained that in con¬ 
ducting the study, Center made every 
effort to factor out those occasions when 
an alderman was on two committees 
which met at the same time. "We felt it 
would be unfair to them so we counted 
them present at both meetings. So long as 
they were in the building, we considered 
them present. We assumed that if an 
important item was coming up for a vote, 
the alderman would see lo it that he or 
she made it to the committee meeting 
down the hall." 

Cornell pointed out that Ward 4 had the 
best attendance of any ward and Ward 1 
the worst.

Sometimes this seems to 
amount to a deriliction of duty. 
More than a few Waban drivers 
evidence poor citizenship and 
unhealty community spirit by 
refusing to comply with 
reasonable traffic regulations, 
designed for the common good. 

More action, well-directed, 
therefore is required of the 


police; and more Waban 
drivers must accept their 
responsibilities and not leave 
enforcement of traffic laws “to 
the other guy." They are made 
for ME and YOU! 

First, I'd like to suggest that 
the police spend less time 
ticketing cars parked over¬ 
night in front of their own 
homes or on Washington St., in 
front of or across from Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital where most 
parking is on a semi- 
emergency basis. Such efforts 
can better be directed toward 
the greater (believe me) safety 
hazards in Waban Square as 
previously outlined. 

Police authorities would also 
be well-advised not to succumb 
to the pressures, letters, phone 
calls, etc., of the more-affluent 
Waban residents, complaining 
about the legitimate en¬ 
forcement of the law—as they 
have in the past (police ad¬ 
ministrators, kindly take 
note). This only results in 
double standards. 

Secondly, can't something be 
done to wake up the local 
driving public? In bygone 


years I can recall discussions 
and publication of driving 
suggestions and regulations at 
meetings of the Angier School 
PTA and the Waban 
Improvement Society, as well 
as at local churches. 

This may not overcome the 
arrogance of those who place 
themselves above local traffic 
laws, but it might put them on 
notice? 

Certainly, it is patently 
unfair to penalize those who 
respect the law with in¬ 
convenience and lost time 
while allowing "scofflaws" to 
escape the penalties of their 
violations. The time has come 
for those who break the law to 
pay! 

One last observation, 
somewhat ironic in a com¬ 
munity so blessed with beauty 
as Waban: No more signs are 
needed! The prevalence of 
signs on and around Angier 
School are such now that we 
are rivaling the appearance of 
Route 1 either in Saugus or 
Norwood. Scenic-wise, an 
ecological disaster!

"Nahanton Woods,” a 
planned 112-unit condominium 
to be located at Nahanton and 
Winchester Streets, Ward 8, 
had its second public hearing 
Monday night, with somewhat 
diminished opposition. 

Presenting the petition for a 
zone change and permissive 
use to build two six-story 
buildings on eight acres of the 
30-acre site' Oscar Wasserman 
offered a conservation 
easement for 21 acres and a 
restriction for another acre to 
answer concerns about 
preserving the wetlands, which 
occupy most of the site. 

A new feature of the plan is a 
100 -foot public pathway across 
the property. 

To comply with the 10 per¬ 
cent ordinance, requiring 
developers to provide 10 
percent of their new apart¬ 
ments, apartments off the site, 
or cash for the increase of low- 
income housing, Wasserman 
proposed providing at least 12 
units, no more than one per 
village.

The tax revenue to the city 
would be about $450,000 a year, 
Wasserman estimated, of 
which $300,000-1350,000 would 
be "net." He estimated that the 
cost of providing city services 
to the apartments and their 
occupants would be about 
$ 100,000 annually. 

The two buildings would be 
set far back from Nahanton 
Street, leaving the wetland at 
the front and the wooded area 
as a screen. 

The property's, only close 
abutter. Mount Ida Junior 
College, has offered no ob¬ 
jection to the proposal. The 
office park on adjacent Wells 
Avenue is owned by a firm, 
headed by Wasserman, which 
owns the Nahanton Street land. 

Opposition expressed by 
residents of the Winchester 
Street area centered on in¬ 
creased traffic, the height of 
the buildings, and the change 
of zone from Residence A to 
Residence E. 

One woman said, "It was 
promised to me there would be 
beautiful houses on that land 
... we have been betrayed by 
the people who are supposed to 
represent us." 

The petitions will be 
discussed in a working meeting 
of the Land Use Committee on 
June 23. 

The zone change was denied 
last winter by the Land Use 
Committee in a technical 
maneuver that would allow the 
proposal to be resubmitted 
after a planned-development 
ordinance could be voted on by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The planned-development 
ordinance, which would have 
applied to the project, was 
defeated by the Board.

A scaled-down version of the 
defeated housing proposal for 
the Murley land at Dedham 
and Parker streets, Ward 8, 
will be submitted to the Land 
Use Committee and the Board 
of Aldermen probably in 
August. 

Developer Stephen Hopkins’ 
proposal for 196, then 154, 
condominium apartments on 
the 30-acre piece of land was 
the recipient of massive 
neighborhood opposition when 
first presented last year and 
was defeated by the Board of 
Aldermen in January of this 
year. 

According to one source, 
Hopkins has met with the 
prime neighborhood opponents 
at least once recently and has 
discussed the new proposal 
with Planning Director Charles 
Thomas. 

Hopkins could not be reached 
for comment. 


James Murley, owner of the 
land, has several alternatives 
if the new plan is turned down 
by the Board of Aldermen, 
including development of the 
land under the state’s "anti¬ 
snob zoning" law, Chapter 774. 

Murley, who is 76, wants to 
dispose of the land because of 
the large increase in real 
estate taxes expected next 
year when revaluation goes 
into effect. 

He now pays $7000 a year; 
taxes are expected to jump to 
$27,000. 

The first Hopkins proposal 
would have left the front six 
acres vacant and the back six 
acres vacant. 

Neighbors opposed the 
development because of 
density, traffic and zoning. 

Newton recently lost a case 
under the state Housing 
Appeals Committee, which 
determined that Newton meets 
none of the criteria for low- and 


moderate-income housing and units of housing to be built on 
ordered the city to allow 140 Staniford Street, Auburndale.

Citizen opinions count 
in comprehensive plan 


Transportation between 
villages, beautification of 
industrial areas, preservation 
f Newton’s buildings, goal of 
15 acres per thousand people 
for publicly owned open space 

These are some of the 
priorities recommended for 
Newton’s comprehensive plan 
by over 100 Newton residents. 
Opinions were gathered at 
'hree public meetings held 
during the last week of April. 
Round-table discussions, 
stimulated by a questionnaire 
which focused on land use, 
brought out a variety of issues 
and responses. 

The questionnaire presented 
fads and figures about Newton 
and posed questions regarding 
future options. Information 
gathered from the responses to 
'he questionnaires have been 
used to make final the goals 
and policies for the housing and 
land use segments of the 
comprehensive plan, which 
will be done around the end of 
June. The Board of Aldermen 
will hold a public hearing for 
final comment from Newton 
residents prior to acting upon 
"hesc goals and policies. 

Following is a summary of 

he consensus recom¬ 
mendations and priorities for 
Newton’s future gleaned from 
the questionnaires. 


OPEN SPACE: Numerous 
responses indicated that 
publicly owned open space 
should amount to ap¬ 
proximately 15 acres per 1000 
persons. Suggestions were 
made for use of such land for 
bike paths, nature trails, cross 
country skiing areas and picnic 
areas. 

ENVIRONMENT: People 
felt air and water quality were 
federal and state respon¬ 
sibilities with the locality 
assuming the role of watchdog 
to report offenders. A local 
responsibility recommended 
was to encourage recycling 
programs. 

VILLAGES: Newton's 

village structure received 
many positive comments. 
People reported a sense of 
belonging, community pride, 
convenience, and a small-town 
atmosphere with the ad¬ 
vantage of city services. 

REUSE OF BUILDINGS: 
The reuse of structures no 
longer suitable for their 
original purpose was viewed as 
desirable: demolition of these 
structures was opposed. 

Suggestions for new uses 
included housing, community 
facilities, and in individual 
cases where it is appropriate, 
mixed uses. The major 
qualification was that any new 
use must maintain or enhance 


existing character of the area, 
not generate undesirable 
traffic problems, and include 
strict controls. 

Conversion of large, older 
single family homes to 
multifamily occupancy with 
strict controls over the number 
of units, exterior changes to 
buildings, and onsite parking 
was suggested. 

Industrial structures were 
suggested for future mixed 
uses, including housing. 

DIVERSITY: Conversions 
and planned development 
which preserve open space 
were suggested as the most 
desirable ways to provide the 
diversity of housing units in 
terms of size and type needed 
by Newton. 

COMMERCIAL and IN¬ 
DUSTRIAL ACTIVITY: 
Comments recommended 
utilizing these areas to the 
maximum extent. 

A minority felt air rights 
could be new areas for com¬ 
mercial and industrial activity 
and that existing areas could 
be expanded to provide more 
jobs and to alleviate the tax 
burden on residential property 
owners. 

MORE JOBS: There was 
general agreement that the 
city should encourage more job 
"pporlunilies, especially in 
office and retail categories.

The first two floors of the 
house were heavily damaged 
by the fire and the rest of the 
house recieved received heavy 
heat and smoke damage. 

Waltham, Watertown, and 
Wellesley fire departments 
covered Newton firehouses 
until all engines returned at

Firefighters responded at 
8:33 a.m.

Greg Buck of 174 Valentine 
St., West Newton, has an¬ 
nounced his candidacy for the 
School Committee seat in Ward 
3. 

Buck, a student at Boston 
College and a recent graduate 
of Newton North, said he feels 
he can provide a "fresh and 
valuable perspective" to the 
School Committee. 

"The purpose of the School 
Committee is to provide 
direction and support for the 
staff they administrate," he 
said. "It is of utmost im¬ 
portance that the staff be made 
aware that the community is 
appreciative of the excellent 
job it is doing." 

Buck is aware of the city’s 
financial situation, and 
suggests the School Committe 
could ease the city's fiscal 
burden through the in¬ 
troduction of "more effective 
and less expensive programs." 

He continued: “As long as 
our school system maintains 
its reputation for excellence, 
parents will be attracted to 
purchase homes in Newton. 
This will increase the demand 
for houses and maintain 
property values.” 

Although no community can 
be expected to be enthusiastic 
about the closing of its school, 
there may be a need for school 
consolidation due to declining 
enrollment, he said. 

Buck feels that the School 
Committee should establish 
policy guidelines and 
procedures for the closing of 
schools. 

Buck's interest in the School 
Committee extends beyond his 
own personal experience. He 
has eight brothers and sisters, 
seven of them in the Newton 
schools and one pre-schooler. 
He would like to insure that the 
children of Newton will con¬ 
tinue to receive quality 
education, he said. 

The most important change, 
he said, is attitude.

"We have to remember that 
Newton was intended to be a 
suburban community. This is 
why we have no one large 
metropolitan center and very 
few tall buildings. 

"The school system is an 


integral part of this community 
and should not be separated. 
The School Committee should 
be responsive to the com¬ 
munity and serve as a liason 
between it and the faculty and 
administration,” he said. 


Barkin to appeal 
ouster from state job 


Alan Barkin, Ward 8 
alderman from 1965-75, was 
fired from his job as director of 
the state Milk Control Com¬ 
mission last week by the three- 
man commission. 

Barkin has vowed to appeal 
the discharge on the basis of 
veterans’ tenure and Civil 
Sendee regulations, but by the 
time the appeal is heard the 
Milk Control Commission may 
be out of existence. 

Barkin was convicted in 1975 
of two instances of failure to 
file federal income tax returns. 
He was fined and put on 
probation. 

Barkin's right to practice 
law was suspended in April for 
six months as a result of his 
conviction. 


The Milk Control Com¬ 
mission has been trying for 
almost two years to remove 
Barkin from his job, which 
pays $18,533 a year. 

The Senate Ways and Means 
Committee moved to cut the 
entire Milk Control Com¬ 
mission budget from the state 
budget as the only way to 
abolish the commission, which 
is regarded as an anachronism 
by Gov. Michael Dukakis, who 
has tried before to abolish it. 

The commission's function is 
principally to regulate and 
stabilize the cost of milk. 
Critics have claimed that it 
keeps the cost higher than if 
there were unregulated price 
competition.

Sixteen streets in Newton, 
designated a year ago by the 
C’i nservation Commission as 
"scenic roads,” will be 
discussed at a public hearing 
before the City Planning 
Committee on June 27. 

The scenic roads 
designation, which must be 
ad pled by the Board of 
Aldermen, takes advantage of 
a state law allowing 
municipalities essentially to 
preserve worthy natural and 
manmade features of certain 
streets and roads. 

Prohibited on scenic roads 
are cutting of trees, removal of 
stone walls, widening, and the 
like. . 

There are exceptions for 
removal of dangerous trees 
and for street reconstruction. 

The streets designated by the 
Conservation Commission are, 
in Lower Falls and Auburn- 
dale, Woodland Road, 
Washington to Central Street; 
Hancock Street, Grove to 
Central Street; Grove Street, 
Deforest Road to Auburn 
Street and Washington Street 
to Deforest Road; and Concord 
Street. Washington Street to 
the Weston line. 


In West Newton the streets 
are Fuller Street, Chestnut to 
Commonwealth Avenue; 
Valentine Street, Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue to Highland 
Street; and Highland Street, 
Valentine to Hunter Street. 

In Waban, Waban Avenue' 
Beacon Street to East 
tjuinobequin Road; Upper 
Falls, Chestnut Street, 
Boylston to Elliot Street; and 
Newton Highlands, Lake 
Avenue, Walnut to Rogers 
Street, and Centre Street 
Woodeliff Road, to Elinor Road 
would be scenic roads. 
Chestnut Street north of 
Boylston Street is now the 
city’s only designated scenic 
road. 

In Newton Centrethe streets 
would be I-ake Avenue, Rogers 
Street to Beacon Street; 
Sumner Street, Willow Street 
lo Commonwealth Avenue; 
Hobart Road, Commonwealth 
Avenue to Beacon Street; and 
Dudley Road, Brookline to 
Boylston Street. 

Other streets are Mill Street, 
Walnut to Centre Street, and 
Hammond Street, Ward Street 
lo Long wood Road.

State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affiars, wants to toughen the 
law concerning abused, 
maltreated and neglected 
children. 

He is supporting a bill which 
would impose a fine of up to 
$1000 on any person required 
by law to report cases of child 
abuse or neglect who fails to do 
so. 

"In the child abuse area, 
inaction is tantamount to ac¬ 
tion,” Mofenson said. "Not 
reporting instances of abuse 
only serves to compound an 
already serious problem." 

When he served on the 
Judiciary Committee, 
Mofenson was a sponsor of the 
state’s 1973 comprehensive 
child abuse legislation. 


Newton Centre 
design plans 
to be aired 

The Urban Design Team of 
the Newton Department of 
Planning and Development 
will sponsor a meeting at 6 
p.m. on Tuesday, June 21, at 
the Sacred Heart School Hall, 
83 Crescent Ave., Newton 
Centre. 

The purpose of the meeting is 
to bring together Newton 
Centre residents, businessmen, 
and landlords to discuss the 
conceptual plans developed by 
the Design Team as part of its 
study of the Newton Centre 
Village area. Refreshments 
will be served. 


Under the current law, any 
physician, medical intern, 
dentist, nurse, school teacher, 
educational administrator, 
guidance or family counselor, 
probation officer, social 
worker or policeman who in his 
or her professional capacity 
“shall have reasonable cause 
to believe” that a child under 
the age of 18 is suffering 
serious physical or emotional 
injury resulting from abuse or 
neglect shall immediately 
report such condition to the 
Department of Public Welfare. 

Mofenson explained that in 
addition to those persons 
required to make a report, any 
other person may make such a 
report if that person has 
reasonable cause to believe 
that a child is suffering from or 
has died as the result of abuse 
or neglect. No person making a 
report shall be liable in any 
civil or criminal action for 
making such a report, if it was 
made in good faith, he said. 

The name and all other 
identifying information 
relating to any child, his 
parents or guardian, must be 
removed from reports within 
90 days after the department 
determines that the allegations 
of injury cannot be sub¬ 
stantiated. 

According to an opinion of 
the attorney general, the law 
“encourages the reporting of 
all instances of child abuse 
without limitation and without 
regard to the seriousness of the 
injury." 

As Mofenson said: "The 
attorney general’s opinion 
makes clear that the law is 
designed to protect children 
from the emotional harm of 


threatened injury as well as 
from the physical harm of 
actual injury," 

The intent of the law is to 
assure the protection of every

the housing needs of the elderly, group 
style, while maintaining "the integrity of 
the neighborhoods.” 

Equipment 

"One of the most glaring problems in 
Newton is the age and condition and 
maintenance of operational equipment in 
the public works area," Bullwinkle 
stated. "The city has reached the point- 
of-no-return on its rolling stock." . 

"While replacement costs over the last 
few years became non-existent, maint- 
nenance, operational and safety charges 
sky-rocketeed," he charged. 

"These are some of the reasons why 
snow removal, street and sidewalk repair 
and street cleaning itself have suffered 
badly.” 

"The non-existence of mid¬ 
management levels shows when three- 
man crews are assigned to one-man job." 

By mid-management levels, Bullwinkle 
said he meant changing from a system of 
having a "working foreman" as a 
member of a crew to a system where the 
foreman was in charge of a group of men, 
familiar with their talents, and could 
assign them as needed to work that has to 
be done in suitable numbers. 

“We could use less people and could 
pay men more for a better job with better 
gear and better training," he said, adding 
city workers should be trained in a 
variety of jobs. 


These training programs would be 
coupled with an initial inventory of 
equipment, an assessment of equipment 
needs, and establishment of a preven¬ 
tative maintenance program. 

"Management goals and training are 
essential for higher labor productivity 
and effectivity, which results in lower 
costs and taxes, “ he said. 

Planning 

"We see many multi-colored, slick 
brochures on what Newton can or might 
be issued by the Planning Department. 

"My perception is that most Newton 
citizens want a well-run city with a quiet 
community atmosphere and want 
generally to be left alone. 

"I believe that it is time somebody 
spoke up for the ideals and about the 
frustrations that beset Newton's working 
people and others in need of municipal 
services'" he said. 

Bullwinkle is married to the former

Two tenants have been relocated from 
their apartment in Iodice's 2300 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. apartment complex. The 
three remaining families may be moved 
into the Grove Street apartments in 
September or may be relocated in¬ 
dependent of Iodice. 

Neighbors again attended the Land Use 
Committee, as they have many times, to 
oppose certain aspects of the Iodice 
proposals. 

Residents behind the Iodice land at 
Woodbine Street and Commonwealth 
Avenue wanted reduction of at least one 
unit from that site to make sure that the 
slope between their houses and the Iodice 
site would not be damaged. 


Iodice's lawyer, Saul Feldman, said 20 
units was the fewest that can be built. 
Originally Iodice had petitioned for 25 
townhouses there. 

The three-building complex on the 
south side of Commonwealth Avenue will 
contain 56 units, 16 units less than Iodice 
-first proposed. 

Neighbors are still objecting to the 
exterior appearance of the buildings on 
both sides of the avenue. Some changes 
were made by architect Fred Lenox in 
the townhouse exteriors, but 'Land Use 
Committee Chairman Eliot Cohen 
suggested that neighbors and Lennox 
meet this week to discuss possible 
changes. 

Committee votes were 5-0 on the south 


side apartment buildings and 4-1 on the 
north side townhouses. Present were Aid. 
Cohen, James Miller, Ethel Sheehan, and 
Matthew Jefferson, and Thomas Con- 
cannon. Miller cast the dissenting vote. 

The Land Use Committee recom¬ 
mendation goes to the Board June 20. 

The committee also voted 4-1, again 
with Miller opposed, to allow Donato 
Capasso to build a 20-unit apartment 
building at 199 Lexington St., Auburn- 
dale, after minor changes were made to 
the site plan, including elimination of the 
driveway and a connection of the new 
parking area to the driveway of 
Capasso's adjoining apartment building. 

The Capasso development also is up for 
a Board vote June 20.

educational philosophy of ihe present 
Weeks and Meadowbrook schools be 
continued in the combined schools. 

This has been a topic of concern during 
much of the discussion about declining 
enrollment and school closings. 

The Ad Hoc Committee to Review 
School Organization was set up when the 
School Committee took up the enrollment 
subcommittee report on Jan. 12, 

The 13-membcr committee composed 
of teachers, principals, guidance coun¬ 
selors, administrators, and a PTA 
representative, unanimously supported 
the concept of a four-year high school. 


The advantages were seen as more time 
to work with and know students, and 
more specialized facilities for ninth 
graders. 

Minor negative factors suggested by 
two persons were possible greater 
anonymity among students and 
proportionally fewer students in in¬ 
terscholastic sports. 

The superintendent wrote for the 
committee that there was "general 
support" for the 6-8 middle school con¬ 
cept. Advantages would be maximum use 
ofspecialized facilities, a more advanced 
program for some students, and greater 
diversity of program for all students. 

All committee members rejected the 
possible organization of K-8 elementary 
schools. 


The main reason for the rejection was 
the extra cost needed for adding art and 
industrial art programs. 

Principal Fdward Martin of Day Junior 
High School was one of two members that 
objected to four years of different 
organization for the north and south sides 
of the city. 

Principal Martin wrote a minority 
report in which he said the early shift on 
the south side would create problems for 
the curriculum in grades 6 and 9 which 
would be in control of different personnel 
than the north side. 

"The shift would change the outlook of 
students involved, alter lines of 
responsibility for the program, and I 
believe result in a different program . . . 
on the two sides of the city'" Martin said.

from 5000 to 3600, but the MFT says it is 
about 5500. 

NFT President Sheila Enright 
discredited the NTA for its use of "scare 
tactics, innuendo, and half truths" in the 
flyer, adding that the group won't talk 
about the weak points in the contract. 

Cochran said the NFT was "using a 
shotgun approach to issues," searching 
for one that will capture votes. 


Cochran also said, “In almost every 
piece of literature they have distributed 
(here has been, a direct attack, almost a 
personal attack." 

Speaking from a phone in the NTA's 
special election office at 292 Centre St., 
Newton Corner, Cochran agreed that the 
current contract is not perfect, but said 
“it is not weak." 

The NTA has distributed a flyer that 
claims that Newton teacher salaries rank 
among the top 10 in the state, and has 
improved Newton's position in the past 
year. 

NFT President Enright didn't dispute 
those figures, but pointed out that Newton 


was absolutely number one in the state in 
1967 before collective bargaining began. 

The election Tuesday and Wednesday 
will be at American legion Post No. 440, 
California Street, Nonantum. from 2 to 8 
p.m. each day. 

Cochran said if the NTA gets the vote 
out he is sure it will win, hopefully by "a 
couple hundred votes." 

Enright said, "I think we have a good 
chance to win,” but added she expects it 
to be close. 

It will take only one vote over a 
majority to win.

would like to see the policy changed but 
still ensure that every student is treated 
the same. 

This could possibly include giving first 
preference to students recommended by 
faculty at an elementary school, or giving 
first preference to students who live 
closest to the out-of-district school, or 


giving first preference to students whose 
siblings attend the school. 

Meadowbrook is the first school that 
has not been able to accommodate all of 
the out-of-district requests for a school 
since the open enrollment policy was 
instituted five years ago. 

Conceivably any elementary, junior 
high, or senior high school could not meet 
all the requests since open enrollment is 
limited to the space and teaching staff the 
receiving school has for coming year. No 


additional teachers will be added for out- 
of-district transfers under the current 
policy. 

The policy as amended last month calls 
for all parents of sixth graders to be 
notified by Sept. 30 of each year that 
transfer requests for the next school year 
will be accepted from Oct. 30 to April 1. 

At Monday’s meeting the superin¬ 
tendent also said the district boundaries 
and feeder districts have been clarified 
and copies have been sent to principals.

Frank Brennan of Ramsey, 
N.J., who taught Billie Jean 
King for 15 years, says the 
earlier youngsters start the 
better. His youngest pupils are 
6 years old. 

Brennan says the most 
Important factor in teaching 
tennis to a child is patience — 
on the part of the parent. 

"A lot of people don’t have, 
enough confidence with their 
kids," he said. "Especially 
tennis-playing mothers and 
fathers. They take them out 
and hit some balls to them, and 
they both get discouraged if the 
kid can’t hit them back. It just 
takes patience, because it's 
easy once a kid gets the 
knack." 

Brennan speaks with more [ 
than the experience of 39 years 
as a tennis pro. He has 10 
children himself, all tennis 
players. 

Brennan, who is 62 years old, 
said in an interview that 
youngsters are starting to play 
earlier now than ever before. 
He didn’t begin until he was 12. 
He turned pro at 23 after 
winning the New Jersey singles 
title. 

"Chris Evert started when I 
she was three or four, and Dick 
Stockton started when he could 
barely walk," he said. "It used 
to be that people thought young 
kids couldn’t do it. If they 
missed the ball, the kids lost 
interest, and the parents said 
they weren’t coordinated, they 
were too young. But all normal ] 
kids can coordinate.” 

Brennan’s method is to start I 
throwing, not hitting, balls to | 
gel youngsters to swing the 
racket in strong, level strokes, 
hitting with the arm and not the 
wrist. 

"You have to be patient and 
almost hit the racket for them 
at first," he said. 

The atmosphere of the lesson 
also is important. 

"Kids who are starting at the 
age of 5 or 6 don’t have a good 
attention span," he said. "They 
can’t last a half hour unless you 
cajole them, louse around with 
them." 

Youngsters also don't have 
their elders' endurance, espe¬ 
cially if they are out in the sun 
too long. 

If a youngster can hit thrown 
balls, Brennan advises 
teaching the forehand and the 
backhand strokes on the same 
day "before they get scared of 
the backhand.” He usually 
waits for the third or fourth 
time out to teach the serve 
because "it's too boring." 

Brennan's youngest pupils 
are in a series of clinics in New 
Jersey. He also operates a 
tennis camp for 8-year-olds and 
up at Mercersburg Academy in 
Pennsylvania. His two oldest 
sons operate their own tennis 
camps for youngsters at the 
Peddie School in Hightstown, 
N.J., and the Hill School in 
Pottstown, Pa. 

i Brennan would rather get a 
child before he has ever played 
tennis because he hasn't 
acquired any bad habits. 

•if a kid comes into camp 
without ever having played, we 
can make such progress it's 
unbelievable," he says. "But a 
kid who’s been playing for two 
years the wrong way may have 
a tough time changing to the 
right way. You have to prove 
that you’re right and he’s 
wrong." 

Brennan enjoys teaching 
youngsters because, unlike 
adults who are self-conscious, 
kids are uninhibited during 
their first feeble efforts. 

"A kid doesn't care what he 
looks like," Brennan says. "He 
scrambles for every shot. 
That's the kid I want."

When yuu are raising a large family, 
nany mothers are faced with the 
lilemma of cooking foods which will 
ippeal to everyone. When you hit upon 
-•ertain dishes, which are not only popular 
with your children, but they ask you to 
liake them for their friends, then you 
<now vou hit a winner. 

Kay Sheehan of Westwood has come up 
with four such winners which she is 
sharing with Transcript readers this 
week. Mrs. Sheehan has six children, 
three boys and three girls, and two 
grandchildren. Here are some of the 
recipes for dishes they particularly en¬ 
joy: 


LASAGNA 

1 tsp. salad oil 
1 lb. hamburger 

onion salt (sprinkled as salt and pepper) 

Dash of pepper 

1 clove garlic 

Two Italian pork sausages 

1 large can of toniatoe puree 

1 small can of tomatoe paste 

1 lb. ricotta cheese (Dragone) 

3 eggs 

1 tablespoon sugar 
parsley 

Grated cheese, Komauo-btock 


Brown garlic in oil first and add 
hamburger. Brown meat. Prick sausage 
and brown, leaving whole. Mix tomatoe 
puree and paste and simmer about two 
hours. Mix Ricotta cheese and three eggs, 
sugar, parsley, and cheese. Alternate 
layers. Place foil over top, after 
ingredients cool down, and before baking.

Defenders

DEDHAM — According to the myth, the public 
defender is no match for a high-priced lawyer. 

According to the myth, it is the citizen who hires 
a private attorney — not the indigent defendant 
with his court-appointed counsel — who is most 
ably represented at the bar. 

Public defenders Bruce Bono, William Leahy 
and Paul Kenney destroy that myth. Members of 
the Massachusetts Defenders Committee ("Mass 
Defenders”), a state and federally funded public 
defenders system' Bono, Leahy and Kenney have 
so far represented close to 300 men and women 
charged with a myriad of felonies in Norfolk 
County — ranging from drug-dealing to attempted 
murder. 

Since their appointment to the Norfolk Superior 
Courthouse in Dedham last September, the trio 
have earned an impressive reputation as dedicated 
and capable attorneys. 

"They’re agressive, well-trained and well- 
supervised, concedes Norfolk Asst. Dist. Atty. 
Robert Banks, a former public defender and a 
frequent courtroom adversary. "They represent 
their clients on a skilled professional level." 

"The quality of their representation is ex¬ 
ceptionally good," adds Norfolk Asst. Dist. Atty. 
Charles Hely, also an adversary. "They compare 
very favorably with the highest paid and best 
qualified members of the bar." 

Because they are trained specialists in criminal 
law, they can accomplish in a short period of time 
what another attorney might take twice as long to 
do, Hely says. 

The job is demanding, the three admit, but 
working in Norfolk County makes the day-to-day 
grind rewarding and pleasurable. The county 
judicial system is among the best in the state, they 
say. 

“1 may be the only person I know who looks 
forward to going to work every day,” says Bono, 
30, formerly of Wobum, now of Brookline, a public 
defender since 1972. Bono likes the "strong sense of 
community within the courthouse;” the emphasis 
on trial work; "the fact I don't have to hassle with 
fees—which I would if I were in private practice; ” 
the personal satisfaction from "doing what the job 
demands;” and "the incredible high you get from 
having a jury stand up and say, ‘Not Guilty.’" 

"I like the responsibility of being the Number 
One Adversary for an individual who’s in trouble,” 
adds Leahy, 30, formerly of Dorchester, now of 
Brookline. "I like having the responsibility on my 
shoulders." 

Criminal law, he says, gives him "the op¬ 
portunity to deal with varying personalities — 
defendants, probation officials, d.a.'s clerks 
judges,a whole range of people.” 

For Kenney, 28, formerly of Boston, now of 
Weymouth, it is the challenge of trial law which 
most intrigues him; "the sometimes very esoteric 
aspects;" the spectacle of the law ("Where else is 
there pageantry in America — except in law and 
sports?"); and the ability to "use everything in 
your arsenal to defend your client to the best of 
your ability,” because "that's what it's all about." 

But unlike the myth, the trio agree, the Norfolk 
Superior Court public defenders try only a small

percentage of their cases. Most of their clients 
usually plead guilty, and most of their time — as 
court-appointed attorneys — is spent in "pretrial" 
arrangements (arraignments, judicial con¬ 
ferences, pleabargaining, etc.) or in "disposition" 
(persuading a judge — after a plea — to move 
towards rehabilitation, rather than retribution, 
against a defendant). 

"I like to see myself — a lot of the times — as 
trying to present the better side of someone who 
has done something wrong and is going to be 
punished for it," says Leahy. "I believe that 
clearly there's a better side to everyone, but people 
may not be disposed to believe it when someone is 
charged with a serious crime." 

The reason? Television, in part, Leahy suggests. 

"TV is a terrible influence on society's attitudes 
toward crime,” Leahy contends. “The portrayals 
are so implistic. The type of client I normally 
represent is not a professional, hardened heartless 
type of individual. Usually, it’s a scared kid, in 
trouble, perhaps for the first time. Ninety-Five per 
cent of the time, it’s somebody who got drunk, 
somebody on drugs, somebody who got into a fight 
with his girlfriend, somebody who got kicked out of 
the house. Somebody who goes out and does 
something impulsively. On television, crimes are 
committed by a different type of person: a together 
individual who first plans a crime, then carries it 
out." 

If, however, a trial is necessary, ("And it’s 
usually only under special circumstances,” Leahy 
says.) the three are ready for a fight. 

"The cast of characters is critically important in 
every case," adds Bono, the senior member of the 
local defenders’ unit. "Who the cops are, who the 
judge is, the assistant district attorney, the 
probation officials, the jury — if there is one — and 
so on." 

A trial ultimately rises or falls on the evidence, 
Bono says, but in a close case, "where the evidence 
is not overwhelming, where the case is really going 
to turn on ‘reasonable doubt,'" the role of the 
defense attorney reaches the fore. 

Curiously, Bono observes, the question of a 
client's guilt or innocence rarely enters the 
discussion in pretrial conferences with other 
defense attorneys. 

Even if the defendant is guilty? 


"Everyone who goes to trial is presumed to be 
innocent,” Bono replies. "If a lawyer substitutes 
his judgment for that of a jury, then that's an in¬ 
fringement on the jury system. Your job (as an 
attorney) is to do everything in your power to 
represent your client's rights — as if you believed 
him to be innocent." 

"Preparation is 99 percent of the work,” adds 
Kenney, a public defender since his graduation 
from Boston University two and a half years ago 
and a former intern with the Norfolk County 
district attorney's office. 

The prosecution starts with everything, Kenney 
argues. “They know the time, manner and place of 
the crime they have the list of witnesses, the police 
reports. You start with nothing, and from there, 
it’s an uphill struggle. You play catch-up." 

Normally, the trio's cases are discussed 
frequently among themselves over coffee, and in 
formal sessions, once a month. Bit by bit, a defense 
is established, according to Kenney. 

"Once in court,” Kenney says, "I try to use my 
skills to paint a picture — through direct 
testimony, cross examination and final argument 
— of how I feel the facts occurred, based on con¬ 
versations with my client." 

"I try to be very honest and straightforward with 
juries," Kenney says. "I think juries as a whole are 
very responsible." 

Kenney shares his companions' credo: the job of 
an attorney is to represent a client, innocent or 
guilty, to the best of his ability. 

"I don’t judge anybody, man," Kenney says. 
"Let juries judge." 

Superior Court Justice Thomas E. Dwyer, who 
presides frequently in Dedham, calls the Mass 
Defenders, the 100-member state defenders system 
which employs the trio, “the vital link” in the 
criminal justice system between the defendant and 
the courts. 

“Because 80 to 90 per cent of the defendants are 
represented by them," Judge Dwyer notes, “they 
hold the key to the expeditious handling of cases. 
The Constitution says... a man shall have a lawyer 
at every stage of the (criminal) proceeding. 

"The Commonwealth is represented by high- 
priced counsel," Judge Dwyer reasons. For that 
reason, a public defender system, specializing in 
criminal law. is also necessary — "to balance the 
scales."

contribution in the field of 
human relations and in 1966 the 
Ernest 0. Melby Award of the 
School of Education Alumni 
Association, New York 
University, for distinguished 
services in the field of human 
relations. 

She served on the Council to 
the White House Conference 
1966) "To Fulfill These 
Rights," participated in a 12- 
day Study Mission to Israel by 
the American Jewish Com¬ 
mittee Institute on Human 
Relations, and went to Oxford, 
England, as a member of the 
Anglo-American conference on 
Problems of Minority 
Integration held by the Kit- 
chley Foundation. 

She, along with the then Vice 
President Hubert H. Hum¬ 
phrey ( 1965), received the John

The issue is forced retirement 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Every day 5,000 Americans 
reach the age of 65. 

For many of them, that 
means entering retirement — 
often compulsory retirement 
regardless of whether they are 
able and want to keep working. 

"Until it happens to one it is 
impossible to realize what 
forced retirement means,” a 
Rochester, N.Y., teacher wrote 
Rep. Paul Findley, R-Ill. 

"It means being cast on the 
dust heap. To be non¬ 
productive is the worst 
catastrophe that can befall 
one, short of ill health." 

An Illinois railroad man, 
forced to retire on his 65th 
birthday, wrote Findley: "I am 
now going crazy just sitting 
around and waiting to take my 
last breath. I was nowhere 
near ready to retire and was in 
good health. 1 missed three 
days work in nine years.” 

A Pennsylvania retiree 
wrote: "To be told that 
because you have reached 
fatal 65’ you are ready for the 
glue factory is a disaster." 

These letters are part of a 
growing protest around the 
country against the 
widespread practice ol 
requiring people to retire at a 
fixed age, usually 65. 

The issue is being debated ir 
Congress, in the courts and ir 
local governments, The busi¬ 
ness world is divided on it, am 
so are unions. 

11 is the foremost issue in i 
broad rethinking by American.* 
of the place of the elderly ir 
society, involving their finan 
cialsecurity, their contributior 
to the nation, attitudes o 
younger Americans towarc 
them and their own attitude.* 
toward themselves. 

This rethinking is driver 
partly by major changes in thi 
make-up of the population. 

In 1900, only one out of everj 
25 Americans was 65 or older 
In 1975 one out of 10 hat 
reached that age. Within th< 
next 50 years it may be one ou 
of six. 

There are now more than 21 
million Americans who havt 
turned 65. 

Because the birth rate ha: 
fallen and because people livt 
longer and retire earlier thai 
they used to, the working 
population must support mori 
and more retired peopli 
through the Social Security ant 
private pension systems. 


In 1955 there was one retire* 
for every seven workers; it 
1960 one for every foui 
workers; in 1974 one for ever) 
three. Shortly after the yeai 
2000 there may be one persor 
drawing Social Security bene 
fits for every two working. 

This trend is causing a lonf 
term deficit in the Soda 
Security system and make; 
private pension systems morr 
expensive. 

John B. Martin, former U.S 
commissioner on aging, nov 
legislative consultant to thi 
American Association o 
Retired Persons, says tha 
eventually the country "ma; 
reach a point where worker 
are unwilling to contribute thi 
amounts needed to support thi 
retired population.” 

For most people retiremen 
means a cut in income. Thi 
Senate Special Committee oi 
Aging says people 65 and uj 
who live alone or with non 
relatives have half the incomi 
of younger individuals in thi 
same situation. 

In 1975, according to thi 
committee, some 3.3 millior 
persons 65 and over, or a sixth 
of the elderly population, live! 
in households with incom* 
below the official poverty line 

As the letters received bj 
Findley show, forced retire 
ment can be a severe shock to £ 
person’s sense of self worth 
The American Medica 
Association says it can lead ti 
physical and emotional illnes.* 
and premature death. 

No one is sure just how 
widespread mandatory retire 
ment is in America. 

A nationwide Louis Harris 
poll, conducted in 1974 for the 
National Council on the Aging 
found that more than a third ol 
those sampled who were ovei 
65 and retired said they hac 
been forced to retire. 

Among people still working 
who were covered by a pensior 
plan, three fifths said the plar. 
contained a fixed retiremenl 
age. 

There are signs of change. 

— Fifty-eight per cent ot 
residents of Los Angeles voted 
in a referendum April 5 to 
abolish compulsory retirement 
ages ranging from 65 to 70 for 
public employes and allow 
them to keep working if they 
can pass an annual physical. 

— Mayor Wes Uhlman of 
Seattle issued an executive 


order May 9 abolishing com¬ 
pulsory retirement at 65 for 
city employes except police 
and firemen. 

— Several bills to ban 
mandatory retirement in one 
way or another in business and 
in federal, state and local 
governments are pending in 
Congress. 

One bill, by Findley, would 
seek to do this by expanding 
the existing Age 
Discrimination in Employment 
Act to cover persons 65 and 
over. 

This law now bans age 
discrimination in the hiring 
and firing of persons between 
the ages of 40 and 65. The latest 
version of Findley’s bill also 
would close a loophole allowing 
mandatory retirement as part 
of a bona fide pension plan. 

Findley has proposed 
roughly the same bill since 
1974. This year he has 115 


cosponsors. He feels he is 
making progress in that the 
proposal is beginning to be 
seriously considered. 

Findley believes the proposal 
could add $10 billion to the 
gross national product through 
work done by the elderly. 

"We’d tend more and more 
to regard people on their own 
merits without respect to 
chronological age,” he said. 
"We would have a much busier 
and happier population. 
There'd be less idleness. 
Pension funds would probably 
be In a better position, in¬ 
cluding the Social Security 
fund. 

"We would have greater 
productivity per capita. We 
would have more taxpayers. 
Our economy would be in 
better shape. Our federal 
budget would be in better 
shape." 

Findley is a patient man. “I 


feel sure that I'll live to see this 
happen," he said, but added: 
"I will be pleasantly surprised 
if it becomes law this year.” 

Jack Ossofsky, executive 
director of the National Council 
on the Aging, a group financed 
largely through government 
grants, says mandatory retire¬ 
ment and other discrimination 
against the elderly will be the 
civil rights issue of the 1980s. 

The council sees in society 
stereotype attitudes about the 
elderly not unlike those that 
have been directed at other 
minorities. 

"We perceive old people as 
essentially sedentary, not very 
creative, physically inert, 
sexually finished, not very 
capable of learning new skills 
or being flexible in their 
ideas," he said. "That is an 
absolute libel against the older 
population." 


Ossofsky h ! ts the ceiling 
when performers such as Carol 
Burnett and Tim Conway spoof 
old people on television "in a 
stereotype, negative, shuffling 
way they wouldn't dare show 
Step ’n' Fetchit in today." 

"Old people do not shuffle, by 
and large," he said, "unless 
they're ill. Age is not a 
disability, although there are 
some older people with severe 
disabilities." 

Tragically, he said, the 
elderly often have the stereo¬ 
type image of themselves as a 
group. 

In the Harris poll, 25 per cent 
of men over 65 who were not 
working gave as their reason 
simply that they were "too 
old.” 

Only 18 per cent said the 
reason was that there was no 
work available. Only 5 per cent 
cited the fact they would get 


less in Social Security if they 
worked. Some 58 per cent cited 
poor health. 

Arthur Flemming, the pre¬ 
sent U.S. commissioner on 
aging, says mandatory retire¬ 
ment is in "direct conflict with 
the Judeo-Christian concept of 
the dignity and worth of each 
human being." 

He speaks of "ageism" as a 
close kin to "racism.” 

Some large companies argue 
that a fixed retirement age 
makes room for younger 
employes to rise to responsible 
positions, that it avoids painful 
personnel decisions as to who 
must go and who can stay and 
that it allows both 
management and employes to 
plan ahead. 

Other firms have flexible 
retirement systems or are 
experimenting with them. In 
Norwalk, Conn., a unit of the 


Burpee Seed subsidiary of 
General Foods primarily hires 
retired people to do simple 
assembly operations. The 
oldest Is 85 and the youngest 56. 

The AFL-CIO opposes retire¬ 
ment at a fixed age when it is 
unilaterally imposed by man¬ 
agement although its public 
statements imply it is a 
legitimate goal for unions to 
seek in collective bargaining. 
But some individual unions, 
including the steelworkers, 
have come out against a fixed 
retirement age. 

Many opponents of com¬ 
pulsory retirement argue that 
it is not a proper subject for 
collective bargaining. 

"You can’t bargain for racial 
discrimination or religious dis¬ 
crimination or sex discrimina¬ 
tion." Martin said. "So you 
shouldn't be able to bargain 
away the right to a Job on the 
basis of age discrimination."

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Retirees' problems: 

'caged in paradise' 


MIAMI (UPI) — "Welcome 
lo the best third of your life," 
says the sales pitch to the new 
retiree. 

“I hope he has planned for 
it," says Florida’s Eliot J. 
Winograd, one of the few state 
directors of retirement plan¬ 
ning. 

The energetic, parttime 
rabbi — "that’s my weekend 
work" — spent 18 months in¬ 
terviewing thousands of 
retirees about their problems. 
He has the problems pegged in 
10 "classical" composite case 
histories, each typifying more 
than 100 similar experiences. 
They fall into five major 
categories and the root 
problem, Winograd says, is 
lack of adequate planning for 
retirement. 

“Funny, a couple will spend 
weeks planning for a two-day 
weekend, but we find that few 
of them have spent much time 
planning what can be one-third 
of their lives,” he said. 

Money is the no. 1 problem, 
right? asks the 40-year-old. 

"Nope, it’s no. 3,” replies 
Winograd. 

His ranking of the five major 
problems of retirement are: 1. 
The psychological and 
emotional impact; 2. Health; 3. 
Finances; 4. Housing; 5. 
Consumer protection 
. "retirees are more gullible”). 

Classical case no. 1: Bill, 
with a tidy sum saved and 
plump pension was going to 
••live happily ever after, going 
fishing every’ day." He tired of 
fishing in three weeks and 
found he had nothing to do and 


all day to do it in. The "9-to-5 
syndrome." 

Next, Rosalie, filing for 
divorce after 29 years of happy 
marriage. Husband Henry had 
found nothing to do in one year 
of retirement and "is driving 
me crazy — telling me how to 
cook, how to keep house, dam 
his socks." 

Steve is another classic. He 
was at the point of suicide. 
People no longer called him 
"Captain." He couldn't give 
orders any more. That "silver 
chicken" he once wore had 
been hard-won during his 30 
years in the Navy and he 
couldn't forget it. 

"The military retirees are 
among our biggest problems," 
Winograd said. "Most service 
organizations offer very poor 
or no planning for retirement. 
They call them in, ask them if 
they have any problems then 
dismiss them with a few 
pamphlets on finances. 

"Unfortunately, that’s the 
way it is in most corporations, 
too." 

Note the classical case of 
Norman, who felt "great — 
never sick a day in my life" — 
when he took early retirement 
at 61. Refused to see a doctor. 
Died at 65 of a slow-growing 
cancer which could have been 
cured. 

Winograd presented some 
startling health statistics: 

The average 65-year-old is 
sick five weeks each year with 
two of those weeks spent in bed 
with help needed from a second 
person. One out of six will be 
hospitalized at least two weeks 
a year. 



Fast food gain led by 
seafood and specialties 


NEW YUKK lUPI) - Fast 
food operators offering such 
specialties as seafood, pizza 
and pancakes are increasingly 
popular with Americans eating 
on the run, says Standard and 
Poor’s Corp. 

Fast food franchise sales 
grew by almost 13 per cent last 
year, a company survey 
showed, but the seafood seg¬ 
ment showed a sales gain of 
more than 47 per cent. 

Outlets specializing in sand¬ 


wiches, pizza, pancakes and 
Mexican food also outgained 
the industry as a whole. Their 
sales increases ran between 17 
and 19 per cent. 

Standard and Poor's said the 
number of fast food operations 
should lop 50,000 this year and 
show a 13-15 per cent sales 
gam. 

The biggest fast food seller 
remains the tiamburger, fol¬ 
lowed by steak and chicken, it 
said

Breakfasts feature juice, 
cereal and either eggs, French 
toast, or pancakes. 

Work on the menu and 
feeding arrangements began 
more than a year ago, ac¬ 
cording to Hutton, when a 
commissary support com¬ 
mittee began developing a 
style of menu that would be 
acceptable to all concerned. 

What developed was a menu 
which, in addition to just over a 
ton of frankfurters and 247,040 
quarts of milk, called for 40,880 
pounds of chicken, and 34,740 
pounds of cold cuts. There will 
be 26,250 bananas, 16,020 fresh 
carrots, 12,492 pounds of 
tomatOes, 26,872 oranges, and 
13, 152 hearts of celery. 

From the dairy counter will 
come 14,340 pounds of butter, 
13,160 pounds of cheese, 78,960 
cups of ice cream, and 77,886 
quarts of grape, lemon, and 
orangeade. 

Hutton siad that ap¬ 
proximately 150 firms will bid 
on 92 nonperishable items 
representing approximately 
30,000 cases of canned goods. 
And to keep dish-washing down 
to acceptable levels Scouts will 
dine on 816,000 five com¬ 
partment foam trays, wipe 
mouths with 810,000 napkins, 
use 3,153,000 plastic knives, 
forks, and spoons, and drink 
from 836,050 hot-cold cups and 
another 275,000 juice cups. 

Meals will be easy to 
prepare.

can't tell the story as vividly as 
'.he museum-village. 

"We just tell the kids 'this is 
the way it was.’ They can form 
their own opinion. Some like it, 
some don't." 

The program brings about 12 
children a day to the museum- 
village each May. When 
demand exists, it begins in 
April instead. 

“We tell them to ignore the 
outside world," said Reibel's 
wife, Patricia, curator of 
education. 

They learn how people got 
food, clothing and shelter, the 
basic requirements of life, in 
the 1830s, Mrs. Reibel said. 

In 1830, children were con¬ 
sidered ready to earn their 
living by the age of 12. So the 
live-in boys begin their first 
day as cabinet shop ap¬ 
prentices, and the girls learn 
household skills. 

The boys make candle 
holders, using only a few hand 
tools. They gather wood, make 
fires and fetch water. They 
make cider, traditionally a 
man's job. 

The girls clean the cabin, do 
laundry, learn to bake and 
prepare meals.

The bread oven has no 
thermostat, so foods that need 
the most cooking go in first, 
when the oven is hottest. As it 
gradually cools, other foods 
arc added. 

"You get a half raw meal, 
and you learn to cook pretty 
fast," Reibel said. 

He said the children also 
“become pretty expert” at 
making fires by the end of the 
day. “After a while they sort 
out the hard and soft wood and 
recognize the exact kind of 
coals they want.” 

Both boys and girls are 
taught to weave on a loom. 

The pilot program and an 
informational booklet to be 
shared with other museums 
were funded in 1972 with a 
grant from the National 
Endowment for the 
Humanities. Now that grant 
money has run out, Harmonie 
Associates, the museum- 
village sponsor, charges for 
food and materials. PTAs often 
pay most of the expenses, 
including transportation; 
otherwise, it's up to the 
children and their families. 

Applications from schools 
are chosen on a first come, first 
served basis. Then, fifth grade 
teachers in the selected schools 
have their pupils draw lots. 

Although the children enjoy 
the activities, they are 
exhausted by the end of the 
day, ready to return to the 
1970s. 

“There's no time to play," 
said Audrey Kielbowick of 
Highland Elementary School in 
Ambridge. "You have to do lots 
of work.” 

Old Economy was founded in 
1805 by Harmonists, a group of 
German separatists who 
thought the world was about to 
end and believed they had to 
live the same life on earth as in 
heaven. 

They supported the village 
with a shoe and textile 
business. In the 1830s and 
1840s, they did $1 million worth 
of business with the outside 
world, Mrs. Reibel said. 

The village was maintained 
intact after the celibate organi¬ 
zation dissolved in 1905. Today 
it is administered by the 
Pennsylvania Historical and 
Museum Commission.

Students 
building a farm 


BLUE RIVER, Ore. (UPIl- 
Scurrying around a dusty lot, 
dodging nails and errant water 
hoses, Herm Fitz looks more 
like a building contractor on a 
job site than a science teacher 
conducting a class. 

Fitz is simultaneously teach¬ 
ing 40 high school students 
scientific principles and self- 
sufficiency. 

He and his class are building 
a farm just behind McKenzie 
High School on ground that 
until two years ago was a 
garbage dump. 

Now it has a fence, a garden, 
a few scraggly young trees and 
a rickety looking building. 

"This whole thing started out 
as a way to teach science 
without the students actuary 
knowing that they're being 
taught,” he said. 

His classroom walls are 
covered with what looks like 
the leftovers of garage sales, 
including old clocks, boxes of 
empty beer bottles, newspaper 
clippings and animal skulls. On 
the desk up front, a Sousaphone 
sets between two flowering 
plants. 

Stuffed animals in display 
cases were filled with cotton 
front a sofa the class tore 
apart. 

Even the farm buildings are 
being built with used lumber 
from an abandoned sawmill. 

Fitz is trying to instill 
scientific principles while 
teaching students to raise 
crops, build fences, churn 
butter and slaughter and 
process chickens and goats. 


Each student is responsible 
for finding out how something 
is made or raised and 
presenting his or her findings 
to the class. 

He rounds up supplies and 
helps students understand the 
scientific and practical ap¬ 
plications. 

Of his method. Fitz said. 
"The wrinkles are still there. I 
feel I haven't pushed the kids 
enough. I should make them 
more responsible for the 
scientific principles involved." 

Unlike many other teachers, 
he lias no problems with 
discipline or control in the 
classroom. 

When the farm is finished, 
F ; tz hopes to use it to raise 
cattle, goals and produce to 
illustrate natural processes to 
his students. 

He estimates the cost of the 
project a! $1,400. For that 
money, he said, the class can 
produce "abundant food for a 
family of tour from a half an 
acre."

New England 
horizons

ARLINGTON, Vt. (UPI) - 
With his trim mustache, husk) 
build andSmokey the Bear hat 
Charles Farrell looks like £ 
cross between TV detectivt 
Frank Cannon and the stereo¬ 
type of a beefy southerr 
sheriff. 

And. like them, he enforces 
the law. 

But there the similarity ends 

Farrell, the constable in the 
small southwestern Vermont 
town of Arlington, has 
breathed new life into a jot 
often considered ar 
anachronism in these days ol 
SWAT teams and computers 

He has done it by dispensing 
a brand of "home-growr 
justice” he says has cut the 
juvenile delinquency rate ir 
town at a time when juvenilt 
crime elsewhere in the countr) 
is snaring. 

Three years ago, Farrel. 
tried out a new approach ir 
dealing with young crimina 
"ffenders. 

Instead of ordering them intc 
court to face the stigma of a 
criminal record, he begar 
giving them a chance to work 
off the punishment by perform¬ 
ing community service. 

"We shovel snow, rakt 
leaves, pick up cans and hot 
ties, clean the roads," Farrel 
says. 

"Tl>e kids appreciate it, anc 
the word has gotten arounc 
that if you're caught, you'rt 
going to work." 

When a juvenile is arrested 
Farrell reads him the man¬ 
datory "Miranda Warning” — 
advising him of his right t( 
remain silent and to have ar 
attorney. 

Then, if the crime is not toe 
serious and the youngster 
waives his rights and admits to 
the offense, he signs a con¬ 
fession. 

Farrell then takes the case to 
the offender’s parents and to 
the victim of the crime. 

If all parties agree, the 
juvenile is given the option of 
going to court or submitting to 
the following: 

-Make full restitution. 

I —Apologize to Ore victim. 

-Work on a public works 
project. 

The system lias two-fold 
benefits, Farrell maintains. 

First, he says, it gives a 
young offender a ‘‘second

chance" — an opportunity to 
escape having a criminal 
record. 

And, it assures would-be 
offenders that their 
punishment will be swift and 
sure. 

"The court system hasn’t 
always worked in that regard," 
said Farrell, noting juveniles 
are often stigmatized with 
criminal record, and yet walk 
away without actually being 
punished. 

"I don’t think court does 
anyone any good." 

According to Farrell, the 
program hasn't resulted in a 
single complaint. 

"All the proper procedures 
are followed. Everyone's 
rights are protected." 
Moreover, he says, the parents 
of many of the youngsters he 
has picked up later called to 
thank him. 

He admits the plan would not 
work with seasoned criminals 
but has nearly a 100 per cent 
success rate with first offen¬ 
ders. 

"There’s never been 
anything but good come of 
this," he says. 

"Not only hasn't there been 
an increase (in juvenile 
crime), if anything, it’s con¬ 
tributed to a decrease.” 

Farrell, now 46, was no 
stranger to law enforcement 
when he was elected 1st 
Constable. Before he moved

here 12 years ago, he was a 
police officer in Great Neck, 
Long Island, N.Y. 

Farrell admits his juvenile 
program wouldn't work in 
larger communities with 
established police depart¬ 
ments. 

Its very strength, he says, 
lies in the fact that he knows 
everyone in the community, 
and they know him. 

Farrell says that close 
relationship — coupled with the 


fact that the constable is "the 
only law enforcement officer 
who is elected" — instills 
public confidence and discour¬ 
ages abuse of office. 

"Each year, he (the consta¬ 
ble) has to stand the test of the 
people," he says. 

‘it's still a worthwhile 
position, even though it has 
faded away in other many 
towns along with other 
positions like fence viewer and

Newton Camera Club 
gives photo awards 


Penelope (Lynne Kadish of Newton) is so bewildered by the three strangers who’ve just chased 
each other through her parlor that she doesn't realize one of them has taken the glass of brandy 
she was offering Rev. Arthur Humphrey (Randy Richard) in Philip King's farcical “See How 
They Run," opening the Tufts 33rd summer season Wednesday through Saturday, June 15-17 and 
June 21-25. All performances are at 8:15 p.m. in the Arena Theater on the university campus. 

Six photographers show prints 
at Main Library through June 

■ "Six From Project" is the 
current photography show at 
the Newton Free Library, 414 
Centre St., Newton Corner. The 
show, with works by Dani 
Carpenter, Antonio Mendoza, 

Ron Morris. Francis Olshafski, 

George Simian and Nicole 
Symons. includes 45 
photographs and will be on 
view through June 27. 

The photographers, 
exhibiting different ap¬ 
proaches to their work, have 
put together an original show. 

Simian's straightforward 
black-and-white document¬ 
aries present a contrast to 
Olshafski's photographs that 
evoke a sense of mystery. 

Efforts to relate the concrete 
and the abstract are par¬ 
ticularly successful in 
Olshafski's two photographs of 
women. In one photograph a 
butterfly shape surrounds the 
woman: in the other the same 
shape is framed beneath her. 

In both, they are vital to the 
composition. 

Symons' exciting color prints 
involve unusual print 
manipulations, particularly in 
the photograph of the eerie 
female figure reaching 
towards the leaping pink and 
yellow fire. Symons' 
photographs are provocative 
and raise many questions. 

Mendoza's humorous series 
of seagulls leaving a dock and 
the handpainted fish that 
appears to be floating off the 
wall are funny and bold. 

Morris' calm, reflective 
photographs demonstrate a 
marvelous sense of space. In 


the view of the mountain at the 
end of a highway, in the 
photograph of the concrete 
high-rise erected beyond the 
carefully tended shrubs and 
garden rows, and in the view of 
the tree, Morris successfully 
conveys how objects and 
people relate to the space 
around them. 

Carpenter, depicting 
children in one of their natural 
habitats, water, shows the joy 
as well as the struggle involved 
in acquiring skills. 

The photographers, all of 
whom teach at Project, Inc. in 
Cambridge, come from diverse 
backgrounds. Carpenter, who 
works with large format as 
well as small format cameras, 
is a graduate of the New 
England School of 
Photography and the 
University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst. 

Mendoza, who graduated 
from Yale and the Harvard 
Graduate School of Design, 
works as an architect as well 
as a photographer. He won first 
prize in the Boston Centre for 
the Arts Photo Vision Show in 
1975 and his work has been 
shown widely. 

Morris, who was born in 
Kentucky, graduated from the 
University of Louisville with a 
major in art history and 
photography. In 1975 his work 
was featured in the "Young 
Photographers" issue of 
Camera magazine. 

OLshafski received a BFA 
from Massachusetts College of 
Art in 1975 and studied the 
history of photography with 


William Johnston at Harvard 
University. He taught at MIT, 
Massachusetts College of Art, 
Newton High School and 
Syracuse University. 

Simian, who was born in 
Romania and now lives in 
Somerville, is a graduate of 
Cornell University. He was one 
of the founders of a gallery in 
Ithaca, N.Y. Simian taught at 
the Boston Architectural 
Center and the Cornell College 
of Architecture and Fine Arts. 
He has been involved with 
several video productions. 

Nicole Symons attended the 
Slate University of New York, 
Leslie College and the 
Massachusetts College of Art, 
where she majored in 
photography and all aspects of 
media. She has done post¬ 
graduate work at Rhode Island 
School of Design and the 
Carpenter Center at Harvard. 

She has worked at WGBH, 
done photography and 
graphics for Design Research, 
and worked in media shows at 
the Guggenheim, the Museum 
of Science and Massachusetts 
College of Art.

Capasso's OK 

I-and Use Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen plans a special meeting July 7 to 
review external design changes for the 
lodice development planned for Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue, Auburndale. 

The matter was returned to committee 
by the Board of Aldermen Monday night, 
after the Land Use Committee could not 
agree on last-minute changes made by 
the architect in response to a meeting 
— with neighbors. 

The other Auburndale apartment 
petition, for 20 new units at 199 Lexington 
St., was approved by the Board. The new 
apartments, to be built and managed by 
Donato Capasso, are adjacent to another 
Capasso development on Lexington 
Street. 

Capasso will lease one one-bedroom 
and one two-bedroom apartment to the 
Housing Services Commission for low- 
income housing. 

The lodice proposal for 56 garden 
apartments on the south side of Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue was approved in 
concept, with the exterior the only matter 
in contention. 

There are three roof designs under 
consideration, as well as the color of the 
three buildings. 

Land Use Chairman Eliot Cohen 
commented that he wonders where the 
line is between proper committee con¬ 
cern and exceeding authority, and 
thought perhaps the line had been 
crossed. 

Never before has Land Use Committee 
gone into such details of design.

The NCDA, which consists solely of 
City Planning Director Charles Thomas, 
first revealed to the I.ower Falls com¬ 
munity last week that Mayor Theodore 
Mann has petitioned the Board of 
Aldermen for an extension of permissive 
use for the developer and a waiver of 
public hearing on the matter. 

A third request, to extend the deadline 
for New Falls to purchase the land from 
the NCDA until July21was approved 
without much discussion. 


The former PTA presidents of 
Spaulding School have criticized the 
School Committee for allegedly reducing 
the amount of music specialist time in the 
combined Memorial-Spaulding School, 
but the school administration says all is 
according to plan. 

Judith and Frederick Andleman, im¬ 
mediate past presidents of the PTA, said 
in a letter to the School Committee that 
the current total of music teacher time at 
Memorial and Spaulding schools is 
equivalent to more than one full-time 
teacher, but with the consolidation there 
will be less than one full-time teacher. 

Acting District Coordinator Robert 
Kilburn said there is currently someone 
assigned .6 of the time to the Spaulding 
School for vocal instruction, and someone 
.2 of his or her time for instrumental 
instruction. 

With the combined school enrollment in 
the fall the vocal music specialist will be 
at the school an additional .1 of his or her 
time, or half a day more per week. 

Currently at the Memorial School the

Thomas told about 30 Lower Falls 
residents and the Planning and 
Development Board at the June 16 
session that the site plan changes men¬ 
tioned in the permissive use request are 
‘‘not of major concern.”

According to several abutters, no one 


full-time equivalencies of the music staff 
is .3 vocal and .2 instrumental.

This is your life

They were angry years, filled with 
rebellion, assassinations, and military 
crises 

They were the first 15 years in the lives 
of ninth graders at Bigelow Junior High 
School 

The Beatles and the Woodstock Music 
Festival are included in the spiral bound 
book that the students of Donald Koeller 
published, but the other major events of 
the years 1962-1976 that the students 
picked are tragic or violent. 

"Fifteen Years, 1962-1976” was 
published this year on the school mimeo 
machine with photographs reproduced on 
the front pink cover. 

All of the ninth graders in Koeller’s 
history class wrote a report about some 
major event for the first school unit 
called "Since You Were Born." 

Bigelow Junior High has elective 
periods that are scheduled twice a week 
which students use to study something 
special on a trimester schedule. 

Sixteen of Koeller’s students joined his 
current events elective in January called 
Bigelow Editors and began compiling a 
timeline of about 100 major events that 
occurred since they were born’ according 
to student Jerome Beck. 

The first decision the group made was 


not to have it printed on purple ditto, so 
that meant getting typist time and per¬ 
mission from Principal Robert Frost to 
use mimeo stencils and paper. 

Students pledged to pay for the supplies 
they used from the money raised from the 
sale of the book, but the first $8 went to 
buy a gift for Pat Papalia, the secretary 
who typed the stencils in her free time. 

The students used the reports written 
this year by their classmates and reports 
written in previous years for the same 
class. Margy Feinzig and Helene Rudolph 
told how the project started with group 
editing, but "not everybody wanted to 
listen," Margy said. 

Helene agreed that "group editing was 
too much of a hassle” and eventually only 
one or two students edited each report. 

After reading and editing reports 
students learned “you have to keep your 
feelings out of wnat you're writing," as 
student John Bulterworth said, for each 
of the years. 

The most difficult task for the Bigelow 
Editors was choosing the main topic for 
each year. For two years there are two 
topics included. 

The four students interviewed 
acknowledged that there were no stories 
of political conventions, Watergate, or 
any sports stories.

the Board of Aldermen." 

Emphasizing his belief that 
personal contact is an im¬ 
portant part of local govern¬ 
ment, Salvucci said the office 
of ward alderman would give 
him an opportunity to serve his 
constituents "on a one to one 
basis." 

Salvucci explained, "I will 
keep in close contact with the 
people of my ward, and 
represent their concerns 
before the Board of Aldermen. 
People will know they can talk 
with me if they have questions 
or problems at City Hall." 

An important issue of the 
campaign, according to 
Salvucci, is economy in local 
government. "Taxes and 
spending are the number one 
concerns in Newton today," 
Salvucci said, "and the 
residents of our city will simply 
no longer tolerate inef¬ 
ficiency.” 

In order to control spending, 
Salvucci indicated it would be 
his policy to "work toward 
establishing a reasonable set of 
priorities that would best serve 
the people of Newton, and then 
live by them." 

Questioned about other 
issues likely to be discussed 
during the coming campaign, 
Salvucci said he is "deeply 
concerned" about the effects 
the city's revaluation program 
could have on citizens. 

"I will make every effort to 
see that no citizen will be 
treated unfairly or harshly, 
and that no one is to be forced 
out of Newton because of in¬ 
creased levies of taxes due to 
revaluation," he said. 

In addition, Salvucci said, "I 
want to see continued im¬ 
provement in the quality and 
availability of our municipal 
recreation program, and 
improved public tran¬ 
sportation facilities. Such 
improvements can be ac¬ 
complished by using savings 
from areas of our budget which 
are too costly." 

Salvucci is a life-long 
resident of Newton, a con¬ 
struction worker and a heavy 
equipment operator.

Harrington favors disclosure 
of income and assets of reps 


State Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington (D-Newton) 
testified at a Massachusetts 
House of Representative 
Ethics Committee hearing in 
favor of a proposal to require 
members of the General Court 
to disclose information con¬ 
cerning their income and their 
assets. 

Harrington, who was sup¬ 
ported in his proposals by the 
Democratic Study Group, 
claimed that the proposals 
were a "realistic effort 
towards reform within the 
Massachusetts House of 
Repressentatives." 

The proposals call for key 
changes needed to develop a 
"positive public attitude about 
Massachusetts politics and its 
elected leaders." 

Harrington favored a 


requirement for disclosure of 
all income by source, whether 
a law practice, insurance 
agency, stock dividends, or 
rental property, and all assets 
having a value of over 55.000. 
Further, he supported a 
proposal to prohibit members 
of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives from appearing before 
a state agency and collecting a 
fee for such appearance. 

A majority of the members 
of the Democratic Study Group 
believe that their position as 
legislators voting for funds and 
salaries for state agencies may 
unduly influence decisions 
rendered by those state 
agencies. Also, the prohibition 
of representing clients before 
state agencies will eliminate 
the appearance of conflict of 
interest, Harrington claimed.

gets grant for archive 


Mayor Theodore Mann has 
put partial funding — 577,000 — 
into the capitol improvement 
program and the friends of 
Jackson Homestead have 
committed themselves to raise

Harrington noted that 
everyone is in favor of ethics, 
but the "real burden on the 
General Court is to enact a 
code of sufficient strength to 
reassure the voters that real 
and apparent conflicts of in¬ 
terest have been eliminated. 

In closing his testimony 
before the Committee, 
Harrington said, "To 
paraphrase Judge Sirica, 
because of their position of 
public trust, legislators must 
be held to a higher standard 
than that required of average 
citizens. 

"If legislators cannot accept 
these high requirements then 
they should vacate public of¬ 
fice. All of the recent surveys 
show that the public wants 
more information about 
legislators outside business 
activities, and the amount of 
income derived therefrom. 

"If we are going to re¬ 
establish a positive Image with 
Massachusetts voters we must 
accept their demands and 
enact a code in accordance 
with their wishes,” he said.

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Aldermanic absences 
cloud validity of actions 


About 90 pieces of legislation 
passed by the Board ol 
Aldermen over the past year 
and one-half are questionable 
because of the absence of 
quorums at aldermanic 
committee meetings, ac¬ 
cording to a political 
organization, Center, 

Center spokesmen A, Jef¬ 
ferson Cornell and Ron Civins- 
Mills have communicated their 
concern as to the validity of the 
measures to City Solicitor 
Howard Irvine, who said this 
week he will have an opinion on 
the legal question in about a 
week. 

Center believes the Board of 
Aldermen's failure to enforce 
its rules on committee 
quorums may leave the city 
open to lawsuits on such im¬ 
portant matters as the sign 
ordinance, dates for elections, 
appointments to commissions 
and even land use matters. 

Center was formed to call 
attention to the aldermanic 
races in the next election and 
has so far issued several 
statistical analyses of alder¬ 
manic attendance and voting 
records. 

The lack of quorums in 


committees came to light 
during examination of 
aldermanic reports. 

Board rules say that "no 
report shall be received from 
any committee unless the 
subject matter thereof shall 
have been considered in 
committee actually assem¬ 
bled.” 

Center maintains that 
without a quorum (five of the 
eight members), the com¬ 
mittee does not exist. 

Committees often sit with as 
few as two or three members. 
Their reports in such cases 
usually are presented as 
"recommendations” rather 
than a committee vote. 

Center's concern has not 
caused great consternation in 
the Board leadership or the 
I-aw Department. 

The general feeling is that 
disregard of the Board’s in¬ 
ternal rules of procedure, while 
not good for procedure, does 
not constitute a threat to the 
validity of the final action by 
the full Board, which always 
has a quorum, 

A final vote by the Board is 
all that is necessary for legal 
action. 



Let elderly park free? 


Newton residents over age 65 
will be able to park free in 
municipal parking lots, if a 
proposed ordinance makes it 
through the Legislation & 
Rules Committee. 

The Board of Aldermen 
Monday night voted 23-1 in 
favor of the concept of issuing 
identification stickers for 
elderly persons' cars. The 
Street Traffic Committee 
approved the proposal. 

Aid. Robert Stiller voted 
against the measure, after his 
amendment restricting the 
sticker to cars four years old or 
more failed. 

Stiller apparently felt that an 
older car would indicate some 
degree of financial need. 

An opinion from City 
Solicitor Howard Levine was 


unclear on the legality of a 
measure giving special con¬ 
sideration to the elderly in 
parking. 

Levine’s opinion said there 
should be a "rational reason” 
for discrimination in favor of 
the elderly and referred for 
comparison to the half-fare 
offered the elderly by the 
MBTA. 

Levine’s opinion also 
suggested that "there may be 
no justification” if economic 
need cannot be shown. 

The matter now passes to the 
Legislation & Rules Committee 
for drafting into ordinance 
form. 

The Traffic Commission 
recommended denial because 
of the possibility of abuse of the 
program.

Testing in 
education 


Controversies over the use of various 
tests in the schools to determine both com¬ 
petency in subject matter and intellectual 
ability remain 


At one time l.Q. tests were supposed to be 
the wave of the future, helping to set up "an 
aristocracy of talent'' to replace position 
that depend upon money or elitist family 
rank. But things haven't worked out that 
way and in fact some use of l.Q. tests may 
have served to perpetuate social and 
economic differences. Standardized testing 
has been condemned by the National Educa¬ 
tion Association and banned in many states. 
The major argument is that the tests are 
culturally biased against members of 
minorities. Charges were made that too 
often teachers assumed that students who 
tested low were dummies and not worth 
bothering with—an attitude easily 
transferred to the children. 

Proficiency tests as requirements for 
grade promotion and high school graduation 
have also been attacked as not really 
demonstrating a youngster's potential, 
maturity or the effects of background. They 
also might be counterproductive in dis¬ 
couraging a child who is not really equal in 
opportunities with others in the class.

Schools must compete with TV ratings

PRINCETON, N.J. — "Iatin is good because it teaches 
you how to be bored," was Stendhal's argument for 
classical education. It seems, in the age of television, to 
have relevance for one of the dark aspects of current 
American schooling. That is the steady decline in the ap¬ 
titude tests administered each vear to college entrants by 
the Educational Testing Service here in Princeton, N.J. 

Test scores, which run on a scale of from 200 to 800, have 
been going down unceasingly since 1963. The verbal 
examination which reached a peak average of 478 in 1963 
was down in 429 for 1976. The math exam which was at 502 in 
1953, is now down to 470. 

Not only has the decline been unrelieved, but it has af¬ 
fected all groups of the population in roughly equal 
measure. Girls and boys are both down - the girls slighUy 
more so. Students from all regions of the country are also 
down. Whites are down as well as blacks and Chicanos. 

Not surprisingly, the ETS has been worried by the overall 
decline, and since 1970 it has been organizing various 
studies to determine the reasons why. To avoid any 
suggestion of self-protection, there is now being readied for 
completion by August a full report of all the tests directed 
by an advisory panel under former Secretary of Labor 
Willard Wirtz. 

The tudies completed to date do invalidate or validate at 
least some of the more obvious explanations. There seems 
to be general agreement in several different studies that the 
tests have not been getting intrinsically more difficult. 

An explanation which does have considerable weight in 
the decline has to do with the pool of students taking the 
examination. During the 1960s, there took place a vast 
expansion of both the proportion of students finishing mgn 
school, and the proportion which, hopeful of admission to 
college, took the aptitude tests. Thus in 1963, 900,000 
students were tested as against 1.6 million in 1976. 

Since the brightest kids tended to go to college before, the 
rapid expansion in the numbers of college applicants means 
that most of the increment comes from the less gifted part 


of each high school class. The quality of those seeking 
college admission, in other words, has simply gone down. 
That change is believed by the education testers to account 
for most of the decline in scores - particularly in the period 
before 1972 when the big expansion took place. 

While the changing composition of the student body ap¬ 
pears to explain much of the past decline, there remain 
several other important reasons for poorer performance. 
First of all there is evidence that the high schools are tur¬ 
ning out poorer students than formerly, particularly when it 
comes to such matters as writing. 

Secondly, there seems to be less motivation for bright 
kids to do well. The absolute number of students with scores 
of over 600 has declined from 189,000 in 1970 to 108,000 in 
1976. 


The explanation for these decline is admittedly 
speculative, and a great many theories have been 
generated. One which has acquiml substantial backing is 
that many high schools, particularly in the big cities, have 
become rowdy, turbulent places beset by tension between 
students and teachers, and between teachers and prin¬ 
cipals. The orderly routine - not to say peace and security - 
required for learning just isn't. 

Finally, there is the impact of television - the 35 to 40 
hours which kids on the average spend staring at the box. 
While the initial exposure, especially to programs designed 
for children, may not have adverse effects on learning 
capacities, it seems apparent that the adult programs 
provide little in the way of learning or motivation to learn. 


In order to compete with television, moreover, many 
teachers try to jazz up courses in fundamental skills. 
Courses with fancy names like "Creative Writing" or "TV 
Scripting" apparently teach nothing - certainly not basic 
English, which, virtually everybody agrees, lies at the 
heart of the overall decline.

If these theories are correct, the picture is not so black. Of 
course, there is no easy way to upgrade education by 
refusing admission to the hundreds of thousands of students 
who want to go to college. But parents can insist that 
schools not try to compete with television for ratings. They 
can demand the teaching of courses in basic skills, even 
though they are boring. So there is at least a chance to 
restore some quality to what is called - with less and less 
justification - higher education in this country.

Yet how can the public regain confidence 
abqut basic education, how can guidance 
counselors recommend future career oppor- 
, tunities. how can institutions of higher lear¬ 
ning determine admissions except on the 
* basis of tests? 

It seems obvious that the tests should be 
only part of the determination process. 
Thomas Sowell, a fellow at the Center for 
Advanced Study in the Behavioral Sciences 
at Stanford, insists that background and 
culture have always influenced l.Q. scores 
in the United States. In the 1920's, he found 
.. that "European immigrant I.Q.'s were vir- 
l tually identical to blackil.Q.'s now". . . The 
I.Q.'s of MexicanAmericans and Puerto 
Ricans remain in the 80's, though both 
groups are predominantly white. Both Latin 
groups continue not only to suffer 
socioeconomic disadvantages, but... "have 
a relatively slow assimilation of American 
; culture." in part because of language 
differences. This point of view has been 
important in requirements in many cities 
for bilingual educational opportunities. 

Yet Sowell does not discard the use ot 
tests in aiding students. He merely warns 
that they should not be used purposely or 
unconsciously to eliminate members of 
minorities from opportunities. 


The goals of education need determining, 
according to Marcia Mentkowski. associate 
professor of psychology at Alverno College. 
But she also warns that "the danger with 
any kind of testing is using the results to 
label people as failures." 

Motivation remains the still elusive and 
extremely important factor in the learning 
process. Testing can both help and hinder 
that essential. 
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Forced retirement should be turned out to pasture

NEW YORK — The three great killers in America are 
salt, sugar and retirement. 

That is the pithy opinion of one learned student of human 
mortality. And, in the coming months, that clever quote 
may often be reiterated as a campaign gets underway to 
illegalize compulsory retirement. 

Senator John H. Heinz, II (Rep.-Pa.) has introduced a bill 
that would make it unlawful to force anyone into retirement 
because he or she has reached a given age. He argues, with 
some bitterness, that to compel retirement is to 
discriminate against the elderly. 

In 1967, an act passed to bar Age Discrimination in 
Employment. The object was clear; to make it illegal to 
deny employment to a person because of his or her age. 

Very well, then, argues Heinz, if that is so, then that 
protection must extend to people who have reached age 65. 
To deny them employment because they have crossed that 
fatal chronological line is to deny them their rights under 
the law — and to do so without reason. 


Heinz uses strong language. "Mandatory retirement of 
older workers is a cruel and pernicious practice. It 
demeans human dignity. It is predicated on the worst form 
of prejudice. It reduces economic independence and creates 
economic hardship.” 

The usual case for forced retirement is that at some 
stipulated age the worker is no longer able to do the job 
properly. To refute this argument Heinz offers a study by 
Jonathan A. Weiss, director of Legal Services for the 
Elderly Poor in New York City and by an associate, Jay P. 
Warren, in which they question the logic of the notion that 
age per se is a necessary cause of incapacity. 

Not all individuals age at the same rate. Among those 
under age 65 there are incompetents as well as competents 
just as there are above 65. If ability to function is the 
measure, then let retirement rest on such proven ability or 
disability and not on some age classification that is totally 
unrelated to competence. 

“The absurdity of blanket generalizations," argue these 
researchers, "is made clear by the people to whom we 
entrust our lives — politicians, judges, doctors, lawyers — 


who face no age limitation." Then comes a listing of those 
who made significant contributions after age 70; 
Michelangelo, Le Corbusier, Bernard Baruch, Alfred 
Hitchcock, Mao Tse-tung, Winston Churchill, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, Immanuel Kant and Sigmund Freud — to 
name a few. 

Indeed, continues the brief, "as a group, older workers 
compared with younger workers have better attendance 
records, less variation in work output, and roughly com¬ 
patible performance records." 

While these and other arguments may or may not be 
persuasive, there is a silent force at work that may yet 
swing the argument against mandatory retirement. As 
folks live longer and as fewer babies are bom, the ratio of 
retired people to working people gets ever higher. 

The burden on those who are employed gets heavier. At 
some point, the simplest way to ease that burden—in a full 
employment economy — is to allow, even encourage, folk 
over 65 to go right on working and contributing to those who 
retire voluntarily.

Miss Punch shared with us 
the fact that prior to con¬ 
solidation, the fiscal 1977 
budget for the Memorial and 
Spaulding schools contained 
the equivalent of more than one 
full-time music teacher, but 
that under consolidation, the 
fiscal 1978 budget provides for 
less than a full-time music 
teacher. This cutback 
reperesents a considerable 
discrepancy between the 
reasons advanced by the 
School Committee for con¬ 
solidation and its actions. 

When we raised the issue at a 
PTA meeting June 1, attended 
by School Committeemen 
Alvin Mandell and Robert 
Cohen, we were told that we 
should have voiced our con¬ 
cerns months ago at the budget 
hearings; that it is now too late 
to do anything. 

Democracy in action? 
Hardly! 

So far as we are concerned, 
this is just another example of 
how some members of this 
School Committee continue to 
double-talk thei' way out of 
their responsib. .ties and seek 
to assign their own short¬ 
comings, mistakes and broken 
proises to the community they 
were elected to serve.

To the Editor: 

The board of directors of the 
Newton Conservators voted 
June 15 to endorse the Con¬ 
servators’ open space com¬ 
mittee statement about 
Nahanton Woods development, 
delivered by its president, John 
Bliss, in the public hearing 
before the aldermanic Land 
Use Committee June 13. 

The six-page statement’s 
summary is as follows: 

Tonight, we are speaking in 
favor of the proposed zone 
change. On the positive side, 
we support the proposal 
because it conserves open 
space while allowing 
residential development; the 
plan for public access is in¬ 
novative; the net tax y8ield is 
substantial; and the provision 
for low-income housing is 


beneficial to the city as a 
whole. 

We remain concerned about 
whether the large increase in 
density allowed by the change 
of zoning will tend to raise 
expectations of owners of other 
parcels of open space in the 
area and make it much more 
expensive, or impossible, to 
buy more land. 

We are also concerned that 
the closeness of the buildings to 
the wetland will make it dif¬ 
ficult to design and maintain a 
drainage system that protects 
the wetland, and the height of 
the buildings will intrude on 
Newton's last remaining rural 
setting. Lastly, it concerns us 
that this represents a 
piecemeal approach to plan¬ 
ning in Newton. 

Conservator directors plan to 
attend the working session of 


the I^and Use Committee June 
23 in order to discuss their 
concerns about the petition 
with the committee. We are 
interested, as our statement 
indicated, that: precautions to 
protect the wetland be taken, 
public access to the open land 
be assured, the developer 
establish a trust fund for 
maintenance, that an 
easement connecting the 
Nahanton land to Mt. Ida be 
obtained by the city, and that 
other open areas will not 
necessarily follow this density 
precedent. 

In addition, we will continue 
our efforts for an open space 
acquisition, maintenance and 
use plan to be developed by the 
city.

Watergate vs. Tonkin Gulf 


To the Editor: 

With the renewed interst in 
Richard Nixon, I would be 
among the last to hold a brief 
for him. 

Yet, before the book is closed 
on him, there is something that 
very much needs to be said that 
I have not heard or read. 

That he has earned the in¬ 
famy, that will follow him 
through the pages of history, is 
manifest; iso, perhaps, the 
hatred of his hapless henchmen 
whose loyalty to their boss all 
but broke their lives. 

Though I can have no 
compassion for Mitchell, 
Erlichman, Haldeman or 
Colson, who were at least 
partially motivated by greed 
for personal aggrandizement 
and power, even they, like 
pitiful Liddy and Hunt, were 
propelled by the force we call 
“company loyalty." 

They did what "company 
men” in the middle or upper 
echelons of private industry do 
on a daily basis; anything, 
almost, to enchance the image 
of the "company." 

I clearly contrast them with 
criminals like Lt. Calley, a 
milk-sop, a nothing, who had to 
show that he was a "man," a 
tough, hardened soldier "in 
this man's army," who, when 
ordered to "clean out" the 
village of My Lai went so far 
beyond the spirit, as well as the 
letter, of his orders. So much 
so, that many of his men 
refused to obey him. 

Surely Capt. Medina and the 
commanding general were 
mature enough and sufficiently 
experienced not to ask for the 
mass slaughter of suckling 
babes, obviously unpolitical 
mothers and the feeble aged 


But boyish, untutored, 
psychopathic Calley saw it as 
"no big deal." Still, his 
superiors should not have 
escaped some measure of 
justice, both for their 
responsibilities for the com¬ 
mand, and to forestall Nixon's 
exoneration of Calley, who, 
now on a lucrative speaking 
tours, is enjoying income, like 
his benefactor, which neither 
of them could have honestly 
earned; though their en¬ 
joyment of it may be 
questionable. 

No, I’m no Nixon apologist or 
sympathizer. I knew him from 
way back, back before 
Checkers, and Helen Gahagan 
Douglas, and Jerry Vorhees, 
back to Alger Hiss, who, 
though probably guilty, was 
used chiefly as Nixon’s vehicle 
in a headlong drive to power. 

Yet, I cannot judge Nixon 
more critically than his 
predecessor, at least in the 
historical perspective of 
national damange. Compared 
with Tonkin Gulf, Nixon’s 
opprobrious Watergate was kid 
stuff. 

Nixon’s scheming lies were 
merely to save his political 
hide. Many past presidents 
have lied to us one way or 
another, more cleverly 
perhaps and without too much 
lasting damage. 

Johnson's lies and con¬ 
nivances were of a different 
order. He had no need to save 
his skin, but he did thirst for a 
way to establish himself as a 
powerful president. 

He had slunk em¬ 
barrassingly into the White 
House on the dead heels of an 
enormously popular 


show his “moxie." 

The Vietnam War was 
drearily and so expensively 
going nowhere. That was the 
importance of LBJ’s Tonkin 
Bay. 

The war had not even been 
"his baby." Kennedy had sent 
in 17,000 advisors. Eisenhower 
had started the ball rolling. 
The issue then was not anti¬ 
communism as much as 
protecting our $2 billion in¬ 
vestment in the French 
campaign. 

It is interesting to note that 
no less a patriot than William 
F. Buckley Jr. debunked the 
"old hobgoblin" of in¬ 
ternational Communism as far 
back as 10 years ago. But this 
wasn’t read by all America, 
nor was it believed. 

LBJ still had a good thing 
going and was playing it to the 
hilt' so well that all but two 
senators were taken in by the 
Tonkin Gulf scare. Some of 
them have since recanted, but 
few have labeled the Vietnam 
War for what it was. 

Opinions still differ; but the 
incalcuable cost to America, in 
blood, wealth and reputation, 
will continue to be paid for 
generations to come. 

So let's move Nixon down a 
peg on our list of presidential 
disasters. Watergate, 
historically more important 
athough it is, had to do with 
abuse of the presidency and 
our civil rights ; that’s all. 

Tonkin Gulf altered the 
course of history and of 
America’s fortunes. 

So severe was the effect upon 
national health, cohesion and 
the economy of our country, 
the prognosis is still indefinite.

Slate Rep. Lois G. Pines iD- 
Newton) has been cited by 
Richard A. Manley, president 
of the Massachusetts Tax¬ 
payers Foundation, for her 
opposition to a proposed cut in 
the meals tax contained in the 
fiscal 1978 budget submitted by 
the House. 

"As one of only 15 members 
of the House who stood up to 
the leadership and opposed the 
cut. Rep. Pines demonstrated a 
great amount of fortitude. Her 
action was absolutely correct," 
said Manley. 

In casting her vote in op¬ 
position to the measure. Pines 
stated, “Tax relief is of critical 
importance to the citizens of 
this Commonwealth. However, 
to knowingly include a sub¬ 
stantial tax reduction in an 
already seriously underfunded 
budget is totally irresponsible. 
If there is the surplus that 
House Ways and Means claims 
there is, that surplus should be 
used first to give property tax 
■ relief. One can eat at home and 
avoid the meals tax if one 
cannot afford it or if one so 


desires, but the oppressive 
property tax cannot be 
avoided. 

“Cutting the meals tax under 
these circumstances raises the 
likelihood of the need for a new 
tax program next spring, 
possibly an increase in the 
state income tax," she stated. 

Governor Dukakis has taken 
a strong position against the 
decrease in the meals tax at 
this time, which he believes 
will result in a seriously un¬ 
balanced budget, according to 
Pines. 


Pines acknowledged that the 
meals tax is in need of 
corrective attention, but said 
that priorities must be 
established to provide the state 
with fiscal stability. “Of 
course, every legislator would 
like to reduce the inequitably 
high meals tax to 5 percent. 1 
cofiled legislation early this 
year to do so. Unfortunately, 
our fiscal status, at this time, 
in the opinion of very 
knowlegeabie fiscal experts 
including the Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation, does 


not permit the reduction if we 
are to be fiscally responsible." 

The loss in revenue resulting 
from the House approved 
reduction in the meals tax will 
be at least 24 million dollars in 
fiscal 1978 and 60 million in 
fiscal 1979 and fiscal 1980, 
Pines said.

Ambulance service 
delayed till Sept. 1 


Newton's new ambulance 
service will not start until Sept. 
1, according to information 
released at a Finance Com¬ 
mittee meeting last week, 
although state law decrees 
July 1. 

According to a three-year-old 
state law, anyone, including a 
municipality, who provides an 
ambulance service must do so 
with Class 1 vehicles manned 
by personnel trained and 
licensed as emergency medical 
technicians. The deadline of 
July 1 will presumably be 
extended by the state. 

The new service will provide 
emergency-only transportation 
to Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 
In rare instances, with special 
permission, the ambulances 
may transport a sick or injured 
person to a hospital outside of 
the city. 

Although three years lead 
lime was given to implement 
the law, Newton sought bids on 
ambulances only this spring. 
Indications are that the cost of 
the two new Class 1 am¬ 
bulances will be less than the 
$22,000 allocated for each. 

After the new services goes 


into operation, poliCe am- 
bulettes will still be the first 
responders on the scene of an 
accident or an illness. Police 
officers who will also be 
emergency medical 
technicians (EMTs) will 
decide whether an ambulance 
is needed, and in some in¬ 
stances that decision will be 
made by the dispatcher after 
the call to police is received. 

Police ambulettes may still 
transport in nonemergency 
case 

The Finance Committee last 
week voted to release $153,614 
held in budget reserve to fund 
the ambulance service for one 
year, plus an additional $6000 
for other expenses. 

Some of the new cost is $500 
for public information 
brochures for distribution to 
households, schools and 
businesses, and for newspaper 
advertisements. 

Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
will bill for the service, which 
will cost probably $50 per 
ambulance trip, and reimburse 
the city. 

Their billing contract will 
cost $3697 per year.

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Recycling takes only 15 minutes a week 


“Recycling feels great" and 
takes only a few minutes a 
week is the consensus of 10 
Newton families who took part 
in a one-month recycling ex¬ 
periment. The trial was 
sponsored by the League of 
Women Voters under a grant 
from the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

From mid-April to mid-May 
10 volunteer families diligently 
separated bottles, cans and 
paper from their trash, and 
closely monitored volume and 
time spent recycling. Most of 
the volunteers had not 
previously recycled. The 
families ranged in size from 
five to a single-person 
household. 

Responses were surprisingly 
uniform, according to Betsy 
Lewenberg. All those new to 
recycling said they planned to 
continue recycling as a result 
of the experiment. The only 
inconvenience some found was 
in establishing a system in the 
kitchen. 

Once the initial adjustment 
was made and the recycling 
habit established, time 
estimates for recycling ranged 
from one minute to 20 minutes 
per week. Fifteen minutes was 
the most frequent response.

Predictably, the volume of 
trash discarded weekly 
diminished. Results here 
varied considerably, with the 
most dramatic decrease for the 
larger families. However, even 
small families felt recvclimr 
was worth the effort despite 
initial feelings that they didn’t 
have enough to bother 
recycling. 

In all, the 10 families 
recycled approximately 1189 
glass and can items (roughly 
500-600 lb.) and 295 inches of 
newspaper (about 690 lb.). 


Several of the families feel 
that recycling is easy and 
worthwhile. 

Trisha Brown said she "feels 
so organized” and that 
recycling “is a cleaner, neater 
way of disposing of trash.” 

Newton's program, she feels, 
"is such an easy way to 
recycle” because, unlike other 
communities where she has 
lived, Newton does not require 
cans to be flattened nor labels 
removed. 


Sue Holaday has found that 
recycling has become 
automatic and is worth con¬ 
tinuing even though she lives 
alone. 

Evelyn Cadillic's family of 
five all pitch in, putting their 
empty bottles and cans in the 
kitchen recycling containers. 

Adele Hoffman summed up 
the feeling of many when she 
said, "Having recycled, I 
would feel guilty not con¬ 
tinuing."

Section 8 funds means subsidy for all 60 
units. 

Rudolph Kass, attorney for the 
developer, answered that the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, for purposes of obtaining 
mortgage financinq insurance, insistc 1 
"that such funds be available." 

Haim F.liachar, who heads New Falls, 
said the Section 8 provision is there for 
HUD’s protection, just in case the units 
don't rent at market value, but he fully 
expects to be able to rent them with no 
problems. 

"I do not think the answer is 
satisfactory," commented Leighton. 

He suggested going all the way to 
President Carter, if necessary, “so that a 
worthwhile project won't go down the 
drain." 

The original plan, not subsidized 
housing, should go forward, Leighton 
said. 

NPDB Chairman Margaret Smith said 
she is committed to a mixed development 
that is one third low, one third moderate 
and one third market level. 

Hugh Colliton, a Lower Falls resident 
who opposes subsidized housing, ob¬ 
served that with the clause allowing New 


Falls to rent the 20 market level units 
under a subsidy, the developer makes out 
well. 

"I want no part of this. I won’t buy it. 
I'm appalled," Colliton stated. 

Eliachar said it was the only way he 
could gel financing and that it would be 
"nut of the question" to get the subsidy 
clause stricken. 

June 8 was the deadline date for New 
Falls to buy the site, formerly occupied 
by Lower Falls businesses and homes, 
from the Newton Community Develop¬ 
ment Authority. 

Had the deadline not been extended, 
NCDA would have had to start all over 
again to select a developer, Thomas said. 

"I don’t think there is any real benefit 
to that approach," he added. 

He suggested an extension until one 
week after the next regular joint meeting 
of the NCDA and the NPDB, which was 
granted. That date is July 21. 

Asked by board member Otis Robinson 
"why this is happening," Thomas said he 
couldn't answer that question. 

Rudolph Kass, the developer's at¬ 
torney, replied that the developer "didn't 
think the date was any magic number and 
there was no hurry.” 


NPDB member Harry Crosby reacted 
angrily to Kass, saying he found Kass’ 
remarks "offensive." 

Haim Eliachar, head of Hilon 
Development Corporation which 
originally won the contract for the 60-unit 
housing project, apologized to Crosby for 
Kass' remarks and explained that the 
failure to meet the deadline was his own 
fault. 

Eliachar, whose firm has now merged 
with Barkan Construction Company to 
form New Falls Associates, promised 
that the sale agreement will be signed 
"as soon as the attorneys can agree on 
some of the language." 

Attending the joint session were NCDA 
member Charles Thomas and NPDB 
members Harry Crosby, Margaret 
Smith, and David Lurensky. 

Otis Robinson and Bernard Dresner, 
alternate members of the board, were 
appointed by Chairman Smith to sub¬ 
stitute for absentees Carol Robinson and 
Cecil Cadwell. 

The July 14 meeting with the architects 
will probably be at Hamilton School to 
accommodate the large number of people 
who are expected to attend.

Outgoing Chairman Paul Shiman 
agreed with Ms. Greene that there have 
been pressures on the commission, 
"some of which I believe are improper." 

But the new chairman, Joseph Warren, 
commented that “from a realistic point of 
view, the pressure is legitimate.” 

"Our number-one concern is to 
preserve the commission," he said. 

Several members spoke of the damage 
already done to the commission by the 
past few months' turmoil over the 
director, and Ms. Greene and others 
commented that the retention of Ms. 
Manes would not be in the best interest of 
community schools. 

Warren's compromise of a three-month 


contract, with the "personnel process" of 
trying to find a new director continuing, 
leaves open the possibility that at the end 
of that time the commission will again 
rehire Ms. Manes. 

His proposal followed the defeat of a 
motion by Commissioner Nelson Baker to 
give Ms. Manes a new six-month con¬ 
tract, with a Personnel Department 
evaluation to start after three months and 
be completed in November.

In addition, the 60 apart¬ 
ments will all be subsidized, 
leading to fears that all will be 
rented to low-income tenants. 

New Falls denies this, and says 
that the intent is to rent 20 units 
to low-income elderly and the 
majority of the remaining 40 to 
low- or moderate-income 
tenants.

Newton State Reps. David J.

Middlesex County Hospital. 

Until December, 1975, the 
operation of the detox facility 
was funded under General 
Relief. After December, 1975, 
the county assumed the 
facility's operating cost. 
Because it is operating in the 
red, sendee termination for the 


hospital has been announced as 
of July 1. 

Mofenson said "the 
restoration of the General 
Relief in-patient medical 
program is an indirect tax 
break for cities and towns in 
that the burden for providing 
non-reimbursable hospital 
services to poor people now 
falls on public hospitals and 
then eventually on local tax¬ 
payers." 

DeNucci said "restoration of 
in-patient hospital care would 
take care of Middlesex 
Hospital and make the $280,000 
in the House budget for Mid¬ 
dlesex Hospital unnecessary.”

IRS has new rules for alimony deduction 

Qualified individuals who on returns being prepared for deductions, the IRS said. 


Qualified individuals who 
pay alimony in 1977 and 
thereafter can claim the 
payments as a tax deduction 
even though they take the 
standard deduction, the 
Internal Revenue Service 
announced recently. 

The IRS cautioned that this 
change is effective for tax year 
1977 and should not be reflected 


on returns being prepared for 
1976. 

The change in the treatment 
of alimony for 1977 stems from 
the Tax Reform Act of 1976. An 
advantage of the change is that 
eligible taxpayers can claim 
the alimony deduction and still 
lake the standard deduction, 
which may provide a lower tax 
liability than itemizing 


deductions, the IRS said 
Previously, alimony had to be 
claimed as part of itemized 
deductions. 

Another advantage of the 
change in alimony status 
applied to those who itemize. 
They may be able to deduct a 
larger proportion of their 
medical expenses than before, 
according to the IRS. 


Medical payments are 
deductible only to the extent 
they exceed 3 percent of ad¬ 
justed gross income. However, 
when alimony is taken as a 
deduction under the new law. it 
decreases the amount of ad¬ 
justed gross income. This 
boosts the amount of medical 
expenses that exceed the ad¬ 
justed gross income limitation.

Always an innovator, Miss 
Harney broke into the field of 
school camping when she was 
asked to serve on a steering 
committee, which in 1949 wrote 
a curriculum guide that was 
the basis for subsequent camp 
experiences for Newton sixth 
graders. She recently "broke 
out of" the school camping 


experience when she suffered a 
wrist fracture while par¬ 
ticipating in the last school 
camping experience of her 
career. 

Miss Harney's classroom is 
currently one of four pilot 
classrooms throughout the city 
making use of audio-visually 
oriented mathematics 
materials. Hers was the first of 
the classrooms to experiment 
with this new approach.

playground programs. She was 
active as a librarian for the 
Recreation Department’s 
Community Chorus and also 
served on the city-wide 
Halloween Party Commission.

Summers not 
devoted entirely to education 
or children have permitted 
Miss Harney to travel to 
Ireland, Canada, Florida, 
Kentucky and Bermuda.

Comsumer 
panels air 
views to 
businessmenl 

Consumers today don't hesi¬ 
tate to tell off manufacturers 
and retailers when they are 
dissatisfied with products or 
services. Many do it by letter 
••r telephone. 

Berenice Connor Kennedy 
helps women do it face to face. 

As a consumer affairs 
consultant, she lines up panels 
■f women to air their 
grievances, suggestions and 
applause before her clients, 
who are not identified until 
each meeting ends. 

Regional supermarket 
chains bring in their store 
managers and personnel for 
the panel discussions," Mrs. 
Kennedy said in an interview. 
"They want to get insights into 
shoppers' attitudes and ideas 
for Improving their services." 

If the panelists have really 
criticized a market, Mrs, 
Kennedy said, "they will be 
embarrassed and shaken up, 
but pleased." 

She has conducted 30 to 40 
panels annually over the past 
15 years through her company. 
Feminine Forecast, Inc. 

Panelists represent all in¬ 
come groups from the poverty 
level to S30,000-$40,000 a year, 
she said. 

Clients represent a wide 
variety of fields: hair care and 
cosmetics manufacturing, 
chemical products manufac¬ 
turing, pharmaceuticals, toile¬ 
tries, home furnishings, 
moving companies, airlines, 
fashions and food, among 
others. 

Ten years ago, women were 
trusting, Mrs. Kennedy said. 
Then, they went through a 
peri<>d of healthy skepticism, 
followed by claims of rip-offs. 

"Now, I see more willingness 
to trust again," she said. 

To reflect current trends, her 
eight-member panels are 
structured to have more 
working than non-working 
wives. Each includes at least 
four working wives and one 
single woman. Their ages 
range from 21 to 60. 

Each program runs two 
hours, to give all panelists get a 
chance to express their views. 

Their complaints? 

"It's almost a cliche," Mrs. 
Kennedy said. "They say 
advertising and particularly 
TV advertising, talks down to 
them. It doesn't reflect what 
their lives really are like." 

They also complain that 
advertising talks over their 
shoulders to their children. 

"Some younger mothers say 
they take their children to 
market to point out what is 
good and what is bad (to 
counteract the ads’ in¬ 
fluence)," she said. 

"I have had women say they 
warn other people not to shop 
at certain stores." 

The panels have confirmed, 
among other things, that single 
women and 21-year-olds with 
children arc very budget¬ 
conscious shoppers; that 
singles spend more money than 
other women for clothes and 
highfashion products. 

Mrs. Kennedy said one 
airline campaigning to get 
more women travelers heard 
panelists complain how 
neglected women passengers 
feel. The panelists also thought 
the airline’s food was terrible. 
Tasteless meat was the biggest 
complaint. Mrs. Kennedy said. 
The women felt they should 
have choice of diet and more 
fresh salads. 

"In the drug area, they are 
much more concerned with 
what goes in their bodies than 
on their faces." she said. She is 
beginning to consult with 
pharmaceutical companies 
about cheaper forms of pre¬ 
scription drugs and the in¬ 
teractions of prescription and 
nonprescription drugs. 

Mrs. Kennedy is convinced 
such research has real impact 
on the way big companies do 
business. She cited the case of 
a hair product manufacturer 
who introduced unscenled hair 
spray about 12 years ago 
because consumer panelists 
had asked for it. 

A supermarket owner whose 
customers complained they 
couldn't find clerks to help 
them introduced name tags 
and bright uniforms to in¬ 
crease Die staffs' visibility. 

And a bank in Buffalo, N.Y., 
installed little rooms where 
customers can confer with 
bank officers. A panel had 
revealed that many people, 
particularly in smaller towns 
and cities, object to talking 
with bank officers in open 
lobbies because they think 
passersby will assume they are 
asking ior a loan.

Jimmy, who?

NORWOOD - He was from 
Georgia, an ex-governor who 
wanted to be President of the 
United States, With typically 
Southern informality, he called 
himself “Jimmy." 

Big deal, I thought. Press 
releases from people like this 
"Jimmy" flowed into the 
Transcript’s office by the 
dozen every week, mixed in 
with the church calender and 
playground news. Free-lance 
lecturers' musical revues — we 
get them all. 

But then, you just can't 
ignore political candidates. 
Who knows? Some day they 
may turn out to be somebody. 

On a hot July day, in 1975, 
ihis reporter dashed into 
Norwood's town hall at about 
8:30 a.m. and,having forgotten 
to remove my 
sunglasses,practically collided 
with a well-dressed man in the 
doorway of the town manager’s 
office. His name was "Jody" — 
another easygoing Southerner. 

And Jody introduced me to 
his candidate, who had already 
been politely asked by Town 
Manager John Mogan to wait 
while he finished a little 
business and earnestly queried 
by Veterans Affairs Director 
George Thomas whether he 
really believed he had a prayer 
against such "heavy" 
Presidential contenders as 
Hubert Humphrey and 
"Scoop" Jackson. (Thomas 
says the Southern visitor 
replied: i’ll make them know 
they were in a fight.') 

This candidate, as I 
remember, shook my hand and 
— of course — smiled. Yes, I'm 
certain I must have gotten an 
early flash of those yet to be 
famous teeth. 

The man's quiet, affable, but 
dignified manner banished 
instantly any apprehension 
that I would be dealing with the 
stereotypical Southern 
politician — the booming, 
cigar-chomping Dixiecrat, 
some primal beast that had 
crawled up from the red clay to 
crush the palm and offend the 
sensibilities of every 
descendant of a Union jack. 
Here instead was the “new" 
Southern politician. 

In the softest voice, in a tone 
that almost made you hear him 
smile, he said: “Hi, I'm Jimmy 
Carter.” 

Carter proceeded on a round 
of a nearly empty town hall, 
shaking the hand of every 
unsuspecting person to round a 
corner or descend a darkened 
stairwell. In the engineering 
department, he shook the hand 
of Town Engineer Robert 
Hamilton and proclaimed, " 
I'm an engineer myself, " and 
traced his history through the 


Naval Acadamy and Georgia 
Tech. Hamilton, with the 
impassivity of a man 
examining a faulty storm 
drain, retorted, “ and now 
you're in politics, eh?" 
Everybody laughed. 

Carter was being escorted by 
Norwood Democrats Frank 
Morrill and Dave Ahearn. 
While the candidate was in the 
light department billing office 
shaking hands, Morrill leaned 
over and whispered impishly, " 
of course you know, Greg, 
we're really for Teddy." 

Morrill's undying support for 
Edward “Ted" Kennedy never 
paid off, but for such a loyal 
Democrat, the victory in 
November 1976, even for this 
Carter fellow, must have 
smelled as sweet. 

There was a brief press 
conference in Room 24. Jody 
Powell ushered the twr 
reporters to seats at the large 
table and brought them cups of 
water from the water cooler. It 
was a nice touch, a gesture 
that, to . my mind, seemed to 
say: 'here,boys. Wish these 
were mint juleps.' 

For a good 15 minutes Carter 
answered questions one 
customarily asks an aspirant 
to the Highest Office in the 
Land: about the Atomic Bomb, 
for instance. He would drop it, 
he said, only if doing so were 
"vital to this country’s 
existence." He favored a 
voluntary busing plan similar 
In that he had seen im¬ 
plemented in an effort to in¬ 
tegrate Atlanta's schools, and 
he stiffened slightly when 
pressed about whether any 
truly voluntary integration 
plan could work. 

The real question of the hour 
- way back then when he was 
so new, so untried — was, could 
he beat George Wallace? Yes 
he could, he said. He had been 
working hard toward victory in 
the Florida primary and felt 
Wallace’s old guard support 
would not grow any larger, 
while the ranks of Carter 
backers were swelling by the 
day. 

It was time to go out on the 
street — streets so empty that 
mid-summer morning as to 
suggest that every Norwoodite 
with a lick of sense was off on 
the beaches of the Cape. Powell 
shoved a nickel in the meter 
beside their car, and Carter 
started off up the street, 
grasping every available hand 
and saying to every passerby, 
" Hi, I'm Jimmy Carter, and I 
hope to be your next 
President." 

He clambered up the sleep 
stairs to the insurance office of 
former selectman John J. 
Lydon. Before starting back

down, he tried the door of the 
office of Dr. Lawrence 
Pearlman. It was locked. 

On the street again, he 
stepped up to a woman hob¬ 
bling toward Nahatan Street. 
"Hello, I'm Jimmy Carter, and 
I..." but she brushed him off as 
if he were some Bible 
salesman. "Sorry, I’m in a 
hurry," she said. Looking 
faintly hurt for just an instant, 
Carter called after her, " well, 
have a good day, anyway." 

At the Norwood Electric 
Light Company, a store 
featuring a ceiling of dangling 
lamps, Carter disappeared into 
the obscurity of a showroom of 


dangling light fixtures, while 
Jody Powell stayed out on the 
sidewalk and mused about the 
ups and downs of life on the 
campaign trail. "I hate fur- 
nature stores." he said, 
smiling, remembering all 
those big stores in Georgia 
towns that featured a sea of 
davenports and recliners 
which a candidate had to 
navigate before finding one 
lowly , indifferent salesman 
whose hand he could shake. 

At about that time, I left to go 
back to the Transcript’s 
Norwood office and call my 
story in over the phone. The 
next time I saw Jimmy Carter 


was about ten minutes later 
when he passed through the 
office, shaking hands, smiling. 
Transcript Editor George 
Sherlock chatted with him 
briefly, asking him if he really 
intended to go on the 
Massachusetts ballot as 
“Jimmy." 

He said, " my full name is 
James Earle Carter,Jr.," and I 
thought how there is nothing 
more formal than a formal 
Southern name. 

And that was the last Nor¬ 
wood has seen of Jimmy Carter 
for some time. 

And, as they say, now look at 
him!

Question: Someone told me that there is a way to make 
cheese bread, letting it rise in the refrigerator. Can you get 
the recipe for me? 

Mrs. F.R.M., Westwood 


Answer: There is a delicious recipe for refrigerator-rise 
Cheese Bread. Here's a tip: to shape the dough, roll half 
into a 14 x 9 inch rectangle. Starting with the short side of 
the rectangle, roll the dough toward yourself, sealing it with 
thumbs after each complete turn. Make certain the final 
seam is well sealed. Pressing firmly with side of your hand, 
make a thin strip to seal the ends of the load. Fold the sealed 
strips under. Then place the loaf, seamside down in a butter 
baking pan. 

REFRIGERATOR CHEESE BREAD 
(2 loaves) 

7-8 cups all purpose flour 

2 packages active dry’ yeast 

Vi cup sugar 

1 tablespoon salt 

2 cups water 

1 cup milk 

3 cups (12 oz.) shredded Cheddar Cheese 

Butter, melted 

Thoroughly combine 3 cups flour, undissolved yeast, 
sugar and salt. Combine water and milk in a saucepan; 
heat over low heat until very warm (120 degrees to 130 
degrees F.) Gradually add to dry ingredients and beat two 
min. at medium speed of electric mixer, scraping bowl 
occasionally. Add an additional cup of flour; beat at high 
speed for two min. Stir in cheese and enough remaining 
flour to make soft dough. Turn out on a well floured sur¬ 
face; knead five to 10 min. or until dough is smooth and 
satiny. Cover with towel and let rest 20 min. Punch down. 
To shape loaf, divide dough in 4. Rollout each half to a 14x9 
inch rectangle. Shape as above. 

Place in 9x5x3 inch loaf pan, seamside down. Brush 
loaves with melted butter. Cover loosely with plastic wrap. 
Refrigerate two to 24 hours. Let stand at room temperature 
10 min. before baking. Bake in preheated 375 degree F. 
oven, 35-40 min. or until goldennbrown and loaf sounds 
hollow when tapped. Remove from baking pans and cool on 
a wire rack. Extra loaf may be frozen. 


Question: I was told never to eat green apples. Are they 
edible? If they are, how can they be used? 

Mr. A. Daniel, Norwood 

Answer: If it's a Granny Smith apple, munch away. Here 
is a super spring salad. 

MARINATED APPLE SALAD 
4 cup plus 2 tablespoons salad oil 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 tablespoons red wine vinegar 
‘‘i cup chopped onion 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
4 tsp. caraway seeds 
Vs tsp. pepper 
V: tsp. salt 
4 tsp. allspice 

2 cups Granny Smith apples, chopped 
2 cups cabbage, shredded 
1 cup Swiss cheese, cubed 

Beat oil. lemon juice, vinegar, onion, parsley, caraway 
seeds, salt, pepper and allspice. Core and chop apples, mix 
in with rest of ingredients. Cover and chill for one hour or 
until ready to serve. Serves 4-6.

A Newton family gives uf

It may be premature to say, but American 
carnivores look like an endangered species. Ever 
since the beef boycott four years ago, their num¬ 
bers have dwindled, first as a swift reaction to 
beefed-up prices, and then slowly, insidiously, as 
folks learned that rice and beans, long demeaned 
as the diet of the poor, provide as much protein as 
red meat. 

The Glasgow family of Newton Centre used to eat 
a lot of meat. "My kids were brought up on 
briskets," reminisces Marian Glasgow. But for the 
past two and a half years no brisket or other beef, 
lamb or pork has been served at the Glasgow 
house. 

"It was an overnight thing," explains Marian, a 
social worker who teaches at the Boston University 
School of Medicine. "I read an article in the New 
York Times by Frances Moore Lappe (author of 
Diet for a Small Planet) on how she and her family 
gave up eating meat. The article also mentioned 
that Americans are fattening their animals with 
grain desperately needed for human consumption 
in other countries." 

At about the same tune, surgeon Arthur 
Glasgow’s cancer research showed a correlation 
between cancer and animal fats in the diet. 

"So we all discussed it and made a family 
decision to give up beef, pork and lamb. That was 
our form of protest," Marian explains. 

For the first year of the self-imposed ban, the 
children - Adam, 10, Jason, 9, and Sarah, 7 - ob¬ 
served their pledge scrupulously. No Big Mac's for 
them. When invited to McDonald's they would 
order fish sandwiches. 

"But,” says Marian, "we told them that we 
occasionally order meat at a restaurant, and we 
always eat meat if it is served to us at someone's 
house." Despite this green light the children rarely 
choose meat if there is an alternative. 

What do the Glasgows substitute for the missing 
meat? What makes them look and feel so healthy? 


TTiey eat a lot of chicken, fish and cheese, and 
always consume well prepared, fresh foods. 

When the children come in from school or from a 
strenuous Little League practice, a platter of 
cheese at room temperature is waiting for them. 
Havarti, jarlsberg and lappi are favorites. Believe 
it or not, they snack on broccoli salad from the 
refrigerator. "I made a big container yesterday 
and it didn't make it to dinner time," laughs 
Marian. Baskets of nuts and dried fruits are 
always at hand as well. 

Favorite lunches are cheese, crackers and fruit; 
or tabbooli I bulgar salad); or hommos i chick-pea 
puree l on pita bread. "I'm one of those unfortunate 
mothers whose kids don’t like peanut butter," 
complains Marian. 

Everyone in the family specializes in some form 
of non-meat cookery. Adam's favorite creation is a 
baked whole salmon with sour cream topping i a 
recipe clipped from the Graphic. Arthur likes to 
stir-fry vegetables Chinese style. And, says his 
admiring wife, “he makes the best vegetarian 
spaghetti sauce. Green pepper gives it a special 
flavor.” The children love Mexican food and make 
their own tacos with canned refried beans, cheese, 
lettuce, tomatoes and scallions. 

Marian used to bake bread, but gave it up 
because to her dismay she was eating more than 
anyone else. Her family misses it, but she buys a 
good French bread instead. In the winter she 
serves hearty homemade soups - pea, vegetable, 
and turkey. 

Here are three non-meat recipes from the 
Glasgow’s repertoire. The first two are main 
dishes. 

Cold Curried Rice Salad (serves 8) 

14 cups raw rice 

2 teaspoons curry powder 

3 packets chicken broth (optional) 

1 cup raisins 

4 pound green beans, cooked but firm, cut in 1- 
inch lengths 

1 cup carrots, cooked but firm, sliced thinly 


1 cup cashew nuts 

l « cup sour cream, mixed with 

4 cup mayonnaise, 

1 tablespoon curry powder 

2 teaspoons ginger 

2 teaspoons chili powder 

2 teaspoons coriander 

1. Cook rice according to package directions, 
adding curry powder and chicken broth before 
cooking. 

2. Add raisins to hot cooked rice. 

3. Cool rice and add all other ingredients. 

4. Serve on lettuce with shredded coconut, 
chutney and apples. 

Marian’s Noodle Pudding i serves 6-8) 

4 pound broad noodles, cooked and drained 

3 tablespoons margarine or butter 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 pound cottage cheese 
6 ounces cream cheese 

1 cup sour cream 
two-thirds cup sugar 
4 eggs 

1. Mix noodles, margarine and salt. 

2. Beat together cottage cheese, cream cheese 
and sour cream. Add sugar and eggs and beat well. 
Toss with noodles. 

3. Spread in greased 2-quart baking dish. 

4. Bake at 350 degrees for 1 hour. 

Broccoli Salad 

1 bunch fresh broccoli (about two pounds), 
washed and cut in 1-inch strips 
one-third cup chopped fresh parsley 
Dressing: 

1 clove garlic, crushed 
14 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 

one-third cup olive oil or vegetable oil 
4 cup cider vinegar 
1 tablespoon prepared mustard 

Place all ingredients in covered container and 
chill at least two hours, turning container oc¬ 
casionally.

Sober barflies find a tavern 


DENVER (UPI) — A young 
couple wandered into Peg 
Martin’s New Venture I,ounge 
the other night and had three 
rounds of "Virgin Marys” 
while watching the packed 
disco dance floor. 

Cigarette smoke formed a 
shapeless screen over the 
heads of the customers in the 
darkened room. 

"They sat there looking 
nearly bombed until they 
overheard somehhone say this 
was a boozeless bar," recalls 
Mrs. Martin, the proprietor. 
"You should have seen their 
faces take on a whole new look 
when they found out." 

The New Venture looks like 
your average tavern. It has a 
juke box and a pool table and 
the usual lineup of regulars at 
the bar. 

You can do anything there 
you can at most bars, except 
drink booze. 

Mrs. Martin is even thinking 
about bringing in some topless 
dancers during the lunch hours 
to lure in businessmen and 
construction workers. 

"Think of it,” said Mrs. 
Martin, who operates Colora¬ 
do's only boozeless bar and one 
of the few in the nation. "Then, 
I'd probably have the only 
topless non-alcoholic bar in the 
country." 

And, while watching the 
dancers, the customers can sip 
on a Virgin Mary, a Bloody 
Mary without vodka, a Salty 
Puppy, or maybe a "Spice of 
Life", a hot spiced cider. 

There's also the Carter 
Special, a mixture of powdered 
sugar, milk and crunchy 
peanut butter named in honor 
of the President. 

Mrs. Martin even bans 
vanilla flavoring. 

"A lot of people don't realize 


it, but vanilla extract has one 
of the highest alcohol contents 
of any product found at the 
supermarket. It's possible tha! 
an alcoholic having one of our 
drinks mixed with vanilla 
extract could go back tc 
drinking." 

Mrs. Martin, who sometimes 
takes a drink herself, but not on 
the premises, said the 
problems of drunks prompted 
her to get out of the booze 
business. She decided to sell 
her popular lounge, "Some- 
where’s Else," the third bar 
she has owned over the past 20 
years. 

"I hated selling my place," 
she said, perched on a bar stool 
smoking a seven-minute ciga¬ 
rette. "But things were getting 
to me in the past year. 

"Some of my favorite cus¬ 
tomers were leaving my place 
and smashing up their cars. 
Others were getting thrown out 
at home. 

"I decided there had to be a 
better way, and I was deter¬ 
mined to find it," she said. 

The New Venture opened its 
doors for the first time last 
March. The customers were 
about evenly divided between 
alcoholics, non-drinkers and 
youths out of high school but 
under Colorado’s legal 
drinking age of 21. 

"One of the best things about 
it was not having to throw out 
the drunks at 2 a.m.," Mrs. 
Martin said. 

Diane Martin, one the staff of 
five barmaids and a bartender, 
said she enjoyed waiting on 
sober customers because they 
don't become obnoxious or 
overly aggressive like those 
who've had too many scotch 
and tonics or bourbon and 


"Don't get me wrong, our 
customers all get high here, 
especially on weekend nights," 
said Miss Martin, who has 
tended bar for four years. “But 
it's a natural high, with no 
alcoholic influence." 

The New Venture's busiest 
nights are after meetings of 
Alcoholics Anonymous. Mem¬ 
bers drift in for their favorite 
soft drink, to talk with friends,

play billiards, or just 
around and listen to 
jukebox. 

"This place is good 
alcoholics, especially since 
they've been in the habit of 
going to a bar. They can come 
here and have that kind of 
setting," she said. "You also 
find that the guys aren’t 
overbearing and everything is 
just sort of mellow."

The first issue contains full 
accounts of the adventures of 
members Jackson, Berty and 
Cook, as well as articles on 
krill, the tiny protein-rich

PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
There are 73 years of rich 
memories behind The locked 
doors of the elegant Bellevue- 
Stratford Hotel. 

Dignitaries have graced its 
ornate lobby, Presidents have 
walked across its plush car¬ 
pels, weary travelers have 
rested against its marble 
walls. 

And though last November it 
appeared that the hotel was 
destined for the wrecking ball, 
now it is almost a certainty 
that the stately building will 
reopen in some form. 

The Bellevue ran into prob¬ 
lems because it couldn't outlive 
its worst memory — the so- 
called •■Legionnaires' 
Disease." The illness was 
blamed for killing 29 persons, 
most of whom had attended a 
Pennsylvania American 
Legion convention 
lieadquarlered at the hotel late 
last July. 

Sales plummeted. Most of 
the 725 rooms were as empty as 
the f a m o u s ground-floor re¬ 
staurants. In November, Bank¬ 
ers Securities Corp., the hotel 
owner, gave up and shut down 
the Bellevue, the keystone of 
Philadelphia's busy, south 
Broad St. area. 

I City officials referred to it as 
a “haunted house" and 
proposed ripping it down for a 
badly needed hotel-convention 
complex. 

However, the Albert M. 
Greenfield Co., the hotel's real 
estate agent, recoiled at the 
suggestion and decided to put 
the Bellevue on the open 
market 

Greenfield's George Johnson 
says there are four prospective 
bidders willing to gamble they 
can exorcise the haunting 
specter of the legionnaires’ 
Disease from the turn-of-the- 
eejitury structure. 

"We're getting close to the 
wire," Johnson said. 

He identified two of the 
prospective buyers as the 


Chicago-based Hyatt Interna¬ 
tional Corp. and the Stouffer 
Corp., of Solon, Ohio. He said 
the other two bidders are 
Victor Frankel, president of 
Baltimore Contractors Inc. and 
Richard I. Rubin, of the 
Philadelphia-based Richard I. 
Rubin and Co. 

The bidding war for the hotel 
escalated after it was an¬ 
nounced a new, modern hotel 
complex would be built down¬ 
town. 

"It seems to be the trend in 
other cities," said Philadelphia 
Chamber of Commerce head 
Thacher Longstreth. "San 
Francisco refurbished the 
Fairmount while other, newer 
hotels were being built. It’s 
happening in Atlanta." 

Longstreth said hotels are 
subject to a "shopping center" 
effect. "You land one big store 
for a shopping center and it 
helps all the others,” he said. 

Johnson said the original $15 
million asking price for the 
Bellevue is now down to $10 
million, but a source close to 
the negotiations told UPI the 
price eventually may tumble 
closer to $6 million. 

Johnson said all four bidders 
are interested in making 
wholesale renovations. The 
Bellevue is on the national 
register of historic buildings, 
which provides tax incentives 
for refurbishing and negative 
incentives for demolition. 

"1 had really hoped and 
prayed it (the hotel) would be 
left standing," Longstreth 
said. "My whole life revolved 
around the Bellevue." 

Longstreth is not alone. The 
Bellevue was the city's most 
prominent hotel. Philadelphia 
politicians announced their 
candidacies, held their news 
conferences and had their 
victory celebrations at the 
Bellevue. 

Most of us all along felt the 
building had to be left stan¬ 
ding," Longstreth said. "I’m 
glad we prevailed."

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Good clean fun for the whole 
family has never gone out of 
style in America, as demon¬ 
strated by the success of at 
least three dozen theme 
amusement parks that are 
starting the summer season 
with scores of new attractions. 

One of every four Americans 
will visit an amusement park 
this summer. 

The beautifully landscaped 
spawn of Disneyland can be 
found in most parts of the 
country, with the exception of 
New England where the warm 
weather season is deemed too 
short for profitable operation. 

"You have to have a climate 
where you can have a long 
season," observed Jim Keaney 
of the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Tourism. "So much 
money is invested in theme 
parks that you can’t get your 
money out by staying open just 
a few months a year.” 

Costs of constructing a super 
amusement park and hotel, 
motel and camping accommo¬ 
dations run into many millions 
of dollars, but profits can be 
impressive. 

In 1973, Walt Disney World 
opened near Orlando, Fla. with 
a total investment of $400 
million. Three years later the 
organization paid off the last of 
its debts — averaging about 11 
million visitors a year — and 
has since invested another $300 
million. 

Disney is still building. 

Six Flags Inc. of Los 
Angeles, which operates parks 
in DallasForth Worth, Atlanta, 
St. Louis and Houston, 
reported total revenues of $99 
million in 1976, up 27.7 per cent 
over 1975 for a profit of $26.6 
million. Ten million guests 
visited Six Flags facilities. 

Success of the parks is based 
on a magic mix of escapism, 
adventure and education, 
usually on the local history 
level. 

While more than 50 million 
Americans will visit a theme 
amusement park this year, 
they will spend an average of 
$13 each, according to industry 
sources. 

Parking is a uniform $1, and 
deli type meals popular with 
family groups run about $3. 
More elaborate fare can run to 
$20 per diner. 

One of the newest parks is 
Marriott's Great America at 
-Gurnee. 111., between Chicago 
and Milwaukee, in the $50 
million class. It opened last 
year and attracted 2.35 million 
visitors in its first 111-day 
season. 

Since Mickey Mouse and his 
gang are elsewhere engaged, 
Great America features Bugs 
Bunny, Yosemite Sam, and 
Sylvester and Tweety as hosts. 

The park has 35 rides. 30 
restaurants, 14 live entertain¬ 
ment productions and 30 gift 
shops and boutiques sprawled 
across 100 acres. Its biggest 
new attractions are a musical 
show called "Holiday" at the 
1,600-seat music hall and the 
Sky Trek Tower, a 300-foot- 
high ride with a panoramic 
view of Gurnee, Waukegan, 
Lake Michigan and even 
Chicago. 

This park is the farthest 
north of any in the country and 
has a season schedule of May 7 
through I.abor Day, followed 
by fall weekend openings. 
Admission prices, which are 
) more or less the same at all the 
parks, are $8.95 for adults, 
$7.95 for children under 12 and 
■ freebies for children under 3. 
Tickets cover all rides, which 
totalled 24 million last year. 

Old Chicago, to the southwest 
of the city on a 57-acre site, is 
the other side of the amuse- 
; ment park coin. 

Old Chicago ran into severe 
; financial difficulties and 
almost had to shut down after a 
few month's operation, but now 
appears to be on the road to 
recovery. The $30 million 
project is the nation's only 
completely enclosed shopping 
center and amusement park 
with 150 "gay nineties” stores 
and 40 rides. 

One amusement park did not 
survive its financial decline. 
Jungle Habitat, a Warner 
Communications project in 
West Milford, N. J., went 
bankrupt last season, probably 
because exotic animals didn't 
look right against the banal 
Jersey landscape. 

Great Adventure, a park 
created by flamboyant show¬ 
man-restaurateur Warner 
I.eKoy in Jackson, N. J., is 
doing well with a $40 million 
annual gross, and 1-eKoy is 
planning an even bigger "ad¬ 
venture" park just a half hour 
from New York. 

"I'm out to create a park 
with a $100 million annual 
gross," said I-eKov. 
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50 million head for theme parks 


The jungle theme has been 
much more successful in semi- 
tropical Tampa, Fla, where 
Busch Gardens' Dark Con¬ 
tinent is enjoying its 17th 
season. Its five areas — 
Morocco, Nairobi, the 
Sercngeti Plain, Stanleyville 
and the Bird Gardens — oc¬ 
cupy 300 acres and a sixth 
area, dubbed The Congo, 
opened this summer as part of 
a $6.5 million expansion. 

Sixteen of the species of live 
African animals shown are on 
the endangered species list. 

The Dark Continent is open 
year-round and is the second I 
most popular tourist attraction 
in Florida, trailing only Walt 
Disney World. The jungle river 
ride and new corkscrew style 
roller coaster, The Python, are 
lop favorites. 

Unlike most parks, Dark 
Continent draws 80 per cent of | 
its 2.3 million annual attend-1 
ance from out of state because 
Florida itself is one of the 
nation's prime tourist 
magnets. 

Most amusement parks sur¬ 
veyed by UPI draw a major 
portion of their patrons from a 
local radius of 300 miles. Six 
Flags reported only 35 per cent 
of its customers come from 
beyond 300 miles. 

Six Flags over Texas claims 
to have the biggest musical hit 
in the country — "Good Times, 
Good Music, Good Friends — 
staged in its 1,500-seat Crystal 
Palace theater. 

Officials claim 800,000 
visitors will see the show this 
year, compared to the 600,000 
who saw “A Chorus Line,” 
Broadway's top hit last season. 

World of Fun at Kansas City, 
Mo., has hosted such entertain¬ 
ment stars as Roy Clark, Rick 
Nelson, and The Captain and 
Tennille. 

Such quality entertainment 
is a far cry from the Coney 
Island-type ferris wheel, shoot¬ 
ing gallery sideshow atmos¬ 
phere of pre-World War II 
amusement parks 

The parks are the result of a 
new concept of leisure as a 
necessity — not a luxury — 
which has been developed 
mostly by big business con¬ 
glomerates. 

The 180-acre Knott's has its 
origin in a roadside berry 
stand, later a tea room, and 
then a chicken restaurant. 
Mrs. Marion Knott Anderson, 
daughter of the founder, runs 
the operation today with the 
aid of nine relatives spanning 
three generations. 

"I love it," said Mrs. 
Anderson. "It's my life. But it 
has also taken long and hard 
work to develop this business 
as I have envisioned it." 

Four million visitors poured 
into Knott's last year. This 
represented a 52 per cent in¬ 
crease in attendance over 1975 
which was credited to the 
opening of a tremendously 
popular third Old Time Adven¬ 
tures area, called Roaring '20s 
Airfield. It features parachute 
jumps and sky rides. 

Knott's also offers an ice 
skating show, a picturesque 
California fiesta village, Old 
West Ghost Town, a variety of 
rides including a descent into a 
gold mine, and a brick-for- 
brick replica of Independence 
Hall. 

The Chicken Dinner Restau¬ 
rant is still serving at a rate of 
1 million fried chicken dinners 
a year. 

Among the most successful 
parks are Family Leisure 
Centers’ Kings Dominion near 
Richmond, Va., Kings Island 
near Cincinnati, and 
Carowinds near Charleston, W. 
Va. 

They are atypical in that 
they emphasize a Continental 
atmosphere complete with 
Eiffel Towers and European 
cuisine. They are typical in 
that they are major summer 
employers of high school and 
college-age students in their 
areas. 

The parks’ full-time em¬ 
ployes are generally about one- 
tenth of the seasonal work 
force. Kings Dominion, for 
instance, has a year-round 
staff of 250 which is augmented 
by 2,000 students in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Disneyland in California has 
a winter staff of 4,300, which is 
increased to 6,500 in the 
summer. Its younger but 
bigger sister park, Walt Disney 
World in Florida, has a staff 
twice that size. 

Disneyland's original capital 
investment of $17 million has 
blown up to $168 million. It 
currently is featuring gradua¬ 
tion nights for high school 
seniors — all night parlies with 


a half dozen dance bands and 
access to all rides. There is a 
strict dress code and no 
drinking ever in the park, a 
rule that applies to most theme 
parks except for beer (a Busch 
Gardens specialty, of course.) 

Disneyland officials report 
almost no vandalism or crime, 
a plus common to all the parks 
due to sophisticated security 
systems. 

Busch Gardens' Old Country, 
in a wooded setting near 


Williamsburg, Va., has become 
one of the nation's outstanding 
parks in only two years of 
operation. It emphasizes Old 
World charm and its newest 
feature is a cabaret review in 
the French Quarter. 

Other popular features are 
Bill Baird's marionettes, a 
Shakespearian show titled 
“Ghosts of the Globe," a bird 
circus, and the Munich Ok- 
toberfest. Favorite thrill rides 
are "Log Flume” and "Glis¬ 


sade Roller Coaster." 

All-American is Opryland 
USA. a $28 million complex 
near Nashville, Tenn., where 
the overall theme is the history 
of American music explored by 
11 musical shows employing 
300 entertainers. 

Opryland estimates that last 
year the park created 3,731 
jobs in the Greater Nashville 
area, additional area income of 
$28.5 million and sales of $77.6 
million. It proves good clean 


fun is good for the whole 
community, according to 
Opryland public relations chief 
Ed Stone. 

"We've got a nice, clean 217- 
acre park where a family can 
stay together and enjoy them¬ 
selves without spending a 
whole lot of money, say $40 for 
a family of four," Stone pointed 
out. "People are looking for 
something that they can enjoy 
with their kids. Country music 
fans account for a lot of our 


visitors, but we have 
something for everybody's 
taste," 

The most diversified of the 
parks is Walt Disney World, 
which does not consider itself 
just an amusement park, 
according to a spokesman, 
because "We are a total 
development." 

This Florida complex boasts 
three large hotels one the 
grounds, two championship 
golf courses, tennis, and 
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sailing, among other things 
Plans arc on the drawing 
board for an Experimental 
Prototype Community of 
Tomorrow, a pel project of the 
late Walt Disney. 

Disney is also planning a 
World Showcase, a sort of 
permanent world's fair with 
exhibition areas for countries 
around the globe. 

It may be the wave of the 
future for theme amusement 
parks.

Karen Quinlan's condition worsens 


Uganda killing spree reported after slay attempt 


MORRIS PLAINS, N.J. (UPI) — Karen Ann Quinlan, who 
has lingered on in a hopeless coma for more than a year 
since her parents won a court battle on her right to die with 
“grace and dignity," may be near death today. 

Joseph and Julia Quinlan maintained an all-night vigil by 
the nursing home bed of their 23-year-old daughter. Details 
of the apparent worsening of her condition were not 
disclosed in accordance with the family's wish for privacy. 

Their pastor, the Rev. Thomas J. Trapasso, who ac¬ 
companied the parents to the Morris View Nursing Home 
Tuesday afternoon, said he administered the "anointment 
of the sick," or last rites of the Roman Catholic church, to 
Miss Quinlan on Monday. 

Trapasso said he has given her this sacrament several 
times throughout the long ordeal, including her birthday in 
March. 

Paul Armstrong, the family attorney, said, "She is as she 
has been since April 15,1975. Her present difficulties stem 
from and are presently consistent with this malady." 

Trapasso added "The family has agonized with this 
situation for two years. What they want most is privacy and 
the privilege of being a family by themselves.” 

The case of Karen Ann Quinlan, who slipped into a coma 
after taking a mixture of alcohol and drugs, became the 
subject of an international controversy when her parents 
petitioned the courts to allow her to die with "grace and 
dignity." 

Doctors told Joseph and Julia Quinlan their adopted 
daughter had suffered irreversible brain damage. 

The Quinlans asked that doctors be allowed without fear 
of prosecution to remove Karen from the respirator that 
kept her breathing. 

However, doctors and law 7 ers testified that from a 
medical and legal standpoint she was not dead because her 
brain activity had not ceased. 

On March 31, 1976, New Jersey Supreme Court Chief 
Justice Richard J. Hughes ruled that Miss Quinlan could be 
allowed to die. 





NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) — Ugandan President Idi 
Amin's dreaded secret police have launched "a rampage of 
killings" of suspects in an assassination attempt against 
Amin, Kenya's government news agency said today. 

All indications were that Amin was alive, although his 
disappearance since the reported ambush Saturday had 
sparked speculation he was dead, recovering from wounds, 
or being held captive by his ambushers. 

In Luxembourg, British Foreign Secretary David Owen 
said Amin "is alive and well" but refused to provide details 
or the source of his information. 

CBS-TV News reported Tuesday that American journalist 
Audrey June Taylor in Kampala said she had spoken by- 
phone with Amin, who denied there had been threats 
against his life and said he was honeymooning in western 
Uganda with his bride, Sarah. 

Miss Taylor was quoted as saying the Ugandan dictator 
planned to come out of seclusion later this week. There was 
no indication when she spoke with Amin. 

The Kenyan news agency said Amin was wounded in a 
carefully planned ambush in the town of Entebbe and was 


undergoing treatment somewhere in Uganda or possibly 
Libya, which has close tics with Uganda. 

It quoted Ugandan refugees, who fled after Saturday, as 
saying Amin's State Research Bureau secret police had 
embarked "on a rampage of killings of innocent people and 
members of the armed forces” suspected in the killing plot. 

There "certainly is a massacre taking place here," 
diplomatic sources in the Ugandan capital of Kampala 
were quoted as saying. 

The news agency said hundreds of Ugandans, including 
senior military officers and civil servants, fled to Kenya in 
the past four days, “running away from certain death 
during the current purge." 

Some of the agency's claims conflicted with other reports 
from diplomatic sources in Kampala, who reported the city 
generally quiet in spite of heavier than usual troop 
presence. 

Nevertheless, after days of hopelessly conflicting stories 
on Amin, the Kenyan report was the most authoritative 
information to emerge from the confusing events in Uganda 
in the past few days. 


Some abortions funded 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House and the Senate 
Appropriations Committee have come up with different 
answers on the Issue of federally financed abortions, but the 
difference is one of degree. 

The House, in a $61 billion Labor-HEW appropriation bill, 
would prohibit use of federal funds for any elective abor¬ 
tions. 

The Senate committee, in approving its version Tuesday, 
voted to deny funds for abortions except in certain cases. 

The Senate exceptions are: 

—Where the mother’s life is in danger. 

—Where the mother has multiple sclerosis, renal disease 
or other diseases which woul)t.-ttotboeform or debilitate" 
the fetus. 


—For termination of ectopic pregnancy, a condition in 
which the fetus forms outside the womb, a life-threatening 
problem. 

—In the cases of rape or incest. 

l,ast year 300,000 abortions were performed on poverty- 
level women under the federal Medicaid program. All these 
would be ruled out in future under the House version and 
apparently most of them under the Senate version, since 
most are elective rather than for health reasons. 

Sen. Edward Brooke, RMass., sought to delete all 
abortion restrictions from the Senate bill. He succeeded 
Monday, but the committee reconsidered and overruled 
him Tuesday. He will try again when the bill reaches the 
Senate floor in a few days.

States stagger under special-ed cost, 
Washington should bear burden, O'Neill says 


BOSTON (UPI) — Massa¬ 
chusetts Lt. Gov. Thomas 
O'Neill III says if the federal 
government mandates special 
education for the handicapped, 
it should carry a fair share of 
the cost. 

In remarks prepared for 
delivery to a U.S. Senate 
hearing in Washington, O'Neill 
said Tuesday special education 
costs in his state have climbed 
from $90 to $230 million since 
1973. 


But, he said, in 1978 the 
federal government will pay- 
only $10 million of the total 
cost. 

O'Neill's remarks were 
made on behalf of the National 
Governors Conference. 

A 1975 federal act mandates 
special education programs for 
the handicapped, but it pro¬ 
vides only partial funding for 
states like Massachusetts that 
already implemented their 
own program. 


"The objectives of the law 
can only be achieved if the 
federal, state and local govern¬ 
ments form a mutual partner¬ 
ship to carry out the mandate 
of the law," O'Neill said. 

“In my home state of 
Massachusetts, we have 
learned a bitter lesson," he 
said. "One level of government 
cannot mandate programs and 
their costs on other jurisdic¬ 
tions during troubled financial 
times." 

He said most states spend 15 


to 20 times more than the 
federal government towards 
educating the handicapped 
while Masachusetts spends 30 
times more. 

O'Neill also asked for fun¬ 
ding formulas reflecting 
educational cost differences 
between states, and 
assurances that Washington 
appropriates funds for 
federally mandated programs 
— especially when local budg¬ 
ets are completed before 
federal allocations are made.

Brezh, Giscard sign detente pledge 




PARIS (UPI) — Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev and 
French President Valery Giscard d'Estaing signed a 
"solemn declaration" pledging their countries to 
work for detente and against the spread of nuclear 
weapons. 

In three separate documents whose signing was delayed 
by last-minute disagreements over wording, the two 
leaders pledged to put their weight behind efforts to slow 
the arms race and the spread of nuclear armaments and to 
improve friendly cooperation in all parts of the world. 

The pledge was the most positive result of Brezhnev’s 
three-day state visit, his first appearance abroad since he 
took on the title of president last week. 

The two men called their meetings "useful and neces¬ 
sary” despite basic and persistent disagreement over 
disarmament, French cooperation with the North Atlantic 


Treaty Organization and French criticism of political 
repression in the Soviet bloc. 

The visit was marked by a burst of anti-Soviet protests 
and demonstrations in France. 

Brezhnev's public reaffirmation of support for detente 
and disarmament came 24 hours after the arrival in 
Moscow of Paul Warnke, chief U.S. arms negotiator, in a 
bid to reactivate the slow-moving U.S.-Soviet Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks. 

In their pledge to oppose nuclear arms prolifeation, 
Brezhnev and Giscard called for increased international 
cooperation, especially in the International Atomic Energy- 
Agency based in Vienna, in order to tighten anti-prolifera¬ 
tion inspection and controls.

attempts to bring about 
agreement between local 
business firms and consumers 
through its consumer com¬ 
plaints program and it 
cooperates with the City of 
Newton and the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts’ 
Office of the Attorney General, 
Consumer Protection Division, 
in trying to satisfy complaints. 

The Chamber's objections to 
a national agency .agreed upon 
at this month's Board of 
Directors meeting, are based 
on the following nine reasons: 

Complaints against business 
should be settled at the lowest 
possible level, namely by the 
local firm, if possible. 

Existing regulatory agencies 
should be strengthened and 
adequately financed to 
prosecute in the courts those 
businesses who violate the law. 

There is no such thing as a 
totally independent agency, 
since by its nature of ap¬ 
pointment, there is respon¬ 
sibility and accountability to 
the appointing officer. 

There is no reason to believe 
that consumers will receive 
more attention by the federal 
bureaucracy than by the state 
bureaucracy, which in 


Massachusetts at least has 
failed to adequately handle 
consumer complaints. 

Creating a new agency will 
increase governmental ex¬ 
penditures and add a new level 
of confusion, duplication and 
waste. 

Creating a new agency will 
add the cost of doing business, 
which cost is most surely going 
to be passed on to the con¬ 
sumer, whom the agency is 
supposed to "protect and 
defend." 

There is considerable merit 
to making individuals 
responsible for their own 
choices in the marketplace. 
Where health or safety is in¬ 
volved, then legislation to 
improve the performance of 
existing regulatory agencies 
should be established. 

The quest for a consumer's 
protection agency is an ill- 
conceived panacea with 
political appeal for the aged, 
the young and the govern- 
mentally-deoendent sector of 
the citizenry. 

A federal agency will add to 
the cost of consumer products 
without expediting the solution 
of legitimate consumer 
complaints.

Twelve major importers and

Italian wines and liquors to 
ver 400 oneophiles or wine 
connoiseurs recently at the 
Sidney Hill CountryClub in

In honor of the occasion, the 
Italian Trade Commissioner, 
hr.

( enter for the United States, 
Ms. Mary Mulligan took part in 
he Italian Festival.

Home Grown Corn — Golden 
Bantam used to be the stan¬ 
dard for measuring quality in 
corn. Many home gardners still 
think it is the best corn you can 
grow, but we'd like to mention 
that there arc varieties having 
higher flavor and qualtiy. 

Plain breeders have changed 
Ihe corn picture greatly. One 
variety called "Sugar Giaf" 
i as ab' Ut 25 of its kernels 
loaded with a "double 
sweetness" factor. The other 75 
f the kernels don't have as 
much sugar, but when you eat 
!' e tw cogelined ion the same 
can you a delightful extra 
sugary taste. 

Sugar Loaf has 8" ears and 
y u can even grow it near other 
varieties without worrying 
ab' ut cross pollination. 
II wcver. it's best to grow it in 
a black "f 3 or 4 rows by itself. 
ra'Ler than mix other varieties 
wir it. 

T' e newer "bi-colors" such 
as Sprite. Harmony. Butter 
and Sugar and Sweet Sue — all 
arc extra sweet and well worth 
planting in your garden. 

If > ■ u'rc looking for a superb 
tale corn, try the Seneca Chief 
mi alures in 82 daysi. It is 
widely regarded as the stan¬ 
dard by which lop quality 
sweet corn is judged. 

Wonderful is another later 
(82 daysi corn worth trying in 
y ur garden. Some people like 
a wi ite corn and you'll have to 
g s me t' beat the quality 
tound in Silver Queen, 
maturing later I about 94 days). 

Amaryllis Blooms — If 
y. u're lucky you can get two 
blooms "n your amaryllis. 
S me c> nsider themselves 
lucky if they get one blossom 
on tl eir plant. No reason why 
y u can't gel your amaryllis to 
blooti year after year. 


In ihe spring (after danger "f 
fr si i pul the pot against the 
side f yur house in a semi- 
si aded spot and keep them 
watered and fed. It's imt 
necessary l" bury the pots as 
some gardners advise. 

Keep them watered during 
ihe summer months la big 
mistake is t" let them dry out 
' i w'i then in early September, 
pul H em in a garage and allow 
•o dry "ff "r rest for 2 12 In 3 
months. This rest period is 
needed for flower formation 
After that, bring the pot into a 
brigl t room and start 
watering. This should make 
Cl ristilias flowering or later. 
Ours are just coming into 
blossom, so it's difficult to 
predict when buds will appear. 
After blooming, keep the plant 
growing by feeding and 
watering regularly.

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Doyle is Popeye in doubleknits 


BOSTON iL’PIi He's 
Popeye in doublekmts, diving 
after ground balls as if he just 
gulped down a can of high- 
quality spinach. 

Denny Doyle really does not 
possess the power of the 
muscular cartoon character, in 
spue "f his recent long homer 
against he New York 
Yankees. In truth the Boston 
Red Sox second baseman has 
only 15 home runs in eight 
major league seasons and one 
i onier in the past two years. 

Yei he swaggers in a bow- 
legged style on his 5-foot-8 
frame and he attacks the ball 
witl his quick bat with the zest 
f Popeye beating up a room 
full "f bad guys. 

Doyle never tries to over¬ 
power his opponents on of¬ 
fense. Instead, the 33-year-old 
lefw bOd swinger looks to slap 
he ball over first and third 
base, pasi drawn-in infields 
and into the outfield gaps. 

Bui against the Yankees on 
June 19. Doyle hit the ball 
l>ciler than even he thought 
p ssible, smacking an Ed 
Figueroa pitch 400 feel into the 
Boston bullpen for a three-run 
onier that started the Red Sox 
o an 11-1 win. 

"Every once in a great while 
he Mother Nature and the 
Good Lord gel together to help 
me out," said the blond Ken¬ 
tuckian after his first homer in 
204 games. "I was just trying to 
ge a en.'d piece of the ball and 
guard the plate. I was going for 
tw bases all the way." 

The homer raised Doyle's 
average l>- .265. a pretty good 
Mgure for the team's No. 9 
baiter in the lineup. 

•But I'm no home run hitter 
or a high average hitler," said 
he man with a lifetime .252 
batting mark. "That's my 
livelihood down there," he 
said, pointing to the infielder's 
glove at the foot of his locker. 

Until Boston plucked him 
trom he end of the California 


Angels' bench two years ago 
his month, Doyle seemed 
destined to lose his livelihood. 
Alter four years with the 
Pi iladelphia Phillies and one 
lull season with the Angels, 
Doyle became a rarely used 
player belun rookie second 
baseman Jerry Remy. After 
g' ing 1-15 with the Angels, he 
was bought by Boston and 
batted .310 through the remain¬ 
der of the season. 

Despite being the only player 
t< hit in all seven games of the 
World Series that fall, Doyle 
w as remembered as the goat of 
he classic for throwing a key 
d> uble-pla> relay into the 
Boston dugoul in the seventh 
game against Cincinnati. 

When he followed with a poor 
1976 season. Doyle was dubbed 
he weak link on Boston's 
powerful squad. 

Yet he has bounced back 
from a poor 1976 season afield 
o play a dazzling second base 
this season. He made only five 
errors in 241 chances through 
Ms first 51 games. 

His play has helped Boston 
rebound from a third-place 
limsh. 15*s games behind the 
Yankees, into pennant conten- 
loii his summer. His im¬ 
proved play followed four 
months of conditioning. 

While the experts talked last 
winter about the Red Sox' 
weakness at second base. 
Doyle was home in Crestwood, 
Ky.. running and working out 


daily to gel into better shape. 

"You have to sum up 
situations, evaluate and com¬ 
pensate whether it be mental 
• ■r physical." Doyle said. "Part 
of my problems in 1976 iwhen 
he liil 48 points below his .298 
average in 1975 and made 13 
errors i was physical. So when I 
fifnished the 1976 season, I 
decided I had to go to spring 
training in belter physical 
shape even though I had 
thought I was in good shape at 
the start of 1976. 

"The day after the '76 season 
w as over, I got up at 6 a.m. and 
ran two miles. I jogged every 
day and played a lot of 
basketball to make sure the 
same thing didn't happen as in 
1976. As a result I found I was 
able to cover more ground than 
I had in 76." 

But Doyle is not alone in 
following a poor 1976 season 
with a banner start in 1977. His 
downs and ups are symbolic of 
the Red Sox' problems last 
year and their success thus far 
this season. 

"If you could put your finger 
on the exact problem of 1976 or 
what's going right in 1977, our 
National Pastime wouldn't be 
our National Pastime. It would 
just be another game," said 
Doyle, raising his barely 
visible blond eyebrows to 
emphasize the point. 

"But baseball has so many 
variables that a what a guy has 
■o do is size up the situation - 


whether it be the shortstop 
you're playing with, a new first 
baseman, your own mental 
attitude, the guy who is pit¬ 
ching. or knowing which guys 
•>n the other team are running 
and which ones are hitting. 

"When I start to compare 
this season to last season, 
though, I look at the mental 
approach," he said. "Not the 
altitude but the approach. The 
attitude was there last year 
because everyone was giving 
100 per cent physically. But the

Robert H. Beaser, 22, of 
Newton, has been awarded a 
1977-78 Rome Prize Fellowship 
in musical composition by the 
American Academy in Rome. 

The award, worth about 
$10,000 each in allowances, 
living quarters and monthly 
stipends, will make it possible 
for Beaser to live one year at 
the Academy and to do in¬ 
dependent work in the field for 
which he received his 
Fellowship. 

The Academy, composed of 
the School of Fine Arts and the 
School of Classical Studies, is a 
working community of artists 
and scholars. It offers no 
formal courses nor does it have 
a faculty. Fellowship winners 
are chosen through juried 
competitons by professionals 
in each field and are judged on 
the basis of achievement, 
potential and readiness to do 
independent work. 

The American Prix de Rome 
has been awarded since 1920;

have included Samuel Barber, 
Elliott Carter, and Lukas Foss. 

At 22, Beaser is among the 
youngest ever to receive the 
Rome Prize in composition. A 
graduate of Yale College 
summa cum laude, he received 
his master's degree at the Yale 
School of Music last month. 
When he was 17 and a senior at 
Newton South High School, he 
won the Greater Boston Youth 
Symphony Orchestra Young 
Composer's competition, and 
as a result conducted in Jordan 
Hall, the Esplanade and on 
tour in Great Britain. At Yale, 
where his principal com¬ 
position teachers were Yehudi 


Wyner and Jacob Druckman, 
he was Scholar of the House, 
and assistant conductor of the

Beaser has been the 
recipient of numerous com¬ 
positional honors including the 
Crofts Fellowship to 
Tanglewood and the Friends of 
Music Prize at Yale. His solo 
guitar work "Canti Notturni" 
which was given its New York 
premier in Tully Hall, Lincoln 
Center, last November by Eliot 
Fisk, has been called by critics

other direction or was used to 
weigh postage or packages.. .

We have a friend whose scale 
told her she weighed 148 when 
155 was closer to the truth. It 
was rusted and paint-stained, 
but she clung to it loyally 
because she couldn't bear to 
see the dial go past 150.

"I know it’s off by 8 
or 10 pounds, but what’s 
the.harm?

WEIGH DAILY: Once upon 
a time it was a diet article 
axiom that you should-weigh 
yourself only once a week.

long before you say “1 do" sit 
down with your local studip 
photographer and plan the type 
of wedding coverage you would 
like. Most studios offer special 
prices for normal bridal 
portraits and candid album 
photographs. 

At this early meeting, you 
can decide how much of the 
day you wish the photographer 
to cover - from your final 
preparations at home, to 
farewell with parents, the 
ceremony, reception and 
honeymoon sendoff. 

If you plan to get married 
during one of the "peak" bridal 
seasons - June, July, August, or 
December, in particular - it is 
wise to book a photographer at 


least six weeks or more before 
the ceremony. 

At your pre-sitting con¬ 
ference, ask your 
photographer about special 
effects - candlelit views, mood 
portraits, and super-imposed 
photos - you may wish to in¬ 
clude in the wedding photo 
collection. He has samples of 
other wedding candids that will 
help you decide the type of 
photographs you’d like. 

Plan ahead for all your 
upcoming photo needs. In 
addition to a large framed 
bridal portrait for display in 
your new home and the wed¬ 
ding album, you may wish to 
give photographs to parents 
and members of the bridal 
party as souvenirs of this 


important day. 

Your photographer also has 
the Kodak Special Moments 
Collection, custom photo cards, 
suitable for wedding an¬ 
nouncements and thank-yous. 

Before the wedding day, ask 
a family member or close 
friend to act as photographer's 
assistant. This person can be 
helpful in pointing out special 
friends and relatives so they 
are sure to be included in the 
wedding photos. 

Once you’ve made these 
arrangements, you can leave 
all the details and worrying to 
the professional. He'll be sure 
to make the photographs you’ll 
always cherish - especially of 
those least expected, candid 
moments. 


'Green thumb" decorating 


Plants have gained tremendous 
popularity as decorative 
elements in apartments, homes 
and offices. Their use depends on 
personal taste, budget and an 
individual’s “green thumb” 
abilities. 

There are some excellent books 
available at the library, and most 
florists will be happy to advise 
you once you discuss with them 
the light available in your home 
for good growth. 

Proper light for house plants 
can be a tricky matter. Many 
foliage plants cannot tolerate 
direct sunlight; their leaves will 
bum if they get too much. On the 
other hand, flowering plants, 
cacti and succulents will not 
bloom without enough direct 
sunlight. 

If you live in a city apartment 
where natural light is not plen¬ 
tiful, both fluorescent and special 
lights are often adequate. Be sure 
to check first with your local 
greenhouse. 

Before nuying, always check 
the five major requirements for a 
plant—light, water, soil com¬ 
position, temperature and 
humidity. Also find out if the 
plant is tempered or conditioned 
to a life indoors. If a plant has 
been living out of doors, the shock 
of change without a period in a 
greenhouse will be very 
discouraging as leaves will 
yellow and fall, and you’ll have to 
nurse it through a period of ad¬ 
justment. 


If you are just getting into the 
botanical thing, you may wonder 
how to decorate "tastefully” with 
plants. Although there are no 
rules as such, you want your 
plants to look like they "belong" 
in your particular decor. 

Whatever the advice from 
friend-and-florist and your own 
inclinations, plants can be mixed 
or matched...but, if your fur¬ 
nishings are predominantly of the 
following styles, interior 
designers have these 
suggestions. 

For exotic settings, Paradise 
Palms, (Howeia forsteriana) are 
easy to grow. Time was when 
these palms were status symbols 
and greatly sought af¬ 
ter...perhaps because of their 
rarity and the fact that such 
plants could not be shipped from 
far-off ports successfully. Today, 
thanks to modern transportation 
and improved chemical 
technology, many varieties of 
tropical flora are widely 
available. Plains require 
relatively little light, they’re 
reasonable, and they grow to 
dramatic heights that vary from 
2-4 to 6 feet. 

Boston Ferns (nephrolepis 
cordifolia) are beautifully suited 
to elegant or traditional interiors. 
Big jardinieres of feathery ferns 
add romantic touches of 
greenery; they "sentimentalize” 
a room. Ferns love high humidity 
and cool temperatures but should 


be kept away from drafts and air 
conditioners which take moisture 
out of the air. Curtains or blinds 
are a good idea if a fern is in front 
of a window. Four or five feet 
back from a sunlit window would 
be best placement. 

If you’re an Early American 
buff, Grape Ivy (Cissus rhom- 
bifolia) is perfect. It’s very 
adaptable and can be used in the 
very popular hanging baskets, in 
centerpieces, dry sinks, etc. Easy 
to grow, Grape Ivy is medium 
light requiring, relatively inexpe 
sive, and varies from 2 inches to 3 
feet in size. 

Spanish or Mediterranean 
decors look more authentic with 
the luxuriant Corn plant 
(Dracaena) around. Its cost is 
determined by the variety and 
the quality, and the size can vary 
from 10 inches to 15 feet! 
Dracaena is easy to grow 
because it requires low to 
medium light, and its water 
needs are moderate.

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Bride's mother: VIP behind the scenes 


The mother of the bride is 
probably the most important 
person behind the scenes 
during any wedding. She is her 
daughter’s right hand in all 
phases of preparation, plan¬ 
ning, dreaming, and consoling. 

It’s a good idea, though, for 
mothers to check up on their 
behavior a bit before the 
wedding rush begins, or the 
right hand might turn out to be 
all thumbs! 

Before the wedding, it is her 
responsibility to help her 

You and utensils 

Whether your culinary talents 
focus on gourmet cuisine or 
traditional, everyday fare, 
chances are you may use many of 
the same kitchen utensils and 
instruments when preparing 
meals. 

A well-equipped kitchen in¬ 
cludes a wide variety of tools. 
Basic utensils for the con¬ 
scientious cook include: an 
assortment of wooden spoons, a 
set of metal implements (big 
fork, spatula, solid spoon, slotted 
spoon, ladle and potato masher), 
a wire whisk, rotary eggbeater, 
four-sided grater, funnesl, 
vegetable sheer and peeler, egg 
sheer, and food grinder. 

And, not to be forgotten are the 
many implements used when 
cooking special dishes, such as 
pastry and basting brushes, 
French frying basket, and kit¬ 
chen tongs. 

You may var this list according 
to your personal needs, but one 
thing you probably can’t change 
is the problem of washing away 
the veneer of grease that often 
coats these many- and oddly- 
shaped utensils after they've 
been used. 

Grease left on cooking im¬ 
plements can provide a breeding 
ground for unhealthy germs and 
bacteria. And often dishwashing 
detergent alone is not sufficient 
for getting rid of the sticky stuff. 

To easily remove greasy food 
residue from cooking im¬ 
plements, soak utensils in a 
solution of Grease relief 
degreaser and hot water to lift 
and loosen grease before washing 
them in the usual way.

daughter compile the guest 
list, arrange the ceremony and 
the reception details, keep 
track of the incoming gifts and 
keep the groom’s family in¬ 
formed of all plans.

Cooking :Caresuggested 
for frostbitten food 


Frozen food has one problem 
in common with people in 
Arctic regions: without ade¬ 
quate wraps, it gets frostbitten. 

Frostbitten food is said to 
suffer freezer burn. Ice 
crystals form on the surface. 
The food dries out. It’s in no 
danger of spoilage while 
frozen, but flavor, color and 
nutritional value deteriorate 
when it is exposed to air inside 
or outside the package, says 
Norma McCulloch. 

The English-born home 
economist and nutritionist is 
widely known in New Zealand 
as an expert of home freezing 
of food. After moving there 
about 14 years ago, she became 
a demonstrator and home 
economist for a major appli¬ 
ances distributor. She has 
since written one cookbook on 
the subject and an expanded, 
revised version of it and in¬ 
vented a home freezing aid so 
popular it put her into business 
for herself. 

The aid is a cardboard and 
metal vacuum pump for 
removing air from food to be 
frozen at home. In an in¬ 
terview, Mrs. McCulloch said 
she got the idea for it as she 
watched her daughter use a 
bicycle pump to blow up a tire. 

It works like the bike pump 
in reverse. 

That one small invention, a 
product that retails about $2, 
made her a manufacturer with 
customers on several con¬ 
tinents. One European 
refrigerator-freezer manuf¬ 
acturer packs a pump in every 
freezer he sells. 

Distribution of the device 
and the revised edition of "The 
Deep Freeze Handbook” 
(Tradewindsi are now 
available in the United States. 


At a demonstration in New 
York City, Mrs. McCulloch 
talked about her research and 
her new career. 

She said New Zealand began 
to encourage women to freeze 
food in the middle 1960s as an 
easy and safe alternative to 
canning. 

Her first book. "Deep Freeze 
Cookery" (Paul Hamlyn, 
Sydney, 1973) sold 200,000 
copies in New Zealand and 
50,000 in an American edition. 
Then, she began to get phone 
calls and letters from New 
Zealand mothers asking about 
making baby food and freezing 
human breast milk. Directions 
for both are in the current 
edition, along with chapters on 
pet foods and low-calorie 
recipes and metric and Ameri¬ 
can standard measures. 

Mrs. McCulloch said she 
consulted a Wellington 
pediatrician about the milk 
queries. She said he advised 
her that freezing human breast 
milk is basically good hygiene 
and common sense as a 
standby in case a nursing 
mother becomes ill and loses 
her milk. 

She began looking for ways ’ 
to protect quality in home 
frozen foods after she saw the 
effects of air inside packages. 

Air not only insulates, she 
said, but food packages con¬ 
taining air take longer to 
freeze. 

So she tried removing air 
from filled, unsealed bags by 
placing them in a bucket of 
water. Pressure drove the air 
to the lop so the bags could be 
twisted shut and sealed, but the 
packages stuck to each other in 
the freezer.

Some historic diamonds 


A 444-carat yellow diamond 
known as the Major Bowes 
diamond was originally owned by 
thp famed radio personality, who 
originated the "Amateur Hour" 
show. He willed it to Cardinal 
Spellman. The stone passed 
through several more hans and 
was stolen in 1958 from a Florida 
gem dealer. It has never been 
recovered. 

The largest diamond ever 
found in North America is the 
Uncle Sam, weighing 40.23 
carats. It was unearthed in 1924 
from the so-called "Crater of 
Diamonds” in Arkansas. The 
Uncle Sam was cut into several 
diamonds, one of which was a 
14.42 carat gem, now owned by a 


New York jewelry firm. Its worth 
probably is over $50,000. 

"Hie Eisenhower is the name of 
a diamond that in its rough form 
actually resembled the 
president’s profile. The 3.11 carat 
gem was found near 
Murlfreesboro, Arkansas, in 1957. 
Its owner, Mrs. Ruth McRae of 
Texas, wears it in its natural 
form as a pendant. 

The Dewey was one of the first 
diamond discoveries in the 
United States. The gem, weighing 
23.75 carats, was discoveredin 
1884 by Benjamin Moore at 
Manchester, Virginia. He sold it 
to Capt. Samuel W. Dewey, a 
geologist and minerologist, for 
$1500.

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Pension scandal 
uncovered in city

Payroll records of the city dating back 
possibly more than 25 years are being 
investigated by Newton police and the 
Middlesex County distirct attorney's 
office, Mayor Theodore Mann disclosed 
this week. 

Comptroller Lawrence Marino, a 
member of the Newton Retirement 
Board, brought the suspected 
falsification of records to light after 
reviewing payrolls of several persons due 
for retirement soon. 

The number of employees or former 
employees who might stand to benefit 
from the altered payroll accounts is “less 
than 12” so far, Police Chief William 
Quinn said at a news conference with the 
mayor Monday. 


Quinn said the matter cannot have been 
one of error, stupidity or negligence. 

Employees with 30 years' service who 
worked for the city before 1939 may, by 
state law, get back the 5 percent of their 
salary that they contributed to the pen¬ 
sion fund and collect 72 percent of their 
salary as a pension. 

Even if an employee had worked for the 
city only a part of one day before 1939, he 
would be entitled to that provision of the 
law. 

Current retirement benefits are less 
advantageous. 

It appears that names of pre-1939 
employees have been erased and dif¬ 
ferent names typed into the payroll 
records. When and how the alterations 
occurred is the subject of the in¬ 
vestigation.

Nahanton Woods vote awaits report 


Fear that construction and water 
runoff may damage the wetlands portion 
of the Nahanton Woods site caused Aid. 
David Cohen last week to request some 
technical advice from the city engineer 
before a vote on the development. 

The Land Use Committee deliberated 
again on the proposal for a 112-unit 
condominium development and heard 
again from neighbors of the project and 
residents of the area about the traffic 
problems they believe will be en¬ 
countered from the additional cars. 

Hie proposal has been before the Board 
of Aldermen three times. It was with¬ 
drawn once for reduction in number of 
apartments and was denied once. 

The land, at Winchester and Nahanton 
Streets, consists of approximately 30 
acres, of which 23 acres would be 
restricted against building by a con¬ 
servation easement and other restriction. 

If apartments are not allowed to be 
built there, the developer, Newton-at-128 
Realty Trust, could build 26-28 single¬ 


family houses, according to a Planning 
Department memorandum. 

The increase in traffic, especially on 
Winchester Street north of the 
development, has been of concern to 
residents. 

A traffic study prepared for the 
developers by Sasaki Associate estimates

1200 vehicle trips per day to be expected 
after the development is fully occupied, 
which means 600 trips out and 600 trips in. 

Residents of streets intersecting with 
Winchester Street are afraid that the 
increased number of cars coupled with 
continuous excessive speed will make the 
street dangerous and will also lead to 
more cars taking short cuts through the 
small side streets. 

While concerned about the traffic, 
Cohen is more concerned with potential 


damage to the wetlands during con¬ 
struction and the long-range effects of 
having water flowing through pipes into 
the wetland instead of being absorbed 
gradually. 

The city is still dealing with a threat to 
the Webster Vale, a conservation area in 
Chestnut Hill, where construction has 
caused some silt flow into Thompsonville 
Brook, and Cohen wants to avoid another 
similar situation. 

Cohen has asked City Engineer Cynthia 
McCarthy to come to the Land Use 
Committee meeting of July 21, prepared 
to explain in layman's terms what the 
acceptable risks to the wetland are, how 
much erosion can be expected, how much 
damage to the wetland can be expected, 
and other such questions. 


Parking problems 
get Board attention 


Two measures designed to ease 
parking for elderly citizens and residents 
of densely populated areas of the city 
were approved by the aldermanic 
Legislation & Rules Committee Tuesday 
night for votes by the Board of Aldermen 
July 5. 

One measure accepts a state law 
allowing Newton to issue stickers 
exempting some automobiles from the 
ban on overnight pe rking. The other 
allows to the city to issue stickers to 
citizens over age 65 for free parking in 
metered municipal lots. 

The sticker-parking proposal was filed 
by Aid. David Cohen. 

The regulations for the on-street 
parking have not been written, but the 
principle will be to allow persons who can 
demonstrate that they cannot park their 
cars off the street to be given iden¬ 
tification stickers. 

The stickers will not exempt anyone 
from general, citywide parking 
regulations, but will given for specific 
locations where there are severe parking 
shortages. 

On the north side of the city, especially 


where the lots sizes are small, there may 
not be a driveway for each house. 

The ordinance allowing elderly drivers 
to park free in municipal lots provides 
that the Human Sendees Department 
issue the stickers to citizens over 65 who 
request them. 

There may or may not be a charge for 
the sticker. 

Stephen Holmes, chairman of the 
Council on Aging, estimated roughly that 
there are about 1000 people who are over 
age 65 and own a car. 

The question of demonstrating 
economic need, raised by City Solicitor 
Howard Levine in his opinion of the 
legality of the proposal, was not ad¬ 
dressed by the committee 

Aid. Robert Stiller, at the ordinance's 
first pass through the Board of Aldermen, 
objected to the proposal and wanted to 
limit it to persons with cars four years old 
and older, on the basts that others do not 
need the financial assistance, no matter 
how small. 

The measure was proposed by Aid. 
Robert Tennant and Thomas Concannon. 


Four new elementary school principals 
were appointed by the School Committee 
Monday night by a vote of 8-1, with 
Michael I^Conti voting against all four. 

LeConti said he thought the 
qualifications of one person "were not 
impressive" and felt the other three new 
principals could have come from within 
the Newton schools. 

Approved by the Committee as 
recommended by Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink were Vincent Simone 
of Newton to Countryside School, Jean 
Hurd of Wellesley to Davis School, Helen 
Rittenberg of New Rochelle, N.Y., at 
Williams School, and Nannette Cochran 
of Cambridge to Emerson School. 

Each candidate was interviewed by the 
School Committee for about an hour last 
week, with the people in the audience 
being allowed to ask questions. 

There were more than 325 applicants 
for the four openings and two positions of 


acting principal. The superintendent's 
recommendations for the acting positions 
at Hamilton and Angier will be in¬ 
terviewed by the Committee Tuesday, 
July 19, at 7 p.m. in the Education Center. 

A team of eight administrators and 
principals interviewed 31 applicants for 
the four positions, and from 19 to 29 ap¬ 
plicants were again interviewed at the 
individual schools. Some were in¬ 
terviewed at all four schools. 

Each PTA also had the opportunity to 
list qualities they would like their school's 
principal to have, as did the faculty of 
each school. 

Superintendent Fink said the two lists 
from each school were similar, which he 
took to show a spirit of unity and un¬ 
derstanding in the four school districts. 
The lists differed slightly between 
districts, he said. 

Applicants from within the school 
system accounted for between one-third 


and two-thirds of the candidates in¬ 
terviewed in each school. 

Vincent Simone 

Vincent Simone of West Newton at¬ 
tended Countryside School for fifth and 
sixth grade when it opened and will be 
returning this fall as principal. 

During the interview Simone, 34, said 
he is probably the only candidate his age 
with 22 years of experience in Newton 
schools. He went to Oak Hill, Coun¬ 
tryside, Weeks, Meadowbrook, and 
Newton High schools before entering the 
Army Signal Corps in 1960. 

Simone received his bachelor's degree 
from Boston University in 1966 and his 
Master of Education degree from Har¬ 
vard in 1971, for which he worked with the 
National Science Foundation in physics. 

He has taught science at F.A. Day for 
10 years and math also for four of those 
years.

Leaky roofs need scarce 
school maintenance money

TYHE INABILITY OF THE School 
Department to meet all its maintenance 
needs within the limit set by a two-year- 
old city charter amendment has post¬ 
poned the epairs of leaky roofs in about 
nine schools in the city. 

) The supplemental maintenance 
budget of $287,000 that would have taken 
care of the necessary maintenance items 
for the next school year has been cut to 
$90,000 worth of bondable items. 

The mayor and the School Department 
agreed to tttally defer $48,000 worth of 
repairs, and another $107,000 worth will 
be taken out of the city operating budget 
if the there is surplus money later in the 
year, according to Director of Support 
Services Roy Cornelius. 

All the items in the supplemental 


request are still considered as necessary, 
Cornelius said, and some will take 
precedence over the repair of water 
fountains and some broken windows 
where there would be no health hazards. 

The items approved by the Aldermanic 
Finance Committee for bonding include 
repair of the gym floor at Weeks Junior 
High, a new roof a Bowen School, new 
univent heeters at Carr School, and work 
on doors, bricks, floors, and ceilings at 
various schools. 

The mayor and Cornelius agreed to 
defer refinishing of the simulated outdoor 
area floor at Newton North, a new fire 
door at the Education Center, and various 
univent replacements. 

About $26,000 worth of items Cornelius 
considers vital will be taken out of the 
charter maintencance allowance of 2 
percent of the previous year's total 


operating budget. They can’t wait until 
surplus is available, he said. 

These include draining the Newton 
North indoor pool this summer for 
$15,000, removing creative playgrounds 
at Murray Road and Horace Mann 
schools,. security window grills at two 
schools, and monthly inspection of 
automatic sprinklers and elevators, 
painting in about 10 schools and exterior 
painting of three schools account for 
about two-thirds of the $82,000 that will be 
eone if the mayor finds surplus in the 
FY78 city budget, according to figures 
' submitted by Cornelius. 

The leaky roofs in schools will be 
repaired as maintenance money becomes 
available in the charter-limited main¬ 
tenance account.

Without benefit of cap and gown, two 
Newton mothers are celebrating a per¬ 
sonal commencement of their own. 

One will go job hunting; the other will 
go to college in the fall. Each found what 
she wanted in Project Re-Entry, an in¬ 
ternship program for women, sponsored 
by the Civic Center and Clearing House, 
Inc., of Boston. 

Kay Graca of 181 Waltham St., West 
Newton, had reached the stage in her life 
where she couldn’t decide whether to get 
another job or go after the college degree 
she has always wanted. 

Sebna Kopelman, of 78 Esty Farm Rd., 
Newton Centre wanted to do more than 
play tennis and run the house for an 
almost-grown family. 

Mrs. Kopelman met two members of 
the Re-Entry staff at a BU seminar. Mrs. 
Graca read about the project in a 
newspaper. They were placed in different 
groups in Project Re-Entry but their 
reactions to the program are parallel in 
many ways. Bothfeel they have been 
stimulated to make their own decisions 
with more confidence and direction after 
their nine-month stint in Project Re- 
Entry. 

The Civic Center and Clearing House, 
at 14 Beacon St., Boston, a counseling and 


placem mt service for volunteers and an 
affiliates career and vocational guidance 
service, developed Project Re-Entry to 
re-introduce women over 35 into the work 
force. It helps them compete in the job 
market by assessing their skills, building 
their self-confidence and providing on- 
the-job training in volunteer ap¬ 
prenticeships. If a woman does not want a 
job, the project can point her in other 
directions. 15 is lunited to 20 or students, 
representing a diversity of backgrounds. 
Many are divorced or widowed, some 
have children, almost half have been 
single heads of household who need to 
earn a living. Their first month is spent in 
intensive group and individual counseling 
sessions. 

After choosing a field for volunteer 
work, each participant writes a resume 
and has job interviews. For some this is a 
frightening experience and group support 
is invaluable, interns sign legal contracts 
with the employing agencies so that 
working conditions are clearly 
established and mutually beneficial. If 
the volunteer has problems with her 
internship, she can discuss them in group 
counseling sessions every other week at 
the Civic Center and Clearing House, 
whose staff tries to place her in a more 
favorable job if necessary.

This year he was named acting science 
consultant in the Division of Program 
where he worked with junior high and 
elementary teachers in the teaching of 

science. 

Simone, who is PTA president of 
Franklin School in West Newton, has 
been very active in curriculum planning 
and development.

During the interview Simone said he 
feels his best qualification is his ability 
“to support and develop fine quality 
teaching," with his main responsibilty as 
principal being the students. 

He welcomes community involvement. 
“The more the better," he said. 

To cope with possible stagnation among 


a more tenured staff Simone would in¬ 
crease communications inside the school 
and between schools, and have teachers 
work with each other in classrooms. 

He sees grade marks as only a code, 
sometimes needed to express to the child 
the quality of the work and sometimes 
helpful to motivate the child, but he also 
feels they can have a negative influence. 

What is important is communicating 
with the parents, he said. 

This year he has worked with 
elementary teachers of all levels on the 
sequencing of the science curriculum and 
has helped teachers with new materials 
in the classroom. 

Simone feels most discipline problems 
can be dealt with on a preventive basis if 
the teachers present clear guidelines of 
what is expected of students. Certain 
school-wide rules are needed, such as no 
physical violence and no destruction of 
property, he said. 

He said during the interview that he 
would spend more time reviewing other 
curriculum areas such as language arts if 
his appointment was approved. 

He sees Countryside School as "a good 
school getting better,” and, in response to 
a parent who asked if he had any im¬ 
mediate plans to improve morale at the 
school, he said he would work to "have 
things working." 

The new principal said he looks for¬ 
ward to the job and also to working with 
the four special educatiion classes in the 
school.

Helen B. Rittenberg, 40, who will be the 
principal of Williams School in Auburn- 
dale, is currently an assistant principal at 
an elementary school in Mamaroneck, 
N.Y.

The doctor, Goldman said, 
apparently was using a 
lawyer's threats against the 
couple because he thought the 
couple’s advanced age might 
mean he would never collect 
his bill. 

From that point, Goldman 
found out that if he lent money 
he would be a pawnbroker, and 
there is no provision in Newton 
city ordinances for a pawn¬ 
broker. 

Pursuing the whole com¬ 
plicated process, Goldman 
learned that Newton has to 
accept a state law before it can 
issue a license to a pawn¬ 
broker. 

So Goldman found himself 
Monday night at the alder- 
manic legislation & Rules 
Committee, explaining that he 
doesn't really want to be a 
"pawnbroker” with the three 
golden balls hanging over his 
door, but he would like the 
privilege of lending money on 
some items. 

There is an unbelievable lot 
of state regulations on 
pawnbroking. Police must be 
notified regularly of items 
received, in case they are 
stolen. Certain procedure must 
be followed in regard to length 
of time an item is kept. 

The state banking com¬ 


mission regulates the interest 
to be paid by the pawner. It is 
now 2 percent per month on the 
amount lent, according to 
Goldman. Since items are 
usually only pawned for a short 
time, the interest can be 
considered low, unless you look 
at the 24 percent annual rate. 

There are no pawnbrokers 
listed in the West phone book, 
but there are 12 in the Boston 
Yellow Pages. Goldman 
wonders why Newton shouldn't 
have one. 

The Legislation & Rules 
Committee took no action on 
the matter except to talk with 
Goldman. It will wait for an¬ 
swers about acceptance of 
state laws and information on 
licenses.

She feels a tenured staff at her school in 
New York has been an advantage in not 
having to train new teachers and spen¬ 
ding more time mainstreaming special 
education children and other school 
goals. 

She sees herself as a child advocate, 
with her responsibility being to know 
each child as well as possible. 

Asked how she would meet the con¬ 
flicting demands of providing for gifted 
children versus special education 
children,she said, “I think we should take 
each child where he is and provide for 
him” the best education possible. 

In her school programs for gifted 
children at various times included 
courses in computers, television 
production, general media, and a writer- 
in-residence program, not all of which 
were continued because of funding cuts. 

When asked about promoting a student 
that doesn’t meet the general grade 
standards, Ms. Rittenberg said a strong 
reason is needed to hold a student back. If 
the parents, teachers, and she felt there 
would be some benefit for the student to 
have another year in a class, she would 
favor it, she said. 

She considers parent-teacher con¬ 
ferences essential. She does not like 
giving grades and sees little good in a 
written report for parents if there is no 
conference. 

She sees the elementary school very 
responsible for teaching basic skills to 
students. At one school system in which 
she worked a conference with middle 
school staff led to the end of teaching sets 
in elementary school and placing more 
concentration on division, fractions, and 
percentages. 

Asked by Chairman Alvin Mandell on 
the amount of time that should be spent 
teaching cognitive skills versus affective 
skills, she said, “One can't spell out the 
time like that.” 

“You can’t say ‘For the next 15 minutes 
we'll teach human relations,"’ Ms. 
Rittenberg said. 

Susan Silbey, the outgoing PTA 


president, thanked those involved for 
presenting such an "impressive” can¬ 
didate. 

Nannette Cochran 

Nannette P. Cochran will be principal 
at Emerson School in Upper Falls after 
using her leave of absence from 
Underwood school to be an ad¬ 
ministrative intern in a Brookline K-8 
school. 

She graduated from Oberlin College 
with a B.A. in English in 1964 and earned 
a teaching certificate at San Francisco 
State College in 1967. This year she 
earned her M.Ed. degree from Harvard. 

Ms. Cochran taught grade six in the San 
Ramon Valley School District, Cal., from 
1967-70 before coming to Newton where 
she has taught grades four and six. 

She has worked in curriculum 
development in sex education, racial 
awareness, social studies, human cir¬ 
culation, and anti-smoking programs. 

With Emerson School being one of the 
two schools in the city to receive Title I 
federal funding, she pledged to become 
more acquainted with the program over 
the summer. 

Her rule of thumb for maintaining 
discipline is a “firm dialogue." 

On the first day in her classes she has 
talked about nonnegotiable rules and told 
students she could be approached on 
other matters, as long as they use a little 
common sense about approaching her at 
an appropriate time. 

She sees the responsibilities of her new 
job as first to supervise and assist 
teachers and set up an atmosphere where 
everyone wants to and can learn. 

Other duties would be to insure a safe 
building, keep track of supplies, and 
make sure routine tasks run smoothly so 
teachers will have more time to discuss 
curriculum. 

Ms. Cochran does not resent the back- 
to-basics movement. 

"I'm in the business to teach the three 
Rs," she said, adding that can be in¬ 
terspersed with students learning to work 
together and deal with others. 

She sees her strongest qualifications as 
“the tremendous desire to grow, to have a 
new challenge, to learn from new ex¬ 
perience, and to have the whole school 
grow.” 

She sees the exchange of information 
with the school and the community as 
very important, and will make it very 
clear to parents at the start that she is 
approachable. 

She feels grades do not tell a lot about a 
child's progress that a written report can, 
but she is not dead set against grades. 

Ms. Cochran said the curriculum 
guidelines Newton has are important for 
giving structure to classroom teachers, 
but added that a student’s progress has to 
be ‘ viewed individually. 

Asked by Robert Cohen if she would 
correct spelling errors in a paper 
assigned to cultivate imaginative 
writing, she said she would comment on 
the main goal of the paper first and on 
another day work on other problems 
students had. 

Jeau Hurd 

Jean C. Hurd, 35, currently a sixth 
grade teacher in Wellesley, will be 
principal of Davis School in West Newton 
in the fall. 

Ms. Hurd, a native of New York City, 
received her B.S degree from the State 
University College at New Paltz, N.Y., in 
1963, followed by an M.Ed. degree from 


Boston University in 1964. In 1975 she 
received a degree in advanced studies 
from BU in school administration. 

She taught in Wellesley for four years 
and previously taught in Needham, 
Sudbury, and spent four years in 
Mamaroneck, N.Y., but in a different 
school that than Ms. Rittenberg who she 
does not know. 

She has been active in many black 
studies and interracial programs, in-

eluding the MetroPairways Program and 
Metco in Wellesley. She has also taken 
three courses relating to teaching about 
India. 

She feels it is her responsibility to see 
that each school day is well organized to 
insure that teachers and students have a 
happy, worthwhile day. 

She wants the faculty to know that she 
is available and willing to help with any 
discipline, housekeeping, or routine 
matters that could use her help. 

Ms. Hurd is familiar with the words in 
color program used at Davis School 
although she has not used it herself. 

She said it "seems to be quite dynamic' 
and its advocates say it doesn't teach a 
different spelling method and children 
learn to read at a faster rate. 

She would try to run the school in a low 
key, well organized manner, and try to 
find some humor in each day. 

On the question of discipline, she sees 
the need for different guidelines for 
nandling a problem the parent or prin¬ 
cipal is called in. 

She doesn’t mind having children sent 
to her office to do their work, and she has 
even personally driven children home 
from school and waited in the car until 
the parents arrive home to discuss a 
discipline problem. 

Ms. Hurd hopes a needs assessment 
will be done by the community and used 
by the staff to set certain goals and 
deadlines. 

She feels "it’s detrimental to keep a kid 
back in sixth grade,” but if a parent 
wants to, she would suggest sending the 
child to another school because children 
are so peer conscious. There should be a 
mechanism to take them in the junior 
high, she said. 

She said in the interview that if she got 
the job she would give up her small side 
business of Moore-Hurd Associates, in 
which she has helped people plan 
funerals, parties, and buying of personal 
clothes. 

One woman from Davis said Ms. Hurd 
scored about 97 on her list and was very 
enthusiastic about having her as prin¬ 
cipal.

City engineer says NCDF 
has not corrected problems

The Webster Vale is still 
threatened by erosion from the 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation's 
housing construction at the end 
of Hamlet Street, the Con¬ 
servation Commission was told 
last week. 

A list of five corrective 
measures to prevent erosion 
during the construction were 
given to NCDF Executive 
Director Alan Schlesinger on 
June 6, but they still have not 
been implemented, City 
Engineer Cynthia McCarthy 
told the commission. 

"Quite frankly, I am 
frustrated,” she said. 

"I can come down hard on 
him again,” she suggested. 

Piping for the drainage 


system is lying around on the 
ground and has been damaged, 
Ms. McCarthy said. 

The drainage system has not 
even been started, she added. 

There appears to be no 
supervision or control over the 
contractor, Ms. McCarthy told 
the commission. 

Someone just dumped a huge 
pile of sand at the crest of the 
hill next to the townhouses, 
apparently for use on the 
Carlisle Street dike. 

Commissioners fear that a 
heavy rain may wash the sand 
right downhill to Madoc Street 
and into the Webster Vale. 

The city engineer said 
Schlesinger assured her that 
the contractor has put a foot of 
gravel under the rocks that sit 
downhill from the clay and 
sand embankment.

Joseph Utka was appointed 
to the new position of coor¬ 
dinator of school-community 
programs. 

Acting District Coordinator 
Robert Kilburn will have his 
title changed to acting 
assistant director of program, 
keeping his current salary of 
$31,689. 

Kilburn will continue to 
provide for the continuity of 
program in grades K-12 on the 
north side of the city, while 
Assistant Superintendent for 
Program Henry Atkins will 
coordinate programs on the 
south side of the city. 

Utka will take over many 
duties that had to be performed 
this year by Kilburn and Atkins 


while Beattie was ill. 

He will take over ad¬ 
ministrative responsibilities to 
the Title I program, Com¬ 
munity Schools, nursing and 
day-care programs in the 
schools, adults in high school 
courses, and the loan of texts to 
private school students. 

He will also assist in ap¬ 
plying for state, federal, and 
private funding and perform 
other duties assigned by 
Atkins. 

This year Utka has been 
acting principal at Emerson 
School and he previously held 
the position of Title I coor¬ 
dinator.

NTA defeats NFT by 225 votes 


The possible closing of 
Weeks Junior High School and 
grade reorganization of the 
schools was not discussed by 
the School Committee this 
week, but it reaffirmed its 
request to the Board of 
Aldermen to have certain 
repairs done at the school. 

School Committeeman 
Robert Cohen postponed the 
discussion of closing Weeks 
because it would involve a 
redistricting of Angier students 
to Warren Junior High School. 
The Committee wants input 


from the community before 
voting such a change. 

Community input will also be 
sought in the fall on the plan to 
reorganize the schools into a K- 
5, 6-8, 9-12 system. 

Health and safety items 
passed by the Board in the Nine 
School Study and reaffirmed as 
necessary in Weeks total 
$ 106 , 110 , half of which will be 
for heat controls. 

Other items include $15,000 
for renovating the toilets and 
$15,000 for new emergency 
lighting. 


The Newton Teachers 
Association retained its 
bargaining position with the 
School Committee last week by 
winning the election over the 
Newton Federation of 
Teachers by a vote of 581 to 356. 

A total of 947 of an eligible 
1167 teachers, tutors, 
psychologists, and social 
workers voted. 

Ten persons voted for “no 
union” in the election run 
Tuesday and Wednesday at 
American Legion Post No. 440 
by the State Labor Relations 
Commission. 


Richard Cochran, president 
of the winning NTA, said after 
the election he was “very 
pleased” with the number of 
voters and the margin of 
victory. 

Mary Lally, an examiner 
with the State I^bor Relations 
Commission, said the election 
ran "very smoothly.” 

The commission did not have 
on its eligibility list the names 
of 11 persons who showed up to 
vote in the election, she said, 
but because of the margin of 
the victory those paper ballots 
were not counted. They were 


held aside after being cast. 

"I offerred my 
congratulations to the 
Federation for their good 
campaign,” Cochran said, and 
relayed the message from NFT 
President Sheila Enright that 
her group will support a new 
contract. 

Negotiations with the NTA 
and the School Committee 
were halted for a month 
because of the election. 
Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said another 
negotiating date is being set up 
by the lawyers from both sides.

Tution rates for state wards 
were approved at the School 
Committee meeting with the 
hope that for the first time in 
three years the city would 
actually receive the money 
from the state. 

Separate rates were also set 
for out-of-city students, which 
are about $150 more than the 
state ward rate in accordance 
to a new formula for that 
allows for billing on the current 
year cost instead of past year 
for the state wards. 

The rates for state wards and 
out-of-city students for the 
school year just ended are as 
follow for each school level: 

Elementary, $1,669, $1836; 


and senior high, $2087, and 
$2275. 

This year Newton expects to 
get $39,000 of the $2.5 million 
approved by the legislature for 
state ward reimbursements. 

There were 10 out-of-city 
students attending Newton 
schools this year who have 
been billed a total of $10,440. 
Four of the students were in the 
system all year. 

The tuition rates are based 
on a per-pupil average of all 
school costs except bonded 
debt, the Community Schools 
program, the cost of new 
equipment, and the tuition the 
city pays to other technical 
schools.

Against the motion to say 
nothing were Commissioners, 
Deborah Howard and Richard 
Staley. 

Staley, Howard and 
Ditelberg all boycotted a 
private meeting for members 
of the Newton Conservation 
Commission and the board of 
directors of the Newton Con¬ 
servators which was held in 
Wasserman’s Wells Avenue 
office building the evening of 
Wednesday, June 1. 

Tucker, Heyn and Fleishman 
attended that session. 

One attendee reports that no 
one at the session made any 
commitments. 

“There are many ad¬ 
vantages to preserving all this 
open land for the city,” he said, 
“but the question is are they 
going to give a developer five 
times the density (now 


allowed)?" 

The June 22 discussion and 
vote came after prodding from 
Commissioner Staley and 
Theresa Walsh, a resident of 
Wallace Street in Ward 8. 

"Water already goes over 
Nahanton Street sometimes,” 
Ms. Walsh told the com¬ 
mission. 

Salt and sediment is a 
problem now for residents of 
Winchester Street, because of 
the heavy truck traffic bound 
for the Wells Avenue industrial 
park, she said. 

Ms. Walsh also warned the 
commissioners that developers 
have their eye on the Novitiate 
land. 

"There are six of them who 
trail John McGrath around like 
puppy dogs,” she said. 

(McGrath is the land agend 
agent for the Xaverian 
Brothers who own the 60-acre, 
riverfront Novitiate, which 
many people want for a city 
park.) 

In rebuttal, Commissioner 
Tucker pointed out that 
Wasserman's development 
would gross an estimated 
$450,000 in taxes for the city. 

The net income, after costs of 
city services to the complex 
are deducted, will be about 
$300,000 Tucker estimated. 


Commissioner Staley said he 
hates to see such development 
get started in the Nahanton 
Valley. 

“That’s just the first domino 
to fall," added Commissioner 
Howard. 

Owners of the five large 
pieces of land in that area 
should get together and make 
up a plan for the valley, said 
Commissioner Heyn. 

She wants an effort made to 
keep single family houses from 
developing along Nahanton 
Street. 

Other commissioners 
disagreed, saying that 
Wasserman would never be 
interested in building single 
family homes along that street, 
as present zoning allows. 

A deed restriction on the 
Wasserman land is the best 
solution, said Commissioner 
Fleishman. 

She believes no money will 
be allotted by the Executive 
Department for city 
acquisition of the Wasserman 
land, despite its being included 
in the C1P. 

The Wasserman petitions are 
currently before the Land Use 
Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen and may be voted on 
at the Board's July 5 meeting.

Why some 
teenagers 
don't drink 

A study in the mid-west sought to tind 
out why some teenagers use drugs, in¬ 
cluding alcohol, and why some do not. 

A rather remarkable portrait of the 
typical non-user developed. 

Edward Bodanske, director of the office 
of youth programs which directed the 
survey, said that •’what we've found here is 
a student who appears, very well-adjusted, 
eager to remain busy in school or church, 
who just doesn't see the necessity for 
drinking or taking drugs.” Almost all were 
active in school activities and in church 
affairs. Almost all were A or B students 
and those with less than A standing were 
dissatisfied with their work. Most didn't 
care about being "popular” with their 
peers and they felt they were generally 
more independent than their classmates. 

But while the non-drug-users were ob¬ 
viously well adjusted, what were the 
reasons? The survey also discovered that 
the non-users thought of themselves as 
close to their families and they felt that 
their parents were interested in them, even 
to the point of "checking up" on them when 
they were out. They also considered 
religion as either very or moderately im¬ 
portant to them. 

Authorities who directed the survey have 
come to the general conclusion that the 
deterioration of family life may be the 
single largest cause of maladjustment 
leading to drug and alcohol use and abuse 
among young people. Neither police nor 
government action is likely to solve the 
problem in spite of criminal penalties for 
the possession of most drugs and alcohol by 
teens. The fear of parental disapproval or 
of arrest apparently had little to do with 
the non-use of drugs. It obviously has done 
little to deter the users. 

Parental influence apparently is still 
extremely important in determining a 
young person's choices in life. 

The parent who downs half a dozen 
martinis to blot out the business pressures 
of the day perhaps may expect the same 
from son or daughter. 

Those who must keep up with the 
neighbors at all costs may be setting the 
stage for drug activity by youngsters who 
see it as a means of becoming popular. A 
positive family experience, Bodanske says, 
may be "a powerful deterrent to negative 
peer pressure that often leads to teenage 
drug abuse.” 

That family relationship may also give a 
young person a sense of self respect and of 
his or her own worth that makes peer 
. popularity irrelevant.

Bay State economy still lags behind

The Massachusetts economy still lags far behind, even as 
the rest of the nation and most other New England states 
are staging a resurgence - something that indicates 
strongly that drastic changes are needed to keep the state's 
fiscal nose above water. 

Today in Massachusetts, the costs of government, both 
state and local, continue to grow more than twice as fast as 
the state’s tax base. This is a solid indicator the state’s 
economy remains in trouble. 

While Governor Michael S. Dukakis has jammed a fist in 
the dyke at one spot, and controlled the growth of state 
spending, another mind-numbing wasting of state dollars - 
escalating state spending - is contribution to a fiscal and 
economic situation that remains unresolved. 

The shaky position of the state’s economy has been 
pinpointed by those past scare stories about business 
"fleeing" Massachusetts. While there has been no great 
flight, there have been admitted serious losses, and there is 
solid basis for deep concern. 

Nowhere is this indicated better than in the decision by 
Digital Equipment Corporation - one of Massachusetts 
biggest and fastest-growing employers - that its future 
expansion plans don't include this Commonwealth. 

Another indicator is in manufacturing employment, 
where Massachusetts is second worst in the nation (a 15.3 
percent loss while the rest of the nation gained more than 14 
percent!) The state’s per capita income has dropped from 
112 percent of the U.S. average to 102 percent. 

In the area of taxes, possible all that needs to be said is 
said implicitly in this state’s nickname, Taxachusetts. And 
the taxes keep growing because the state’s spending keeps 
surging upwards. Simply, put, Massachusetts remains in a 
competitive bind with other states because the cost of doing 
business and living elsewhere is less. 

There's more to this complex problem, of course, than the 
above brief recitation of a few of the state’s ills and short¬ 
comings. Many of Massachusetts problems are really 
national in character, and would be best dealt with on a 
national scale. This is a remote possibility, at best, given 
the standoffishness of the Carter Administration on, for 
examole. welfare. 

Governor Dukakis, you will recall, for long months clut¬ 
ched this gossamer hope to his bosom; that much of his 
fiscal crises gripped his mind and attention with searing 
Washington. The chief executive clutched rosy dreams that 


Federal aid, particularly for welfare, would become a 
reality when Jimmy Carter became President Those 
dreams slowly assumed a nightmarish quality. 

The young governor could be forgiven such optimism 
slightly shellshocked as he was by the events of the past 
three tumultuous years - years in which three separate 
fiscal drses gripped his mind and attention with searing 
intensity. Remember the expensive borrowing program 
last year, and the two emergency tax packages of 1975? 

Without question, the fiscal wolf continues to sniff at the 
door. But both Dukakis and the legislative leaders may 
draw solace from the fact they did take some harsh, painful 


steps necessitate by fiscal realities. These steps, 
augmented by huge amounts of Federal aid have made 
matters here more bearable, if not resolving them outright 

Nonetheless, a drastic overhaul of our priorities is needed 
- and the areas where these most likely can be made will 
evoke understandable howls of wrath in the years ahead. 
Fiscal experts say these will be made - in welfare, 
Medicaid and Chapter 766 - because public priorities have 
shifted from support of such programs toward tighter 
restrictions and limitations on tax programs. 

Without an overhaul, just by natural progression, today s 
problems will overwhelm the state eventually. 
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Dukakis must run on broken promises

Governor Michael S. Dukakis appears to be playing 
politics to the hilt as he prepares for the campaign he will 
make next year for reelection to a second term. 

Either forgotten or ignored are his campaign promises of 
1974 about no patronage, the best managed state govern¬ 
ment the people of Massachusetts ever had and the most 
carefuDy chosen judges in the Commonwealth's history. 

No appointments would be made to the judiciary unless 
they were approved by the joint screening committees of 
the Massachusetts and Boston Bar Association, we were 
told. This would be done with such propriety there would be 
no need of a Governor’s Council. 

That pledge can be placed on the upper shelf beside the 
once solemn and repeated promise that there would be no 
new taxes if Michael Dukakis was elected Governor. It has 
been broken twice. 

When Dukakis made his no-tax pledge, he presumably did 
not know how big the deficit was he was inheriting or how 
close the Commonwealth was to bankruptcy. 

Dukakis did not make the financial mess he inherited 
when he became Governor, and he had no choice but to 
impose new taxes, we are now informed. The situation was 
beyond his control, it is argued. 

Let's give Dukakis the benefit of doubt and accept that 
claim although candidates for Governor are supposed to 
know what they're talking about, and Dukakis now is 
planning to make his supposedly temporary taxes per¬ 
manent if he is reelected to a second term. 

The judicial appointments he makes are totally within his 
control. No circumstances have forced him to withdraw the 
veto power over the selection of new judges he said he was 
giving to thescreening committee of the two prestigious bar 
associations. 

All the evidence is that Dukakis ignored that pledge for a 
second tune in his administration as part of a political deal. 

Dukakis aides change the subject and switch to more 
pleasant topics when they are asked why the Governor 
twice has broken his promise to abide by a veto of proposed 
judicial appointments by a panel representing the two Bar 
Associations. 

Governor Dukakis must have anticipated in 1974 that he 
would be offered deals to appoint persons as judges whom 
the two bar associations considered unqualified to serve on 
the bench. 


This is how Beacon Hill observers fit together the pieces 
of the story behind Dukakis’ appointment of Margaret Ann 
Burnham to the Boston Municipal Court 

A group of influential Black leaders waited upon Dukakis 
and requested that he name Miss Burnham a judge on the 
Boston Municipal Court In return, they would support 
Dukakis next year and would do everything they could to 
line up Black voters for him. 

They wanted to reward Miss Burnham for her work as co¬ 
co unsel for black activist Angela Davis and as attorney for 
the Roxbury Defenders who represent Blacks accused of 
criminal wrongdoing. She also worked for the NAACP. 

Although she had resided in Massachusetts for less than 
five years. Miss Burnham also brought suit in an effort to 
change the method of electing the Boston School Com¬ 
mittee. 

An agreement was made. Miss Burnham would be placed 
on the Boston Municipal Court. The Black leaders would go 
all-out for Dukakis in 1978. 

Dukakis has kept his part of the deal. He arranged for his 
own rubber-stamp judicial nominating committee to in¬ 
clude Miss Burnham’s name among those suggested for the 
vacancy on the Municipal Court created by the promotion of 
Justice Gordon Doerfer to the Superior Court. 

It's doubtful that any members of the nominating panel 
had even heard of Miss Burnham until Dukakis told them to 
include her in their list of recommendations. 

Then Dukakis picked Miss Burnham’s name from the list 
submitted to him by the nominating panel and forwarded it 
to the screening committee of the Boston and 
Massachusetts Bar Associations, by whose finding he had 
promised to abide. 

In attempting to justify his selection of Miss Burnham, 
Dukakis said she would have "great sensitivity to the needs 
of residents of the inner city.” 

Miss Burnham later defended her legal experience and 
called for a more sensitive regard by local courts of inner- 
city residents who are mostly blacks. She said judges often 
treat defendants as "numbers rather than individuals." 

But the screening committee of the Boston and 
Massachusetts Bar Associations, which does its utmost to 
uphold the standards of the state's courts, despite some 
strange appointments by Dukakis, disagreed that Miss 


Burnham has enough legal experience to qualify for service 
on the Boston Municipal Court. 

Members of the panel opposed Miss Burnham's ap¬ 
pointment on the ground that she had inadequate legal 
experience and had resided in Boston less than five years 
since coming here from the South. 

The usual standard for service on the Municipal Court is 
at least 10 years of legal experience. Miss Burnham had 
seven. Ordinarily, those 10 years of experience would be 
spent in the Greater Boston area. Miss Burnham has been a 
Boston resident slightly more than four years. 

It appears that the appointment of Miss Burnham did not 
receive the widespread approval in the Black community 
that the Black leaders, who sponsored her, expected it 
would. 

Other Black leaders believe there are Black attorneys, 
both men and women, in the Greater Boston area who are 
better qualified and more deserving of appointment to the 
Municipal Court than was Miss Burnham. They feel she was 
placed on the court for purely political reasons. 

Beacon Hill observers anticipated the Governor's Council 
would block Miss Burnham’s appointment. This was an 
opportunity to side with the screening committee of the two 
Bar Associations against Dukakis. It was assumed the 
Council would make the most of it 

It was a golden, gleaming chance to justify the existence 
of the Executive Council Dukakis had tried to abolish 
during his first year in office ... But by a 4 - 3 vote the 
Council fumbled away that opportunity. 

Councillors George F. Cronin, Jr., of West Roxbury, 
Herbert L Connolly of Newton, Theodore E. DiMauro of 
Springfield and John Britland of Fall River voted to con¬ 
firm the appointment of Miss Burnham after extensive 
lobbying by Black leaders. Veteran Councillor Patrick J. 
(Sonny) McDonough of Dorchester, Joseph A. Langone, 
3rd, of Medford and John Markey of North Andover opposed 
the appointment. 

After that vote, many persons, who had been opposing a 
suggested constitutional amendment, which would abolish 
the Governor’s Council and transfer its few functions to the 
State Senate, decided to drop their objections and let the 
constitutional amendment moved ahead. They are con¬ 
vinced the State Senate would not have confirmed Miss 
Burnham's appointment 


Is health care too costly to cure?

Why is it that when the price of coffee 
goes up 50 cents the public is outraged, 
but when another product, far more 
costly and indispensible to many more 
Americans, goes up 40 percent in a single 
year, almost no one protests? 

That's because the second "product” is 
health insurance. Even though its 
runaway costs have become a critical 
threat to the nation’s economy, few 
Americans are concerned, because most 
of us don't pay those monumental costs 
directly out of our own pockets. 

But the organisations which do foot the 
bill, industries offering medical in¬ 
surance as a fringe benefit, governments 
providing medical care for the poor and 
elderly, and union funds, are being 
clobbered by those increases. With over 8 
percent of the total GNP going to medical 
care, and hospital costs rising almost 15 
percent a year (or nearly double the 
overall inflation rate), those costs are 
ultimately passed along to all of us, 
whether through higher prices, increased 
laxes, or larger union dues. 

That's why the Carter Administration 
has proposed a comprehensive hospital 
cosl control bill, largely based on the 
systems that we already have in place in 
Massachusetts. Recently I went to 
Washington to testify on behalf of the 
Carter bill and to review the successful 
operation of the Massachusetts program. 


That program works because it attacks 
all three parts of the problem: operating 
costs, capital costs, and distribution of 

services. 

I-ast year a broad coalition of business, 
labor, Blue Cross and insurance leaders, 
united by their concern about these 
soaring costs, joined us and the 
legislature to push through the toughest 
hospital cost control law in the nation. 

Under that law the Massachusetts Rate 
Setting Commission controls operating 
costs through a comprehensive hospital 
budget approva process. Hospitals must 
submit their proposed budgets to the 
Commission for public review and ap¬ 
proval. The commission establishes an 
allowable rate of increased charges, 
announced in advance, based on a for¬ 
mula that considers the increased costs of 
wages, heat, power, and supplies, and 
increases in volume of services. The 
hospitals must meet that target. Only 
certain uncontrollable costs which go 
above the established guideline, such as 
complying with new government 
regulations, can be passed on to con¬ 
sumers. 

The second and third problems, capital 
spending and distribution of services, are 
interrelated. We deal with them through 
the "Determination of Need" program, 
administered by the independent Public 
Health Council, and through the 
statewide health planning process, which 


examines the health needs of entire 
regions, and ultimately, the state as a 
whole. 

For too long individual hospitals built 
new buildings or added sophisticated 
services simply because they wanted to, 
not necessarily because there was a reai 
community need. That led to increased 
costs of medical care and ironically, even 
decreased its quality in some cases. 

For instance, there is an estimated 
excess of 5,000 hospital beds in the state, 
costing us an unnecessary $100 million a 
year, and often resulting in pressure on 
doctors to prescribe unnecessary 
hospitalization to fill those beds. Or, take 
the case of open heart surgery. It is so 
intricate an operation that surgeons need 
frequent cases to keep in practice. 

Yet, although over 800 hospitals 
nationally are equipped to handle such 
operations, a third of them actually did 
any open heart surgery in 1972. 

Determination of Need is reversing 
that situation in Massachusetts and we 
benefit both in costs and quality of care. 

During its five year history, the 
program has saved state government and 
consumers an estimated $2.5 billion in 
unnecessary construction and services. A 
side benefit has been a shift in the types of 
medical care, for the council's decisions 
to prevent unnecessary construction have 
been coupled with ones approving major 


increases in primary and ambulatory 
care, as well as alcohol treatment 
facilities, all effective alternatives to 
costly hospitalization. 

Under the program, all proposed 
construction costing over $ 100,000 or any 
major changes in a hospital’s services 
must be submitted to the Public Health 
Council. The council holds public 
hearings on the proposal, and then rules if 
it will be allowed, based on factors such 
as whether the region really needs the 
service and its ultimate costs. Combined 
with the third cost control mechanism, 
the statewide health planning process, 
’ Determination of Need" has resulted in 
a better distribution of vital health ser¬ 
vices throughout the state and 
elimination of unnecessary ones. 

Our experience has shown that 
programs such as the President's 
proposal are not only needed but that they 
also work. They won't destroy the 
benefits of a good national health care 
system. Instead these changes will im 
prove that system by forcing it to develop 
priorities for the first lime, by spreading 
its benefits more equitably, and by 
making it affordable. 

And these changes will hasten the da; 
when this nation can adopt a nationa 
health insurance system and at long las 
make decent health care for all Us peopl 
a guarantee of national citizenship.

Moreover, an old myth, 
fostered by developers, that 
development reduces taxes has 
been exploded. New 
development will usually in¬ 
crease taxes and reduce the 
quality of life for those already 
here and will not benefit the 
city as a whole. 


These considerations must 
he kept in mind when con¬ 
sidering any proposal for new 
development, such as 
Nahanton Woods. 

To be sure, Nahanton Woods 
is not on the lists of the Con¬ 
servation Commission or the 
Newton Conservators for 
acquisition by the city for 
recreational purposes or for 
environmental reasons. 

The developers on occasions 
such as these repeatedly tell us 
that they cannot afford to 
develop the land with the 
present zoning and demand a 
variance. Whey should we be 
unhappy? Why should we 
accommodate them? 


There is an alternative to the 
two extremes of acquisition or 
development; do nothing! The 
developers can let the land stay 
in its present use, agriculture 
or whatever, hold on to it in 
case the recession ends and 
Boston expands again, or let it 
revert to the city for non¬ 
payment of taxes. 

It would be folly for the city 
to fall into the trap set by the 
developers and allow any 
changes in the zoning or¬ 
dinances as drastic as the five¬ 
fold increase of density 
proposed.

Metco funding 


To the Editor: 

School Committee Chairman 
Alvin Mandeb's letter in the 
Newton Graphic June 9 is 
unfavorable to Metco, which I 
guess he does not like. 

Since I do, I write to express 
my opinion that he should be 
flatly contradicted for saying 
that "the state is not funding 
the Metco programs anywhere 
near the true costs of educating 
a student in Newton.” 

I believe that it is, nearly. By 
law Metco is state funded, and, 
since it became law, all of 
Newton’s school committees 
have believed that it is stated 
funded, as must the people in 
the 40-odd other suburbs that 
subscribe to the program. 

To make his point, Mr. 
Mandell writes that the direct 
refund will be approximately 
$919.51 per Metco student. For 
350 students that will be 
$321,829. 

In fact, this year Newton did 
receive a total of $657,702 for 
Metco. For next year School 
Supt. Aaron Fink is reported as 
putting in for $714,209, or $2040 
per student; more than twice 
Mr. Mandell’s $919.51. 

Mr. Fink and Mr. Mandell 
certainly get their figures from 
the same set of accounts, 
reputedly excellent, in which a 
separate book is kept for 
Metco, reviewed and audited 
by the 

. slate Department of 
Education, and the difference 
between their quotations 
makes me wonder if Mr. 
Mandell is not showing his 
reprehensible disposition to 
confuse the voters, perplex his 
colleagues and badger an 
excellent staff.

At a community meeting 
Thursday, June 23, at 48 Silver 
Lake Ave., the Nonantum 
residents (35) who were 
present voted unanimously to 
petition for a hearing tc 
request that the Board of 
Aldermen and the City of 
Newton dedicate the Stearas 
School and property for park 
and recreation purposes. 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas met with the residents 
to discuss the suggested land 
swap between the purchaser of 
land at the end of Rustic Street, 
Nonantum and the city for the 
old Stearns School. 

When Mr. Thomas left after 
an hour of discussion, the 
residents were still not 
satisfied with his explanation 
of the city's role and the status 
of the land swap. 

The Rustic Street land is 
owned by the Atina San Marco 
Society, and the successful 
bidder is Carmine Nardone, 
who has taken an option on the 
property at a reported price of 
$54,000 contingent on the land 
trade. 

Although the bids have not 
been made public, the 
residents believe that it is 
written into the agreement that 
the building will be 
rehabilitated for housing and 
the basement level provided as 
a community center. 

The community has ex¬ 
pressed a desire for a com¬ 
munity center, but they do not 
want it if it can only be ob¬ 
tained by accepting housing at 
Stearns. 

A consultant has been hired 
by the Nonantum Advisory 
Committee to perform a 
feasibility study to evaluate the 
reuse of the Stearns School as 
well as other sites, for a 
community center. 

The heated discussion 
Thursday evening was 
triggered by two letters — one 
to Mayor Mann dated May 27 
from the Nonantum Advisory 
Committee requesting his 
cooperation in delaying any 
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action that the city is con¬ 
templating relative to the 
Stearns building pending the 
results of the feasibility study; 
the second letter dated June 1 
from Mayor Mann to the 
N.A.C. members stating that 
he would hold any action on the 
Stearns School until the con¬ 
sultant responded to the study. 
However, the Atina San Marco 
bids were opened Tuesday, 
June 14. 

The residents feel that once 
again their requests have been 
ignored by the city and that the 
petition for a hearing is the 
only course of action to protect 
their rights. They want no 
more political talk; they want 
political action. 

State Rep. Harrington and 
DeNucci, who attended the 
meeting, offered their support 
in this effort. All of the 
aldermen were invited to the 
meeting. E. Cohen, T. Con- 
cannon, A. Magni, J. 
McDonnell, J. Miller and T. 
Morris were present. 

Opposition to housing at 
Stearns has been repeated over 
and over since NCDF days and 


is not diminishing. 

The area is densely 
populated, the streets ex¬ 
tremely narrow, characteristic 
of Nonantum, and the traffic Ls 
a hazard day and night because 
the area is sandwiched bet¬ 
ween two of the most heavily 
traveled streets in Newton, 


Watertown Street (Rte. 16) and 
California Street. Also the 
residents prefer to keep the 
last bit of open space in 
Nonantum. They want the 
building razed, the land leveled 
and graded for a park.

Police chief issues annualreminders for vacation time 


t hief William F. Quinn in his 
annual vacation message, said 
this week that while this year's 
burglary rate is lower than 
previous years, it is "apparent 
from some reports that 
i arelessness is accounting for 
some housebreaks." 

Unlocked doors and win¬ 
dows. or entrance gained by 
removing screens from a rear 
door or window are accounting 
for some of our breaks," he 
noted. 

"Public awareness, 
vigilance, and cooperation with 


this department have reduced 
the incidence of housebreaks 
throughout the city. However 
"constant vigilance must be 
maintained, and reasonable 
security instituted," he said. 

"With the vacation season 
starting, we request those 
taking a trip away from home 
to notify our Department in 
order that we may provide 
periodic checks.” 

"In addition," said Quinn, "I 
recommend the following: 

Notify milk, newspaper, and 
other delivery services to 


suspend deliveries and arrange 
with the post office to hold 
mail. 

Arrange for a neighbor or a 
relative to check your home 
also, and perhaps remove any 
mail or circulars from the front 
doors. 

Have someone adjust drapes 
or shades to give the house a 
lived-in look. 

Arrange for lawn care. 

Arrange to have someone 
leave a light on in an inner 
room, or use a timing device." 

The chief also reminded all 


that engraving tools and decals 
announcing "Operation 
Identification" are still 
available at Police 
Headquarters and may be 
reserved by telephone. 

Quinn also asked for a 
greater interest in safety on the 
part of the motorists and 
parents. 

"Our schools are closed and 
children of all ages are now 
going to and from play areas, 
riding bicycles, some of them 
at dusk, some are creating 
different patterns and 


motorists are advised to 
exercise greater caution. 

"It is our hope parents would 
check closely on their 
youngsters riding bicycles at 
dusk or after dark for reflec¬ 
tors' lights and that the cyclists 
be reminded to use common 
sense in their riding. 

"Those vacationing in un¬ 
familiar areas should be 
doubly careful of where and 
how their children play. Traffic 
patterns are different, roads 
many times are poorly lighted, 
and an awareness of these 


factors could avoid accidents. 

"Swimming and other water 
recreation definitely should 
have family guidelines. 
Skateboarding, not allowed in 
Newton’s public areas, should 
also be of parental interest and 
follow the recommendation of 
the Skate Board Association. 
E.G. use protective gear, 
helmet, elbow and knee pads, 
and gloves, and exercise in 
safe areas away from traffic. 

The Chief concluded "a little 
vigilance may contribute to a 
safe and happy vacation.

Conservation Commission gets achievement award 


The Newton Conservation 
Commission has won an award 
from the Middlesex County 
Conservation District Board of 
Supervisors in recognition of 
its achievements in open space 
planning, administration of 
wetland protection and other 
activities. 

Public announcement of the 
award came at last week's 
monthly commission meeting. 

The commission was 
nominated for the award by the 
Newton League of Women 
Voters in March, and learned 
this month that it had won. 

Formal presentation of the 
award by Middlesex District 
officials will probably be 
during the July 5 meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

In other business, the Con¬ 
servation Commission voted 
unanimously to give the Public 
Works Department main¬ 
tenance responsibilities for all 
conservation land in the city. 

Control over the land would 
still rest with the Conservation 
Commission, but DPW per¬ 
sonnel would do the main¬ 
tenance work and costs of that 
will, presumably, come under 
the DPW budget. 

■ Chairman Dennis Ditelberg 
commented that "bankruptcy" 
has persuaded him that DPW 
maintenance is desirable, 

(The Board of Aldermen 
recently deleted funds 
requested by the commission 
for maintenance of con¬ 
servation areas in next year's 
budget.) 
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The Conservation Com¬ 
mission has never had any paid 
staff of its own, and cleanup 
operations have to date been 
volunteer, except for some 
temporary CETA employees 
during 1976. 

There is still a question, 
commissioners believe, as to 
whether DPW will spend its 
own budget money to do 
cleanup work on conservation 
land. 

At the June 22 meeting the 
commission also reached 
agreement with Atty. Lewis 
Aronson, representing B and L 
Realty Trust, on a construction 
project in Ward 8. 

To avoid building concrete 
footings within the floodplain 
zone, B and L is now proposing 
a cantilevered support that will 
jut out over the floodplain. 

The project is on two vacant 
lots on Broadlawn Drive, near 
the Newton-Brookline-Boston 
border. 

An order of conditions for 
wetland protection, issued by 
the commission last fall, was 
appealed by B and L to David 


Standley at the State Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Quality 
Engineering. 

City Engineer Cynthia 
McCarthy, who was present at 
the June 22 session, recom¬ 
mended acceptance of Aron¬ 
son's new plans. 

•, Aronson said his client is 
prepared to withdraw the 
appeal to DEQE if the Con¬ 
servation Commission ap¬ 
proves the new plans with the 
cantilevered support. 

The commission voted to 
approve the city engineer’s 
recommendation, on condition 
that B and L withdraws its 
appeal to DEQE. 

Other conditions placed on 
the approval deal with 
issuance of a new conservation 
commission "order of con¬ 
ditions”,B and L’s obtaining 
approval from the Newton 
Building Department, and no 
efforts by the developer to get 
an exemption from the Newton 
floodplain zoning law from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Two other wetland matters 
received attention from the 


commission. 

A letter is going to a 
Stamford Street homeowner 
telling him to come in for a 
hearing before the Con¬ 
servation Commission about 
filling into the Flowed Meadow 
wetland in Auburndale. 

He has not responded to 
notices that his attempts to 
level his rear yard are illegal, 
because they result in filling of 
Flowed Meadow, recently 
designated as an inland 
wetland by the State Dept, of 
Environmental Affairs. 

The fine for not coming 
before the conservation 
commission for a permit to fill 
is $1,000 per day, according to 
Commission Secretary Helen 
Heyn. 

Onthe other side of the city, 
neighbors have complained 
about filling of a wetland called 
Skunk Hollow Swamp. 

A homeowner on Nardell 
Road, who recently bought his 
house, was trying to build a 
wall around the edge of the 
swamp, according to com¬ 
plaints received by Com¬ 


missioner Heyn. 

The house is one of three 
built on some filled wetland 
along Nardell Road that abuts 
the swamp. 

Heyn visited the site and told 
the homeowner that he could 
not fill for a wall. 

Ultimately, the homeowner 
took his case all the way to 
Governor Dukakis’ office, 
citing a “health hazard” from 
the terrible smell which he said 
made his wife ill, Heyn told the 
commission. 

The odor in question is 
believed by the Conservation 


Commission to come from 
skunk cabbage which grows 
naturally in Skunk Hollow 
Swamp. 

Heyn said that the filling has 
stopped, but the fill must be 
removed. 

A hearing is scheduled for 
July on the matter. 

Present at the June session 
were Ditelberg, Heyn,. and 
Commissioners Nathan 
Tucker, Thelma Fleishman, 
Richard Staley, and Deborah 
Howard.

A l/iwell man was given a 
suspended prison sentence and 
ordered to pay $2,820 as 
restitution to an 82-year-old 
Newtonville woman following 
his conviction in Newton 
District Court last week on a 
charge of larceny. 

Michael Patrick Dowling, 21 , 
of 18 Walker St., Lowell, was 
the second man convicted for 
being involved in a $14,000 
alleged home repair swindle 
from November, 1976, to 
January, 1977. 

In addition to having to pay 
restitution, Dowling was given 
a one-year sentence in the 
House of Correction suspended 
for two years. He had pleaded 
innocent to the charge of 
larceny over $ 100 , according to 
court papers. 

A Belmont man has also been 
found guilty of larceny in 
connection with the scheme. 

Warrants for the arrest of 
two other men allegedly in¬ 
volved in the incident have also 
been issued, but the men are 
still at large. 

According to the Detective 
Bureau the men being sought 
for larceny over $100 are 
Raymond McGardle, 30, of 9 
Savor St., Lowell, and 
Raymond Martin, about 52, of 
New Hampshire. 


Joseph Panasuk, 54, of 30 
Stanley Rd., Belmont, has 
appealed to Superior Court his 
conviction for larceny over 
$ 100 . He was given a two-year 
sentence in the House of 
Correction and fined $750. 

The repair swindle involved 
the cleaning of gutters and the 
chimney on the Newtonville 
house and the replacement of 
one broken chimney tile' for 
which the woman was charged 
$4,200, police said. 


She paid t men but ty kept 
coming back, claiming she still 
owed them money, she told 
police. She wrote a total of 
eight checks worth $9,700, but 
still received no receipt 
marked “Paid in Full," police 
said. 

On Jan. 28 two men escorted 
the victim to her bank where 
she made the final payment of 
$2,800, according to police. A 
bank camera took a picture of 
the men.

Committee named to develop 
guidelines on ambulance service 


Mayor Theodore Mann has 
announced the creation of an 
ambulance professional ad¬ 
visory committee. 

The immediate function of 
the committee will be to 
develop written guidelines to 
assist emergency-medical- 
trained police first responders 
and ambulance attendants in 
making on-scene decisions 
about the transport of patients, 
develop record-keeping 
procedures, and determine 
methods of evaluation of 
services provided. 

For the past several months 


the City of Newton has had in 
operation, on an around-the- 
clock basis, a Class 2 am¬ 
bulance service. The city has 
complied with state law by 
having already on order two 
Class 1 ambulances. It is ex¬ 
pected that the two new am¬ 
bulances will be in operation 
sometime in September of this 
year. 

Mayor Mann said, “We are 
happy to have the involvement 
of trained professionals as we 
upgrade our emergency ser 


vices to Newton residents. 
Newton now has the best 
available emergency response 
system. 

“The Police Department, 
with its trained emergency 
medical technicians, will 
continue to be the first 
responders. They will ad¬ 
minister basic life support 
services and coordinate with 
the Fire Department." 

The Mayor emphasized that 
citizens should dial “911” 
immediately in the case of any 
emergency, to insure the 


fastest service. 

The committee will be co¬ 
chaired by Chief Harvey 
Preble of the Fire Department 
and Health Commissioner Dr. 
J. Caroline Zavarine. The 
members are Fire Lt. William 
Bailey; Ms Jane Fitzsimmons, 
R.N.; Ms. Mary Gorman, 
R.N.;Dr. Leo T. McCallum;

Mrs Knpelman had been a volunteer 
ease aide for the Brookline Family 
Couseling Service for more than two 
years before joining Re-Entry. She was 
interested in social work, but not in 
earning a master of social work degree. 

•'I wanted to do active work with 
people," she said in an interview. 
'Project Re-Entry gave me new ideas as 
to how and where." 

Her internship was in the patient 
service department of the Multiple 
Sclerosis Society in Newton Upper Falls, 
w orking with clients by phone or in their 
homes. The work was so engrossing that 
she almost resented the time required for 
the counseling sessions at the Civic 
Center, she said. 

Both Mrs. Kopelman and Mrs. Graca 
acknowledge that the sessions were 
helpful, Ijpwever. As a result of a 
suggestion at one of the discussions, Mrs. 
Kopelman decided to work in patient 
advocacy. 

She plans to take a typing course this 
summer and in the fall seek a part-time 
)ob in a hospital. She feels that in a few- 
more years she will want to work full 
time. 

Mrs. Graca had worked much of her 
life in an assortment of jobs from packing 
c andy to running a library. She had also 
taken Harvard extension courses tow ards 
a bachelor's degree, but "never had 
time" to finish the requirements.

newsletter, visited homes and organized 
workshops. Her interest in social work is 
stronger. But what emerged most 
strongly from the experience was her 
desire to go to college.

"I've learned not to be afraid to ask for 
help.

Mrs. Kopelman felt, when her children 
were younger, that she should always be 
home when they returned from school, 
but now that her daughter is 20 and her 
son 15, she says, "I want to get up every¬ 
day and be out of the house by nine 
o'clock." 

Both women, while they feel personally- 
fulfilled by their Project Re-Entry ex¬ 
perience, said that other interns were not, 
perhaps because they entered the group 
with unrealistic expectations. 

"Some of them wanted their decisions 
made for them," Mrs. Graca explained.

Center and Clearing House staff for nine 
years, concurs.

Mrs. Loeser adds that Project Re- 
Entry helps people learn what they don't 
want to do, which is not a totally negative 
discovery. 

"It helps them identify a new field of 
interest if they want to change careers or 
continue education. It helps women with 
children to decide whether it is more 
practical to stay at home with them while 
they are small, or look for work outside," 
she maintains. "It gives women the 
courage to apply for a job, to move away, 
to make other changes in their lives." 

Mrs. Loeser is the author of "Women, 
Work and Volunteering". Other members 
of the Re-Entry staff are Phyllis 
Adelberg and Sandra Kahn, of the career 
and vocational advisory service, and 
Betty Baker, co-director of Civic Center 
and Clearing House. 

Project Re-Entry costs $575 for the 
nine-month commitment. Some 
scholarship aid is available. The center 
has enough connections in the community 
to set up a variety of internships. Those 
explored this year include graphics, 
laboratory research, advertising, music 
therapy, magazine and environmental 
work. 

Re-Entry guarantees no jobs, but will 
help its interns in any way possible. An 
evaluation is made of each intern at the 
end of the program, and recom¬ 
mendations from their employing 
agencies may help them in finding jobs. 

"Each person on the staff was dif¬ 
ferent, and each one was good,” says 
Mrs. Kopelman. “I wouldn't hesitate to 
recommend Project Re-Entry. It gave 
me perspective, confidence and a goal."

Others with leaky rooofs include

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Ironhorse 
rides rails 
again 

BALTIMORE (UPI) - As I 
the 18 -car steam-powered train 
made its first stop in Ellicott 
City, several persons at the [ 
station clasped their hands to' 
their ears to shut out the shrill, 
piercing sound of the whistle. 

Others jumped back from the. 
track when a forceful blast of 
air from the locomotive hit 
them, knocking one woman off | 
balance. 

The 18-car, steam-powered I 
train was making its first stop 
at Ellicott City, Md. 

"This is wonderful," said I 
Cindy Davis of Baltimore. 
"I'm not a train buff, but I love I 
history, and there is something 
so romantic about steam 
trc-ins. It conjures up images of 
ornate, gilded parlor cars in | 
the wild, wild west." 

"I want to show my kids I 
something they’ve never seen 
before," said Jay Stone of 
Washington, while his 7-year- 
old daughter Kris clapped her 
hands, jumped up and down ] 
and cried, "What a beauty! 
Isn’t it a beauty, dad? It looks I 
just like the Petticoat Junction | 
train." 

The center of all the attention | 
was the Chessie Steam Special, 
which will run until October to I 
celebrate the 150th birthday of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Rail¬ 
road, the nation’s first railroad 
and now part of the Chessie | 
System. 

The locomotive will pull I 
several open-window and air- 
conditioned cars, a first class 
parlor car and an observation 
car through Maryland, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Ohio, Michigan, 
Illinois, Virginia, West 
Virginia, Indiana and Ken-| 
tucky. 

The steam locomotive is a 4-1 
8-1 Hudson built in 1945 for the 
Reading Railroad. It can 
generate 900,000 pounds of 
pressure, more than a 707 jet. 
Last year it was used to haul 
the American Freedom Train | 
around the country. 

The locomotive is owned and I 
operated by Ross E. Rowland 
Jr., who purchased it at a scrap 
yard in Baltimore and restored 
it to working condition. 
Rowland earns his living as a ! 
commodity broker in New | 
York, but said his true love is j 
railroads. 

His father was an engineer! 
with the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, and in his younger 
days Rowland spent a great 
deal of time with railroad 
crews at the local roundhouses. 

The steam pressure which 
runs the train is created by 
coal and water stored behind 
the 2101 in a tender. Coal from 
the tender is fed into the 
firebox in the locomotive, and 
the fire heats water in the 
boiler above it. 

On the morning of the first 
trip, 400 people boarded the 
Chessie Special. Many said 
they were there to relive their 
childhood or to find out what i 
steam trains were like. 

John Hebb, a high school] 
student who traveled from 
Philadelphia, said, “It's Just 
something I had to do. I just! 
really wanted to ride it.” 

As the passengers boarded 
the train a loudspeaker an¬ 
nounced, "This is the B&O 
Railroad sesquicentennial 
special. We will be departing 
Camden Station shortly. If 
there should be medical 
problems, such as a cinder in 
the eye, there are medical 
people in car 17." 

Most people headed for the 
open-window cars so they 
could, in the words of Chessie 
Vice President Howard Skid¬ 
more "experience the early 
day thrills of getting cinders in 
your hair, being startled by the 
steam whistle and deafened by 
the clickety-clack of wheels on 
the rails." 

Several men wore gray, 
striped railroad hats, red 
kerchiefs and goggles, explain¬ 
ing that the kerchiefs were to 
keep cinders out of their nose 
and mouth and the goggles to 
keep it out of their eyes. 

Harry Yarnell, who works 
for the University of Maryland 
Medical School, had a tape 
recorder with him. “It’s proba¬ 
bly the last time I’ll get to hear 
the sound of a real steam 
train." 

The first trip made by the 
Chessie Steam Special was 
along the BiO’s original line 
from Baltimore to Ellicott City 
to Point of Rocks, Md. 

Kenneth Kretsinger, an engi¬ 
neer with BStO, came from 
Ohio "just to travel the Old 
Main Line.” 

The first cars to use the line 
were pulled by horses, said 
Willis Cook, director of public 
relations for Chessie Systems 
in Baltimore. But it soon > | 
became obvious that horse 
drawn cars were not 
economical and the railroads 
turned to steam engines.

Vocational training 
grant money offered 


Proposals for vocational 
training under the Com¬ 
prehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) Title I, 
Sec. 112 (The Governor's 
Discretionary Grant for 
Vocational Education) are now 
being solicited by the Newton 
Area CETA. 

A total of $880,000 has been 
allocated to the state for the 
1978 fiscal year to fund ap¬ 
proved proposals.

The Governor's 
Discretionary Grant for 
Vocational Education is a 
special federally-funded grant 
that is awarded to approved 
programs in the state that 
provide training for low in¬ 
come and disadvantaged 
persons in a field where they 
can reasonably be expected to 
find job openings. 

- Under last year's grant, a 
printing trades program was 
initiated at Minuteman 
Vocational Technical High 
School. Lexington. During each 
18-week training sessions, 
eligible participants learned 
skills which have prepared 


them to obtain permanent jobs 
in the fields of duplicator 
operation, basic offset prin¬ 
ting, and photo typesetting. 

Proposals should be geared 
toward residents in the Newton 
Area, which includes Bedford, 
Brookline. Dover, Lexington, 
Lincoln, Needham, Newton, 
Waltham, Wellesley, and 
Weston. 

Under Title I of the CETA 
law, persons eligible to enroll 
in the programs must be in the 
low income bracket as defined 
by federal law, unemployed for 
at least 30 days and qualify 
under one of the following 
special categories: special and 
recently discharged veterans, 
welfare recipients, han¬ 
dicapped persons, individuals 
over 45, male and female head 
of households with dependents, 
persons of limited English 
speaking ability, minority 
group members, law offenders, 
recently discharged general 
relief recipients and high 
school dropouts under 22. 

Proposals will be reviewed 
and a final determination on 
funding will be made Aug. 26. 
Programs should be planned to 
being Oct. 1.

Fireworks are illegal 


Chief William F. Quinn 
issued a warning this week 
about the dangers of fireworks 
and laws pertaining to them. 

In the last two days Boston 
Police have made a number of 
arrests of adults selling 
fireworks to children and 
confiscated thousands of 
dollars worth of fireworks, 
Quinn noted. 

"The Fourth of July creates 
a demand of fireworks: and in 
other years, many children 
were hurt or even maimed by 
extremely dangerous salutes, 
rockets and other fireworks," 
he said. 

"No person shall sell, or keep 


tor sale, or have in his 
possession, under his control, 
use or explode any fireworks," 
according to the law. 

A police officer may arrest 
without a warrant any person 
found selling, or keeping for 
sale or offering for sale any 
such fireworks. (The mere 
offering is a violation and no 
sale is necessary' >- 

A police officer may seize 
without a warrant any 
fireworks found in the 
possession or under the control 
of any person to be forfeited to 
the Commonwealth. 

Any person may be sum¬ 
moned before the Newton 
Court even for possession.

On the other hand, you have 
the purist who wants to get 
away from civilization by 
hiking into wilderness areas 
carrying all of his or her 
supplies in a lightweight 
backpack mounted on an 
aluminum frame.

The backpacker 
sleeps in a warm, down-filled 
sleeping bag, using only a tube 
tent for protection during a 
rainstorm. Of course, the 
freeze-dried foods can be of 
gourmet quality when mixed 
with fresh water from a nearby 
stream, the air is clear, free of 
carbon monoxide exhaust 
fumes and the backpacker is 
completely free from all 
electrical appliances, in¬ 
cluding radio and television. 

In between the custom 
motorhome and the backpack 
are the tents, tent-trailers, 
campers, vans and mini- 
motorhomes known collec¬ 
tively as recreational vehicles. 


Most families who enjoy 
camping own a tent or a 
camper mounted on the bed of 
a pick-up truck. They have 
portable butane or propane 
campstoves, cots or air mat¬ 
tresses to place under sleeping 
bags and an assortment of 
fresh and packaged food items. 
They pitch their tents or park 
their rigs in national parks or 
forests, state parks and private 
campgrounds through the 
United States and Canada. 

Most campgrounds are 
located in or near popular 
recreation areas in the 
mountains, or by lakes, rivers 
or the seashore.

10. Consult a sports medicine 
podiatrist at once. You may 


need a biomechanical 
examination. The doctor may 
prescribe Sporthotics to help 
improve the function of your 
feet and legs, reduce fatigue 
and guard against further 
injury.

As the weather warms, you'll 
want to spend more and more 
time outdoors, enjoying the 
sunshine... is your backyard 
attractive enough to spend all 
those leisure hours in? 

If all you've got is a lawn and 
a few shrubs, then now’s the 
time to think about creating an 
inviting outdoor area, where 
your family can relax or en- 
. tertain friends. 

It's not prohibitively ex¬ 
pensive to have a patio put in 
professionally but you may 
find it gratifying and more 
economical - to install one 
yourself. 

There are many materials 
available in your local do-it- 
yourself supply store for 
patios, and you can also obtain 
suggestions and information 
there. 

Aside .from the simple 
cement slab type of patio - 
which is not so simple to in¬ 
stall. and probably should be 
done professionally - the do-it- 
yourselfer has several options 
in selecting an attractive patio 
design.

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Safety measures needed more now 


It's that time of year, when 
the kids start dragging out that 

baitered-but-still-inf la table 

raft...when Dad starts poring 
over road maps...and Mom 
tries on last year’s swim suit 
with a critical eye. 

Along with the good times 
warm weather brings, come 
the increased possibilities of 
accidents. Each year 
thousands of persons require 
emergency treatment for in¬ 
juries around swimming pools, 
and every parent knows that 
bicycles, used increasingly for 
recreation at vacation time, 
can be hazardous. 

Observing basic safety rules 
can go a long way toward 
making your vacation season 


accident-free. 

If your family has access to a 
pool, make sure that there is 
always an adult supervising, 
while the pool is in use, and 
make it a rule that no one swim 
alone, ever. 

Make sure that first aid and 
rescue equipment are always 
on hand, and divide deep from 
shallow end of pool with a float 
line. 

Keep electrical appliances 
away from pool area, and 
make sure your swimming pool 
fence is in good repair. It 
should be high enough so that it 
is not easy to climb, with a gate 
latch that is out of reach of 
small children. Have a list of 
safety rules posted in the 


immediate vicinity of the pool, 
and keep a life preserver or a 
long pole :n full view at all 
times. 

If you have a small plastic 
pool in your yard, keep it 
empty and turned over when 
not in use. 

Children's play equipment 
should be checked for rusted 
chains, frayed ropes, loose nuts 
or bolts, and other safety 
hazards. 

When barbecuing, don't 
squirt fire starter directly onto 
burning coals. Liquid should be 
poured on and allowed to soak 
in, around 20 minutes ahead of 
time, then lit with long wooden 
matches. After you’ve finished 
barbecuing, be sure fire is out 


and coals are cool before 
dumping ashes. 

Check your youngsters’ (and 
adults') bicycles before going 
biking, making sure that seat, 
handlebars, and brakes arc 
properly adjusted. Wheel 
reflectors, head and tail lights 
are "must” equipment after 
dark. Bright clothing should 
also be worn by bike riders 
after dark for maximum 
visibility. 

Safety precautions such as 
these, plus instructing 
youngsters in the rules of the 
road, can make biking an 
enjoyable, accident-free ex¬ 
perience for all concerned.

Hot weather is upon us and 
time to begin planning ways to 
keep cool, while keeping those 
electric bills to a minimum. 

Experts say, remember to 
keep windows and doors closed 
as much as possible. They 
suggest covering large window 
areas with lined drapes, plus 
installing awnings or plantings 
to shade glass from direct 
sunlight. 

It is recommended that 
thermostats on air conditioners 
be kept at the highest tem¬ 
perature at which you are 
comfortable; and air con¬ 
ditioners should be turned off 
when no one is going to be at 
home for more than a day. 


Since heat from lighting puts 
an added burden on cooling 
equipment, keep your interior 
lighting low. Appliances also 
tax your cooling equipment, so 
keep their use to a minimum 
during the heat of the day. 

Whenever possible, make 
use of ventilators in high- 
humidity areas such as the 
kitchen, bathroom and laundry 
room. This reduces demand on 
your cooling equipment. It’s 
also a good idea to use exhaust 
fans in the attic to prevent heat 
build-up. 

If you’re thinking of painting 
the outside of your home, keep 
in mind that light colors reflect 
sunlight, lessening heat ab¬ 
sorption.

RV manufacturers, suppliers 
and associate firms. 

What could be more con¬ 
venient than transferring your 
freshly pressed vacation 
clothes, as well as your socks 
and underwear, from your 
home to hangers and drawers 
in an RV and leaving them 
there until they're needed? 

No more need to cram 
everything into luggage and to 
take out some of the wrinkled 
results each evening: And, in 
many RV's, large storage 
space permits carrying much 
more clothing and sports 
equipment. 

Especially for large families, 
RV's reduce the hassle that can 
result from the inevitable, 
■'I'm hungry!" The next scenic 
overlook, rest area or super¬ 
market parking lot can help 
solve the quick-lunch problem 
because modern RV's have 
facilities for storing food (even 
freezing it) and cooking or 
baking almost any menu that 
can prepared at home. This is 
especially convenient - if not 

I essential - for persons on 
special diets. 

The predictable results of 
drinking and eating can be 
accommodated just as easily. 
"Self-contained" RV’s also 
have hygienic odor-free toilets 
in cleverly designed 
bathrooms, complete with 
showers and often tubs as well. 

RV's are exciting. 

. - Americans probably are the 
world's greatest gadgeteers, so 
the thrill of owning these 
marvelously ingenious 
assemblages of appliances and 
' equipment might be partially 
responsible for their 
popularity. 

But a much greater appeal 
seems to be the provocative 
realization that all the con- 
- vemences and comforts which 
the gadgets make possible can 
? be taken easily almost 
anywhere on the North 
American continent. (Some 
are taken overseas, too.) 
Parking spots in luxurious RV 
resorts, which offer all 
vacation diversions, are 
available by the thousands. On 
the other hand, the RV is 
equally at home when parked 
on a mountain top, the bank of 
a remote trout stream or in a 
desert. Self-contained vehicles 
can operate for days, cut off 
completely from outside 


support. Over 20,000 cam¬ 
pgrounds, from opulent to 
rustic, dot the continent. 

Recreation vehicles can 
make extensive travel 
economically practical for 
many families, although 
traditionalv auto travel has 
become very expensive. For 
example, in 1976 a family of 
two adults and two hungry 
teenagers traveling by station 
wagon would spend about $1022 
for essential on a two-week, 
1,000-mile vacation, assuming 
$30 per day for motel lodging 
and $40 daily for restaurant 
food. That same family need 
spend only about $331 for an RV 
vacation of the same duration 
and covering the same 
distance, a saving of 67 per¬ 
cent. Although the cost of 
gasoline would be a bit higher 
with the RV, parking fees 
typically would be $6,50 per 
night, and food, bought in 
supermarkets and prepared in 
the vehicle, would cost no more 
than at home - about $11 a day, 
according to the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. So the 
added cost of fuel is in¬ 
significant. 

An RV'ing family which buys 
a low-cost vehicle and travels 
widely would save con¬ 
siderable money during the life 
of the RV. Of course, fixed 
costs such as depreciation and 
insurance for an infrequently 
used high-priced unit would 
overshadow the out-of-pocket 
saving. Yet many families use 
their units only occasionally 
but consider the cost an in¬ 
vestment in convenience, 
excitement and camaraderie. 

Observation of the occupants 
of RV's in almost any park 
indicates that the vehicles bind 
families together. Youngsters, 
from pre-school thorugh 
teenage, are espeically 
susceptible to the excitement 
of RV travel. And accessibility 
of Mother Nature's wonders 
which the vehicles make 
possible prompt adults to enjoy 
them more often. So families 
participate and develop 
common interests and rapport 
often lacking in modern urban 
and suburban living. 

A large number of RV- 
owning families schedule their 
vacations to be with members 
of RV clubs. One such 
organization, sponsored by an 
RV magazine, has more than 
200,000 members in the U.S. 
and many other countries. 
Other groups conduct tours 
with up to 150 vehicles in 
convoy on the North American 
continent. All arrangements 
for parking, logistics and 
entertainment are handled by 
the club. Variations are con¬ 
ventions of club members who, 
individually or in locally for¬ 
med groups, travel to club- 
prepared central locations for 
renewal of friendships formed 
at earlier gatherings and to 
find new friends. More th 4,000 
RV's were assembled at one 
such meeting.

Britons open homes and hearts 


How would you like to stay in 
a townhouse in London, a 
clifftop vicarage in Cornish, a 
horse-breeding estate in Here¬ 
fordshire, or a 1601 Tudor home 
on a dairy farm on the Isle of 
Wight? 

You can, you know. In fact 
these are only four of more 
than 200 homes scattered 
throughout England and Scot¬ 
land that welcome paying 
guests under an increasingly 
popular program called At 
Home in England. And the list 
of those rolling out the 
welcome mat for Americans 
keeps growing. 

The U.S.-based agency is run 
by Mrs. Esther Eder, an 
American, and Mrs. Joy 
Berthoud, a Briton. Mrs. Eder, 
who lived in England several 
years, said its main purpose is 
to give Americans a close-up 
view of the England they 
rarely can see. 

Current rates range from $18 
to $25 a per day, or $122 to $170 
per week, double, including full 
English breakfast daily. Other 
meals can be arranged directly 
with the hosts and average 
about $6 to $7 a day for dinner. 
There are special rates for 
children. 


At Home in England lists 
about 30 homes in and around 
London, which will be the 
center of Queen Elizabeth's 
Jubilee Year celebrations, and 
about 90 other upper middle- 
class residences in such places 
like Hetton-le-Hole, High 
Easter, Turner’s Puddle, etc. 

All have been personally 
visited by Mrs. Berthoud, who 
also interviews the owners 
willing to open their homes— 
and, Mrs. Eder said, their 
hearts—to their American cou¬ 
sins. 

"We look for good locations, 
either in the city or coun¬ 
tryside, but the personality of 
the hosts are the major 
criterion," Mrs. Eder said in a 
recent interview. "They must 
be interesting, knowledgeable 
and willing to get involved." 

Hosts include Her Majesty’s 
judges and solicitors, ar¬ 
cheologists, authors, art 
lovers, antique experts, ar¬ 
chitects, authors, educators, 
horse-breeders, horticultur¬ 
ists, a famous rugby player, a 
former private secretary for 
Sir Winston Churchill, a former 
headmistress at a school at¬ 
tended by girls of the royal 


family, and others from all 
walks of life. 

"We try to match hosts and 
clients with similar tastes and 
interests,” Mrs. Eder said. For 
instance, there is a judge who 
lives on a three-acre estate 
about 30 minutes from London 
who is particularly interested 
in swapping judicial ex¬ 
periences with American 
judges and lawyers. 

She said people often ask her 
why so many English families 
"most of whom live in truly 
palatial houses and in con¬ 
siderable style, have joined our 
program." 

"The answer seems to be 
more than just the money,” she 
said. "Many of the hosts recall 
happy times in the United 
States and ties they wish to 
renew and strengthen. That 
this will allow them to mend 
the hole in the roof of the 
manor house or have their 12th 
century frieze restored is all to 
the good." 

The client must make his 
own travel arrangements 
although At Home in England 
will provide information on 
low-cost charter or other 
special flights,

VATICAN CITY (UPI) - 
The 4-4 mile stroll through the 
Vatican Museum is as cultural¬ 
ly enlightening as the guide 
books promise — but it's also 
very hard on the feet. 

"It was worth it, I'm sure it 
was worth it," gasped Barbara 
Linkcwlich of Thunder Bay, 
Canada, as she limped from 
the museum exit to her tour 
bus. 

Marcia and Ralph Myers of 
Ventura, California, said the 
Vatican Museum was their 
very first stop on their first trip 
to Rome. 

"We thought it was fantas¬ 
tic," said Marcia. "But I'm 
darn glad I wore the most 
comfortable pair of shoes I 
own." 

More than 1.3 million tourists 
a year — including 15,000 a day 
at the height of the summer 
season — visit the museum 
experts consider the world’s 
greatest treasure house of 
antiquities. 

Unfortunately, said director 
Walter Persegati, most are on 
such tight time budgets that 
they try to cram all 48,000 
square yards of exhibit space 
into a half-hour tour. 

"We try to make each 
visitor’s tour meaningful,” 
said Persegati, "but too many 
people leave here over¬ 
whelmed by the museum’s 
enormity and confused by the 
sheer force of too many im¬ 
pressions all at once." 

To help tourists this summer, 
Persegati and his staff hav? 
plotted color-coded maps of 
four different itineraries — 
something for everyone. 

"The first itinerary is the 
killer," said Persegati. "We 
call it the Kamikaze — see 
everything and end up seeing 
nothing. 

"Of course, we don't recom¬ 
mend this itinerary. But many 
tourists don’t feel they've 
gotten their money's worth 
unless they've hit every ex¬ 
hibit." 

The museum has 
wheelchairs and First Aid 
stations posted strategically 
for those whose blisters 
become unbearable before 
they reach an exit. 

The second tour is as limited 
as the first is vast. The "mini" 
itinerary is restricted to a 
quick trip past the Etruscan 
vases and into the ornate 
Sistine Chapel, where popes 


are elected under the glory of 
Michelangelo’s ceiling 
frescoes. 

Go early if you plan to take 
the "mini" tour, Persegati 
advises. Guards restrict the 
number of persons inside the 
Sistine Chapel at one time and 
traffic jams of tourists craning 
their necks at the ceiling can 
often cause a two-hour wait. 

The third itinerary includes a 
selection of the museum’s most 
important Greek and Roman 
classical works plus other 
"must sees" such as the Sistine 
Chapel, the Borgia apartments 
and the Raphael Rooms. The 
fourth is dedicated to the 
museum's more modern 
works. 

The Vatican Museum grew 
out of a collection of classic 
sculptures accumulated by the 
popes to beautify their resi¬ 
dences — and the classics still 
make up the biggest part of the 
museum’s collections. 

But no one, not even Per¬ 
segati, has any idea of just how 
many pieces are in the ever- 
expanding collection. 

"We have managed to make 
an inventory of the classic 
Greek and Roman pieces," he 
said. "So far we have 30,000 
pieces catalogued but we 
haven't even begun counting 
the fragments.” 

To protect the collection — 
which today ranges from 900 
BC terra-cottas, to a 2,300- 
yearold bust of Zeus, to a piece 


of moon rock — the museum 
has purchased the most 
sophisticaled surveillance 
equipment available. 

Visitors are warned that "to 
avoid embarrassing 
situations” they shouldn't get 
too close to the art works, as 
the electronic curtains around 
each piece are extremely 
sensitive "to the excessively 
close presence of people” and 
might set off an alarm. 

"We have all the modern 
security gadgets — sensors, 
lasers, etc.," said Persegati. 
"But ultimately it’s the guards 
who are most important." 

The number of security 
guards has been increased 
considerably since May, 1972, 
when a hammer-wielding Hun¬ 
garian refugee, screaming “I 
am Jesus Christ" at horrified 
tourists, smashed the hand and 
damaged the face and veil of 
the Madonna in Michelangelo’s 
Pieta statue in St. Peter's 
Basilica. 

"We haven’t had any inci¬ 
dents since then," said Per¬ 
segati, "but we aren't taking 
any chances either." 

Recently, the museum has 
become concerned about the 
number of "trippers” floating 
through the exhibits: mostly 
young people who stoke them- 
selves up with a bit of 
marijuana or LSD and then 
visit the museum to groove on 
the mummies in the Egyptian 
section or the Taoist paintings 
in the missionary art museum.

Zoo plan 
approved 

by MDC

The children's zoo will also 
be expanded.

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The serendipity of single parenting 
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For four years, Charles Cassey, above, has had sole custody of his sons, Chip, top, 10, 
and Andy, 7.

Most people arc somewhat awed 
by the fact that Charles Cassey of 
Needham has chosen to have the 
sole custody of his two sons, Chip 10, 
and Andy, 7. When Cassey became a 
father in 1967, he had no idea that 
within five years, alone with two 
boys, he would join the ranks of the 
one million American men who are 
single parents. 

Alter he and his wife were 
divorced, they had joint custody; 
however, Cassey was aware his ex- 
wife "could not cope." He suggested 
he have sole custody of their sons. 

She was relieved, he said, and told 
him she felt he was "more tem¬ 
peramentally suited to raising the 
children." "She had no interest," he 
said, "and wanted to re-enter her 
performing career." 

In retrospect, Cassey says he 
assumed the role of the only parent 
with ease because from the time the 
boys were born, he had “shouldered 
a great deal of the responsibility.” 

For four years, he has been 
raising the boys and he is delighted 
by the situation. He does find most 
people arc astonished by the fact a 
man is performing the seemingly 
mysterious task of paren¬ 
ting...alone. Shaking his head, 
hesaid "people say what a great guy 
you must be." One executive 
recently heard Cassey raises the 
boys alone and exclaimed, "you 
mean you cook for the kids...woWl" 
Yes, he cooks for the kids. He 
cooks because he has to, but he has 
discovered that cooking can be "a 
relaxing recreation" after a day's 
work. "I really enjoy it and have a 
better feeling for cooking after 
taking over that responsibility.” 

In many ways, Cassey is luckier 
than the average father who might 
want to have sole custody of his 
children. He is a freelance music 
arranger who also teaches voice and 
entertains in the evenings. 

This month he is moving to 
California where he will be or¬ 
chestrating _the arrangements for 
"Kojak." He tried teaching at 
Bcrklee College for awhile but found 
he had to spend too much time away 
from the children, so he returned to 
freelancing. 

He is presently considering an 
additional position, an ad¬ 
ministrative position, but worries he 
will turn into the kind of father he is 
critical of...the kind of father who 
spends little time with his children, 
and as a result, is not close to them. 

A housekeeper, he found, is not 
always the answer to a single 
parent's prayer. Cassey reports that 
in nine months he had four different 
housekeepers, all of whom "ripped 
me off” by "not showing up, 
stealing," or interfering in his 
personal life. One housekeeper in¬ 
sisted upon referring to a woman 
friend as his "sidewoman" and 
when his ex-wife visited, she ad¬ 
monished her for "being a terrible 
mother.” All of the housekeepers, he 
felt, would have related better to a 
woman. 

Finally he decided not to employ a 


full-time housekeeper, but use day 
care centers and babysitters. At the 
cooperative center, he was able to 
fulfill his obligations because much 
of his work can be done at home. As 
a result of his appearances, the 
newsletter changed the phrase 
"Mother helpers" to "Parent 
helpers.” 

At times being the only parent is a 
burden for there is no one to take 
over when or he is irritated fatigued. 
He finds he cannot relax until the 
children are in bed. At night, his 
routine includes washing the dishes, 
bathing the boys and washing their 
hair. “I like them to be clean, and 
God knows, we try, but there are 
times when they are dirrrty," he 
sighs. 

While being alone has drawbacks, 
it also has advantages. "It's a lot 
easier because I don't have another 
relative to deal with...what I say is 
absolute.” 

What he says is also under the 
close scrutiny of his parents and 
friends, who offer, unsolicited, great 
amounts of advice. “I am fair game 
for people who tell me how to raise 
the children.” 

Pausing he added, "no one seems 
to understand a caring, concerned, 
loving parent feels imperfections 
more than anyone knows." When his 
parents, whom he described as 
"strict" scold him for not being a 
disciplinarian, he points out they 
don’t realize that there are times 
when not disciplining is a conscious 
decision. 

He lets everyone give their advice, 
but in the "final analysis, I must do 
what I am comfortable with.” For 
example, he enjoys talking with the 
boys and "letting them get it out," 
but this "is a scare for my mother 
and father." Because he believes the 


children have been traumatized, he 
also believes "the more they can get 
out, the better." 

He does some reading on the 
subject of parenting, but “It is dif¬ 
ficult to put into practice other’s 
theories and I still end up doing what 
I am comfortable with." 

While the boys have reacted well 
to living without the mother, some 
problems are beginning to surface 
particularly for his older boy whom 
Cassey has taken to a clinical 
psychologist. "He is considered 
gifted, but is an average student 
because he has fantasies which 
impair his work. I guess he does feel 
deserted fby his mother)...the little 
guy is less troubled," perhaps 
Cassey guessed, "he was not in¬ 
doctrinated in terms of a relation¬ 
ship with his mother.” 

"I worry about not having a 
female role model," he admits, but 
he also pointed out when he in¬ 
troduces a female to the boys, “they 
do their best to alienate her." 

His worst problem he says is one 
which is found in two parent homes 
also' and that is intense sibling 
rivalry. The older boy “won't accept 
he has a brother." During battling 
moments, Cassey tries to negotiate, 
and occasionally resorts to 
punishment. That is difficult 
becuase it is one child's word 
against another, the parent has not 
been present during the action, and 
then “I look them in the eye and try 
to determine who is telling a 
falsehood by seeing who blinks." 

A thoughtful man, Cassey chose to 
live in a suburb and selected 
Needham because of the reputation 
of the school system. "To make a 
decent adjustment myself, I got into 
a seminar with divorced people." 


There he found that only two men 
attended the meetings which were 
devoted to talking about ways to get 
child support and welfare. Needing a 
different kind of support group, he 
left. 

Suburbs are fun for 
children because there are lots of 
other children around, however, 
Cassey said they are not always 
receptive to a single parent. While 
there have been exceptions, one 
woman upon greeting Cassey told 
him if he had been a woman, she 
would have baked a cake. Neighbors 
coming to meet him talked about a 
"Mrs. Cassey" and when he in¬ 
formed them he was not married, 
they politely said goodbye, never to 
be seen again. He also discovered a 
"kind of social stigma" attached 
Itself even to the children." Despite 
difficulties, he enjoys parenting and 
noted he has gotten to see the 
children in a way most men do not. 
He feels other fathers "are missing 
a lot." Cassey expressed disap¬ 
pointment in his “fellow men" 
because this is such a "macho 
society... men are not supposed to be 
thought of as sensitive. He says he 
doesn't expect those people to un¬ 
derstand what he has derived from 
being "in close touch” with his 
children. "I am not more successful 
than any other parent...but we are 
close." 

He is determined to make a home 
for the children in a suburb and 
plans to look for a home “where 
there are loads of other kids...not 
somewhere in the sticks." What he 
has accomplished was revealed in a 
drawing, framed and hanging in the 
kitchen. It was done by one of the 
boys and is a fine, detailed drawing 
entitled "Our Home."

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Linda Curran of Norwood shares her recipes 


Linda Curran is a soft-spoken woman 
who loves to entertain and cook for 
crowds. Because she has three children, 
and is pregnant with the fourth, she likes 
to plan her menus in advance. 

After her youngest was born two years 
ago, she and her husband joined a 
"Gourmet Club.” Five couples are 
members and they have tried many new 
dishes...with great success. 

"Some meals that we wouldn't have 
tried under normal circumstances have 
become favorites." 

Today Mrs. Curran is sharing some of 
her favorite recipes with readers, along 
with helpful hints to assist in creating a 
delectable dish. 

For instance one recipe calls for celery 
flakes and she saves the tops of the 
celery, letting them dry and storing them 
in a jar. To roll out and crush the 
crackers, she puts them in a plastic bag 
and empties them into a bowl, saving a 
mess.

The board of trustees of the 
Roston Theological Institute 
has announced the ap¬ 
pointment of Rev. John W. 
Turnbull of Washington, D C., 
as the institute's new director. 

Rev. Turnbull assumes his 
responsibilities July 1, suc¬

DESCRIPTION OF THE FLAG 

The King of the United States 
of America has 13 horizontal 
stripes—7 red and 6 white—the 
red and white stripes alternat¬ 
ing, and a union which consists 
of white stars of five points on a 
blue field placed in the upper 
quarter next to the staff and ex¬ 
tending to the lower edge of the 
fourth red stripe from the top. 
The number of stars is the same 
as the number of States in the 
Union. 



Sunday (variable); Mother’s 
Day, second Sunday in May; 
Armed Forces Day, third Satur¬ 
day in May; Memorial Day (half 
staff until noon), May 30; Flag 
Day, June 14; Independence Day, 
July 4; Labor Day, first Monday 
in September; Citizenship Day. 
September 17; Columbus Day, 
October 12; Veterans Day, No¬ 
vember 11; Thanksgiving Day, 
fourth Thursday of November; 
Christmas Day, December 25; 
such other days as may be pro¬ 
claimed by the President of the 
United States; the birthdays of 
States (dates of admission); and 
on State holidays. The Flag 
should be displayed daily, weath¬ 
er permitting, on or near the 
main administration building of 
every public institution.

2. When carried in a proces¬ 
sion with another flag or flags, 

the Flag of the United States of 
America should be either on the 
marching right, i.e., the Flag's 
own right, or when there is a 
line of other flags, the Flag of 
the United States of America 
may be in front of the center of 
that line. 



Effective July 4, I960*, the 
canton or union contains 50 
stars arranged ns indicated in 
the above reproduction. On the 
admission of a State into the 
Union a star will be added to the 
union of the Flag, and such ad¬ 
dition will take effect on the 4th 
day of July next succeeding such 
admission.

PROPER MANNER OF

There are certain fundamental 
rules of heraldry, which if under¬ 
stood geneially, would indicate 
the proper method of displaying When displayed with anoth- 
the Flag of the United States of er na S “K ainst “ "all from 
America. The matter becomes a cr0SSP ‘* sta ® s i th e Flag of the 
very simple one if it is kept in United States of America should 
mind that the Flag represents 
the living country and is itself 
considered as a living thing. The 
union of the Flag is the honor 
point; the right arm is the sword 
arm and therefore the point of 
danger and hence the place of 
honor. 

I. The Flag should be displayed 
only from sunrise to sunset, or 
between such hours as may be 
designated by proper authority. 

However, the Flag may be dis¬ 
played at night upon special oc¬ 
casions when it is desired to pro¬ 
duce a patriotic effect. It should 
be hoisted hriskly, but should be 
lowered slowly and ceremoni¬ 
ously. The Flag should be dis¬ 
played on all National and State 
holidays and on historic and spe¬ 
cial occasions. (However, being 
the emblem of our country, it 
ought to fly from every flagpole 
every day throughout the year, 
weather permitting.) Special 
care should be taken to see that 
the Flag is displayed on the fol¬ 
lowing days: New Year's Day, 

January 1; Inauguration Day, 

January 20; Lincoln's Birthday, 

February 12; Washington’s

In pledging allegiance to the Flag of 
the United Stales of America, the ap¬ 
proved practice In schools, which Is 
suitable also for civilian adults. Is as 
follows: 


"1 pledge allegiance to the Flag of 
the United Slates of America and to the 
Republic for which It stands, one 
tlon under God. Indivisible, with liberty 
and Justice for all." Is rendered by 
standing with the right hand over the 
heart. However, civilians will always 
show full respect to the Flog when the 
pledge Is given by merely standing at 
attention, men removing the headdress. 
Persons In uniform should render the 
military salute.

12. When flown at half-staff, 
the Flag should be hoisted to the 
peak for an instant and then 
lowered to the half-staff posi¬ 
tion; but before lowering the 
Flag for tho day it should be 
raised again to the peak.

13. Any rule or custom per¬ 
taining to the display of the Flag 
of the United States of America, 
set forth herein, may be altered, 
modified, or repealed, or addi¬ 
tional rules with respect thereto 
may be prescribed by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army 
and Navy of the United States 
whenever he deems it to be ap¬ 
propriate or desirable; and any 
such alteration or additional rule 
shall be set forth in a proclama¬ 
tion. 

CAUTIONS 

1. Do not permit disrespect to 
be shown to the Flag of (he 
United Stales of America. 

2. Do not dip the Flag of the 
United States of America to any 
person or any thing. The regi¬ 
mental color, State flag, organ¬ 
ization or institutional flag will 
render this honor. 

3. Do not display the Flag 
with the union down except as 
a signal of distress. 

4. Do not place any other flag 
or pennant above or, If on tho 
same level, to the right of the 
Flag of the Unitei States of 
America. 

5. Do not let the Flag touch 
the ground or the floor, or trail 
In the water. 

6. Do not place any object oi 
emblem of any kind on or above 
the Flag of the United States of 
America. 

7. The Flag should never he 
used as drapery of any sort 
whatsoever, never festooned, 
drawn back, nor up. in folds, but 
always allowed to fall free. 
Bunting of blue, white and red, 
always arranged with the blue 
above, the white in the middle, 
and the red below, should b. 
used for covering a speaker's 
desk, draping the front of a 
platform, and for decoration in 
general. 

8. Do not fasten tho Flag in 
such manner as will permit it to 
be easily torn. 

9. Do not drape the Flag over 
the hood, top, sides or back oi a 
vehicle, or of a railway train ot 
boat. When the Flag is dismayed 
on a motor car, the start should 
be affixed firmly to the cnassis 
or clamped to the radiator cap. 

10. Do not display the b ias on 
a float in a parade except trom 
a staff. 

11. Do not use the Flag as a 
covering for a ceiling. 

12. Do not carry the Flag flat 
or horizontally, but always atott 
and free. 

13. Do not use the Flag as a 
portion of a costume or ot an 
athletic uniform. Do not em¬ 
broider it upon cushions or nanu- 
kerchiefs nor print It on paper 
napkins or boxes. 

14. Do not put lettering ot any 
kind upon the Flag. 

15. Do not use the Flag in any 
form of advertising nor fa-ten 
an advertising sign t.o a pole 
from which the Flag is flown. 

16. Do not display, use or store 
the Flag in such a manner as 
will permit it to be easily soiled 
or damaged. 

17. The Flag should never be 
used as a receptacle for receiv¬ 
ing, holding, carrying, or deliver¬ 
ing anything.

"However, we realize 
that some customers may not 
want to ask for help while in 
our stores. The hotline gives 
these customers a second place 
to turn." 

In March, 1976, Zayre in¬ 
troduced a customer relations 
hotline on a trial basis in 
Massachusetts.

Governor Michael Dukakis 
recently appointed Richard 
Jay Bertman of Newton to the 
state Board of Registration of 
Architects. 

The major function of the 
board is to handle consumer 
complaints, which usually 
stem from nonregistered ar¬ 
chitects falsely using the title 
of a registered architect. 

It is responsible for enforcing 
laws relating to architectural 
practices and for drawing up 
rules determining conduct for 
practicing architects. 

The board also designs and 
reviews the state registration 
examination, which an ar¬ 
chitect must pass before 
practicing in the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

In making the appointment 
Gov. Dukakis said, "Richard 
Bertman not only has a fine 
background in architecture, 
but he also shares my con¬ 
viction that the board must 
become increasingly 


responsive to consumer con¬ 
cerns." 

Bertman, 43, is a principal in 
the Boston architectural firm 
of Childs, Bertman, Tseckares 
Associates Inc. He has been a 
registered architect since 
October, 1964. 

He received a B.A. degree 
from Harvard University, a 
Bachelor of Architecture from 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and a Master of 
Architecture from the 
University of California at 
Berkeley. 

A member of the American 
Institute of Architects, he was 
an assistant professor of design 
at the Rhode Island School of 
Design in 1965 and 1966, and- 
later volunteered as an in¬ 
structor at the Boston 
Architectural Center, where he 
is now the vice president. 

The center was originated by 
the Boston Society of 
Architects as a school for 


students of architecture who 
are unable to afford a college 
education. 

Bertman conducted a con¬ 
ference in Boston for the Guild 
for Religious Architecture and 
has been a visiting ar¬ 
chitectural critic at several 
colleges and universities in¬ 
cluding Harvard, MIT, 
Berkeley, and Tuskegee 
Institute. 

He has served on the 
Brookline Conservation

Architects. 

Bertman takes the place on 
the board vacated by Marvin 
Goody when his term expired 
this year. Bertman will serve 
in the post, with a maximum 
salary of $750 per year, until 
Jan. 31. 1981.

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No place 
like home 
for Stanky

NEW YORK (UPI)-Eddie 
Stanky couldn’t be happier. 

He’s like a pup back in his old 
kennel coaching the University 
of South Alabama baseball 
team again, and he’s laughing 
his sides off over each of the 
rumors purporting to be the 
"real inside story" of why he 
suddenly packed up and went 
home after managing the 
Texas Rangers only one day. 

Nobody believes a mature 60- 
year-old man could ever 
become homesick enough to 
give up the kind of job Eddie 
Stanky did. 

One of the more persistent 
tales flying around is that he 
made up his mind managing 
wasn’t for him anymore during 
the fourth inning of the only 
game he handled the Rangers, 
which was last Wednesday’s 
contest with the Twins in 
Minnesota. 

The Twins were ahead, 4-1, 
and Stanky, so the story goes, 
went out to the mound to 
remove pitcher Bert Blyleven. 

• What are you doing out 
here?" the Minnesota pitcher 
is supposed to have said. 

"I think you've had enough," 
was what Stanky is said to have 
answered. 

“You just go back to where 
you were and I'll take care of 
the pitching,” Blyleven is 
alleged to have snapped. 

Right there and then, Stanky 
is supposed to have decided 
that was enough for him. 
Somebody else could try 
putting up with these modern 
day ballplayers, not him. 

The Blyleven story is only 
one of many Stanky has heard 
since he returned to Mobile, 
Ala. 

"I never even went out to the 
mound when Blyleven was 
pitching," he says, laughing 
from his desk at the Univer¬ 
sity. "Sid Hudson (the 
Rangers' pitching coach) was 
. the one who went out to talk 
with him, and the only reason 
he did was because Bert pulled 
a groin muscle. He couldn’t 
pitch anymore. He had to 
leave. 

"The only time I went out to 
the mound was in the ninth 
inning. We were winning, 10-7, 
and after the Twins filled the 
bases with one out, Mike 
Marshall, who had come in to 
relieve Darold Knowles, made 
a wild pitch allowing a run to 
score. I said to Mike 'now you 
gotta pitch to two men instead 
of one’ because they had 
runners on second and third. 
We didn’t have any words or 
anything like that. He just 
laughed and got the next two 
men to wrap up the ball game. 
That was the only time I ever 
left the bench." 

What made Stanky’s abrupt 
departure so difficult for many 
to understand was his life-long 
background of rarely not 
finishing anything he has ever 
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undertaken. Stanky did every¬ 
thing he could to convey his 
feelings to as many members 
of the Rangers as he could 
reach. 

He called Eddie Robinson, 
the Rangers' executive vice 
president, who tried to talk him 
into staying. But Stanky’s mind 
was made up. 

"I’ve never been so lonesome 
and homesick in my life," he 
told Robinson. 

Then he phoned Rangers' 
general manager Dan O’Brien 
in Arlington, Tex., and told him 
the same thing. 

Stanky realized he should 
also tell Rangers' owner Brad 
Corbett of his decision, but 
since Corbett’s mother had just 
died, he didn't want to bother 
him. 

Among those <; also called 
was Connie Ryan, one of the 
Ranger coaches who took over 
for him after he left. 

"Connie wanted to talk me 
out of it, but I told him nobody 
could," said Stanky. "I wanted 
everybody with the Rangers to 
know how much 1 appreciated 
what they had done for me, 
how wonderfully I felt they had 
treated me and how my 
decision had nothing at all to do 
with them. I called Toby 
Harrah and told him how much 
he had impressed me in the 
short time I was with the club. 
Then I spoke with Mike 
Marshall and told him I really 
enjoyed watching him pitch, I 
was going to call Willie Horton 
and Bert Campaneris but I 
never got the chance." 

The idea of returning home 
first entered Stanky's mind 
after Wednesday night’s ball 
game. 

"It sort of came to me when I 
got on the team bus going back 
lo the hotel," he says. "Then 
when I got to my room, I 
started thinking about home 
and it hit me. ‘Is it worth it all?’ 

I said to myself." 

Stanky concluded it wasn’t, 
even though the Rangers had 
given him a $225,000 contract 
for three years, pretty much 
the same one they gave his 
successor, Billy Hunter. 

Now Eddie Stanky is back at 
his old job, the one he has had 
the past nine years, and there's 
no question in his mind he did 
the right thing. 

"When I saw my wife and 
children as I looked down while 
flying into the Mobile airport, I 
knew I made the right 
decision,” he says. “Years 
ago, some smart guy said 
'there’s no place like home,’

Evert shows no mercy 
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WIMBLEDON (UPI) - It 
takes determination as well as 
skill to win the world’s most 
prestigious tennis tournament. 

Defending champion Chris 
Evert has displayed both 
qualities at Wimbledon this 
year and that's why nobody is 
betting against the Florida 
“Ice Maiden” to keep her title 
in the 100th year of Wimbledon. 

Evert showed she has no 
place for sentiment in the way 
she dispatched 14-year-old 
Tracy Austin and six-time 
Wimbledon champ Billie Jean 
King on her way to today's 
semifinal match against Bri¬ 
tain's Virginia Wade. 

"I cannot afford to let 
emotion take over," Evert 
said. "I might lose." 

The crowd rooted against her 
when she met Austin and King, 
and the anti-Evert mood will be 
even stronger when the British 
crowd gets behind Wade. 

“Virginia is quite capable of 
beating me ard she knows it, so 
I will not be taking any chances 
out there," said Evert, who lost 
to Wade in the semifinal of this 
year’s San Francisco Virginia 
Slims tournament. But Evert 


has a 22-5 career record 
against Wade, who twice has 
lost semifinals at Wimbledon. 

If she wins, Evert is likely to 
face another Briton in the final, 
if fourth-seeded Sue Barker 
defeats Holland's Betty Stove 
as expected. 

Barker beat the 6-foot Dutch 
player in Dallas and New York 
this year and Stove's lack of 
mobility — her right knee is 
heavily taped — will make it 
difficult for her to handle 
Barker’s penetrating forehand 
drives. 

Top-seeded Jimmy Connors 
and defending champion Bjorn 
Borg advanced toward their 
expected clash in the final of 
the men’s event. Borg looked 
the more impressive of the two 
in Tuesday’s quarter-finals. 

Borg played some of the best 
tennis of the tournament in 
downing Hie Nastase, 6-0, 60, 
6-3, in a replay of last year’s 
final. The victory earned Borg 
a semifinal berth against 
eighth-seeded Vitas Gerulaitis, 
who beat unseeded Billy 
Martin, 6-2, 8-9, 6-2, 6-2. 

Connors, who scored a 
scrambling 6-4, 3-6, 6-4, 6-2 


victory over unseeded South 
African Byron Bertram, finds 
himself up against the biggest 
surprise of the tournament, 
amateur John McEnroe. 


“I haven’t met Connors, and 
if it turns out I beat him I’ll 
probably drop dead on court,” 
McEnroe said.

BOSTON (UPI) - Red Auerbach went out for his favorite 
lunch - Chinese food - and returned to his office Tuesday 
with a Pu Pu platter full of information about the Boston 
Celtics. 

The Celtics president and engineer of 13 NBA titles an¬ 
nounced: 

— The club is close to signing first-round draft choice 
Cedric Maxwell of the University of North Carolina at 
Charlotte; 

— Veteran forward Steve Kuberski has signed for another 
season; 

— Free agents John Havlieek, Sidney Wicks, Kevin 
Stacom and Jim Ard, all represented by NBA Players 
Association counsel Larry Fleisher, remain unsigned; 

— Former Boston star Tom Sanders, now the Harvard 
University basketball coach, has been offered the assistant 
coach job vacated last week by John Killilea. 

Auerbach met Tuesday morning with Maxwell then took 
the 6-foot-8 rookie and his lawyer, Ron Grinker of Cin¬ 
cinnati, out for a Chinese luncheon. When they returned, the 
three met for awhile in Auerbach's office before informing 
the press that no contract had been reached. 

"I can’t really see that we will have any problem; I'm 
sure we’ll sign a contract," said Maxwell, who is allergic to 
seafood and who feared a reaction to the Chinese-style 
lobster he had for lunch. 

’"Ihe only delay is in the structuring of the contract, from 
a tax standpoint," added Grinker, who also represented 
backup center Ard until recently. 

Maxwell, a 6-foot-8 center at the University of North 
Carolina at Charlotte, broke the school's career scoring and 
rebounding in three seasons. He averaged 22.2 points and 
12.1 rebounds last season in pacing UNC-Charlotte to the 
semifinals of the NCAA basketball tournament. 

"Things happened so fast, with our team coming out of 
nowhere, that everything seems like a dream," said 
Maxwell. "But I haven't set any goals because my job with 
the Celtics will be dictated by the team. I just want to 
contribute." 

Kuberski, who played a minor role for the Celtics, signed 
his contract early in the day, according to a Celtics 
spokesman, who also said forward Tom Boswell has 
reached agreement in principle over a new contract 

The Celtics expect no trouble from Havlieek, who 
probably will sign one more, one-year contract before 
retiring. 

Ard, who spells Daw Cowens at center, switched agents 
in the spring as did Wicks. Ard talked with Auerbach 
Tuesday but Wicks hasnot communicated recently with the 
Celtics.

NEWPORT, R.I. (UPI) - A 
12-meter America’s Cup com¬ 
petitor from western Australia, 
land tycoon Alan Bond’s Aus¬ 
tralia, was due in port today 
along with Sweden’s first ever 
entry, Sverige. 

Another Australian com¬ 
petitor, veteran challenger 
Gretel II, was towed into 
Newport Tuesday to the tune of 
Australian melodies from a 
two-man band. 

Sweden’s entry was due for 
unloading at the Port of 
Providence this morning, and 
was to be towed to its berth at 
nearby Jamestown, a three 
hour trip down Narragansett 
Bay. 

Jamestown was planing to 
roll out the red carpet for the 
Swedes with an impromptu 
reception. A formal welcoming 
reception for all three foreign 
parties, including two French 
yachts which arrived two 
weeks ago, is set for July 12. 

Kicking off its third bid for 
the cup, wood-hulled Gretel II, 
which lost to Intrepid in 1970, 
will be skippered by veteran 
sailor Gordon Ingate, under the 
flag of the Royal Sydney Yacht 
Squadron. 


As the tender Island Gypsy 
towed Gretel II into Newport 
Shipyard from New York, two 
men played Australian tunes 
on a trombone and comet, their 
zany notes drifting over the 
waterfront. 

While America’s Cup watch¬ 
ers remember Gretel II as a 
loser to Intrepid in 1970, and 
trial horse status to Bond's 
Southern Cross in 1974, the boat 
is hardly recognizable this 
year. 

It has been completely 
rebuilt to make it more com¬ 
petitive in light to moderate 
air, with a longer boom, more 
sail and a new wardrobe of 
sails. 


The Kansas City Royals

Alderman Mark White 
proposed at the aldermanic 
meeting a Board order asking 
the School Department to plan 
a required CPR course in the 
schools. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Atkins said he has been 
working on a voluntary plan for 
about a year and in the fall he 
hopes that school personnel 
will take a Rd Cross CPR 


course’ especially science and 
physical education instructors. 

By the spring of 1978 he hopes 
enough teachers will be cer¬ 
tified to train the life-saving 
technique to tenth graders in 
both high schools and to 
seventh graders who all par¬ 
ticipate in a heart risk 
program in science. 

Dr. Carolyn Zavarine, the 
city health commissioner, said 
the CPR courses in the city run 
with the help of the Red Cross 
and Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
have been very successful. 

The main obstacle to running 
more programs in the com¬ 
munity is that the manikins 
used in the teaching cost $350. 

A maximum of six persons 
can manage to share one 
manikan, she said, and the 
repair of the dummies is 


frequent and expensive. 

For the recent courses 
manikans were borrowed from 
the hospital and the Police and 
Fire departments. 

Dr. Zavarine added that the 
Heart Association and Channel 
5 have made $40,000 available 
to communities to be used as 
matching funds to purchase 
manikans, but the problem 
would be finding the matching 
funds. 

She is investigating the use of 
federal community develop¬ 
ment funds. 

The Health and Safety 
Committee approved an 
ammended version of White’s 
order that suports the School 
Department's plans for a 
voluntary instruction of CPR. 

Atkins briefly reported on 
the program to the School 
Committee Monday night.

licensed physicians (for the 
purpose of abortion) not 
merely difficult but im¬ 
possible.'” 

Pines fears that the 
legislation would force poor 
women seeking an abortion to 
return to the illicit clinics and 
quack abortionists that were 
the prime source of abortions 
prior to the Supreme Court’s 
1973 decision. 

“It is paradoxical that the 
Massachusetts Legislature 
would consider cutting off 
these funds at a time when it 
continues to refuse to enact 
measures aimed at eliminating 
the alarming number of un¬ 
wanted pregnancies. 

“For several years I have 
introduced legislation which 
would allow minors to receive 
contraceptive counseling. This 
legislation was again defeated 
this year. 

“An extremely vocal anti- 
abortion minority is about to 
impose their values on the 
class of women who cannot 
afford private abortions. The 
proposed legislation makes no 
exception for abortions 
resulting from rape or incest. 

“There can be little doubt 
that the passage of the bill 
would create momentum in the 
drive to eliminate all ab 

substantial ortions, not just 
those for the poor. I urge those 
who oppose this measure to 
make themselves heard,” 
Pines concluded.

necticut Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. 

CG's daycare center is 
housed in a converted dairy 
about five miles from its home 
office in Bloomfield, a nearby 
suburb of Hartford — the 
^.nation's Insurance City. 

Rather than run the centr 
^ itself, the company leases the 
building to kiddie care profes¬ 
sionals — "Living & Learning 
Centres” of Waltham, Mass. 

CG’s arrangement with the 
firm results in a discount of 10 
per cent on tuition for the 
children of company employes, 
clerical as well as executive. 
CG sends 45 children while LLC 
fills the remaining 33 spots and 
charges a higher rate. 

The program is a success In 
the view of parents whose 
young ones ranging in age from 
six months to six years are 
cared for workdays from 7:30 
a.m. until 5:30 p.m. 

Company artist Mrs. 
Patricia Cohens found her son 
Christopher, 4, was maturing 
more quickly around children 
his own age than when he was 
cared for by his grandmother. 

“Now, there is no more 
'Mommy, don’t leave me,”' 
said Mrs. Cohens. 

CG Chairman Henry R. 
Roberts, who was president 
when the program began, did 
not want the company to 
subsidize the daycare program 
because he felt it would be 
unfair to other employes. 

Knowing that many women 
wanted to work but could not 
because of their children, 
Roberts told company organiz¬ 
ers to "Go to the people who 
can't work. See how much it's 
worth to them.” 

A permanent waiting list of 
about 40 children has 
developed for children who 
want to attend the center, said 
James H. Montague, a vice 
president who works with the 
daycare center. 

CG employes pay $40 weekly 
for children six to 17 months 
old, compared to |50 weekly for 
parents who are not CG em¬ 
ployes; $37 for children bet¬ 
ween 17 months and three 
years, compared to $42 for 
nonemployes; and $34 for

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children three to six years, 
compared to 139.50 for the 
children of nonemployes. 

Jo Ann Corrigan, assistant 
director of the center, calls it 
“a structured and un¬ 
structured environment. The 
children are cared for by 10 
teachers, a director, a cook and . 
a janitor.” 

Four-year-olds are taught 
their numbers and the alphabet 
while kindergarten-age young¬ 
sters learn addition, sub¬ 
traction and basic reading. 
Two-yearolds learn finger¬ 
painting. There are swings, a 
merry-go-round and a sandbox 
outdoors. 

Mrs. Gay Markkanen, a 
typist in CG’s public relations 
department, said her son 
Christopher, 2, was cared for 
by a babysitter for less than the 
center charges, but she 
enrolled him there anyway. 

He has learned such things 
as colors, sizes, shapes and 
designs that he would not have 
learned until later, she said. 

Even fathers are enrolling 
their children. 

“This lets the mothers work. 
It also gives the kid an ex¬ 
perience and frees the parents 
to do their own thing," Mon¬ 
tague said. 

Parents have only one real 
complaint with the CG daycare 
center — overcrowding. 

The company has not 
decided whether to expand the 
facilities, Montague said. 

“We think about it, obviously 
the parents think about it, but 
that's as far as we've gone,” he 
said.

'Balanced' diets 
sometimes aren't 


American consumers give lip 
service to a nutritionally 
balanced diet. 

But many don’t actually eat 
as well as they think they do. 

In an A.C. Nielsen survey 
last year, 91 per cent of the 
consumers questioned ap¬ 
peared confident they were 
eating a balanced diet. Yet, an 
analysis of the Neilsen study 
and 31 other recent consumer 
surveys suggests the reverse 
often is true. 

The findings were presented 
at a nutrition conference in 
New York City. They showed 
more than 75 per cent of us 
eating less than the recom¬ 
mended daily allowance for 
three of the four food groups 
basic to a balanced diet. 

We skimp on fruits and 
vegetables, breads and cereals 
and dairy products, but 
overeat on meat. 

Ironically, one major reason 
for excess meat consumption 
may be the good job nutrition¬ 
ists have done in persuading 
consumers that protein is 
important. 

This conclusion was reached 
by the nutrition and marketing 
research departments of 
General Mills, Inc., which 
sponsored the conference. 

Most consumers divide foods 
into “good guys” and “bad 
guys,” the report said: 

“Man-made" foods, bought 
wholly or partially prepared, 
are examples of those 
regarded as bad because some 
of their natural nutrients have 
been replaced with artificial 
ones. 

Good ones, consumers think, 
are raw and fresh, grown or 
raised without benefit of 
manmade chemicals. 

The studies indicate many 
people have the misconception 
that meat products are more 
important nutritionally than 
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the bread and cereal group, 
dairy products, fruits and 
vegetables. Actually, all are 
important to a well-balanced 
diet. 

In the Nielsen survey, 83 per 
cent of the people questioned 
put meat at the top of a list of 10 
food groups they used in meal 
planning. Seventy-nine per 
cent ranked vegetables second, 
exclusive of potatoes. Only 33 
per cent voted for spuds (in 
fourth place, after fruits) and 
only 26 per cent said bread or 
toast was likely to be included 
in their meals. 

Cereals and fish were the 
least popular. They were 
mentioned by only 15 and 16 per 
cent, respectively. 

The report says 47 per cent of 
the consumers questioned 
thought themselves over¬ 
weight.

The Battle of thaBugs — Are 
you suffering from en- 
tomophobia— fear of insects? 
If you are, it may help you to 
know that not all bugs are bad. 
There are anywhere from 1 to 10 
million species on earth — 
outnumbering all other forms 
of animal or plant life. Of the 
millions of species, only 110th of 
1 percent are harmful to man. 
It’s that small fraction of a 
percent we’ve got to keep 
under control. 

Knowing what to use on 
various insects can be a 
headache to gardeners, sales 
clerks and anybody else who 
handles plants. The pesticide 
picture changes almost daily. 
The Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) is constantly 
investigating pesticides which 
are potential risks to the en¬ 
vironment and to human 
health. This makes it difficult 
for the home gardener to know 
just what pesticide to use. 

One factor which has sim¬ 
plified man’s war against 
insects is the introduction of a 
so-called “broad spectrum" 
pesticide which works on a 
variety of insects. That means 
you don’t have to be a trained 
entomologist to P know what’s 
best for a certain pest, whether 
it be a chewing insect, a 
sucking type, or one which raps 
the tissue of plants. 

Most garden centers carry a 
product called Spectracide, an 
effective bug killer containing 
Diazinon. This all-purpose 
insect killer works on more 


than 120 different kinds of 
pests, eliminating the need to 
switch from one pesticide to 
another. 

In short, you no longer have 
need for a shelf full of different 
kinds of pesticides since the 
introduction of an all-in-one 
product such as Spectracide. It 
works on almost all insect 
pests that attack your lawn, 
vegetables, roses, trees, 
shrubs, flowers, nuts and 
fruits. 

While insect control has been 
simplified by the introduction 
of an all-round product that 
takes care of major insect 
pests, your only job is to handle 
any insecticide with caution, 
regardless of whether you use 
an all-purpose one or not. 

There's always lots of good 
Information on the label. 

Always read it and follow the 
directions carefully. 

Amaryllis — Your Amaryllis 
(Hippeastrum) probably has 
seed pods on them about now. 
Unless you’re interested in 
growing amaryllis from seed, 
you might better remove them 
from the plant. Seeds take 3 or 
4 years to flower. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "We 
have a fluorescent light (2 
fixtures) and wonder if we 
should put a light bulb (in¬ 
candescent) with it for extra 
light.” 

Answer: Incandescent lights 
are helpful as a supplement, 
but do not use as a sole source 
of light, as they give off heat. 
Fluorescent lights do not burn. 


Tennis Outgrows

FOREST HIIJS.N.Y. (UPI)

The U.S. tennis cham¬ 
pionship will be played here for 
the last time in 1977. Next year, 
it moves to a new stadium 
being refurbished on the site of 
the 1963-64 World Fair in 
Flushing. 

The grass courts at the West 
Side Tennis, where Bill Tilden 
and Helen Wills played some of 
their greatest matches, deteri¬ 
orated rapidly in the 1950s and 
1960s. Some blamed weather 
changes and others said 
residue from giant oil burners 
of highrise apartment houses 
built nearby caused the 
damage. After many com¬ 


plaints by contestants playing 
for prize money in recent U.S. 
Open championships, the grass 
was ploughed up and all- 
weather courts were installed. 

In 1976, the tennis boom 
produced a greater ticket 
demand than the 12,500-seat 
Forest Hills Stadium could 
handle. The switch to Flushing, 
with a larger stadium and all- 
weather courts on the drawing 
board, was approved.

Sugar is another "bad guy” 
to many consumers. Fifty per 
cent of the women questioned 
in a “Redbook" magazine 
reader survey in 1976 said they 
had either cut back on or 
stopped buying heavily 
sugared foods in 1975. (The 
study did not indicate what 
influence, if any, the stiff sugar 
price increases that year had 
on their decisions.) 

Several studies indicated 
widespread interest in and use 
of nutrition labeling, although 
one study in two Indiana stores 
showed very little ability to 
interpret and use label in¬ 
formation. 

Yet another survey the same 
year said it found no evidence 
to suggest that consumers 
were using labeling to compute 
and buy a nutritious diet. The 
conference report added that 
this conclusion was in¬ 
consistent with most other 
studies analyzed. 

Saddest of all, a U.S. 

Department of Agriculture 
report last year found the 
people who most need nutrition 
information are less likely to 
find it useful. They include 
consumers with less education 
and lower incomes and the 
elderly.

Built on a corner of prime 
downtown land in 1889 by 
Macy’s president Jerome 
Wheeler, the three-story brick 
building harkens to the Victori¬ 
an era, harbors the town’s 
history and attempts to with¬ 
stand progress. 

A carved oak bar, high- 
backed velvet chairs and 
weighty drapes express the 
wealth of the mining era and 
the taste of the 1890’s. Potted 
palms and high ceilings are 
abundant. 

But television, not veneered 
wardrobes, and lots of hot 
water, not legends, are what 
the modern skier and summer 
vacationer demands. 

So, the Jerome falters on 
hard times. 

“Ah, if these walls could 
talk," said manager Joanne 
Timba. "But today's skier is 
interested in convenience, not 
a 100-year-old bed. The hotel is 
finally running in the black, but 
we aren't making much and 
can’t keep going." 

When completed, the Jerome 
was acclaimed the finest hotel 
on Colorado’s Western Slope. A 
few years before, Aspen had 
been a rough and tumble tent 
town, populated by hopeful 
miners and fortune seekers. 

The Jerome was the town's 


first sign of respectibility. 
Captain's chairs were 
arranged under stuffed animal 
heads in the lobby. Each room 
enjoyed the rare pleasure of 
hot and cold running water. 
Triumphant miners puffed 
cigars in the bar. 

The water pipes that brought 
pleasure to gritty prospectors 
and later troops of the U.S. 
Army's 10th Mountain Division 
troops have not been replaced. 
Skiers groan in third floor 
rooms where mineral deposits 
have reduced the flow of 
shower water to a trickle. 

“We offer the cheapest 
rooms in town, but those who 


mining tarnished within a few 
years due to devaluation. In 
1911 Wheeler sold his hotel to 
Mansor Elisha, who leased it 
out to various managers. 

“Back then, it was just a 
series of small rooms," said 
Ms. Timba. “There were no 
closets. People just hung 
clothing on hooks. And only the 
parlor rooms had bathrooms.” 

In 1946, a few years after the 
Mountain Division bedded 
down in the Jerome's lobby on 
a regular basis, Walter 
Paepcke leased the building, 
added a swimming pool and 
installed bathing facilities for 
each room.
